GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

General Copper Plates. 

1 . C.P. 76 of Mr . Sewell's List. —(Telugu.) In the Collector’s 
office. Records a grant of land to a Brahman in S. 1606 (A.D. 1684) 
Raktakshi, by a chief styling himself “ Maharaja Sri Raja Ganapati 
Raja Jagannatha Raja.” 

2 . C.P. 77 of Mr. Sewell's List. —In the same place. Records a 

grant by a descendant of the Eastern Chajukya kings. [An examin¬ 
ation of the contents of this inscription shows that it was issued by 
a chief of the Beta Vijayaditya line, referred to in the third Pitha- 
puram inscription. The donor was SrTsCna Sarathi, between whom 
and Mallappa III there were four chiefs named . . . Bhupa, 

Praia pa Bhudara, Vishnuvardhana (IV) and Mahadeva. The 
inscription thus arries the genealogy five generations further. 
Mr. Sewell confounds this line with the E. Chajukyan line proper, 
considering it to be subsequent to Vikrama thola. He is of course 
wrong.] 

3 . C.P. 78 of Mr. Sewell's List. —In the Collector’s office. Records 
that in the twenty-fifth year of his reign, a chief named SrT Prithivl- 

' mnia R:lja, son of Prabhakara Visruta Maharaja, granted the village 
of ( huyipaka to his household priest and the members of the latter’s 
gotra as an agrahAram, after having assembled the RashtrakOta 
and other families of the district of 7 'arupaka. The order is issued 
from the city of Kandali. No date of any kind is given. The 
characters of the plates are similar to those of the E. Chfilukya 
plate*. 

4 . C.P. 191 of Mr. Sewell's List. —Records grant of lands to a 
Brahman in S. 1500 (A.D. 1578^ by “Raja Sri Vitarana Raya.” It 
Is very badly executed, much damaged, and dated in Durmati, which 
is inconsistent. 

4 -A. The Korumilli Plates of RajarAja I, the Eastern Chalukyan 
sovereign (1022—63), the son of Vimaladitya and Kundava Devi, the 
daughter of the Chola RajarAja the Great (985—1013). The record 
is important for the fact that it mentions the date of the king’s 
coronation as Thursday, August 16, A.D. 1022. See bid. Antq., Vol. 
XIV, p. 56; 77 m/., Vol. XXIII, p. 131, No. HO and Kielhorn’s Southern 
List , No. 569. 

5 . Nadupfiru grant of Anna VernA Reddi (which is included 
here as the exact topography of Nadupuru is not known). A record 
of Anna Vema of the KondavTdu Reddis, dated in a day of lunar 
eclipse, Karttika, S, 1296 (A.D. 1374). It records the graht to 20 
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Brahmanas of the village of Naduptiru or Vemapuram by the king 
for the merit of his sister Vemasani (stated to be the queen of a 
certain NallanOrika). The place was in Konasthala (the Delta) 
The grant gives the Reddi genealogy as it is in the Vflnapalli 
grant. [See Ep. hid., Vol III, pp. 286—92. The dates are not quite 
consistent as lunar eclipse did not, according to Dikshit. fall on 
that year. This is Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 593*1 

6. The Nagpur Museum Inscription of Somesvara. A Telugif 
record dated S. 1130, discovered at Sironcha in Upper Godavari dis¬ 
trict, recording that Gariga mahadevi, the chief queen of Some&vara 
deva, gave the village of Keramaruka to two temples of Siva she 
built. The date of consecration of these was Sunday, I2th tit hi, of 
the bright fortnight of Phalguna, S. 1130, which corresponds to the 
7th February, A.D. 1210. (It should however be S. 1231.) Somes- 
vara has the titles of JagadSkabhushana Maharaja, descendant of 
the race of NSga, tord of the city of Bhogavati, of the Kasyapa 
gotra. Mr. Krishna Sastri suggests that he might belong to the 
Sinda family. See Ep. Lid., Vol. Ill, pp. 314—8. 

7 . The Nandampundi grantof RiljarZja I (Sanskrit and Telugu). 

At first in the Collector's office and now in the Madras Museum. 
Records a grant by king Rajarajadeva (I) of the K. Chalukyan 
family, the son of Vii^aladitya and Kundavadevi, in the* thirty- 
second year of his reign, during a lunar eclipse (probably according 
to Kielhorn, on November 28, A.D. 1053). It is addressed to the 
cultivators (headed by the Rashtrakutas) in the Renderulu- 
nadimivishaya (the district between the two rivers) in the presence . 
of the Mantrin, PurOhita, Senapati, Yuvaraja, Dauvarika and 
Pradhana. The object of the grant is the village of Nandampundi. 
The donee is Nanni Narayana Kaviraja&ekhara (evidently the 
celebrated translator of the Mnhdhhdrata) whose birudas and geneal¬ 
ogy are given. The date of the king’s coronation was Thursday, 
16th August, A.D. 1022. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 300—9. Kielhorn 
draws attention to the resemblance of the epigraph to Gd. 4-A and 
Gd. 48 in the introductory, legendary and historical parts. Was 
Nandampflndi the same as Nandanpudi in Amalapuram taluk ? 

See also Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 570. 

8 . The RanastepGndi grant * of Vimaladitya [included here 
owing to the uncertain topography of the village]. (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of the E. Chalukyan Vimaladityan Mummudi 
Bhnna to his minister Vajra, of the Kaundinya gotra, a resident of 
Karemchedu (nine miles west of Bapatla in Kistna district). The 
epigraph gives the date of the king’s coronation which corresponds, 
with some correction, according to Kielhorn, to Thursday, 10th 
May, A.D. IOII. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 567 and Ep. hid., 
Vol. VI, pp. 347—361, where Venkayya edits it. See also Ep. Rep., 

#The plates were originally discovered at Amalapuram taluk and “are now in 
possession* of Valavala Jagganna who lives at Amalapuram." Ep. I ml Vol. VI, p. 347 . 
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1900, pp. 14-15, where it is pointed out that between IOII and 1015 
Vimaladitya should have been a prisoner in the Choia court and 
that his real accession, as other records show, should have been 
after his return from there about A.D. 1015.

Palivela. 

* Mr. Sewell gives thirteen inscriptions in this place, but he is not 
sure as to their accuracy. His suspicion seems to be well grounded 
as 12 of the 13 cannot be Identified with any in the following list. 
No. 10 of his list is the same as the first of this. For an account 
of the place see Local Records , Vol. II, p. 204 f., and Godavari Gazr. y 
pp. 203-4. 

9 . 498 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) On a slab lying in the Koppe&vara 
temple. Records in S. 1094 thefgrant of land by a minister of 
Velananti-Choda. 

10 . 499 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthanamantapa 
of the same temple. A record in Arigirasa refers to a certain 
Vamanalaka-Odeya, who conquered the fort of Rajamahendravara, 
and to two Mussalman officers. ^ 

11 . 500 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1345, Subh’&krit, a gift by a queen 
of Vlrabhadra to the Koppe&vara temple at Palivela. 

12 . 501 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to the 
reign of the Kakatlya king, Pratapa-Rudradeva. Records in S. 
1239, Pingala, a gift. Mentions the minister Annaya-Preggada. 

13 . 502 of 1893.—(Telugu.) In the Kalyana-Mantapa of the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Ballahadeva. Mentions 
the king’s son, Bhlmadeva. [Do these refer to Ammaraja I and his 
son Bhlma II ?] 

14 . 503 of 1893V—-(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar of the 
same mantapa. The Reddi king, Allada, son of Doddaya-Reddi 
(servant and successor of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry), records 
in £. 1338, Durmukhi, the building of the mantapa. 

15 . 5040/1893.—-(Telugu.) On the “ Kanakadurga stone.” A 
record dated in S. 1345, Sobhakrit. Mentions Vema-Reddi, son of 
Katama-Reddi, and Allada-Reddi (the son of Do^daya). See the 
above No. 

16 . 505 0/1893.—(Telugu.) On the wall of the garden of the 
temple. Dated in the time of the Kondavldu Reddi king Ana- 
Vfimaya-Reddi. Records in §. 1299, a gift of land for a garden. 
See No. 18. 

Tottaramudi. 

17 . A C.P. grant of Kataya Verna of Rajahmundry dated in 
S. I 333 » Khara, Karttika Paurnami. It records a grant by Kataya 
Verna, the minister of Kumaragiri of Kondavldu, who received from

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nis master the eastern country of Rajahmundry for his distinguished 
services. The genealogies of both Kumaragiri and Kataya Verna 
are given and the inscription is thus of great value in connecting 
the two Reddi lines. The object of the grant was the village of 
Mallavaram (named after his wife Mallambika, who was sister of 
Kumaragiri) on the Vriddha-gautami, in the vicinity of MuktI&vara 
in KOnade&a, to Narisimha, son of AhObala and grandson of 
Appaykrya, of the Ka^yapa gOtra andKanva Sakha. [The genea- # 
logies are the same as in Gd. 5 and l8 and in Kataya Vernal com¬ 
mentary on Kalidasa's Sd hunt a la called Kumdra-girirdjijayam. See 
Ep. Inti., Vol. IV, pp. 318-27, where Mr. Ramayya Pantulu edits the 
inscription See also Gd. 50, 60 and 66 and Kielhorn’s Southern List , 
No. 596.] 

Vdnapalli. 

18 . A C.P. g?ant (now in the Madras Museum) of Anna- 
Vema of the KondavTdu Reddi dynasty, dated 14th tithi of the 
dark fortnight of magha, in year Siddharthin, S. r300, corre¬ 
sponding, according to Mr. Dlkshit, to Monday, the 6th February 
A.D. 1380. The king granted the village of Anna-Vemapura 
or Immadi-Larika as an agrahara to a certain Immadi of the 
Lohita gOtra, the son qf the minister Mallaya, and apparently the 
spiritual preceptor of the king. See Ep. bid., Vol. Ill, pp. 59—66, 
where Dr. Hultzsch edits it. The inscription quotes from Hema- 
dri’s Ddnakhanda. It is No. 594 in Kielhorn’s Southern List.

Bhimavaram. 

Mr. Sewell mentions three epigraphs in this place. Two of # 
them are the same as 20 and 22 below. The other is stated to be a 
private record in S. 1336. For an account of the place see Goddvari 
Gazetteer, pp. 207-8. 

19 . 460 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the Bhlme6vara temple. Records in S. 
1348, Parabhava, consecration of an image of Parvati by the 
minister SQrya or SOrana. [The temple is famous for its architec¬ 
tural beauty, its Sanctity and its huge lihgam.] 

20 . 461 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. I of Mr. Sewell’s 
three local inscriptions.) On another pillar in the same man¬ 
tapa. Records in S. 1356, Ananda, a gift of land by the queen 
of Verna Reddi, son of Allada of Rajahmundry. [Bhimavaram is 
called Skandarama and its temple Chalukya Bhlme&vara, which 


• Some inscriptions of private nature are given in Mach. MSS. (Local Records , Vol. II t 
pp. 213—30). They also give a C.P. grant of Katama Vema Re$<Ji to the Naray&nasvami 
temple in A.D. 1393. See Goddvari Gazetteer, p. 208, 
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enables us to identify it with the temple built, according to the 
third Pithapuram pillar inscription, by the E. Chalukyan Chajukya- 
Bhlma I. See No. 26 below and 15 above. 

21 . 462 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
lower verandah of the same temple. Records in &. 1344, 
Subhakrit, the construction of a mantapa by the minister SGrya 

•or SQrana. 

22 . 463 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell's 
local list.) On a pillar near the same verandah. Records in 
S. 1416, Ananda, the digging of a channel from the river Yela 
by Yerama-Nayaka. 

23 . 464 of 1893.—(Telugu and Sanskrit.) On a pillar in 
the upper verandah of the same temple. Records in S. 1346, KrO- 
dhin, the construction of a mantapa by the jninister SQrana or 
SGrya. 

24 . 465 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) On a pillar of the Vfrabhadra 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1366, Raktakshi, the 
consecration of an image of Siva by the minister Pegada. 

25 . 466 of 1893.—(Tamil language and in Telugu charac¬ 
ters.) On the south wall of the same temple. record of the Chola 
king, Rajendra-CholadSva (I). An incomplete, usual historical 
introduction. 

26 . 467 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record mentioning Allada, son of Doddaya. See 
No. 14 above. 

27 . 468 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the Bhairava shrine in the 
same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (VII or 
KulOttuhga I?) in his forty-second year. 

28 . 469 of 189^3.- -(Telugu.) On a pillar in a mantapa in the 
garden of the same temple. A record of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). (Date doubtful.) 

29 . 470 of 1893.—-(Telugu.) On a pillar in the same mantapa. 
A record in S. 1009, referring to a Mahamandale&vara of the 
Nagavam&a. (An incomplete record.) 

30 . 471 of 1893.--(Telugu.) On a buried# stone near the 
same temple. A record in very archaic characters. Mentions a 
certain Ksdarara^i Pandita. [Evidently different from Kedara- 
bhaffa, the author of the Vrittaratndkara. See Hultzsch's Rep.* 
Sans.MSS., Ill, No. 1775 and II, No. 847.] 

31 . 472 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in 
front of the Narayanasvamin temple. Mentions Vishnuvardhana 
Maharaja and the Rajanarayana-Vinnagara temple, founded 
by a certain Mandaya in the time of Rajanarayana KulOttuhga L 
[See S.I.I. , Vol. I, p. 59, verse 12.] 
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32 . 473 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar 
in the same mantapa. Records in the reign of the Chalukya- 
Chola king Vishnuvardhana Maharaja (KulOttunga I) in his forty- 
fifth year and S. 1037, the gift of a lamp by Madhava, minister of 
Parantaka, to the temple of Narayana, founded by the Vai&ya 
Mandaya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, pp. 219-20. 

33 . 474 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record* 
of Narendra, son of Vijayaditya of Veiigi, son of Malla, in 1098, 
describing the gift of two lamps to RajanSrayana. [Dr. Hultzsch 
believes that Narendra was the son of Vijayaditya III and brother 
of Mallappa III. See the genealogy of the Beta Vijayaditya branch.] 

34 . 475 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records 
in Chalukya-Vikrama year 46, Plava, a gift of land to the Raja- 
narayana-Vinnagara temple. 

35 . 476 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja (Kulottunga I) 
in his thirty-seventh year and S. 1019, regarding the gift of two 
lamps by a minister of Tribhuvanamalladeva. See No. 32 above. 

36 . 477 of l893.-~(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
containing a prasasti of a certain Mallachari.

37 . 478 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his thirtieth 
year. 

38 . 479 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same * 
manfapa. Records in the tenth year Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja 
and S. 1103, a gift by the daughter of a Nayaka. [This Vishnu¬ 
vardhana came to the throne in A.D. 1173. It is difficult to say 
who he was.] 

39 . 480 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pyliar. A record of 

the Western Chalukya king Bhulokamalladeva (i.e., Some&vara 
III) in Chalukya-Vikrama year 9 (for 59?), Rakshasa, concerning 
a gift by the Dandanayaka Lakshmarasa. ^ 

40.481 0/1893.—(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. A record 
of Vlra-Choda. (Date doubtful.) See No. 48-A below. 

41 . 482 of ^893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. Records a 
number of different dates without the corresponding Saka years. 

42 . 483 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. [A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in 6. 1145 (A.D. 
1223). The chief has not been identified.] See No. 103. 

43 . 484 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) On another pillar in the same 
manfapa. A record giving a genealogy of the Chalukya from 
Taila to Tribhuvanamalla (Vikramaditya VI). (An incomplete 
record.) 
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44.4850/1893. —(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
the ninth year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a lamp by 
the granddaughter of a Nayaka. 

45 . 486 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
manfapa. A record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja alias Mallapa- 
deva in his third year and S. 1099. [See No. 38 where the same 
chief is referred to. Was he a prince of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

46 . 487 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the south enclosure of the 
same temple. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana- 
Maharaja, S. 1098, the gift of a lamp by Mallapadeva. [See Nos. 
38 and 48.] 

47 . 4880/1893.—(Telugu.) In the same place. Records in the 
thirteenth year of Rajaraja, the gift of a lamp. 

48 . 489 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) In the same place. An incom¬ 
plete record mentioning Mallapadgva, son of Vijayaditya. [Was 
he Mallapp i III of the Beta Vijayaditya line ? II24.] 

Chellur. 

48 -A. AC.P. grant of Vishnuvardhana Vlrachoda (now in the 
Madras Museum). An abstract of this has been published by Sir 
W. Elliot in his Coins of 5 . Ind., pp. 88 and 150,and in Ep. Rep., July 
1888, p. 2. It is a very important inscription as it throws light on 
the connexion between the E. Chalukyas and the Cholas. 
Records that Vlrachoda, the son of Kulottuiiga I (1070— IIl8) and 
# Viceroy of Vehgi, issued an order to the inhabitants of the Gud- 
divadu vishaya that he gave a village (name indistinct) to the 
Vishnu temple at ChellQr, founded by his Brahman Senapati 
Medamarya, or Gunda ratnabhushana in his twenty-first year. 
Among the executors were the five pradhanis (Panchd pradhdnis). 
The plates have been edited in S.I.I., I, No. 39, pp. 49—62, and *in 
Ind. Antq ., Vol. XIX, pp. 423-36, by Dr Fleet. The latter fixes from 
the details of the date given that Thursday, 23rd August A.D. 
1078, was intended. See also Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 573-] 
48 -B. The ChellQr plates of the E. Chalukya Kulottunga II (now 
in the British Museum). Records a grant by his Dandadhinatha 
Kata or Kolani Katama Nayaka (i.e., Katama Nayaka of Kolanu) in 
6. 1056 (1065 ?) ardra, pGrvapaksha, etc. See lnd. 'Antq., XIV, p. 56, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 574, where it is shown that the 
date regularly corresponds to 24th March A.D. II43. See also Ep. 
Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 9—107. See No. 109 below. 

Sarpdiaram. 

This place was in Prolunandu, a subdivision of Gangaikon- 
dacholavajanadu. In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives twenty- 
five inscriptions in this place. Of these Nos. 3 and 17 seem to be 
the same as Nos. 50 and 49 below. The others are not either 
identifiable or copied. The other inscriptions of Mr. Sewell are 
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not included in this list because it is impossible to say how many 
of the “undated ” and “private ” grants of his are the same as 
those of the following list. For an account of the place see 
Goddvari Gazetteer , pp. 214-5 an d Mack. MSS., No. 686 (No. 8, C.M. 
690), section I. 

49 . 4520/1893.—(Sanskrit.) On a stone behind the Bhavana- 
rayana temple. A record of GoggayadSva in S. 1321. [The tempi® 
is called Vlrachoda-vinnahar and was evidently founded by him.] 

50 . 453 of 1893. —(Sanskrit and Tclugu.) At the entrance to 
the same temple. A record of the Reddi king Verna Reddi, son of 
Katama Reddi, in S. 1336, Jaya. (This chief was the founder of 
the Rajahmundry Reddi line. He was the author of a learned 
commentary on the dramas of Kalidasa. See Gd. 17.] 

51 . 454 of 1893. (Tamil.) On a pillar in the mantapa in front 
of the same tempi?. A Tamil record of Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I) 
in his forty-sixth year. 

52 . 455 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
Vishnuvardhana Maharaja in his ninth year and S. 1123. [Was 
he identical with Vishnuvardhana IV of the Beta Vijayaditya line ?] 

53 . 456 of 1893.—On another pillar in the same mantapa. 
Records in the twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, 
the gift of a lamp by Mlnavanmahadevi. See No. 52. 

54 . 457 0/1893. (Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by Chodamahadevi. See No. 52. 

55 . 458 of 1893. —(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen of Vlra-Chodadeva. See No. 52. 

56 . 4590/1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in the 
twenty-seventh year of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja, the gift of a 
lamp by a queen. See No. 52. 

57 . A C.P. mentioned by Mr. Sewell. It is said to be in the 
temple and record a grant of lands to it by a private person in 

s. 1319.

58 . 494 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance of the 
srihgararaya temple. A record of Kapilg&vara in Bahudhanya 
showing that that a minister of his was governing Rajamahendra 
vara (Rajahmundry). 
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5 9 495 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Mukha-Maptapa 

the same temple. Dated in the reign of Pratapa-Vatsartya- 
Ayyapadeva-Maharaja. Records in S. 1364, Dundubhi. a gift of 

|jn 60 . 496 of 1893—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Asthana- 
Mantapa of the same temple. Records in S. 1330, Sarvadharin, a 
ift by a relation of VCina Reddi, son of Katama Reddi, to the 
Srihgararaya temple at Komaragiripura (i.e., Tirupati). See Nos. 50 
and 17 above. 

61 . 497 of 1893.-—(Sftbhakrit in Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same manfapa. Records in S. 1347 a gift for the merit of 
Allada-Reclcli and his family. See No. 14 above. 

62 . A—Q. I—6, 8—14, 16 and 18—20 0/ Mr. Sewell's list .— 
Except one or two all these are said to record private grants, and 
range from S. 1322 to S. 1566. Nos. O and Q are undated and 
record grants by RaghudCva Mahendramahadeva of Rajahmundry 
(then under the rule of Kapile&vara MaharAya)and by Vehkatapati 
Raya NarCndra MaharayaJurigaru. No. 62-P is dated K. 4955 
(A.D. 1854). All the others are private grants. See Antiquities, I, 
p. 23.

That Pithapuram is a very ancient place is proved by the fact 
that it is mentioned in Samudragupta’s inscription at Allahabad 
# andthat it was captured by the W. Chalukyan SatySsraya, the 
elder brother of Kubja Vishnuvardhana in A.D. 584. Ind. Antq., 
Vol. V, p. 67. Mr. Sewell refers to three inscriptions and these are 
identical with 63, 64 and 65. See also Local Records , Vol. II and 
Vol. XIX and Godavari Gazetteer , pp. 233—9. 

63 . 490 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
Kuntimadhava tediple. Records in the reign of Velanandu 
PrithivlJsvara grant of a village in the district of Prolunandu in 
S. IIO& by bis mother Jayambika. The inscription traces the 
genealogy from the mythical Indrasena and the first historic figure 
Malla I to Prithivl&vara, the twelfth of the line and the present 
donor. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 32- 54 and Kielhorn's Southern 
List , No. 582. 

64 . 491 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 

A record of the Kona (Haihaya) kings MallidOva and Manma 
Satya II in S. 1117 describing the grant of Odiyuru (near Draksha- 
rama) to the Pithapuram temple. [Gives a genealogy of the 
Eastern Chajukyas and of the Kona chiefs who profess to be the 
descendants of Kartavlrya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 83—97 and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List, No. 583.] 

65 . 492 of 1893.—(Sanskrit in Telugu.) On the same pillar. 

A record of the Eastern Chalukya feudatory king Mailappa III in

(S. 1313, PrajdpatJ , Makarasahkrflnti) to be Thursday, the 29th 
December, A.D. 1391. See Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 328 29 and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 595. Also Nos. 50 and 17 above. 

67 . The Donepundi grant of Pithapuri Namaya Nayaka. 
(Sanskrit and Telugu.) Records a grant on Sunday, full moon, of 
Bhadrapada in S. 1259, by Samanta Namaya Navaka of Pithapuri 
(Pithapuram). The object of the grant was Donepundi, called 
after his father PrOiOrk, as an agrahara, with the eight enjoyments 
and powers, to one Ganapati of the Bharadvaja Gotra. [The date 
is irregular. Sunday, the 30th August, A.D. 1338, is the probable 
date but, says Kielhorn, the Saka date should be 1260. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IV, pp. 356—360, and End., Vol. V, pp. 265—66, for Kielhorn’s 
note on the alphabet of the grant. See also Southern List , No. 601.] 

68. The Pithapuram plates of Vlrachoda (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) A grant of Vlrachoda, the son of KulOttunga Chola I, 
who ruled at Jananathanagari (which has been identified with 
Rajahmundry) and who was, for some time, recalled by his 
father after his rule of five years (1078—83). The object of the 
grant was the village of Vlrachodachaturvedimarigalam, in the 
twenty-third year of the king’s reign. [Mr. H. Krishna Sastri who 
edits the inscription in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 70—96, compares 
this with Gd. 48-Bof the same ruler. See also Ep. Rep., 1890, 
October, p. 2; Burnell’s 5 .

Records in S. 1742, that a certain 
Venkataraya performed the tularohana ceremony at Rajamahen- 
drapattana and constructed three shrines of VenugOpala, Nrisimha, 
and Vehkate&vara. 

74 . 36 of 1912I—(Telugu.) On a pillar lying near the godown 
in the Municipal Museum. Records in the time of the Velanadu 
king, Gokaraja of Vengi, lord of the Shadsahasra country (GuntQr 
district) in S. 1102, a gift of 30 buffalo cows for a lamp to the temple 
of Vlrabhadresvara-Mahadeva. [This Gokaraja, says Mr. Krishna 
Sastri, was either identical with PrithvTsvara of the Pithapuram in¬ 
scription or a feudatory of his ruling the 16,000 country of Guntur.] 

75 . 37 of 1912.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1117, a gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by a certain 
Teliki merchant of Penugonda. 

76 . 38 0/T912.—(Sanskrit.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1065, a gift by a certain Rayanripa, to the temple of Virabha- 
dre&vara at PattTsa. 

77 . 39 of 1912.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
Records in S. 1065, a gift of lamp to the same temple. 

78 . 40 of 1912.—(Telugu.) On the same # pillar. Records in 
£. 1071, the gift of 25 cows for a lamp to the same temple by 
Dattanapcggada-SOmana, minister of Narayanadeva, who was 
the son of the Mahamandallka Boddana. The inscription also re¬ 
gisters gifts of lamps made by the same chief to different temples 
in the Telugu country, comprising the Godavari, Kistna and 
Guntur district^.

A record of the 
Eastern Chahikya king Sarvaloks^raya Vishnuvardhana-Mah3raja 
in S. 1067 and twenty-fiist year, relating to a gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp by a certain Proli-setti, son of Madi-setti of Penuhgonda, to the 
temple of Vlrabhadresvara-Mahadeva of Pattisapu-nandu. [The 
king should have succeeded in A.D* II 23 “ 4 - Mr. Krishna Sastri 
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thinks that, as his name is not found in the usual lists, he was pro¬ 
bably an ancestor of Mallappa III of the Pithapuram epigraph.

C.P. 8 of 1912 13.—A record of a local chief Chfxla Anna- 
deva, recording the gift of the village of Uttamaganclachodanna- 
devavaram in Visarinanclu on the banks of the#Gariga river at a 
spot called Pirinanisahga to Brahmans. [The plates disclose a line 
of local chiefs about whom no other records are available and who, 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, evidently flourished after the Reddi kings 
of Rajahmundry. See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1912, p. 86, for details.! 

82 . On the door of the local mosque. (Persian.) Records that 
it was erected by Sharif Salar Ulvi in the reign of Emperor Maho¬ 
med Toglak and in the lime of Humayun (?ajjar on the 20th day 
of Ramzan, H. 724, i.e., A.D. 1324 {Antiquities, I, p. 22). [See also 
Godavari Gazr ., p. 244.] 

83 . In the Marknndeya temple. Records that the wife of 
Kataya Verna Reddi, minister of Kumaragiri, son of Anapota 
Reddi, made a grant to the temple. [Ibid., p. 22.] Kumaragiri 
Verna ruled from 1381 to 1395. See Gd. 17 above. 

84 . An inscribed slab unearthed at the District Jail. A grant by 
a private person in S. 1350 and erection of a Kalyana-mantapam. 

84 - A. In a slab*in the Judge’s residence. A grant by Gana- 
patideva to a temple in S. 1170 (A.D. 1248). [The donor evidently 
was the Kakatlya king of that name.] 

85 - A—G. On stone fixed in front of the District Jail. Eight 

inserptions, dated S. 11J 5, 1100, 1100 (one undated), IG60, 1050, 

1112 and 1067, all recording private grants. [Ibid., p. 22. The 
last of these belonged to the twenty-first year of a Vishnuvar- 
dhana.]

87 . 182 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the second of 
the same. Records in S. 987, the gifts to BhlmC&vara by 
Somaladevi, granddaughter of RajamSrtanda (unidentified). 

88 . 183 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third of 
the same. A reccfrd of the Eastern Chftjukya king Vishnuvardhan- 
Mah;lraja alias RajarSjadeva (I, 1022—63) in his twenty-sixth year 
and in S. 969. 

89 . 184 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the fourth of the same. A 
record of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja in his twenty-third year. The 
gift of a lamp by a Tamila. 

90 . 185 of l8g^.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the fifth of the 
same. Records in the reign of the Western Chalukya king Trailok- 
yamalladeva (I) in S. 9 77 > the gift of a lamp by Kupama, daughter 
of the minister Narayana-Bhatta.

93 . 188 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the eighth of 
the same. Records in the third year of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja, 
in S. 986, the gift of a lamp by the Brahmana Suppa-Nayaka. See 
No. 91. 

94 . 189 of 1893. —(Telugu.) On a slab lying in the same 
temple. Records in S.960, some gifts to Bhlme^vara. 

95 . 190 of 1893— (Telugu.) On a slab lying in the matlia 
within the same temple. A record of Vishnuvardhana Maharaja 
in his fifteenth year and in S. 1006. Records gifts by the daughter 
of an officer of Kulottuhga-Chodadeva (I) Vishnuvardhana was 
probably Vlrachoda, Viceroy of Vetigi, from 1078 to 1084 and 1089

On the east wall of the same 
temple, right wing, between the first and second pillars, fourth slab 
from bottom.

Kondukiiru. 

359 . C.P. grant of Allaya Dodda or Ailareddi Doclda or 
Dodda II of the Rajahmundry Reddi dynasty, dated in Ardhodaya, 
in the month of Pausha, S. 1352, Sadharana, which, according to 
Prof. Kielhorn, corresponded to Sunday, 14th January A.D. 1431. 
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The object of the grant was the village of Gumpini or AJJada 
Reddi DoddZvaram (near Devarapalli, Pa lived a, etc.). Mr. G. V. 
Ramamurti edits the plates in Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 53—70. He 
compares the genealogy of the Rzjahmundry Reddis as given here 
with those of the Kasikhandam and Bhimakhandam of Poet SiTnatha 
who was the contemporary of the last three Reddis. He also 
compares it with that of the Tottaramudi plates. The epigraph is 
thus of interest in throwing light on the history of an interesting 
line of chiefs whose services to literature were very great.

The details of the 
date (Thursday, the fullmoon tithi of Jyeshta, in the nakshatra 
Jyeshta, simhalagna\ says Dr. Hultzsch, correspond to 22nd May, 
A.D. 1084. The grant confirms certain honorary privileges to the 
descendants of the Teliki family, who were divided into 1,000 
families (10 of which are mentioned by name) and who were the 
hereditary servants of the Eastern Chfilukyan family. See Ep. fnd., 
Vol. VI, p. 334 ff. Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to the fact that the 
composer of the Teki plates was the same as Vidyabhatta, the 
composer of the ChellGr and Pithapuram plates of Vlraehoda, 
the predecessor of .Vikrama Choi a as the Vengi Viceroy. The 
epigraph is of value for the light it throws on the different prince- 
viceroys of Vengi in the time of KulOtturiga I. See Madr. Ep. Rep., 
1903, p. 5; also Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 571.

365 . A C.P. grant of the Vishnukundin king VikramCndra- 
varman II, the son of Indrabhattaraka, grandson of Vikramendra I 
and great-grandson of Madhava-varman, on the fifth day of the 
eighth fortnight of the summer of the tenth year of his reign. The 
object of the grant was a village on the Kistna to a SOmagirl^- 
vara temple. The record has been attributed to the eighth 
century. The dynasty evidently ruled at Vinukonda and Danda- 
tGru in Ellore taluk.

A 
grant by Machama-Reddi in S. 1265. 

168 . 47 of 1909.—In the temple of Bhaskare&varasvami, south 
of the village. A Telugu-Sanskrit record of S. 1448, relating the 
erection of the temple by some merchants. 

169 -A. 47-^4 of 19OQ.—On the same pillar. A record of Gajapati 
Vlrarudra Pratapa in S. 1448, Parthiva, mentioning the building of 
a temple at Mangalagiri. 

169 -B. In the same place. An undated epigraph evidencing the 
digging of a well in the reign of Krishnadevaraya. (Antiquities.) 

Enamadala. 

170 to 172 . 115 to 117 of 1893.—(Telugu.) , On a pillar in 
front of the Vlrabhadra temple. Records dated in S. 1163 to 1196. 
The epigraph of S. 1163 (Sarvari) records the pratishtha of Rudres- 
vara and gift of land for the merit of Kota Beta Raja. See No. 180. 

173 . 118 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a stone built into the eastern 
enclosure of the same temple. A record in S. 1191, expired, Sukla. 
See Loc . Rcc. t Vol. 57, p. 257. It gives the details of date as 
Karttika&uddha, 5, Thursday. 

174 . 119 0/1893.—(Sanskrit, Telugu and Tamil.) On a stone 
built into the southern enclosure of the same temple. A record in 
S. 1453, Nandana. Mentions Mallayya Chinna-Bommu Nayaka. 
[Mack. MSS., Bk. XVIII, p. 104 and Loc. Rec., Vol. 57, pp. 255-6. 
This says that Bommaya was a servant of Rayasam Ayyappayya, 
Governor of Kondavldu, and gives the details of date as Bhadra- 
pada£uddha 10, Monday.] 

175 to 177 . 120 to 122 of 1893.—(Telugu.) In the Venugo- 
pala temple.* The first of these is said to be a record in S. 1190, 
Vibhava. The second continues the record of Ganapamba and 
describes her as the ruler of the 6,000 villages on the south bank of 
the Krishna. It is dated in S. 1172. The third records the grant 
of the village of Chintapalli for her father’s merit. 

178 . 123 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the 
Ramasvamin temple. A record dated in S. 1310, expired, Vibhava. 

179 . 124 of l893.—(Telugu.) On a stone in the Anjaneya 
temple. A record in S. I217, Jaya. [The Mack. MSS. say that

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the details of date are Pushya£uddha 8, Sunday, and that the people 
gave various paraphernalia, etc., to the deity.] 

180 . 1250/1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a stone in the 
VenugOpala temple. A record of the daughter of the Kakatlya 
king Ganapati, named GanapSmba who was married to Beta, the 
son of Rudra and grandson of Kefa, a chief of Dhanyakapura (i.e., 
Amaravati). The record says that after the death of her husband 
she performed a number of pious works, e.g., placing golden 
pinnacles on the shrine of Amaresvara at Amaravati, building two 
other Siva temples, named Bete£vara and GanapCsvara in the same 
village. See Kistna Manual, p. 13 and Ep. Ind. , Vol. Ill, pp. 94— 
103. Dr. Hultzsch edits it here. He also refers to the other 
Telugu inscriptions on the pillar. See 175 to 177 above. The Mack. 
MSS. seem to-attribute this to S. 1113, Vai&akhasukla, Monday,* 
Giriduhitatithi. 

181 to 183 . An undated grant of 25 cows for a lamp to 
BetSsvara ; (2) Grant of a herd of sheep by a brother of Narapa 
Raja Mallayya to the same in S. 1192, Pramoda, Pushya Suddha 13, 
Friday, Makara-Sarikranti; (3) A grant of twenty-five buffalo-cows 
by Bemma Nayudu in S. 1196, Bhava , A&vayuja, Sukla I, Sunday ; 
and (4) exemption of taxes on the temples and Brahmanas in sixty 
villages connected with Yenumaridalasthala (i.e., Enumandala/. 
See Ep. hid Vol. Ill, p. 96. Also Loc. Rc^. y Vol. 57, p. 252 fif., 
where these are given.

184 . 205 of 1899.—(Sanskrit.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the street, near the Siva temple. A damaged record of Nanni 
Choda and his two younger brothers in S. 1079. Contains a long 
genealogy of the king. See No. 196. 

185 . 206 0/1899.—(Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. Records a gift of tolls to the temple of Chennakesavadeva 
at Cherakuru by Dochiraju-Ganapaya for the merit of the Kakatlya 
king Ganapati. 

Challagundla. 

186 . On a pillar in one of the temples of the village. A record 
in S. 1740 (A.D. 1818). Antiquitiesy p. 68. 

Chezarla. 

With regard to the legend of the KapOtSsvara temple and the 
lief antiquities of the place see Mr. Sewell's Antiquities , I, 68-69.

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He also gives four definite epigraphs of which one is the same as 
No. 190 in the list and the others are given under Nos. 193—195. 

187 . 154 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in 
front of the KapOte&vara temple. A record in archaic characters; 
damaged at the beginning ; mentions Vishamasiddhi (a surname 
of Vishnuvardhana, the founder of thq East Chalukyan dynasty). 

t 188 . 155 of 1899.—(Sanskrit.) On a slab set up in front of the 
central shrine in the same temple. A record in archaic characters ; 
much worn ; mentions the daughter of king Kandara of the Ananda 
gotra. 

189 . 156 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
place. A record in S. 1169 mentions ChenjCrla and the god 
KapOtCsvara who is surrounded by 4,444 lirigas- 

190 . 157 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up near the east 
wall of the same temple. Records in S. 1085, Syabhanu, gift of a 
lamp by Ketireddi of the Manumakula. 

191 . 158 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab close to the dvajas- 
tambha in the same temple. A damaged record in S. 1062, Raudri. 
Records the gift of a lamp. 

192 . 159 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab near the Madhava- 
svamin shrine in the same temple. A record in S. 1087. 

193 . On a stone near the dvajastambha ol Kapotesvara. A 
record of S. 1440. Antiquities , p. 68. 

194 . On a stone close to the Madhavasvami temple. A private 
grant in S. 1551. Ibid. 

195 . In the same temple. Another grant in S. 1168. Ibid. 

Degar cumuli. 

196 . Inside the courtvard of the Mallikarjuna temple, on a 
Naga stone. A grant in S. 1002 by “ Sri Nanni Choda Maharaja,” 
son of “ Tribhuvana* Mallid£va Choda.” [Nanni Choda belonged 
to the Konidena branch of the Telugu Chodas and lived about 
S. 1070, 1073, etc:.] Antiquities , p. 69. See No. 184 above. 

Govindapuram. 

Mr. Sewell notes two inscriptions in this place, one dated in S. 
1092 and the other in S. 1082, recording a private grant. The 
first of these is probably the same as No. 197 in thd list, but it is 
impossible to say whether the second is a mistake for the next 
epigraph or a different one. 

197 . 112 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
Bhlme&vara temple. A record of KulOtturiga-Rajendra-Choda in 
S. 1091. Was Rajencira the Velananti chief who ruled from 1163 
to 1180? 

198 . 113 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
BhlmS&vara temple. A record of Kulfltturiga-Rajendra-Choda in 
£. 1087. See the above epigraph. 

97 
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199 . 114 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a stone in front of the 
BhlmC&vara temple. Kulotturiga-Rajendra-Choda mentioned. 

Ikkurru. 

200 . Close to the south-east wall of the temple on a stone. A 
private grant in S- 1038 in honour of Kulottuiiga (I ?) Rajendra Cho]a. 

201 . In the same place. An epigraph of the same year 
relating grants to temple and Brahmans by the same sovereign. 

202 . In the Mallikarjuna temple. Records that in S. 1048, 
A&vija, Suddha, Thursday, MallinSyaka gave a lamp for the merit 
of Mahamandale&vara KulOtturiga Rajgndra. Mack. MSS., Bk. 
XVIII, p. 21. ’ 

Irlapadu . 

203 - 204 . 109 mid 110/9/1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a 
pillar in front of Some&vara temple. A record in S. 1057, relating 
the building of the temple at Irraluru and the construction of a tank 
north of the village by MandalTka Manda who belonged to the 
Du'rjaya family. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276, and Gt. 276. 

205 . Ill of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar in front 
of the Somesvara temple. A record of Chodaraju in S. 1057. 
Records gift of lai?d and of a lamp to the Somgsvara temple at 
Irraluru. [Choda is said to have belonged to the Durjaya family 
and to be a bee at the divine lotus-feet of Kulottunga Choda deva. 
Choda’s titles are enumerated. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 276.] 

Jonnalagadda. 

206 . 545 0/1909.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
VenugOpalasvamin temple. A damaged record of the Kakatlya 
king Mahamandalesvara Prataparudradeva-Maharaja (1295—1323) 
in S. 1215, Nandana. Records gift of land to ^he temple of Gopi- 
natha-at Jonnalagadda. The slab also bears a record, dated in 
S. 1241, Siddarthin, which appears to record a gift of land to the 
same temple. [For a local account see Loc. Rcc., Vol. 56, p. 4T9 f.] 

Kondakavuru. 

207 . Near a figure of Hanuman west of the village. Records 
an act of worsfiip done by Timmarasa, Pradhani of Krishnadeva 
Raya in S. 1313 (wrong), Bahudhanya. Antiquities, p. 70. [This 
epigraph is in Mack. MSS., Bk. 18, pp. 27-8, and curiously enough it 
gives the same wrong date.] 


Kondavidu. 

The celebrated capital of the Reddis who ruled from 1328 to 
1427 (when they were overthrown by the Muhammadans. For the 
Mackenzie collections of the local inscriptions see Loc. Rcc., 
Vol. 23,‘pp. 281—441. See also Vols. 18, 49 and 57. I have not 
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had time to examine these in detail and compare them with the 
departmental list. 

208 . 242 of 1892—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar. A 
record of Nadindla Gopa, the governor of Kondavldu, in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king Krishnaraya in S. 1442, expired, Vikrama. 
See Ep . hid., Vol. VI, pp. 230—39, where Dr. Luders edits it. The 
inscription has much in common with Nos. 144 and 148 above 
and grants, for the benefit of Saluva Timma, ornaments, etc., to 
the Rama temple at Kondavldu. The inscription is of fiscal interest 
as it enumerates the taxes which were assigned to the temple for 
its expenses. These are said to be the mulavisas in all parts of 
Kondavldu country, where tolls were paid, viz., at vasanta garuvas , 
water-sheds, salt-beds, market-towns, roads to towns of pilgrimage, 
at the rate of half padikamu on every bag of certain articles, one 
padikamu on every bag of certain other articles, one damma on every 
bag of some goods, two dammas , three, four, six, etc., on still others. 
A double-bullock-load of women’s garments had to pay a chdvcla . 
Prof. Kielhorn calculates the date of the inscription to be Wednes¬ 
day, the 2nd May, A.D. 1520. Gopa was the brother of Nadendla 
Appa and uuthonof the Chandrika , a commentary on the Prabodha- 
chandrodaya. ■* 

209 — 212 . 243 to 246 of 1892.—(Telugu.) On four pillars in 
the mosque. A record in S. I 337 > expired, Manmatha. Records 
private grants to the temple of Mailaradeva. [Mr. Sewell says 
that these were made in the reign of Kornati Verika Recldi (1395— 

1423)] 

213 . 247 of 1892.—(Telugu.) Left of entrance to the north wall 
of a deserted temple in the front. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Rcimaraju Tirumalarajayya, vassal of Sada&ivadeva in S. i486, 
expired, Raktfikshin. 

214 . 248 of 1892.—(Telugu.) Right of entrance to the same 
wall. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sadasivadeva in S. 1468, 
expired, Pardbhava. 

215 . The Kondavldu plates of Rauta Raya or Ganadeva, the 
son of Guhideva and the grandson of ChandradCva, a descendant 
of Kapila Gajapati of Cataka (Cuttack) in S. 137£, Yuva (A.D. 
1455), giving the village of Chavali (Repalli taluk) to a number of 
Brahmans. Kapilendra ruled, according to Hunter, from 1452—79. 
See Ep. Rip., Oct. 1890, p. 2. 

216 . 537 of 1909.—(Uriya.) On a pillar of a ruined temple on 
the top of the hill. Two short Telugu inscriptions on other pillars 
in the same temple refer to the building of a mantapa, and to the 
god NarasimhadCva and Lakshmlpati. 

217 . 538 of 1909.—(Sanskrit.) On a pillar of a ruined mantapa 
called Varahalakottu on the same hill. A mutilated record.of the 
Reddi king Peda-Komati-V$ma in S. I 33 °* Records that the king’s 
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treasurer (bhandari) Damana set up a pillar in the temple of 
Visvapati, for the merit of his maternal uncle Ranasahi surnamed 
Ripurayabandi-Choda. [Pedda Komati was the author of Srihgd- 
radipika, commentary on the Amcirusataka.] 

218 . 5390/1909.—(Telugu.) On a beam of the same mantapa. 
Records in S. 1327, Parthiva, that a certain Damalapati Chenn#- 
manSniriigaru presented the stone beam in the gOpura of the 
Visve£vara temple, for the merit of his spiritual teacher Srlgiri- 
ayyamgaru who was the grandson of Pandita Aradhyadeva. 

219 . 540 of 1909.—(Telugu.) On another beam of the same 
mantapa. A much damaged record in S. 1331, Sarvadhari. 
Twelve other short Telugu epigraphs not dated, on pillars and 
beams of the same ruined mantapa, record that these latter were 
presented to the temple of Vi&vesvara by certain merchants and 
Reddis. 

220 . On a stone west of Vemalamma temple. A record of 
S. 1447, in the reign of Krishnadeva Raya. Ep. Ecp., Oct. 1890, p. 2. 

221 . On a pillar of a mantapam in the Ramalinga temple. A 
record of S. 1588, relating to its erection. Ibid. 

222. Near a ^blackstone 500 yards north of the village. A 
record of S. 1460. Antiquities , p. 70. 

Konidcna . 

223 . 1630/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat-, 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, east 
face. Records in S. 1072, that a subordinate of KulOtturiga-ChOda- 
Gohka (II, 1133—57) built the temple of Balllsvara at Kotyadona. 

224 . T64 0/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat¬ 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
face. A record of Kama-Ch6damaharaja (of the Konidena branch 
of the Telugu-Chola line) in S. 1059. Records gift of land to the 
same temple. 

225 . 1650/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat¬ 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, west 
face. Records in S. 1085, gift of land to the Kamlsvara temple by 
Srlyadevi, queen of Kama-Choda. For Kama-Choda, see No. 224. 

226 . 1660/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat¬ 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face. A record of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Chodamaharaja, in S. 
1069. Records gift of the village of Gundiyapundi to the BallT&- 
vara temple. [Tribhuvanamalla was the son of Kama-Choda 
mentioned in the previous epigraph.] 

227 . 1670/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the plat¬ 
form in front of the Samkarasvamin temple, left of entrance, south 
face. Records in S. 1085, gift of land to the same temple by 
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^rTyadevi, the daughter-in-law of Chodaballaya-Chodamaharaja, 
father of Kama. 

228 . 1680/1899.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same' 

place, right of entrance, south face. A record of Tribhuvanamallj^ 
d£va-Chodamaharaja in S. 1070, Vibhava. Records gift of land to 
the temple of Bhime£vara at Kotyadona for the merit of the king's 
father Pottapi-Kama-Chodamaharaja and his mother Srlyadevi. 
See No. 225. • 

229 . 1690/ 1899.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, right of entrance, east face. Records in S. 1070, that the 
Bhime&vara temple was built by a servant of Tribhuvanamalla- 
deva-ChOdamaharaja. See No. 226 above. 

230 - 170 of 1899.— (Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
• place, right of entrance, east face. Records in S. ^070, gift of two 
lamps to the same temple. 

231 . 171 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, right of entrance, north face. A record of Tribhuvana- 
malladeva-Chodamaharaja in S. 1073. Records the building of a 
tank. See No. 226. 

232 . 172 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Mentior/s Hcmiadridana- 
chakravartin Annareddi and Srlgiriredcji. 

233 . 1730/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Records in S. 1067, gift of 
a lamp to the temple of Sariikara-Mahadeva. 

234 . 1740/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same temple, east face. Records in S. 1143, gift of 
a lamp to the same temple for the merit of Ganapatidevamaharaja. 

235 . 175 0/1899.—(Sanskrit.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the same Uemple, north, west and south faces. The 
record gives an account of the ancestors of a certain Anna who 
was the minister of Nanni-ChOda (son of Tribhuvanamalla 01 
No. 226): 

236 . 176 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the north 
prakara of the Sarhkarasvamin temple at Konidena, south face. 
Records in S. 1185, RudhirOdgarin, gift of a lamp. a 

237 . 177 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
prakara, east face. Records in S. 1170, gift of land by the 
Gajasahani Bhnskaradeva. 

238 . 1780/1899.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
prakara, west face. Records in S. 1184, gift of a lamp by relative 
of Bhaskaradeva, the Gajasahani of the KakatTya king Ganapati- 
deva. 

239 . 1790/1899.—(Telugu.) On a third pillar set ujf in the 
same prakara. A record of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Pottapi-CtyOda- 
maharaja in 1064, Dundubhi. Records gift of land to the temple 
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of Sarhkara-Mahadeva ; mentions the king’s father Pottapi-Kama 
and mother SrlyadCvi. 

240 . 180 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a broken pillar lying in the 
l^ast prakara of the same temple. Records in S. 1080, Bahudhanya, 
gift of a lamp. 

241 . 1810/1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged record 
in the twenty-eighth year and S. 1095 of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of a lamp for the merit of KulOtturiga 
Rajendra-Chftcla (apparently the Velananti chief). For Rajaraja, 
see No. I. 

242 . 1820/1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up in the south¬ 
east corner of the prakara of the same temple. Records in S. 1067, 
gift of a lamp. ^ 

243 . 1830/1899.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the east 
prakara of the same temple. A record of Opilisiddanadeva-Choda- 
maharaja (II) in S. 115b, Tarana. The inscription contains a long 
genealogy of the Telugu-Chodas and records the gift of a village 
to the temple of Sariikare&vara for the merit of king Ganapati (the 
Kakatlya to whom the Telugu-Chodas were evidently subordinate). 

244 . 1840/1899.—(Telugu.) On a slab in the street near the 
Vishnu temple at the same village. Records gift of land by 
Manumagandagopala to a certain Battu-Tikkaya. See No. 308 
below. 

245 . 185 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a stone near the ruined 
dvajastambha of the Ke&avasvamin temple on the hill in the same 
village. A record in the fifteenth year and S. 1059 of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Chodadeva. Records 
gift by Tribhuvanamalladeva-Chodamaharaja to the temple of 
Tribhuvanamalla-&rI-Kesavadeva at Kotyadona. 

246 . 186 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a stone near the ruined 
dvajastambha of the Kesavasvamin temple on the hill in the same 
village. Records in S. 1208, Vyaya, gift of a lamp to 'the god 
Chennakesavadeva. 

247 . 187 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On another stone in the same 
place- Records in S. 1184, gift of a lamp to the temple of Prasanna- 
kesava at Kotyadona by a relative of Bhaskara, the Gajasahani of 
the Kakatlya king Ganapati. 

248 . 188 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple, first tier. A record in the eighth year (of?) and S. 1075. 
Built in at the beginning. Mentions the temple of Ke&avadeva and 
refers to SrlyamahadCvi, the mother of Tribhuvanarnalladeva- 
Chodamaharaja, and several other royal personages. See No. 227 
above. * 

2 , 49 . 189 0/1899.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kesava¬ 
svamin temple on the hill at Konidena, first tier. A record in the 
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fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KuJot- 
turiga-Chodadeva. Records a joint gift by Tribhuvanamalladeva- 
Chodamaharaja and Kulmturiga-Choda-Gorikaraja (Gonka II, 
H 33 — 57 ). 

250 . I go of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the 
Kesavasvamin temple, first tier. Records in S. 1073 gift of a lamp 
by ? Nayaka. 

251 . 191 of 1899. — (Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kesava¬ 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. A record of Tribhuvana- 
malladeva-Chodamaharaja in S. 1069. Mentions some fiscal terms. 

252 . 192 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kesava¬ 
svamin temple on the hill, second tier. A mutilated record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Kulotturiga-Chodadeva. Mentions 

.the temple of Tribhuvanamalla-Kesavadeva at Kotyadona in 
Kammanandu, the capital of Tribhuvanamalladeva-Chodamaha- 
raja. 

253 . 193 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the Kesava¬ 

svamin temple on the hill, second tier. A record of Tribhuvana- 
malladeva-Pottapi-Chodamaharaja in S. 1069. Kammanandu is 
mentioned as the country ruled over by the king. Records a gift 
of money. • 

254 . 194 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, first tier. A record of Churaballiraja in S. 1073, PramOda. 
Records gift of land. The king has a string of birudas similar to 
those of Bana kings. 

255 . 195 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
temple, first tier. Records in S. 1075, gift of a lamp. 

256 . 196 of 1899.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the east wall 
of the same temple, second tier. A mutilated record. Records gift 
of a lamp by the minister Anna mentioned in No. 235 above.

It consists of four Sanskrit verses and 
a portion in prose. It is an edict issued from Conjecveram in the 
second year of the Pallava king Kumaravishnu (IP, the son of 
Buddhavarman, the grandson of Kumaravishnu (I) and great- 
grandson of Skandhavarman. It records that the king granted to 
a Brahman a field in the village of ChendalQru in Kavachakara- 
bh5ga, a subdivision of the district of Karmankarashtra or 
Kammankarashtra which is the same as the Karmarashtra of the 
Eastern Chalukyan grants. See Ind. Antq.. Vol. VII, p. 187 and Vol. 
XX, p. 105. A summary of the grant is also given in Ep. Rep., 1906, 
p. 61, para. I. [It may be noted that at the time when Hultzsch 
wrote the village was in Nellore district, but now in GuntQr. 
Dr. Hultzsch believes that on account of the close verbal resem¬ 
blance between this grant and the Pikira, Mangalore and Uruvapalli 
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grants anti its archaic character when compared with the later 
Kuram and Kasakudi plates, the four kings mentioned here must 
have ruled in the interval between Simhavarman (II) and Simha- 
vishnu line. 

346 . No. II in Appendix A of Ep. Rep., 1906. This copper 
plate grant is by Maharaja Vijayasiddhi SarvalOkasraya, son of 
Vishnuvardhana (II), grandson of Indrabhattarakavarman (Simha- 
vikrama), and great-grandson of Vishnuvardhana (I), “ who adorned 
the family of the Chalukyas.” fin later inscriptions Vijayasiddhi 
has been named Marigiyuvaraja. The date of the grant—the 
lunar eclipse in Vaisakha of the second year of the king—corre¬ 
sponds to 6th May, A.D. 673.

Records 
the devotion of a Peradlala Jlyyamgaru to the deity, on Thursday, 
the fifteenth of the bright fortnight of Karttika of the year Vikrit.

351 . (Telugu.) From two sides of the stone before Rama- 
liiigesvara temple from which the next inscription is taken.

This place figures largely in the chronicle of the PalnSLd heroes. 
Even now it is the seat of a Brahman Guru who presides over the 
Sudra community which professes the hero-cult and the epigraphs 
which follow, though not informing as to the origin of the cult, 
yet concern it. The place is also architecturally very interesting.

Records 
in S. 1367, Raktakshi, the erection of the tower (meda) by Jlva- 
raksha Timana, son of Macherla Chennudu at the spot where 
ChTlama Nayudu, planted his spear. Pinamallidevaraju, Chilama 
Nayudu, Jlvaraksha Timana, PedamallidSvaraju, Vobineni and his 
wife, his brother Macherla Timana and the latter’s son, are all 
figured on the beam, some holding spears and others standing 
in a worshipping posture. [“ These chiefs may have been later 
members of the family to which Brahma Nayudu and his colleagues 
mentioned in Mr. Sewell’s Chronicle of the heroes belonged.” See 
also Antiquities, local list, No. 7.] 

526 . 556 tf/1909.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up in 
the courtyard of the “temple of Heroes” (virulagudi) in the same 
village. Records in S. 1318, Yuva, a decision of the Sri-Vaishnava 
teacher Nallan GOvindachakravarti Ayyarigaru, regarding certain 
sectarian rights and privileges bestowed on Badagulavaru of Pali- 
nadu. [The Badagulavaru represented themselves as natives of 
Pali-nfidu and secured from the Acharya the right to observe the 
kyiikiima-vasiinta like other classes, and on the protest of the 
natives of Pali-nadu, the teacher inquired into the dispute, withdrew 
the privileges granted on the ground that it was an innovation, and 
communicated the fact to the Sri-Vaishnavas of the eighteen 
countries. The Government Epigraphist suggests that the 
Biidagalavdru were probably northerners, who immigrated in the 
time of the Kakatlya Viceroys, to the dislike of the orthodox 
Vaishnavas of Palnad.j

On the east face of the Garuda- 
stambha in front of the same temple. Records in S. 1566, Tarana, 
the setting up of the garudastambha by a certain Palufla Voban- 
narhgaru. 

545 . 584 of 1909.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up 
in the courtyard of the Vlrabhadresvara temple in the same village. 
A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada- 
sivadevaraya-Maharaya in S. 1476, Ananda. Records gift of the 
village Lirigapura to the temples of Vlre£vara and Ishtakamesvara 
at Machfirla, by the queen of Komara Timma-Nayaningaru of the 
RecharlagOtra and VelugOti family, represented today by the 
Zamindars of Veiikatagiri. See Podili 27 of Nellore inscriptions 
which shows that this chief was the feudatory of SrTrahgadeva 
(1578—86) in S. 1497- He is not mentioned in the genealogy 
published in Antiquities , II, pp. 240—3.

90 . 20 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right of 
the entrance into the central shrine of the PandyC&vara temple. 
A record dated in S. ? (Damaged.) 

91 . 21 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the court¬ 
yard of the same temple. A much damaged record. 

Mulki. 

92 . 81 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Durga 
temple at Bappanad, a hamlet of the place. A damaged record 
of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (I) in S. 1333, 
Vikrita. 

93 . 820/ 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the south face of the manas- 
tambha in front of the Jaina basti. Records five verses, arranged 
in 25 squares and praising the Tlrthamkaras. 

Pddu va-pan am bur. 

94 . 84 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up at the entrance 
into the Bayilangadi-Melebasti. Records in S. 1464, Subhakrit, 
a gift of land. (Referred to by Mr. Sewell.) 

95 . 85 of 1901.—(Kanarese). On a slab set up in the Siva 
temple at the same village. Records in the reign of the Vijaya¬ 
nagara king Vlra-Immadi Devaraya (II) in Pingala, a gift of land. 
(A damaged record.) 

Pavanja. 

96 . 83 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in front of # the 
MahalirigeSvara temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Vlra-Immadi-Devaraya (ID in S. 1340, Hevijambin, a gift of 
land. Mentions Annapa-Odeya as governing the MarigalQru and 
Barakura-rajya. Belugula in the Hoyisana-rajya is also referred 
to.

Beluvdyi. 

9 7 . 61 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) In a field near the house of 
Lokayya£etti. Records gift of paddy to the temple of Kantcivara 
in the time of Pandyachakravartin Pandyadeva. See No. 68 
where a Pandyachakravarti’s date is given as S. 1183. 

Kantavdra. 

98 . 56 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a pillar set up in the 
VYialm&m-matha. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (II) in S. 1355, Pramadin, gift of land to 
Rajaraje&varatTrtha of the Badagana-matlia at Kantara. 

99. 57 of I90[.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up behind the 
kitchen in the KantS&vara temple at the same village. Records 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (1) 
in Sarvadharin, a gift of money. 

100 . 58 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Krishnaraya. (A damaged record ; the date is lost.) 

101 . 59 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a broken slab lying in the 
same place. A fragment of a record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Hariyappa-Odeya (II) in S. 1301, Siddartin. 

102. 60 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the Kante&vara temple. Records in S. 1731, 
Vibhava, repairs to the temple made by a private person under 
orders from the “ company ” (Kampini). 

Mudabidre (Mudabidri). 

An excellent account of this highly important Jain centre is 
given by Dr. Hultzsch in his Ep. Rrp. t 1901, p. 3. It was called 
formerly Bidire or Venupura or Vamsapura and belonged to the 
province of Tulude&a. The earliest inscription in it belongs to 
the Alupa king Kula&ekhara, dated in A.D. 1205. The remaining 
belong to the Hoysala and the Vijayanagara dynasties. Dr. 
Hultzsch points out that it is the seat of the Jain priest Charuklrti 
Panditacharya and his matha, of sixteen Jaina shrines or bast is 
dedicated to Tirthamkaras, Yakshis, etc., the latest of which is 
dated A.D. 1429. For descriptions of these see Ep. Rep., 1901, p. 30. 
Ferguson’s Hist., Ind. f E. Arch., pp. 270—8, and Buchanan , Vol. II, 
p. 354. The members of the local Jain dynasty called the 
Chautars even now receive pension, and have got a ruined palace. 
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103 . 28 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On the north wall of the 
GaddigCmanfapa the Hosahasti, right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Dcvaraya (II) in S. 1351, Saumya. 
Refers to Perumakteva-Dannayaka and to Devaraja-Odeya of 
Nagamahgala, who was ruling the Mahgalura-rajya, and to the 
building of the basti. (This is the largest and finest in the place.) 
[Perumaldeva was a famous General of Devaraya II. For reference 
to him and his two sons as well as DCvaraja Udaiyarsce Mys. Arch . 
Rep., 1908, p. 17.] 

104 . f9 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the same wall. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Praudha-Devaraya (II) in S. 1 373 - 
Prajapati. Mentions Ganappanna-Odeya and refers to the building 
of a mukhamantapa of the basti, called Bhaira devi mantapa. 
Dr. Hultzsch draws attention to sculptures round its base amongst 
which is a giraffe. 

105 . 30 of 190T.—(Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virupaksha in S. 1394, Khara, 
a gift of land in the time of Vitthara£a. 

106 . 31 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records 

in S. 1409, Parabhava, a gift of land. 

107 . 32 of 1901.- (Kanarese.) On the same wall. Records in 
£. 1383, Vikrama, gift of money for offerings. 

108 . 33 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 

entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in 
S. 1351, Saumya. Mentions the building of the basti and contains 
a long genealogy of a chief named Bhairava. 

109 . 34 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 

entrance. Records in S. 1384, Vishu, gift of paddy in the time of 
Hiriya-BhairavadOva-pdeya or Nfigarftrajya. 

110 . 35 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) In the same place, left of 

entrance. Records a list of merchants who built the second storey 
of the basti. 

111 . 36 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
Records the names of merchants who built the third storey of 
the basti. 

112 . 37 of 1901.—(Kanarese verses.) On the east, ’north and 
west faces of a pillar in the BhairadCvimantapa of the same 
basti. A record in praise of the Mahamandale&vara Salva-Malla. 
Incomplete. 

113 . 38 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another pillar in the same 
mantapa. Records five verses in praise of the Tlrthaiiikaras, 
arranged in 25 octagons ; see Itid. Antq ., Vol. V, p. 44 f. 

114 . 39 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of the Kshetrapala shrine in the Hosabasti. An inscription 
of the Vijayanagara king VirQpaksharaya (II, 1465—86) in S, 1398, 

108 
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Durniukhin. Mentions Sirigappa DannSyaka and Vittharasa- 
Odeya. A damaged record. 

115 . 400/ 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab leaning against the 
south wall of the inner enclosure of the same basti. Records in 
S. 1493, PrajOtpatti, a gift of land, and mentions the Chauta 
family which had its seat at Mudabidri. 

116 . 41 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Guru- 
galabasti at the same village. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Bukkaraya (II, 1399—1406), son of Hariharaya^QI, 1377— 
1402), in S. 1329, Vyaya. Mentions Bachappa-Odeya and a gift of 
land. 

117 . 42 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another slab set up in Jhe 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king '\nra- 
Krishnaraya in S. 1437, Yuva, the gift of paddy, and mentions 
Ratnappa-Odeya who belonged to the family of Vaicha-Danda- 
dhipa. 

118 . 43 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Hoysala king Vlra- 
Ballala (III), son of Vlra-Narasimha (III), in Vishu, a gift. Mentions 
D e v a p p a - D a n n a y a k a. 

119 . 44 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a pillar in the Gaddigeman- 
tapa of the Gurugalabasti. A record of S. 1460, Bahudhanya 
(wrong), mentioning the building of the mantapa. 

120 . 45 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a broken slab in front of 
the Nayibasti at the same village. Records the death of a Jaina 
teacher named ChandrakTrti and the building of the mantapa 
(i.e., the Nayibasti) in his memory. See No. 128 below. [A 
ChandrakTrti under date A.D. 1605 is mentioned as one of the 
teachers of the Sarasvati gachcha and Balatkaragana in the Jaina - 
Siddhfinta Bhdskara. See Epitome of Jainism, p. LXXI 1 I.] 

121 -A— D. 46 to 49 ofiq^l. —(Kanarese.) On stones built into 
Jaina tombs at the same village. No details given. 

122 . 50 0/1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the court¬ 
yard of the Gauri temple at Pnlntya, a quarter of the same place. 
A damaged record in S. 1318, mentioning VTra-PandyadCvara&a. 

123 . 51 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A damaged record of the Alupa king Kula£ekhara- 
AlupCndra in Yuva. See the next epigraph. 

124 . 52 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On the^ third slab lying in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the A]upa king Kula&ekhara 
AJupendra in S. 1127, Krodhana, a gift of land. 

125 . 53 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On the fourth slab lying in the 
samQplace. Records in the reign of the Ajupa king Kula£ekhara 
Alupendra in Raktakshin a gift of land. 
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126 . 55 °f 1901.—(Kanarese.) In a field one mile south-east 
from the travellers’ bungalow. Records in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king VTra-Hariharaya (II) in S. 1312, Sukla, a gift of land 
to the Gurugalabasti at Bidire. Mentions Marigarasa-Odeya as 
governor of MarigalGra-rajya. 

Puttigc. 

12 7 . 54 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of 
the Somanatha temple._ A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnaraya in S. 1434, Arigirasa, mentioning the minister Salva- 
Timmayya, Ratnappa-Odeya and the Chauta chief Tirumalaraya. 

Venur. 

128 . 72 of 1901.—(Sanskrit.) On the right side of the colossal 
statue of Gummata on the hill. Records in S. 1525, Sobhakrit, the 
setting up of the image of Bhujabalin (i.e., GommatOsvara) by 
Timmaraja of the family of Chamunda, at the instance of the 
family teacher CharukTrti of Belgola. [The inscription has been 
published by Rice in his Sravana Belgola inscriptions and by 
Dr. Hultzsch in Ep. Ind. , Vol. VII, pp. 112 -13. According to 
Prof. Kiel horn the date corresponds to Thursday, 1st March, 
A.D. 1604. Dr. Hultzsch points out that this inscription mentions 
Tirnma Raja’s mother (Queen Pandyaka) and uncle Rayakuvara 
(i.e., Rayukumara) and not his father, and that it can be inferred 
from this that the family practised the aliyasantdna system. 
CharukTrti was, like Lalitaklrti, the Pontiff of Belgola and Moda- 
biclri, just as DevendrakTrti was the Pontiff of Humcha. From a 
list in th v Jaina Sidd/ulnta bhdskara l find no CharukTrti under this 
date, but one in A.D. 1207. See Nahar and Ghosh’s Epitome of 
Jainism , p. LXXII, in the appendix and bid. Anti/.,Vols. XX and XXI. 
Chamunda raja was probably the great minister Chamundaraja 
who set up the colossal statue at Belgola.] 

129 . 73 of 1901.—(Kanarese verse.) On the left side of the 
same statue. Records in S. 1526, Sobhakrit, the same act. 
[See Ep. Ind., VII, pp. 112 13. The date is the same as in the 
previous inscription, but the current and not the expired year is 
given. See 5 . Kanara Manual , Vol. II, p. 259, for an account of the 
statue. 

130 . 74 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Akkarigalabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. 1526, 
Sobhakrit, that PandyakadCvi alias Vardhatmlnakkagaki and 
Mallidevi, two queens of Vlra-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a Chaitya- 
laya of Chandranatha and granted land to it. See No. 128. 

131 . 75 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Binnanabasti within the Gummatabasti. Records in S. J526, 
Sobhakrit, that Binnani, a queen of Vlra-Timmaraja-Odeya, built a 
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Chaityalaya of Santlsvara and granted land to it. [An inaccurate 
translation of this is given in Ind. A/itij ., Vol. V, p. 38.] 

132 . 76 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab built into the floor of 
the Mahaliiigesvara temple at the same village. A record in 
S. 8f90], Prabhava, in archaic characters. 

133 . 77 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the Nandi-pillar in front of 
the same temple. Records that a merchant set up the manastambhci, 
a big monolithic column set up in front of the bastis. From the 
fact that almost all of them are known as Scttdrabastis it is inferred 
that the Jain merchants constructed them. See Ind. Antq ., Vol. V, 
pp. 38-9. 

134 . 78 oj 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to the 
east wall of the Tlrthankarabasti within the Santi£varabasti at 
the same village. Records in S. 1544, Durmati, the gift of land to 
the basti by Ramanatha arasa, while Madhurakadevi was ruling 
over the Punjalikeyarajya. [This is also mentioned in 2 and 9 in 
the list.] 

135 . 79 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the south¬ 
east corner of the mantapa in front of the SantT&varabasti. 
Records in S. 1459, He mala inbin, the consecration of the 24 
Tlrthamkaras in the basti. See S'. Kanara Manual , Vol. II, p. 260. 

136 . 80 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up to the right 
of the entrance into the same mantapa. A record dated in S. 14II, 
Saumya, mentioning a chief of Punjajiyarajya. [This is the 
earliest inscription in the Santisvarabasti.] 

Udipi Taluk. 

Bdrkur (nine miles north of Udipi). 

This is the traditional capital of Tuluva, known formerly as 
Barahakanyapura. Formerly a seaport, -now an inland town, 
tradition represents it as one of the seats of Brahman governors, 
when Brahmans were introduced into Malabar, and later on as 
scene of a mosque erected by the royal convert Cheraman Perumal. 
Epigraphy furnishes us with a list of the early Alupa kings, the 
Hoysajas and then of the Vijayanagar rulers who had it as their 
provincial capital. Amongst the Aluva kings may be mentioned 
Kavi about A.D. 1150 (Nos. 189 and 194); Soyideva about 1315 
(No. I75)- For the Hoysala inscription see No. 4. The rest are 
Vijayanagara ones. 

137 . 119 of 1901.--(Kanarese.) On the first slab setup close 
to the west wall of the SOmCsvara temple at Mudakeri near the 
same place. The Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (II) 
records in S. 1353, Sadharana, the settlement of dispute among 
certain merchants of Barakuru, while Chandarasa-Odeya was 
ruling the Barakura-Tulu-rajya. For a previous Vijayanagar 
feudatory in the time of Devaraya I see next epigraph; for another

in the reign of Harihara II see No. 144 ; and for still another in the 
time of Bukka I, No. 148. 

138 . 120 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Devaraya- 
Odeya (I), dated in S. 1335, Nandana. Mentions Samkharadeva 
Odeya as governing the BarakQra-rajya and a gift of paddy. See 
No. 161. 

139 . 121 <7/1901.—(Kanarese.) On the fourth slab set in the 
same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa- 
Dfcvaraya (II), dated in S. 1353, VirOdhikrit, making gift of 
paddy. Mentions Chandra-Odeya as governor of the Barakura- 
Tulu-rajya. See No. 137. 

140 . 122 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the seventh slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of Hoysala king Vlra-Ballala 
(III) in S. 1258, Dhatri, gift of paddy. Mentions Vayichappa 
Dannayaka and the pradhani Ajjana-Sahani. [The record shows 
that the Alupas were overthrown by the Hoysalas in the Govern¬ 
ment of the district.] 

141 . 123 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the eighth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
GajabGtegara-Devaraya (II) in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of paddy. 
(A damaged record.) 

142 . 124 of 1901.—-(Kanarese.) On the ninth slab set up in 
the same place. A damaged record mentioning Gagana-siva- 
charya who belonged to the spiritual lineage of Durvasas and an 
Alva king. [Durvasa is generally supposed to be the founder of 
the earliest of the Saivitc mathas, called the Amartaka.] 

143 . 125 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the tenth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Mallikarjuna (1449—65), in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift 
of money. Mentions Sidappa-Dannayaka. The record shows 
that the Vijayanagar hold over the west was strong even in the 
weak reigns following DSva-Raya II. See also Nos. 148 and 
162. 

144 . 126 of 1901. -(Kanarese.) On the eleventh slab set up in 
the same place. An epigraph of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Hariyappa-Odeya (II) recording in S. 1301, Kalayukta, gift of 
paddy. Mentions Bommarasa-Odeya as the governor of the 
BarakQrarajya. See No. 153- 

145 . 127 of 19OT.—(Kanarese.) On the twelfth slab set up in 
the same place. Records a gift in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in S. 1308, Kshaya. (Damaged.) 
See No- 151. 

146 . 128 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the thirteenth slab set up 
in the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Gaja- 
befekara-DCvaraya II recording in S. 1362, Siddharthin, gift of gold 
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to a Brahmana. Mentions Lakhanna-Dannayaka. [Was this the 
same as the chief governor of the south, the Lord of the southern 
ocean and the brother of Madanna Nayaka ?] See No. l8l. 

147 . 129 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the fourteenth slab set up 
in the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya (I) in S. 1293, VirOdhikrit, gift of land. 
Mentions Goparasa-Odeya who was governing the Barakura-rajya. 
See No. 150. 

148 . 130 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) O11 the fifteenth slab set up in 
the same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa-Virupaksha-Maharaya-Odeya (II, 1465—86), in S. 
1387, Vyaya, a gift of paddy. See No. 143. 

149 . 131 0/T9OI. —(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the outside 
close to the west wall of the same temple. Records in the reign 
of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa-Sadasivaraya in S. 1507, 
Parthiva, gift of land. Mentions RamarajanSyaka, grandson of 
Sadasivaraya Nayaka of Keladi. 

150 . 132 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the tank 
at Mudakeri near the same temple. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya (1) in S. 1282, Sarvarin, 
the gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was govern¬ 
ing the Barakura-rajya. Malleya was evidently a predecessor of 
Goparasa mentioned in No. 147. The inscription shows that the 
Vijayanagar arms reached South Kanara as early as A.D. 1360. 
See No. 157 below. 

151 . 133 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in the house 
of Subbanna adigal in the same village. A record of the Vijaya¬ 
nagara king Virapratapa-Harihara-Maharaya (II), dated in S. 1324, 
Chitrabhanu, mentioning Basavanna-Odeya who was governing 
the Barakura-rajya. (Damaged.) See No. 145 for another teu- 
datory of Harihara II. 

152 . 134 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another slab lying the same 
house. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Virapratapa- 
Harihara-Maharaya (II) in S. 1324, Chitrabhanu, gift of paddy. 
Mentions Basavanna-Odeya who was governing the Barakura- 
rajya. See the previous epigraph. 

153 . 135 of IQ0I. —(Kanarese.) On a slab lying near the well 
in the GOpalakrishna temple at Mudakeri. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Harihara-Maharaya (II) in S. 1302, 
Raudra, gift of gold. Mentions Bommarsa-Odeya who was 
governing the BarakGra-rajya, and states that Kumara Madhava- 
svamin set up the image of Gopinatha in the BarakQra-matha. See 
No. 144 above. 

154 . 136 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a viragal set up to the left 
of the entrance into the SOmCsvara temple at the same village. 
A record of the Alupa king Bankiy-AJupendra. See No. 83 above. 
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15 5 . 137 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a vtragal set up to the left 
of the same entrance. A fragment of record of the Alupa king 
Bankiy-Alupendra. See No. 83 above. 

156 . 138 of 1901.—{Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Parame&- 
varabhatta’s house in the same village. Records in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vrra-Bukanna-Odeya (I), in S. 1282, 
Sarvarin, gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was 
governing the BarakGra-rajya. See No. 150 above. 

157 . 139 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab built into the wall 
of Padmanabhabhatta’s house in the same village. The Vijaya¬ 
nagara king Vlra-Bukanna-Odeya (I) records in S. 1281, Vikarin, 
gift of paddy. Mentions Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing 
the Barakura-rajya. Sec No. 150 above. 

158 . 140 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in SrTdhara- 
sastri’s house in the same village. Records in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Sada&ivaraya in S. 1508, Sarvajit, 
gift of paddy. 

159 . 141 0/1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab lying in Soma-sastri’s 
house in the same village. The Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukanna- 
Odeya (I) records in S. 1287, Visvavasu, gift of paddy. Mentions 
Malleya-Dannayaka who was governing the Barakura-rajya. See 
No. 150 above. 

160 . 1420/ 1901.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up close to Siva- 
rama-Karanika’s house in the same village. Records in S. 1470, 
Kllaka, a gift of land. 

161 . 143 of 1901. (Kanarese.) On a slab set up in the Gana- 
pati temple at ChaulikOre near the place. Dated in the reign of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa-Devaraya (I). Records in S. 
1338, Manmatha, gift of paddy for feeding Brahmanas on the 
occasion of the anniversary (sanulrddhatia) of Ananda-Sarasvati. 
Mentions Samkaradeva Odeya who was governing the Barakura- 
rajya. Mentions also AmritCndratlrtha, pupil of Ananda-Saras¬ 
vati, Amritaprajha and NarHyanagiri. See No. 138 for the same 
feudatory and No. 165 for the same teachers. 

162 . I44 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same temple. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king 
Virapratapa-Immadi-Devardya in S. 1380, Bahudhanya, gift of 
gold. Mentions Guruvappa-Odeya who was the governor of the 
Barakura-rajya. Immadi DCva was the same as Mallikarjuna, 
1422 65. See No. 143 above.

IJdiyavara.

300 -A. AC.P. grant of the RashtrakQta king PrabhQtavarsha

from the Chagiraja’s sister’s son Vimaladitya. Issued from 
Mayurakhandi.

Bezwada. 

A town of great historical interest, Bezwada is full of antiquarian 
remains, Hindu and Buddhistic, as it was the religious capital of 
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Verigi and the Eastern Chajukyans. For its connection with Hiouen 
Thsang, its Buddhistic and Hindu antiquities see Antiquities , Vol. I, 
p. 47, and references given therein. Mr. Sewell gives 28 inscrip¬ 
tions in this place while the department has got epigraphs of 
nearly 75.

56 . 304 of 1892.—(Prakrit.) On a pillar from Amaravati in 
the same office. A fragmentary record. 

57 . 305 of 1892.—(Telugu.) On four sides of a stone in the 
same office. 

58 . 306 of 1892.—(Telugu.) On two faces of a broken pillar in 
the same office. A record of the KakatTya king Pratapa-Rudra- 
deva (1295—1323) in S. 1220, expired, Vilambin. In 1316 Conjce- 
veram was taken by one of his generals. 

59 . 307 of 1892.-— (Tamil.) On a stone in the same office. A 
fragmentary record of the Chola king. 

60 . 308 of 1892.—(Sanskrit.) On a broken pillar in the same 

office. A record of the Gajapati king Kapile&vara in S. 1387. Sec 
hid. Antq., XX, p. 390. This inscription is given in Mock. MSS., 
Bk. XVI (15-3-4), PP- 17 8, where the date given is ^TirrSTfST 

(1387). It records that Kapile&vara gave to Gods Papavinasa and 
Rudrapadeva a village near Kondapalli.]

Records in S. 1053 to XI 93 private 
grants.

71 . 319 of 1892. (No. 6 of Mr. Srwrll’s local list.) —(Telugu.) 
On three faces of a pillar 1 * in front of the Malle&vara shrine in the 
same temple. A record in S. 1359, expired, Pingala. A grant to 
the temple by a dancing girl. [See Mack. MSS., Bk. XVI (15-3 4), 
p. 13, which however gives the date S. 1357, Pingala, Sravana- 
Bahula 5, Monday.] 

72 . 320 of 1892. (No. I in Mr. Sewell's local list.) —(Telugu.) 
On a pillar in the mantapa in front of the same shrine. Records in 
S. 1331, expired, Virodhin, the building of the mantapa.

XVI (15-3 -4^ PP- IO-II, which gives the 
details of date as Margasira bahula 7, Monday. Records building 
of a Gane&a temple.] 

75 . 323 of 1892.—(Telugu.) On a pillar built into the verandah 
of the same temple. A record of the Eastern Chalukyan Yuddha- 
malla. In very archaic characters. Mentions the king’s grand¬ 
father Mallaparnju. The king intended is evidently Yuddhamalla 
II, son of Tada or Tadapa and grandson of Yuddhamalla I.] 

76 . 324 of 1892.---(Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record in 
&. 1087. 

77 . 3250/1892.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar. A record in 
the forty-first year of the Choja king Kulotturiga-Chojadeva (I).

78 . 326 of 1892. (No. II of Mr. Sewell's local list .)—(Sanskrit 
and Telugu.) On a stone built into the roof of the Vighn£&vara 
shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the son of 
ChodabhQpa, a descendant of Buddhavarman. 

79 . 3270/1892.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa in front 
of the Mallesvara shrine in the same temple. A record in Khara. 

80 . 3280/1892.—(Telugu.) On a stone built into the roof of the 
same mantapa. A record in S. 1199. 

81 . 329 of 1892. (No. 18 of Mr. Sewell's list f )—(Sanskrit and 
Telugu.) On a broken pillar in front of the Kanakadurga shrine 
on the IndrakTla hill in the same place. A record of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Krishnadcva in S. 1440, expired, Bahudhanya (Vai 4 aka-

A record in S. 151r, 
expired, Virodhin, Nijabhadrapada Suddha II, Wednesday. 
Records that Akshatala Tirumala Bhatta of the Bharadvaja gotra 
built a “ Vasupatham .” See Mack. MSS. } Bk. XVI, (1 5 ~ 3 ~ 4 )> P- 16. 

87 . 335 of 1892.—(Sanskrit.) On a stone built into the roof of 
the mantapa in front of the Malle^vara shrine. An incomplete 
record in S. 1119. 

88 - 89 . 336 and 337 of 1892.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the 
mantapa in front of the east entrance of the Malle 4 vara temple 
in the same place. Records dated in S. 1348 and 1475 - Former is 
No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s local list and latter No. 3 of ibid. The latter 
of these is given in Mack. MSS., Bk. XVI (1 5~3 4 ) * n P- 12. F gives 
the details of the date as S. 1475, Paritapi, Phalguna Suddha 3, 
Wednesday, and records that the people of all lands from Konda» 
palli to Rajahmahendrapuram decided that the oli (?) maryada in 
a first marriage should be 21 chinnam of gold, that the bridegroom’s 
party should give 12^ of silver and the bride’s party 20^ of gold. 
The former record is also given in the Mack. MSS. and the details 
are to the effect that in S. 1348, Parabhava, Magha Suddha 2, 
Monday, Sravana punyakala, the people of several villages repaired 
the gOpuram and mukhamantapam. Ibid., p. 13. 

90 . 536 oj 1909.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a mutilated slab 
dug up in the courtyard of the MallCsvarasvamin temple. A record 
of the Pallava king MuhamandalCsvara Pallaketa. Registers some 
legends (See Ep. Ind.. 1910, for details) in connexion with the 
Mallesvara temple and refers to the chief as being born in the 
family of king Kaduvetti and being subordinate to the Chalukya 
king of Veiigidesa. The inscription refers to a certain Pandita- 
radhya who came to this place, and proclaimed the superiority of 
Sivabhaktas to Brahmans by holding live coal in China muslin 
with the tender twig of a Sami tree.] 

91 . The C.P. grant of Chalukya Blum a I. (Sanskrit.) Records 
that the king gave at the time of his coronation ( pattahindha) the 
village of Kakiparru in lUtarakanderuvadi-Vishava to a student of 
the kr am pat ha named Potamayya. See Ep. Ind., Vol. V, pp. 127-31. 

92 . On a pillar. Records the building of a temple at Bezwada 
for the God Kumarasvami by a certain Nripadhamundu while king 
Rajasalki Raja^raya Satyatrinetra Yuddhamalla was ruling. 
Another part records the king’s building, for the merit of his 
grandfather Mallappa Raju, a mansion for the God. A third part 
says that, at the king’s coronation, a certain Mallandu, son of Tri- 
nayana, came to Bezwada, saw a manifestation of Kartikeya .and 
raised a temple for Him. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the 
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Kartikeya temple here referred to was the same as the ^iva temple 
that the transformation of it into the latter was perhaps the work 
of the Panditaradhya mentioned in 79 above. If so, the real 
builder of the Malle£vara temple was Mallandu. The epigraph 
has been attributed to the ninth century, and it is of great literary 
interest as it shows that Telugu literature flourished even before 
the time of Rajaraja I, the patron of Nannaya Bhatta, at such a 
high stage of culture as to cause public records to be written in 
poetry.] 

92-A. On a pillar in the Kalyanamantapa of Malle&vara. 
(Telugu.) Dated in S. 1123, Durmukhi, Vai&akha Suddha 15, Thurs¬ 
day. Records that Mahamandalesvara Blruda Deva Raja, the 
brother-in-law of Kakatlya Ganapati, gave God Malle&vara for 
the merit of his father Buddharaju, 55 rukas for a lamp. [Mack. 
MSS., Bk. XVI, p. 9 ] 

92-B. On another pillar of the same. (Sanskrit.) A record of 
Mahamandallka Gonturu . . . raja’s Samastanadhipati Rayana- 

preggada gave to god Mallesvara in S. 1139 , Uttarayana Sarikranti, 
an akhanda lamp. Ibid., pp. 9-10. 

92-C. On another pillar of thesame. Near the ruined Sala. 
(Telugu.) Records that in Khara, Ashadha Suddha 10, Thursday, 
Pinna Konamma gave 1,200 tankas to Kumara Telugu Raya besides 
other charities. Ibid., p. II. 

92 -D. On a pillar in a neighbouring mantapa. (Telugu.) Re¬ 
cords that BhOgam Namburi Annasami’s daughter-in-law built the 
east gopura of the Mallikarjuna temple in S. 1313, Prajotpatti, 
Sravana Suddha 13, Tuesday. Ibid., pp. II 12.

92-E — J. Mack. MSS. (Loc. Rcc., Vol. XII, p. Io8).-Records 
dated in A.D. 1742, 1793 , 1811, 1755 and 1788. 

Ddmalur . 

92-K. A record of Velanati Gohka, son of Chetana, son of 
Rajendra Gohka. Records that he gave to the God Gonke^vara at 
Damalur in S. 1054, 3 puttis of land and 55 buffaloes.

Kdvuluru. 

Mr. Sewell gives five inscriptions in this place of which three 
alone, identified with the following, are definite. 

93. 154 of igi$. (No. I of Mr. Sewells local list.)— (Telugu.) 
On a slab set up on the bund of a tank. Registers in S. 1648 , 
Parabhava, Margasira, £11. di. 15 , Sunday, corresponding to Novem¬ 
ber 27, A.D. 1726, that this is one of the Akkadevadulu pillars fixed 
by a certain Seshadri Ramanappa and his elder brother, in the 
tank constructed by them near KavulQru. 
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94 . 155 of 1913. (No. 4 of Mr . Sewell's list.)— (Telugu.) On 
a stone lying in a palmyra tope, in the same village. Records in 
S. 1305 (a mistake for 1310), Vibhava, Pushya, ba. di. 14, Sunday, 
corresponding to December 27, A.D. 1388, that a certain Poti- 
Nayundu of Intamukkula gOtra, granted to the gods Chenna- 
Mallinatha and VaradagOpinatha of Kaururu, a flower garden with 
fruit trees, for the merit of his parents. 

95 . 156 of 1913. (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell's list.) —(Telugu.) On a 
slab set up in a field to the north of the road leading to Kondapalli 
from the same village. A damaged record of the Gajapati king 
Pratapa PurushOttamadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Men¬ 
tions Mogalrrtju-Mahapfitra who was governing the country. 

96 . On the boundary between Kavaluru, Kondapalle and Ila- 
prOlu. An undated epigraph evidencing a grant to a temple by a 
Raja named Jagannatha Prasada, “ acting under the orders of Malla 
Mara Raja.” 

97 . East of the village. A record dated in S. 1106 (A.D. 1184), 
and recording the digging of a well, etc., by “Poli Ko£a Biraraja.” 
Antiquities , I, 50.

98 . A C.P. Grant of Chalukva Bhlma II (now in the Madras 
Museum). Consists of an order addressed by him to the inhabi¬ 
tants of Kanderuvfiti-vishaya and issued at the request of a vassal 
king Vajjaya, giving the village of Kodhatalli to Kommana, the 
son of Deniya and a kranuivid. See S.I.I ., 1 , No. 37, pp. 43—6. 

Kondiipalli. 

See Antiquities , 1 , 49*50, for a description of the place. 

99 . 207 of 1899.—(Telugu.) On a boulder near the fort on the 
hill. A mutilated record in Isvara-samvatsara. Mentions the 
temple (nagaru) of Hanumanta-Perumaj. 

100 . 208^/1899. -(Uriya.) On a boulder near the fort on the 
hill. No details given. 

101 . On an inscribed slab let into the wall of the first gateway 
of the lower fort. Records in S. 1358 the erection of a temple on 
the banks of the Kistna by private person. Antiquities , I, 49. 

102 . A C.P. grant in the village which “is dated in the reign 
of Ana V< 3 ma Reddi of Kondavldu, S. 1272 (A.D. 1350). It records 
a grant of a village to a Brahman.” 

Kotturu. 

102 -A. On a slab north of the village. An epigraph date*d in 
S. 1498, Dhatu, Chaitra, Suddha 2. See Loe. Rec. y Vol. XII, p. 236. 
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Malkapuram. 

103 . 152 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a pillar lying near the Mus- 
salman chavadi. A record of Qutb Shahi king Mahamandu Sahu 
Sulutanu (Muhammad Shah Sultan) in S. 1452, Khara, Chaitra, &u. 
di. 2, Monday, corresponding to March 20, A.D. 1531. States that 
Masanada Eli Kutumana-Malka-Odaya, a friend of the Sultan, 
reduced by his prowess Kondapalli and other hill fortresses and 
established a feeding-house (langara) at Kedarabada which he had 
founded near Peyyalagallu, south of Kondapalli, for the helpless, 
blind and cripple and for dervishes. For the maintenance of this 
(langara), he gave the two villages KavurQru and Kedarabada. 
See Antiquities , 1 , p. 5 °* 

104 . 153 of 1913.—(Persian.) On another face of the same 
pillar. Records in 931 A.H. (= 1524—5 A.D.) that “Malik Qutb- 
ul-Mulk set aside the income derived from certain villages for the 
maintenance of a langar , in memory of Khwaja Khizr.” (Dr. J. 
Horovitz.) 

Mo gal rajapu ra m . 

105 . 151 of 1913.—(Telugu archaic.) Near a rock-cut cell. 
Refers to a certain Chola-Chaki Vilviradu. See Antiquities , I,p. 50, 
and the memorandum referred to there. 

Potavaram. 

106 . On a stone in the Fakir Takya Mound. Records in S. 
1079 (A.D. II57) a grant by PrOlammadevi, daughter of Maha- 
mandalesvara Pota Raja. Antiquities , I, p. 50. See No. 114 above. 

Tadepalle. 

107 . On a stone near the deserted temple in the Vasanta- 
rayalagattu hill. A private grant dated in S. 1312 (A.D. 1390). 

Velagaleru . 

108 . 149 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a slab bearing the figure of 
Anjaneya, near a well. Refers to the god Anumanta (HanG- 
manta) nc;ar the well Venkatadri-koneru and to the gift of a lamp- 
stand by a certain Singadasiri of Reddipalle. 

109 . 150(7/1913.—(Telugu.) On a slab near a tank in the same 
village. Records that this is the charity-well of the son of Garigi- 
pati Vehkanna. 

Yenikepadu . 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell refers to all the following inscrip¬ 
tions. With regard to the second he gives the wrong date of S. 
1096. 

110. 157 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up in the village. 
A record of Velanandu king Kulottunga-ChodayadSva-Maharaja. 
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Registers that the village Yenikepadu was granted to the temple 
of Rajanarayana at Bezwada. The Gajapati prince Kumara 
HambiradOva-Mahapatra apparently ratified the grant and distri¬ 
buted Yenikepada among the servants of that temple. The latter 
included the worshippers, accountants, purohits, goldsmiths, dan¬ 
cing girls, painters, men who rang the bell, makers of garlands, 
watchmen, the blowers of the conch and torch-bearers. 

111 . 1580/1913.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
place. A record of the Velanandu king KulOtturiga-Rajendra- 
Chodayaraja, in S. 1093, Uttarayana-Sankranti. Registers that the 
king granted lands in the neighbourhood of Yenikepadu to the 
temple of Kesavadeva at Bezwada. The grant was intended for 
providing oblations, offerings, perpetual lamps, dancing girls and 
other servants. 

112 . 159 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in a field of the same 
village. A mutilated record, the date of which is lost. Mentions 
the MahamandalCsvara Chagi-Dorayaraja. 

Zakkampudi* 

113 . On a stone west of a small tank. An undated grant by 
AmbadCva, son of Vlra Gajapati GaurCsvara Pratapa Kapilo&vara- 
deva Maharaja. 

114 . On a slab in the village street. A grant dated S. 1079 
(A.D. 1157) by “ the son of Prolamba.” ( Antiquities .) Sec No. 106 
above. 

Zupudi. 

115 . 160 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On the cross beam at the entrance 
into VehkatC^varasvamiji temple. Records that the beam was the 
gift of the two patnasvtlmi (merchant) brothers, Sarabharaju and 
Appayya. 

Bhimavaram Taluk. 

Du m pagadapa Agrahflram . 

116 . On a pillar in the Varadarajasvami temple. Records the 
building of a Durga shrine and its endowment in S. 1075 (A.D. 1153) 
by a private person. 

Ganapavaram . 

Mr. Sewell mentions eleven inscriptions in this place, most of 
which are on three pillars in the mukhamantapa of the ruined 
temple. These are— 

117 . A grant by Mahamandale&vara Kona Mandallka Somaya- 
raja in S. 1117.

126 . A C.P. grant in the local temple, dated S. 1056 (A.D. 
1134), recording the grant of the village of Panduva to Brahmans 
by Kolani Kotappa Nayaka, “ lord of Sanasipuram ” in the reign 
of KulOtturiga Chola II. 

Van dr am. 

127 . A C.P. grant of Ammaraja II of the Eastern Chalukyan 
dynasty (former part of which is identical with the Elavarru grant 
of the same king—see Ind. Antq.< Vol. XII, p. 91 ff.). Addresses 
the ryots, rashtrakutas of the twelve villages of the Pavunavara 
district (of which Prandoru, i.e., Vandram? was one) that he gave 
certain lands and villages to Kuppanamatya, grandson of TOrki 
Yajvan or Turkayya referred to in the inscriptions of the period. 
See Ep. Ind., Vol. IX, pp. 131 —135, where Dr. Hultzsch edits the 
plates.

128 . A C.P. grant in the possession of Kandaja Rahgacharya, 
recording a grant by a zamindar.

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell mentions four definite inscriptions 
in this place. These are dated in S. 1090, S. 1075, S. 1074 and S. 
1074. The first is said to be a grant of a Chola, the second of a 
private person in the time of a DanadaprOli ChOcla Narayana DCva ; 
the third by Chanda Choda Narayana Deva and the fourth in the 
same chief’s time. These are evidently the undated records given 
in the departmental list. 
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129 . 1260/1893.—(Telugu.) On the east face of a pillar in 
the Lakshml-Narayana temple. A record of Velananti Gorika. 

130 . 127 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the north face of the same 
pillar. A record in S. 1050. 

131 . 128 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
temple. No details given. 

132 . 129 of 1893.—(Telugu.) A record on another pillar in the 
same temple. No details given. 

133 . 130 0/1893.—(Sanskrit.) A record at the entrance to the 
shrine in the same temple. No details given. 

Ayyanki. 

134 . On a slab in the centre of the village. Records a grant 
by Balia Bhupati in S. 1077 (A-D- 1155) to the Siva temple at Srlka- 
kujam. Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 54. 

135 . Between this village and Pamarru- An undated epigraph 
recording a grant to the Siva temple at Bezwada. Ibid- 

Ganapesvaram (near Talagodadevi). 

136 . 131 of 1893.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the west, south 
and east faces of a pillar in front of the Durgamba temple. A 
record of the time of the Kakatlya king Ganapati in S. 1153, 
expired, Khara, tithi of Gauri, bright fortnight, Vaisakha, saying 
that his general Jaya built a Siva temple at Dirpa (Divi) dedicated 
to GanapC^vara named after his patron. The date corresponded, 
according to Dfkshit, to Monday, the 7th April, A.D. 1231. The 
inscription gives the Kakatlya genealogy from Prola down to Gana¬ 
pati and that of his general Jaya from his great-grandfather BhTma 
downward. In the Telugu portion it is recorded that every boat 
touching at Nanegadda should pay certain dues to the temple and 
that Jaya assigned the revenue of a number of villages to it. See Mr. 
Sewell’s Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 54 (which is inaccurate), Mackenzie’s 
Kistna Manual , p. 214 and Ep. Ind., Vol. Ill, pp. 82—93, where Dr. 
Hultzsch edits it. It is an inscription of fiscal and economic interest 
and says that the inhabitants of the eighteen districts on both sides 
of the Kistna gave at NanjSgadda a revenue of a fanam (ehinna) on 
every boat. 

137 . 132 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the east face of the same 
pillar. A record in S. 1693, expired, Khara. 

138 — 40 . 133 to 135 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the north face of 
the same pillar. Records dated in S. 1235, 1268 ( Vyaya ), and 
6. 1605. The first of these records the grant of a lamp to God 
Gan^patT&vara in Peda-Divipura at the junction of the Kistna and 
the sea, and the third to the Linga called after Ganapati and “ set 
up by Choda Raja at the junction of the Veni and the sea.” [Mr. 
Sewell notes all these inscriptions, but his dates are different.]

On a slab to the 
left of the entrance to the Nage£vara temple. Records in S. 1718, 
Rakshasa, the building of the gOpura by Yerlagadda Nage&vara 
Nayaka. [I have traced the inscription to Mack. MSS., Bk. XVI, pp. 
2—4, in section 2 under DevarakOta.] 

146 . 126 of 1897.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Kakatlya king Kumararudradeva in S. 
1214, Nandana. Records the building of a stone temple over the 
linga of Nage&vara at Kadalupuri by Soma&ivacharya of the Pushpa- 
giri matha. Noticed by Mr. Sewell. See Mack. MSS., Bk. XVI, p. 2, 
and Bk. XX (15-3-63), P- 71 - 

147 . 127 of 1897.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the south wall 
of the same temple. Records in Kali 4883, S. 1704, Subhakrit, 
repairs made by Yarlagadda De&ayi Kodandarama, See Mack. 
MSS., Vol. XVI, p. 2. 

148 . 128 of 1897.—(Telugu.) On a pillar at the southern 
entrance to the shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1210, 
gift of two lamps by Errapa to the Nage£vara temple at Kadalu- 
palli. No.*6 in Mr. Sewell's local list. 

149 . 129 of 1897.—(Telugu.) On another pillar at the same 
place. Records in Vrisha gift of a lamp by a merchant. 

150 . 130 of 1897.—(Telugu). On the Nandi pillar in the same 
temple, north face. Records in S. 1158 gift of cows for a lamp by 
Jnanottama£ivadeva to the Nage£vara temple at Kadalupalli.

On the Nandi-pillar in the same 
temple ; east face. Records in S. 1076 gift of gold (Kuldttuhga - 
mdda) for a lamp by Somaladevi, the queen of Balladhinatha, the 
son of Chajukya-Bhlma and Abbaladevi and grandson of Balia of 
the lunar race. No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s local list. 

153 — 160 . Besides the above Mr. Sewell mentions epigraphs 
dated S. Ill8, S. 1108, S. 1213, S. 1225, S. 1262, and two undated 
grants. Of these I am able to obtain the particulars of the following 
from the Mack.

Records that in Sadharana, Karttika 
Suddha 10, Thursday, the Balljas and Panchananam- 
varu made a settlement in regard to marriage processions 
and took an oath to observe it before Nage&vara temple. 


Snkakulam. 

Traditionally this place is important as the Brahmans are said 
to have been first settled here by TrilOchana Pallava, “perhaps as 
early as the third century A.D.,” but no inscription earlier than the 
eleventh century has been found. It may be noted that this was 
the native place of AnantamStya, the author of the Rasabharana 
or Bhdjarajiyam , who lived about S. 1356. See Vlresalingam 
Pantulu’s Lives of the Telugu poets , p. 151. In his Antiquities Mr. 
Sewell gives 29 inscriptions in this place, some of which are not 
evidently included in the list below. The survey of the place is yet 
to be completed.

Mentions a chief of Dhan) r akataka (Amaravati) and the temple of 
Amare&vara (at Amaravati). 

180 . 154 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a stone built into the same. 
Appears to mention the Kakatlya king Ganapati. 

181 . 155 of 1893. —(Telugu.) On a stone built into the same. 
Resembles the above epigraph. 

182 . 156 of 1893.—(Sanskrit.) O11 a stone built into the same. 
A list of birudas. 

183 to 185 . 157 to 159 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On stones built 
into the same. Records dated in S. 1178 and S. 1220. 

186 to 188 . 160 to 162 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On walls connect¬ 
ing the different shrines in the same temple. Records dated in 
S. 1205, expired, Svabhanu. 

189 . 163 of 1893.—(Telugu.) A record on the east gopura of 
the same temple. 

190 . 164 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the mantapa near 
the same gopura. A record in S. 1085 of Kulotturiga-Rajendra- 
Chodaraju of the Velananti line (1163—80). 

191 . 165 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record in 
S. 1080. 

192 . 166 of 1893.— (Telugu.) On a pillar lying in the same 
temple. A record in S. 1094. Mentions the Narendresvara temple. 

193 . 167 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar lying at the entrance 
to the same temple. A record in S. 1078. Mentions the Narendres¬ 
vara temple. 

194 to 196 . 168 /0 170 0/ 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. 
A record of Rajendra-Chodaraju (1163—80 A.D.) in S. 1079. Records 
gifts to the same temple. 

197 . 171 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. A record of 
Rajarajadeva in S. 1077 and in his fifth year. Mentions Kulotturiga 
Ghoda-Gonka (II) as a vassal. So Rajaraja should have come to 
the throne*in S. 1150. He has not been identified. 

198 . 172 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in the Kalyana 
mantapa of the same temple. A record in Isvara.

On stones built 
into the floor of the same mantapa. A record of the Kakatlya king 
Pratapa-Rudradeva (II?) in Sobhakrit. 

Records on the 
north gopura of the same temple. No details given. 
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Ellore Taluk. 

Ambarupeta. 

206 -A. A record dated in A.D. 1765, relating gift of land by 
Apparao BahadGr to PGjari Lakshmi Narasu. Brown’s Lbc. Rec ., 
Vol. XII, p. 74 . 

Chodi Malta. 

206 -B. In the hands of an inamdar. An epigraph dated in 
Parthiva Maghabahula 8, and recording a gift by Appa Rao 
BahadGr. Ibid., p. 89. 


Denduluru. 

Considered to be the ancient capital of Vehgi, this place is 
epigraphically disappointing. See Antiquities , I, 34, Loc. Rec., Vol. 
XII, p. 93 also. 

207 . 112 of 1902.—(Telugu.) On a pillar lying under a 
pipal tree. A gift of land to Vlramahe£vara temple in S. 1213, 
Khar a. 

208 . 113 of 1902.—(Telugu.) On the dhvajastambha of the 
Some&vara temple. Records the setting up of the pillar. 

Dondapddu. 

209 . On a granite slab in a local tope. A record of £. 1477. 

Duggirfila , 

209 -A. Records that in the reign of KakatTya GanapatidCva, his 
brother Bhatta Bhaskara gave in S. 1056 the village of Dugglrala 
in Khandavati in 22 parts to Brahmans of 12 gotras, and similarly 
43 other villages. Mack. MSS., Bk. XX, pp. 67—70. 

Ellore. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives thirty-one inscriptions in this 
place, which have been identified with the corresponding ones 
below. It was evidently known formerly as Kamalakarapura or 
Kolamu. 

210 . 52 7 of 1893.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in fthe masjid. 
Records in S. 1122 the gift of a lamp to Kolani-MGlasthana 
Some&vara MahadCva by a vesya of the king Ke&ava devaraja of 
Kamalakarapura or Kolanadu. Dr. Hultzsch points out that as 
no other trace of this temple remains, it must have been destroyed 
by the Mussalmans.

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[These chiefs formed, like the Velananfu Gorikas, the Beta Vijaya- 
ditya, branch, and others one set of local rulers in the period of the 
Chola decline.]

A record of Ke&avadevaraja of Kolanu in S. 1134, No. 17 of 
Mr. Sewell’s local list.

&. 1118, the gift of a lamp by Kesavadevaraja’s wife Somambika. 
No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s local list. 

217 . 534 of 1893.—On a pillar at the Kazi’s house. Records 
in S. H55, the building of a mantapa in the SOm^vara temple by a 
minister. No. 27 of Mr. Sewell’s local list. 

218 . A C.P. grant (Sanskrit and Prakrit) of Vijayadeva- 
varman of the Salankayana Maharajas of Verigipura (Peda-Verigi 
in Ellore Taluk), addressed to the villagers of Elura (Ellore), making 
a grant of 20 nivarattnas of land to Ganasarman. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IX, pp. 56—59, where Dr. Hultzsch edits it.

Rec., 
Vol. XII, pp. 9-10. 

218 -B. In the hands of Tatacharya, grandson of Prativadi- 
bhayankara Tatacharya. Records that in Srlmukha, fyeshta- 
&uddha 13, Thursday, Appa Raya gave an agrahara to Tatacharya. 
Ibid., pp. IO-II. 

218 -C—U. The other inscriptions given by Mr. Sewell are dated 
S. 1223, 1221, 1123, 1150, II23, 1124, 1152, II1I, III 9 , 1223, 1121, 1219, 
II31, II45, 1134, 1283, etc., and are mostly private grants. One is 
dated in S- 1150 and records a grant by Indradeva, son of Mahaman- 
dale&vara Choda Maharazu Narapati Razu ; another on a stone in the 
bazaar, dated S. 1545, recording a grant by Sri Ranga Raya of Vija- 
yanagar, son of Gopala. Lastly Mr. Sewell gives a copper plate 
inscription in the hands of a Karanam which gives the order of 
precedence in which betel-leaves were served to various chiefs by 
Ibrahim Kutb Shah after his conquest of this country, about A.D.

220 - A. On the dhvajastambha of the Gopalasvami temple. 
Records a grant to the temple by a zamindar. No date is given. 

Mupparru. 

220 -B. In the hands of the inamdar Garimalla Jaggayya. A 
record dated in A.D. 1763, Svabhanu, Magha Buddha 15, Thursday, 
gift of land by Appayagaru. Ibid., pp. 90 and 92. 

Pcddap&du. 

221 . On a pillar of the kalyana mantapa in the Some&vara 
temple. Records the erection of the mantapam by private parties 
in S. 1140. ( Antiquities , I, 36. See also Brown’s Loc. Rec-, pp. 81— 
5, for a late epigraph, dated A.D. 1778, 1763, etc.). 

Peddavegi* 

222 -A. 114 of 1902.—(Telugu.) On two faces of a pillar set 
up on the bund of the Ratnam tank. Records the construction of 
the tank by the Kasturi ’Verikataratnam in a Vikrama. 

Pihnakadimi. 

222 -B. In the hands of the inamdar Edavalli Seshayya. A 
record dated in A.D. 1792. See Loc. Rcc Vol. XII, p. 9 T for details. 

Poiinangi. 

222 -C. CP. 3 of 1908-9.—A grant of Gunaka Vijayaditya III 
(844-88). 

Satyavolu . 

222 -D. A record dated in A.D. 1764. See Loc. Rec., Vol. XH 
p. 85, for details. 


* This is supposed to be the site of the former capital of the Veftgi country, but 
nothing ancient is found there except a mound which, Dr. Hultzsch was informed, re¬ 
presented the temple of Chitranathasvami, referred to in a set of copper plates discovered 
at KollGru (K.N. 237). (See Ej>. Ind ., IV, p. 143, also Antiquities , I, 36.)

On a slab lying in the Goku- 
lamma cheruvu. Records in Saumya, Ashadha &u. di/3, Thursday, 
that a certain Abudalu Husenu, servant of Abudulakhanu, who 
wa& again the servant of Sekhajakhanu, built the sluice of the 
tank at KudOrapalli.

234 -B. In S. 925, Uttarayana Sankranti, Chikka Bhlma gave to 
the same deity 2 bharatias of land. Ibid. 

2 34 -C. In the Vlrabhadra temple. In S. 1148, Solar eclipse, 
Kusumaraja, son of Bhimaraja, gave some gift to Brahmans who 
are enumerated.

235 . 162 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank. In 
old Telugu characters. The inscription is partly mutilated at the

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beginning and seems to register a gift of land by Kadaladfiva, son 
of Bandayari, to a certain Ba[£a]riya of BarugSlpariti in the villages 
of Jakipodi, Illupadu, PenurOdi and Karivrinda. The second of the 
village is probably identical with Uaparru.

A record dated S. 155 ° 
recording a private donation to the temple. Antiquities , Vol.l, p. 5 2 -

Records that 
in Svabhanu A6vija Suddha 3, Rajanarayana Rao Garu gave to 
Subbavadhani (in 1173 fasli) some lands.

I have not examined the originals, but have given references 
to their summary as given by Taylor in Ins., Ccd. Dts. How 
far the summary is accurate and how many of the originals 
are not included therein are yet to be discovered by a comparison of 
them, which will take much time. My belief is that the originals 
contain too many repetitions of the same epigraphs and that the 
summary as given in Ins., Ccd. Dts., is a fairly full one. I have to 
state that some of the records are not inscriptions in the strict 
sense of the term but grants in paper ; but as in the case of Ganjam, 
having once made the list, I have thought it better to retain them.

240 . 15 7 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
pratapa Sadasivadeva-Maharaya, in S. 1476, Ananda, the gift 
of the village of Nagulavaram (situated) on the bank of the 
Gumdakamma river and belonging to the Dupati-slma (district), 
to the same temple by Timmaraju, son of the Mahamandalesvara 
Ramaraju Konetayya. [/«$., Ccd. Dts., p. 223, No. 29.] See By. 347 
and 348. 

241 . 158 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada- 
sivadeva-Maharaya, dated in S. 1481, Raudri. Mentions a 
Vaishnava sanyasin named Emberumanaru-Jlyyaiigaru and the 
Mahamandalesvara Siddhiraju Timmarajayya. [The Mack. MSS. 
(Ins., Ccd. Dts., p. 224, No. 31) give S. 1482.] 

242 . 159 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
mantapa, right of entrance. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa AchyutadCva-Maharaya, dated in S. 1458, Durmukhi. 
Records gift of two villages (Bodicherla and Bondalapad) in the 
Tondamaregulla-slma (district) to the same temple on the occasion 
of a lunar eclipse. Mentions Bhutanatha Ramabhatlu, ruler of 
Udayagiri. [See Ins., Ccd. Dts., p. 221, No. 25 ; Cb. 325.] 

243 . 160 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) In the same place. 
A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sadasivadeva- 
Maharaya, in S. 1466, Sobhakrit. Records gift of a village in the 
Kochcherlakota-^Ima (district) to the same temple by Aubalayya- 
deva-Maharaju, son of the Mahamandalesvara Sihgarayyadeva- 
Maharaju 1 of Nandyala. See Ins., Ccd . Dts., p. 222, No. 26.

TirumalayyadCva-Maharaju (the AravTclu chief) of the lunar race 
and of the AtreyagOtra.

A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Achyutadeva-MaharSya in

lesvara Salakaraju-Pina-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaju for the God’s 
festival. The king is styled “ the establisher of the Yavana-rajya.” 
[See Ins., Cod. Dts., p. 221, No. 23.] See the genealogy of the 
Salakas. 

246 . 163 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the Lakshml- 
dfivi shrine in the ChennakCsavasvamin temple. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada&ivadeva-Mahflraya. Records 
in S. 1489, Prabhava, a grant by Verikatayyadfiva-Maharaju 
(Venkata I?), son of Tirumahirajayya-deva-Maharaju and grandson 
of Aravlti-Ramaraju-Srlrangarajayyadeva-Maharaju of the AtrOya- 
gOtra and Apastamba-sutra. Ins., Cod. Dts., p. 220, No. 22. It says 
that the donee was the Pauranist Pararikusan Lakshmanaiya. 

247 . 164 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu,) On the east wall 
of the Garuda-mantapa in the same temple. A damaged record 
containing a genealogy of the Karnata dynasty of Vijayanagara. 

248 . 165 of 1905*—(Telugu.) On a pillar of the same manta pa. 
Mentions the Mahamandale£vara Siddhiraju-Timmarajayya and 
refers to the building of a mantapa. See No. 241 above. 

249 . 166 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada- 
&ivadeva-Maharaya in S. 1491, Sukla. Records a gift by Chinna- 
panayaningaru, son of Komara-Timmanayaningaru and grandson 
of VeligOti-Peda-Timmanayaningaru of the Racherla-gOtra, a 
subordinate of the Mahamandalesvara Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayya- 
deva-Maharaju. [See /ns., S. Dts., p. 224, No. 32.] 

250 . 167 of I905-—(Telugu.) On a slab set up near the plat¬ 
form in front of the same temple. A damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Sada£ivadeva-Maharaya, dated 
S. 1475, Pramadin. 

251 . A C.P., dated in S. 1464, recording the grant of a village, 
for temple purposes, by Sadasiva Raya of Vijayanagar. [See 
Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, p. 86.] 

252 . On a stone at Markapuram. Records that Vlrapratapa 
Devaraya Maharayalu granted some land to Dandamaha£iva at the 
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time of his installation at Vijayanagar, in 1329, Sarvajit. See 
Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 213, No. 2. 

253 . On the wall of the kalyana mantapam in the pagoda. 
Records that Salaka Raja Pina Tirumalayya granted the villages of 
“ Carvepulla and Achyutarayapuram ” as free gift for the annual 
festival of the God in S. 1455, Vijaya, in the reign of Achyutadeva 
Maharaya. Ibid ., p. 221, No. 24. See No. 245 above. 

254 . On a stone west of the Garudastambham in the temple. 
Records that in S. 1474, Parltapi, in the reign of Sadasivaraya. 
Padmanabha, Mallappa and other villagers granted to Chenna- 
ke&ava, the tax on betel-gardens. Ibid., p. 222, No. 28. 

255 . On a stone pillar opposite to the kalyana mantapam. 
Records that Kamalanabhudu granted some land to the deity in 
S. 1567, Tarana. Ibid., p. 224, No. 33 and Antiquities, p. 

256 . On a stone south of Markapuram. Records that one 
“Aulumpanah” gave three kuchalas of land to Tripurabhatta 
Mahajosya. Ibid., No. 47, p. 229.

258 . On a stone in the village. Records that Kamaraya Srl-

259 . On a stone in the ChennakCsava pagoda. Records that 
Kambala Vallabayya gave some land to the deity in S. 1499, Dhatu, 
in the reign of Velugoti Chinna Timmanayadu. Ibid., p. 228, No. 46. 

260 . On a stone in a field of a Reddi. Records grant of two 
kuchalas in the village to Machareddi, a native of the place. Ibid., 
p. 229, No. 48.

Dts., pp. 214—20, Nos. 4—20 and 
Nos. 41 and 49) mention nineteen inscriptions in this place, ^Vhile 
the departmental list contains 116.

261 . 168 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Tripura ntake6vara temple. Ambacieva-Maharaja * 
records in S. 1194, SrTmukha (A.D. 1272), gift of land to the 
priests who offer mantrapushpa (i.e., consecrated flowers) to the 
god Tripurantakadeva. Ambadeva who defeated several Telugu 
chiefs including a certain SrTpati Ganapati Deva and practically 
for a time usurped the Kakatlya dominion between Rudramba and 
her grandson Prataparudra, was the greatest of the Turaga Sahini- 
kas who bore the titles mandalikas, Brah mardkshas and Gen da - 
pendera and were later on feudatories of Kakatlyas. He is said 
to have defeated Eruva Mallideva, Kesava with SOmi dCva and 
Allugariga, Mallikarjuna (who is called an enemy of Brahmans and 
Gods), DamOdara, Kadavaraya, and established Manmaganda- 
gopala at Vikramasimhapura (Nellore) of which he had been 
deprived. He was also a friend of the king of Devagiri. See No. 
266 below. 

262 . 1690/1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati (1199—1260) in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177). Records that the central shrine (7 'inulna) was built 
of stone, under the orders of the king by Santa&an^hu, son of 
Vi&vesficharya. See N.A. 155, 166, 190, 191 and 194 for a Saivite 
teacher of this name. 

263 . 170 0/1905.—(Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
Vikramottunga Rajendra records in S. 1214 (A.D. 1292), Nandana, 
gift of a golden trumpet to the temple of Tripurantaka. [He was 
evidently another feudatory chief who took advantage of the 
Kakatlya weakness to establish his power.] 

264 . 171 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapati. Records in Ananda 
(i.e., S. 1177) that the central shrine (vimdna) was built of stone, 
under the orders of the king, by Santasambhu, son of Vi&vesa- 
charya. See No. 262 above. 

265 . 172 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged-record in S. 1215, Vijaya, mentioning the construction of 
two tanks. 

266 . 173 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom¬ 
plete record of Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated S. I2t3, Khara. He is

have been on friendly terms with the Pandya and Devagiri kings. 
For Kadavaraya see S.A. 124 and 223. 

267 . 1740/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
Ambadeva-Maharaja, dated in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290). Records 
that the king, who bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, belonged to the Kayastha family. On the same 
stone is another damaged inscription—apparently of the same 
king. See Nos. 261 and 266. 

268 . 175 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Telugu Choda king Siddhayadeva-Choda Maharaja, dated in 
S. 1189, Prabhava. Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the 
king for the merit of his father, the Mahamandalesvara Perumadi- 
deva-Choda-Maharaja, and his mother Damaladevi. [It will be seen 
that he does not recognize the sovereignty of Queen Rudramma.] 

269 . 1760/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Belongs to 
the reign of the KakatTya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja in S. H77, 
Rakshasa. Records that Garigayya-Sahini, who belonged to the 
Kayastha family, bore the titles Gandapendara and Mandallka- 
Brahmarakshasa, and who claims to have defeated a certain DamO- 
dara of the west, granted, for the prosperity of the king and of 
himself, the village of Pulachervu in the district of Mottavadi on 
the day of a lunar eclipse. 

270 . 177 of 190^.—(Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in S. 1190, Vibhava, gift of fifty cows fora lamp by 
a private individual on the day of a lunar eclipse. 

271 . 1780/ 1905.—(Tilugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1242, Raudri , in the reign of the KakatTya king Pratapa-Rudra- 
deva-Mahamja (II) gift of taxes from a garden of areca palms. 

272 . 1790/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the KakatTya king Pratapa-RudradCva Maharaja (II, 
grandson and successor of Rudramma), in S. 1216, Jay a. Records 
a gift by the general Adidamma, who bore the title misaraganda 
and who claims to have “cut off the head of Manma-GandagOpala.” 
[Ambadeva of the Gangaya Sahini line claims to have established 
Manma Ganda at Nellore or Vikramasimhapura.] 

273 . 180 0/1905.—(Telugu.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record, dated S. 1244, Nandana, in which the Vlra- 
Balahjya (merchants) are mentioned with a long string of titles. 
They claim to belong to the Manumakula and to have immigrated 
from Ahichchatra. See No. 367 below. 

274 . 181 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the man- 
tapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the KakatTya king 
Ganapatidgva Maharaja in S. 1181, Siddharthin, sixty-first year. 
Records gift of fifty cows for a lamp by Kumara-Ganapatideva- 
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Maharaju of Natavadi. [The inscription shows that the king 
ascended the throne in 1199-1200 and that he ruled till 1260. See 
Nos. 289, 306 and 313. 

275 . 1820/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
&. 1214, Nandana, a gift by Ravinuntu-Timmapparaju. 

276 . 1830/1905.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Tripurantakesvara temple near 
Tripurantakam. Records in S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows and a 
metallic lampstand by Mummadi-Nayundu, who is called “ lord of 
the Ammanagallu city.” Mentions at the end the gift of two 
umbrellas called VfrarajCndra-Cholagodagulu. At the end of the 
inscription the syllable sri is engraved in Telugu, Nagari and 
Grantha characters. 

277 . 1840/1905.—{Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1275, Vijaya, a gift for the merit of Rama-Nayaka by another 
Nayaka, who was the lord of the town of Alakuntala, and who 
claims to have captured the forts belonging to king Karikala-Chola 
and cut off the head of Manuma-Mallideva. 

278 . 185 of 1905.—{Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the time of the Re deli king AnavOta-Reddi (the father of Kumara- 
giri), in S. 1278, Durmukhi. Records gift of a lamp by Adapa- 
VSmana. 

279 . 186 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record, dated S. 1192, PramOda. 

280 . 187 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. Traces exist of some binulas like 
Gandapendara, which may connect the inscription with the 
Kayastha family to which Ambadeva Maharaja belonged. 

281 . 188 of 1905.—(Telugir&nd Sanskrit.) On the west wall of 
the same mantapa, right of entrance. A record of S. 1193, Praja- 
pati. Mentions a Brahmana resident of Madhurantaka (per¬ 
haps Madhurantakam in the Chingleput district), who bore the 
title Chodamandala-pratishthacharya, and a certain Srlkantha- 
siva, probably a Saiva ascetic. Was he the author of the Brahma - 
mimdmsabhdshya ? See Hultzsch’s Sans. MSS., 1896, p. 46, No. 1229.] 

282 . 1890/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A damaged record, the date of which is doubtful. The king’s 
birudas are nearly the same as in the next epigraph. 

283 . 190 0/1905.—(Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
a certain Eruva-Manumilidevaraja, in S. 1189, Prabhava. The 
king’s name is preceded by a list of birudas from which it appears 
that he belonged to the Kasyapa gotra and to the family of 
Kari»kala. He was also the lord of Orayur (IJraiyur near Trichino- 
poly). [He does not recognize the sovereignty of Rudramma.]

284 . 191 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the east wall of the same 
mantapa close to the blocked up doorway. An inscription 
of the Reddi king Vemaya Reddi. Mentions in S. 1268, Vyaya, 
Anavftta-Reddi (Verna’s son and father of Kumaragiri). 

285 . 1912^/1905.—(Telugu.) In the same place. Records in 
S. 1192, PramOda, a private agreement among merchants. 

286 . 193 of 1905.—(Telugu.) In the same place. A record of 
Parichchheda-Alladanathadevaraja and his younger brother BhTma- 
raja, in Praniadin. Allada was a local chief called “the lord of 
Vijayavatika (Bezwada) ” and “the lord of the (district) called 
Shadsahasra (i.e., six thousand), situated to the south of the 
Krishnaveni (Krishna) river.’’ 

287 . 194 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall, right of 
entrance. A record of the Kakatlya sovereign Rudradeva-Maha- 
raja (Rudramba), dated S. 1183, Durmati, second year. The temple 
at Tripurantakam is called the eastern gate of ^rlparvata (i.e., 
Srisailam). The donor was a Kakatlya general who served under 
king Ganapati and claimed to belong to the Chajukya family. 
He also fought battles on the banks of the Godavari and took the 
head of Gonturi-NSgadeva. 

288 . 195 of 1905. - (Telugu.) On the base of the south wall of 
the kitchen (called) vantamiiUle in front of the same mantapa. An 
unfinished record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva-MahSraja, 
dated S. 1174, Paridhavin, fifty-fourth year. The existing portion 
of the inscription mentions the biriulis of a Saiva teacher in charge 
of the Gfdagi-matha, whose influence extended over three lakhs of 
villages. See N.A. 201. 

289 . 196 of 1905. -(Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the east wall of 
the same kitchen. A record of the Kakatlya king Ganapatideva- 
Maharaja (1199—1260), dated in S. 1182, Raudri, sixty-second year. 
Records gift of two villages, viz., Chetalapadu on the north bank 
of the river Gunderu (Gundlakamma) in the district of Kamma- 
nandu and Redumallapalli on the bank of the Mu&i in Pungi- 
nandu. 

290 . 197 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Pallava king Sarvajnakhadgamalla, Nis^arikamalla 
Maharajasimha. Venkayya identifies this king with Kopper- 
unjlngadcva. 

291 . 198 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
The record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. Is almost identi¬ 
cal with No. 290. The king is said to be the son of Jlyamahlpati 
by his wife Sllavati. Jlya is Tamil Siya or Alagia Siya, and it is 
found prefixed to Kf>pperunjingad£va in inscriptions. 

292 . 199 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Grantha.) On the base of the 
same wall. Partially damaged record. Seems to register-the 
names of the god Siva. 
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293 . 200 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
kitchen. A damaged record. 

294 . 201 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
MaharSjadhiraja Narapati Rajendra-Chola (III). Refers in fifteenth 
year, Raudri (i.e., A.D. 1260-61) to a tank at Tripurantakam. The 
king claims to have taken the heads of two Pandyan kings. His 
power in the Kurnool district shows that he perhaps extended his 
arms there about the time of the death of the Kakatiya Ganapati 
which took place in 1260. 

295 . 202 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Nagari.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Pallava king Maharajasimha. [The king claims 
to have destroyed the Hoysala king's pride, been like a sun to 
the lotus-tank of theChola line and to be the established Pandyan. 
His gifts to various shrines from Draksharama to Madura are 
then enumerated.] See No. 290 above and N.A. 444. 

296 . 203 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the top of the doorway in the 
same wall. Records in S. 1179, Pirigaja, gift of a village on the 
bank of the Musi (river) by the Mahamandale&vara Vishnuvar- 
dhana (Bhlma)-raju-Siddhhayadeva-Mahnraja who was a worship¬ 
per of the god Bhlmesvara of Draksharama and was the lord of the 
city of Verigi. 

297 . 204 c/1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up in front of the liriga on the north side of the kitchen 
(called vantamiddc) in the Tripurantake&vara temple near Tripu¬ 
rantakam. A record of the Kakatiya king Ganapati, dated in S. 
1131, Sukla. Records that the king’s sister Melambika, who had 
married Vakkadimalla Rudra, second son of Natavadi Buddha, 
built and Consecrated the temple called Melambike&vara near that 
of Tripurantaka. She granted some land below the tank of the 
village called Tlrtalu and also gave 25 goats for a lamp. [The 
marriages of the Natavadi chiefs with the princesses of the Kaka¬ 
tiya line explain the presence of their epigraphs at Tripurantakam. 
See Nos. 318, 320 and 321 below. 

298 . 205 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the south wall 
of the dark room (called chikatimiddc ) in the same temple. An un¬ 
finished record giving an account of the Kondavldu Reddis. The 
first was Komati-Prola. His wife was Anyamamba, daughter of 
Doddaya. Their sons were Macha, Verna, Dodda, Anna. The 
epigraphist believes that Doddaya might be the same as Dodda 
Sainya-nayaka mentioned in the Telugu poem Harivamsdm. 

299 . 206 of 1905*—(Telugu.) On the west wall of the same 
room. Records in S. 1205, Chitrabhanu, gift of land by a private 
individual. 

300 . 207 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1188, Kshaya, gift of 25 cows for a lamp by a servant of the 
minister of GanapatidSva-Maharaja. 
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301 . 2080/1905.—(Telugu and Sanskrit.) On the same wall. 
A record of the KakatTya king GanapatidOva in 1181, Siddhar- 
thin. Records a gift by the Mahamandale&vara Gandapendera 
Jannigadeva-Maharaju. [He belonged to the Kayastha family of 
Gahgaya Sahini.] 

302 . 2090/1905.—(Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
Records in S. 1172, Sadharana, gift of cows. 

303 . 210 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1177, Rakshasa, gift of cows for a lamp. 

304 . 211 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. A damaged 
record dated S. 1177, Rakshasa. Records gift of two lamps. 

305 . 212 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. Records 
gift of cows for a lamp.

S. 1183, Durmukhi (for Durmati), gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

308 . 215 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1180, Kalayukti, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

309 . 2160/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. Records in 
S. 1175, Pramadin, gift of cows for a lamp. 

' 310 . 217 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base. Records that 
the Pallava king Immadi-Basava&arhkara Allada-Pemmayadeva- 
Maharaja"gave in S. 1181, Siddhartin, twenty-five cows for a lamp. 
He was one of the numerous local chiefs of the period and called 
“the lord of Kanchlpura ” and a devotee of Kamakotyambika (i.e., 
Kamakshi temple). 

311 . 218 of 1905.—(Telugu, verse and prose.) On the north wall 
of the same room. A record of the Kota king Kota-GanapatidOva- 
Maharaja (son of Kota III), dated in S. 1185, Rudhirodgarin. 
Records gift of 25 cows for a lamp by Machi-Nayudu, brother of 
queen Komarambika. The king is said to have been the son *>f 
Bayyamambika. [The close relationship of the Kota chiefs to 
KakatTya Ganapati explains the existence of their epigraphs at 
Tripura ntak am.] 

312 . 2190/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. II75, Pramadin, gift of fifty cows for a lamp by the brother-in- 
law of the Mahapradhanin Bhaskaradeva of Motupalli. [Was this 
minister the author of the Bhaskara Ramayana ?] 

313 . 220 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. TheKaka- 
tlya king GanapatidOva-Maharaja (1199—1260) records in S. 1181, 
Siddhartin, sixty-first year, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

314 . 221 of 1905 *—(Telugu.) On the same wall. The Kaka- 
tlya king Ganapatid€va-Maharaja records in 1172, Saumya, gift

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of tax on salt payable by ryots manufacturing it in the village of 
Tripurantakam. 

3 15 . 222 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. An incom¬ 
plete record dated S. 1192, PramOda. Records gift of a lamp by 
the Mahamandale&vara Ranarangabhairava Parichchheda Vada- 
mani (?) Kotadevaraju. [Did he belong to the Kota or Parichcheda 
lines ?] 

316 . 223 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in S. 1174, Paridhavin, in the reign of the KakatTya king 
Ganapatideva-Maharaja, gift of gold by Vi&vOsvarasiva-dO&ika, 
the pupil of Dharma£ivacharya of the Golagi-matha. The 
inscription gives the names of eleven Siva shrines around the 
main temple. See N.A. 166, 190 and 194, etc., for a teacher of the 
same name in the Bhikshamatha.] 

317 . 224 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the base of the same wall, 
first tier. A fragment of record of the KakatTya king Ganapati- 
d e v a - M a h a r a j a, dated in S. 1175, Praniadin. Refers to the village 
of Visvanathapuram and to a tank, both of which were founded 
after clearing the forest. 

318 . 22£ of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same base, second tier. 
Records in S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by 
Rudradeva, son of Rudradeva-Maharaja of Natavadi and of the 
Kaketa princess Mailala-Mahadevi (i.e., Melambika, Ganapati’s 
sister). See Nos. 297 and 329. 

319 . 226 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in*^. 
1172, Sadharana, gift of cows for a lamp by the M a ha man d a 1 es va r a 
Murari-Ganapadeva-Maharaja of the Kondapadumati (family). 

320 . 227 of 1905. -(Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by MahadSva- 
raju, son of Rudradeva-Mahara ju of Natavadi and of the KakOta 
princess Mailala-Mahadevi. See No. 318 above. 

321 . 228 of 1905-—(Telugu.) On the same tier. Records in 
S. 1170,' Kllaka, a gift by Mummadi-GanapadCva, another son of 
tj^e same chief and queen. See No. 318 above. 

322 . 229 of 1905*—(Telugu.) On the base of the north wall of 
the dark room (chikatimidde) in the TripuraritakC&vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, first tier. Records in S. 1174, ParTdhavin, gift of 
twenty-five cows for a lamp. 

323 . 230 of 1905.—(Telugu, verse and prose.) On the east wall 
of the same room. An incomplete and damaged record, dated 
S. 1264, Chitrabhanu. Mentions some Telugu-Choda chiefs. The 
hill on which the temple is built is called Kumaradri. Records the 
putting up of a golden flagstaff. 

A record of 
the KakatTya king Ganapatideva-Maharaja (1199—1260), ruling at 
Orugallu (Warangal), dated in S. 1176, Ananda.

326 . 233 0/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. An epigraph 
of the KakatTya king Pratapa-RudradCva-Maharaja, dated in 
Parldavin (i.e., S. 1235). Mentions the Saiva teacher Chandra- 
bhQshana&ivacharya. 

327 . 234 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 

1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the 

Mahamandale&vara Chagi-Ganapayaraju, who bore the title 
Narasimhavardhana. 

328 . 235 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
&. 1168, Parabhava, gift of twenty-five cows fora lamp by the 
Mahamandale&vara Chagi-Muppaladcvi-Ammaiigaru, whose titles 
are the same as those of Ganapa in the above epigraph. 

329 . 236 of I 905 -—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1164, Subhakrit, gift of cows fora lamp by the same queen whose 
titles, however, are not mentioned here.

Maharaja of Natavadi and his queen Mailala-Mahadevi. See No. 
318 above. 

330 . 237 of 1905. -(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Vyaya gift of cows for a lamp. 

331 . 238 of 1905^'-(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. 1213, Khara, gift of fifty cows fora lamp by Annaladeva, son of 
the Mahapradhanin Gannayapregada of ImdalQru. 

332 . 239 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Records in 
Khara gift of one hundred and sixty-five cows for lamps by 
Manuma-Ganaya. 

333 . 240 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same wall. 
Records in S. 1170, Kllaka, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp bv 
Dandenapeggada, a subordinate? of PonurigOti Ganapaya. The 
Sanskrit portion is left unfinished.

S. 1168, Parabhava, gift of fifty cows for a lamp. 

335 . 242 of 1905.—(Telugu ) On the same wall. A record of

S. 1210, Sarvadharin, relating gift of fifty cows for a lamp by 
Ambaya-Reddi. 

336 . 2430/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Kofa king Kota-Mummadi-Potaraja, dated in S. 1168, Para¬ 
bhava. Records gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by the king 
for the merit of his father,*ChOdaraju, his mother VimjamadOvi, and 
his younger brother Rajaya. He has almost all the titles of the 
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Kota chiefs of Amaravati ( Ep . bid., Vol. VI, p. 152), who had inter¬ 
marriages with the KakatTya line.

S. 1168, Parabhava, of a subordinate of Chagi Dhorayaraju. 

338 . 245 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Kakatlya king GanapatidOva-Maharaja, in S. 1167, 
Visvavasu. Records remission of tolls for the merit of the king, on 
the three hundred pack bullocks used fordmporting articles into 
the village of TripurSntakam, by Dachena-Preggada-Ganapaya. 

339 . 246 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the base of the same wall. 
A damaged record of the Kakatlya sovereign Mahamandale6vara- 
Rudrayyadeva-Maharaja, dated S. 1192 (1270 A.D.), PramOda. 
Mentions Srlkantha&iva. The sovereign is the celebrated queen 
Rudramma who was given a male name by her father. See 
No. 281 above. 

340 . 247 of 1905.—-(Telugu.) On the same wall, left of 
entrance. Records in S. 1189, Prabhava, gift of cows fora lamp by 
Narapa, son of Siddhamaraju and pupil of Somacharya. 

341 . 248 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the door-post of 
the same room. Records in the reign of Gandapendara Tripurari- 
deva-Maharaja (of the Gahgaya Sahini family) in S. II94, 
Angirasa, gift of gold ornaments and vessels to the temple of 
Tripurantaka by the king. Ambadeva was Tripurari’s younger 
brother. 

342 . 249 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a pillar at the 
entrance into the same room, right side. Records in S. 1171, 
Saumya, gift of fifty goats for a lamp by Jayasani, the wife of 
Choda-Boya, who was a servant of the Velanandu chief Rajendra- 
Choda (Prithvl&vara ?) 

343 . 250 0/1905-—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. 1269, Sarvajit, in the time of the Reddi king Annama-Reddi gift 
of one hundred cows for lamps in the temple of Tripurantakadeva 
and fifty cows for lamps in the temple of Tripura-ParamCsvari. 
The king bore the titles Jaganobbaganda and Koladiraya. 

344 . 251 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same pillar. Records in 
S. II 73 > Virodhikrit, gift of twenty-five cows for a lamp by a 

merchant. 

345 . 252 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On another pillar in the same 
place, left side. Records in S. 1173, Virodbikrit, gift of twenty-five 
cows for a lamp by a merchant. 

346 . 253 of 1905 — (Telugu.) On a pillar at the entrance into 
the dark room (chikatimidde) in the Tripurantake£vara temple near 
Tripurantakam, left side. Records in 6. 1169, Plavanga, that 
Dharma&ivacharya, pupil of Bhlmala^ivacharya of Golagiri in 
Navalaksha-Dahala-Tripuri, built a matha for the temple treasury. 
This is probably the chikatimidde , where the temple treasury is 
said to have been located. 
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347 . 254 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the east of the same dark room. Annadfcva records in S. 1310, 
Vibhava, gift of the village of KShchanapalli. The King’s father 
is called Bhakte&a, which seems to be a Sanskrit translation of 
some Telugu name like Annadeva or Annaraja. 

348 . 255 0/1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another slab set 
up in the same place. An epigraph of the time of the Vijaya- 
nagara king VTra-Bukka (III). Records in S. 1345, Sobhakrit 
(A.D. 1423), gift of rice fields on the bank of the Gandhavati tank 
by Nagayamantrin, son of Chaundapamatya of the Harlta-gOtra 
(who had been patronized by Vlra Bhupati, son of Bukka II). 
Chaundapa was apparently. 

349 . 256 of 1905 -—(Telugu verse.) On the third slab set up 
in the same place. Records in S. 1761, Vikarin, the setting up 
of a flagstaff by a chief named Sfcshanripa who belonged to the 
family of SayapanCni. 

350 . 257 of 1905. (Telugu.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
HarihararSya in S. 1308, Kshaya, gift of land by the Mahapra- 
dhilnin-BhavadQra-Odeya, who purchased it for 200 Singaya-mada , 
at Kesaripadu from Bhikshavritti-SiddhayadCva. 

351 . 258 of 1905.—(Kanarese, prose and verse.) On the fifth 
slab set up in the same place. Belongs to the reign of the Western 
Chfilukya king Tribhuvanamalladeva Vikramaditya VI, in Cha- 
lukya-Vikrama year 51 (AD. 1126 27), ParSbhava. Records that 
Govindarasa-Dandanayaka, who was ruling over the Kondapalli 
three hundred district and who was the nephew of the famous chief 
Anantapfila, was the donor. Mentions the village of Chapala- 
maduge. Gfndndara&a claims to have burnt Behgipura, defeated a 
prince at Jananathapura and conquered Goiika (perhaps the 
Velanandu feudatory of the Eastern Chalukyas). Fora reference to 
(jDvindarasa see Rp- ///</., Vol. V, p. 215. [Evidently Govindarasa 
re-established the Western Chalukyan power in 1126 after the 
temporary mastery of Vikramachola between 1123 and 1126.] 

352 . 259 of 1905-—(Kanarese.) On three faces of a pillar set 
up in the same place. Dated in the reign of the Western Chalukya 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva (Vikramaditya VI). Records in Cha¬ 
lukya Vikrama year 47 (A.D. 1122-23), Subhakrit, gift of 44 villages 
in the Mottavadinadu for the requirements of the temple of 
TripurantakadCva, for feeding and clothing Vedic students, reli¬ 
gious teachers and ascetics, and 54 visitors ; for repairs and for 
oblations to be offered during the day in the Svayambhu-temples 
of the sacred place (tirtha)- 

353 . 260(7/1905.—(Telugu.) On the fourth face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Kakatlya king Pratapa-Rudradeva- 
Maharaja, dated in S. 1230, Kllaka. Mentions Vollaya-Reddi, 
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elder brother of the Sarvadhikarin Ellaya-Reddi, and refers to 
import of articles on pack bullocks. 

354 . 261 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On a Nandi-pillar set up in front 
of the same room. Records in S. 1257, Yuvan, a gift by two 
Reddis for the merit of Ambadevaraju and Lokanayaningaru, sons 
of Chelinayuni-Komma-Nayudu. The latter was the champion of 
Rudra, the right arm of Tenurigu-bhOpala, lord of the town of 
Revanuru and worshipper of the feet of KalC&vara. 

355 . 2620/1905.—(Telugu.) On another Nandi-pillar set up in 
the same place, east face. Dated in the time of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I). Records in 
S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year, gift of fifty buffalo-cows fora lamp 
by BhTmaya, the Peggada of Pottapi-Kamachoda-Maharaja (of the 
konidena section ?). The priest of the temple was a Nanni- 
Dlkshita. 

356 . 263 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same face. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Chodadeva (I) 
dated in S. 1033, Khara, forty-third year. Records gift of fifty 
buffalo-cows by Ramana, the dandanayaka of Kamadeva-Choda- 
Maharaja. Ramana was the son of the dandanayaka Gundaya. 

357 . 2640/1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the same pillar, 
west face. The Velanandu king Rajendra-Choda records in S. 
1095, gift of cows for a lamp. Rajendra-Choda was the son of 
Velanaoti-Gonka and Sabbambika. 

357 -A. 265 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the same face. A record 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Chodadeva 
(I). Mentions in thirty-seventh year, Vyaya, the Mahamandalesvara 
Karikala-Chola-Maharaju and the Mottavada district. 

358 . 266 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar, north face. 
Mentions a certain Krrtinarayana-Velan. 

359 . 2670/1905.—(Telugu.) On the same face. Records in 
S. 1028, that the pillar was set up by Srldhara-Bhatta, the priest of 
Pottapi-Kamadeva-Choda-Maharaju (of konidena ?). 

360 . 268 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a slab set up to 
the north of the same room. Records that Gandapendara Amba- 
deva-Maharaja, in S. 1212, Vikrita (A.D. 1290), remitted all taxes 
in the villages owned by the temple on a representation made by a 
certain Nandasiva. For this service Nandasiva, iri return, got from 
Tryambaka&ivacharya and other temple servants the village of 
Gahgavaramu, east of Penukonda. [Ambadeva, the younger 
brother of Tripurari Mahadeva, was the greatest of the Gahgaya 
Sahini line. 

361 . 269 0/1905.—(Sanskrit.) On another slab set up to the 
north of the dark room (chikatimidde) in the Tripurantake&vara 
temple near Tripurantakam. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Devaraya (II). Records in S. 1363, Durmati, that Mallanarya, a 
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Brahmana from Udayagiri, built a tank at the village of Mandana- 
pati, and gave some land for a flower garden. 

362 . 270 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the third slab 
set up in the same place. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Harihararaya (II), dated S. 1307, Krodhana. Mentions 
Bhikshavritti-Siddhaya, the tank GandhavatT and the king’s son 
Vlra-DCvaraya (I), for whose merit the gift was made. 

363 . 271 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On four faces of a pillar set up 
in the same place. Records in S. 1134, Aiigirasa, gift of several 
villages by the Mahamandale&vara Manma-Ramachandra, son of 
Gonka and grandson of Ramadevaraja. This chief calls himself 
“Lord of OrnyQru, the best of towns.” 

364 . 272 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On a slab built into the south 
wall of the Ramadeva shrine in the prakara of the same temple. 
A record of Vijaya-GandagOpala in S. 1185, Rudhirodgarin 
(A.D. 1263). Records gift of land below the tank called Ganapa- 
samudram built at Abhinava-Ganapavaramu by Santasiva, a 
disciple of the Raj a guru presiding over the famous Golaki-matha 
whose spiritual influence extended over three lakhs of villages. 
The donor was a chief named Karumanikka-Perumadi-Nayaka. 
See No. 262. 

365 . 273 e/1905.—(Telugu.) On a slab lying on the roof of a 
small mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the 
KakatTya king Rudradeva-Maharaja (J), dated in S. 1107, VisvSvasu, 
gift of a village on the bank of the river Krishna vena in the 
district of Kondapalli-nandu for the temple of Tripurantaka(leva 
at Kumarngiri, which was the head jewel of Sriparvata. 

366 . 274(97 1905.—(Telugu.) On a pillar in front of the Siva 
shrine north of the same shrine. Records in S. 1099, a gift by 
Vyasarasipandita, the manager (sthanfidhipafi) of the temple of 
Tripurantaka. 

367 . 275 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up close to the 
prakara on the right side of the blocked up western entrance into 
the same temple. Records in S. 1309, Prabhava, gift of ura- 
mada and mula-visa by the guild of merchants, who followed the 
Vlra-Balanjya doctrine and who claimed to have immigrated from 
Ahic hchhatra. See No. 273 above. 

368 . 276^1905.—(Kanarese.) On another slab set up in the 
same place. A record of the reign of the Western Chalukya king 
TribhuvanamalladOva (Vikramaditya VI), dated in Chalukya 
Vikrama year 51 (A.D. 1126-27), Parabhava. Records gift of the 
village of Chapalamaduge in the Mott a vadi-nadu by the Maha- 
pra dh a n a An a ntapa 1 a-Da nd arasa. 

369 . 277 of 1905.—{Telugu.) On the third slab set up in the 
same place. The Velanadu king Goiikaraja records in S. 1028, 
Sarvajit, gift of the village of Chefalapadu in Kamma-nandu, on 
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the bank of the Gunderu. Gorika is called the chief supporter of 
the Chalukya kingdom and was ruling over the thousand-three- 
hundred (district). 

370 . 278 of 1905.—(Telu^u.) On the fourth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1 157 * Manmatha, in the reign of 
Anungudeva-Maharaju (unidentified) that a cavalier gave twenty- 
five cows for a lamp on his success in a combat at ChintalapQndi. 

371 . 279 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the fifth slab set up in the 
same place. Records in S. 1138, Dhatri, gift of twenty-five cows for 
a lamp. 

372 . 280 of 1905*—(Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar set up at the 
main entrance into the same temple from the south. Records in 
S. I 37 l» Sukla, the setting up of the pillar. 

373 . 281 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the Nandi pillar 
set up by the side of the steps on the hill, leading to the same 
temple. A damaged record dated S. 1353, Virodhikrit. Records 
the building of the steps. 

374 . 282 of 1905.— (Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another Nandi 
pillar lying by the side of the same steps. A much damaged record, 
the date of which is doubtful. Seems to be a Kakatlya inscription 
recording the establishment of a Saiva nnitha near the temple of 
TripurSntaka. 

375 . 283 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up in the courtyard 
of the MulabrahmCsvara temple at the foot of the Tripurantakam 
hill. A record of the time of the Kakatlya king GanapatidSva- 
Mahfiraja in S. 1172, Scldharana. Records gift of a village in the 
Dupali-Kampana (district) to the temple of MulasthanadCva of 
Tripurantakam by Mahamandale&vara Gandapendara-Garigaya 
Sahini (who conquered the army of DamOdara of the west) for the 
merit of the king. 

376 . 45 of 1909.-—On a slab in the courtyard of the Tripuram- 
ba temple in the bed of the tank. Records that in Kakatlya- 
Prataparudra’s reign, in S. 1218, Durmukhi, the local merchants 
gave the tolls for the merit of the king, of Rudradeva, the com¬ 
mander of all forces, and Pochiraju Pittiraju, the prime minister.

A record of “ a local chief ” 
dated S. 1578 (A.D. 1656), concerning repairs made to it. [See 
Antiquities, Vol. I.] See also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 228, No. 45, where the 
donor is named Tiruvefigalayya, son of Kantamaraju. 

378 . Near the above. Records that in S. 1525, Subhakrit, 
Vatapartikonda, .son of Basavanayudu, restored certain land to the 
Brahmans in the pagoda. Ibid., No. 44. 
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Venkatareddipalayam, 

379 . 285 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar 
lying at the entrance into the Chennake£avasvamin temple. 
Records in S. 1544, Dundubhi, gift of the two villages Sirigarikonda 
and Battapatfi, both in the district of Kochcharlakota, to the Chenna- 
ke£ava temple at Verikatadrinagara, by Malla, son of Vlrappa and 
grandson of Malla of the Ravela family, in the reign of the Vijaya- 
nagara king Ramadeva (1620—30). [See Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 87, 
and also Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 227, No. 43.] 

380 . 286 of 1905.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On a huge pillar ly¬ 
ing at the entrance into the Chennakesavasvamin temple.

3, Thursday, Kanya- 
Brihaspati, corresponding to 16th October, A.D. 1505, gift of the 
village of Atukuru to the temple of Mallikarjuna on Srlparvata, for 
offerings. 

382 . A “ private inscription, ” dated in S. 1474 (A.D. 1552),in the 
same temple, referred to by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities, Vol. I,

kya Chakravarti, in the hands of a pujari. “The particulars of its 
contents sent to me are entirely untrustworthy, and the copy in my 
possession is not much better. It bears date S. 1275 (A.D. 1353) 
and professes to testify to the grant of a village by a king of the 
lunar race, Chalukya Chakravarti.’* [Ibid.) 

384 . On a stone on the bank of a well. Records that Besta 
Saddeboyadu dug up the well and built a goddu on its banks for 
watering the cattle in S. 1216, Nandana.

Kandalas were 
one of the important Vaishnava families who propagated the cult 
of Vishnu in the Telugu country in the middle ages ; Most of them 
were the followers of the Prabandhic cult.

391 . In front of the Vishnu temple. A grant of Sada&iva 
Raya in S. 1469. Antiquities, p. 87.

392 . In the temple of Anjaneya. A record of Sadasiva Raya, 
dated in S. 1469.

393 . In the temple of Vlrabhadra. An undated private 
grant.

Records that 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Vlra-Nara&irigaraya-Maha- 
raya visited the temple of Mallikarjunadeva and paid homage 
to the god. 

447 . II of I 9 I 5 -—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On two pillars in the 
southern porch of the mukha-mantapa of the same temple; right 
and left of entrance. Records that Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa 
Harihara-Maharaya (II) presented in Kali 4505 and S. 1326, Tarana, 
Magha., ba. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, the mukhamantapa to the 
temple of Mallikarjuna. The inscription includes a long pra&asti 
of the king.

3, Monday, corresponding to 
Monday, 6th March 1530. Records that Chandra&ekharayya 
ruling the Snsaila-rajya as the king's representative (avasaramf. 
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built a mantapa in front of the bed-room of the god Mallikarjuna, 
presented golden images of Nandlsvara and BhririgTsvara, set up 
standing stone figures of his master KrishnarSya, his father-in-law 
Demarasaand of himself in that mantapa, and for meeting the 
expenses of worshipping the god in that mantapa, gave the village 
of Sivapura in Mosalimadugu&Ima which was included within 
his jurisdiction. He also gave a golden cup and a silver pedestal 
(panivattam) for the god, set up to the north of Mallikarjuna the 
linga called after Demaya and set up in front of it a golden pillar.

On the right and left pillars of 
the eastern porch of the same mantapa. Records in Kali 461 t and 

14, Monday (corresponding to 
6th February, 1512), a lengthy account of the gifts made to the 
temple of SrT&ailam by a certain chief Liiiga, the son of Santa, 
who w r as evidently a Vlrasaiva, one of his pious acts being the 
beheading of the Svetambara Jainas. 

453 . 17 <9/" 1915.—(Kanarese.) On the west face of the right 
pillar in the same place. Records that Madaya and Mallarasa in 
the service (uliga) of king KrishnarSya worshipped the god. 

4 54 . 18 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On stones built into the floor of 
the platform in the same porch ; right of entrance. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Krishnadeva-Mahnraya, dated 
in S. 1438, Yuva, £ravana, ^u. di. 15, Wednesday, lunar eclipse, 
stating that after his conquests KrishnarSya made gifts at Ama- 
resvara, came to Srlparvatam and had mantapas constructed in the 
car street. Prior to this in the year SrTmukha (Vaisakha, su. di. 
11, Thursday) he had made a gift of the villages of Porumanchala 
and Atuktiru to the temple of Mallikflrjuna. He also remitted 
tolls on kavadis, pack-horses, bullocks, asses and head-loads. For 
the date see next inscription.

15, Wed¬ 
nesday, lunar eclipse. An exact translation of the above. The 
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date corresponds to Wednesday, July 25, A.D. 1515* Ced. Dts. t 

p. 462, No- 146.] 

456 . 20 of 1915*—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On the right and 
left pillars of the mantapa adjoining the Nandi-mantapa in 
the same temple. Records in the reign of the Reddi kingJaganob- 
baganda Anna-Vema in S. 1299, Pingala, Magha, &u. di. 7, Wed¬ 
nesday (corresponding to January 6, AD. 1378), the building of 
the Vlramantapa for the merit of his father Annaya-Reddi. 
Supplies a genealogy of the Reddis of whom the first was Pola. 
It is stated that in this mantapa many heroes voluntarily cut off 
their heads and tongues. The two faces of the right pillar which 
contain a long list of the birudas of Anna-Vema give the date

the father but the uncle of Anna Verna. He calls him father 
because of the affection hebore him. Amongst Anna Verna’s 
titles are mentioned “the Lord of the eastern ocean ” ; the destroyer 
of Rajamahendra, Niravadyapura and other sthalndurgas. He 
belonged to the Vellacheri gOtra. 

457 . 21 of T9T5.—(Kanarese.) On the west face of the third 
pillar in the same mantapa. Mentions in S. 1448, Sarvadhari, 
Magha, ba. di. 10 (a date which “ can be calculated but not verified)” 
Mallapanna of Alabaragi, a household servant of Krishnarava. 

458 . 22 of 1915.—(Kanarese.) On the south face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratHpa Praudha- 
devaraya Maharava recordingin S. 1379, Isvara, Magha, ba. di. 5, 
Thursday, that Demarasayya, a servant of the palace, purchased 
some land and presented it to the temple for providing one plateful 
of oblation to the god and feeding five jaiigams every day. [The date 
corresponds to Saturday (not Thursday), 4th February, A.D. 1458. 
The inscription is also given in Ins., Ced. Dts ., p. 462, No. 147.] 

459 . 23 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
mantapa. A record of Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Achyuta- 
raya recording in S. 1452, Vikriti, Pushya, ba. di. II, Friday, 
corresponding to 19th August, A.D. 1530, that a certain Mallappa- 
Nayandu presented a bell to the temple of Mallikarjuna and a 
lace cloth to the goddess Bhramaramba, for the merit of the king 
and his brother (Krishnarajadeva-Maharaya). 

460 . 240/ 1915.—(Kanarese.) On the west face of the fifth 
pillar in the same mantapa. Records in S. 1381, Pramathin, 
Phalguna, su. di. 3, Monday, corresponding to February 25, A.D. 
1460, a gift of land by purchase to the same temple by Lakhumaji- 
Ayi, wife of Pandya-PerumaldGva and daughter of Vlrapratapa 
Vijqyaraya-Maharaya for feeding five jangams every day ^ith 
one plateful of oblation. [The epigraph is given in Ins. t Ced . 
Dts., p. 463, No. 149.J 
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461 . 25 0/191$. —(Kanarese.) On the north face of the same 
pillar. A record of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa Praudha- 
devarSya Maharaya (1449—65), dated in S. 1379 - Records gift of 
land for the same purpose by a female servant of the palace. 
[This is evidently the same as I?is., Ced. Dts ., p. 463, No. 148.] 

462 . 26 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On a broken slab set up in the 
eastern courtyard of the same temple. A record of the Saluva 
king Peda-Mallapparaju, son of Yaram-Kampayadeva-Maharaja in 
£. 1407, Visvavasu, Bhadrapada, su, di. 15, Thursday, lunar 
eclipse, corresponding to August 25, A.D. 1485, recording the gift 
of a tank (with lands below it) for providing offerings, to the same 
temple. [See Ct. 9-H. and Ct. 13, the Sirumallayyadeva of which 
was perhaps Peda Mulla’s younger brother.| 

463 . 270/1915.—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the Kakatlya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (1295—1323), i n S. 1234, Paridhavin, Phal- 
guna, &11. di. 5, Thursday, corresponding to February I, A.D. 1313, 
a gift of land, in Kam-nadu for providing midday offerings to the 
same temple was made by the chief minister (mahapradhani) 
VepCti Kommayya. 

464 . 28 of 1915.---(Telugu.) On a broken image lying in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhairava was set up 
on the Srigiri hill by the gaviirc (merchant) Muddama-Setti Gariga- 
Malli-Setti of Rajamahendravaramu. 

465 . 290/1915. (Telugu.) On the image of Bhriiigi in the 
same courtyard. Records that this image of Bhringinatha was 
set up by the same merchant, here stated to be the son of Gavare- 
Muddama-Setti Malli-Setti. 

466 . 30 of 1915. -(Telugu.) On a slab set up in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1382, Vikrama, Ashadha, su. di. 15, 
Thursday, lunar eclipse, corresponding to July 3, A.D. 1460, a 
long but incomplete eulogistic account evidently of certain kings. 
One-half of the slab from tot) to bottom is occupied by a Uriya 
record. 

467 . 31 of 1915.---(Telugu.) On a pillar set up in the southern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records in VirOdhin, Sravana, ba. 
di. 30, that a certain Mallasfini Annapa Ayapa provided for daily 
oblations in the shrines of Mallikarjuna and Bhramaramba, built 
the mukhamantapa in front of SiddhOsvara, repaired the southern 
prakara wall, set up the iron pillars, and inscribed stones in their 
proper places and repaired the mantapa of the southern gOpura. 
The east face of the pillar contains the usual long prasasti of 
Krishnaraya which breaks off with the verse Kirtyd yasya samantdh , 
etc. [Ins., Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 154?] 

468 . 32 0/T915.—(Kanarese.) On the iron lamp-pillar set up 
in the same courtyard. Records in the reign of the Vijayanagara 
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king Vcrikatapatiraya (1586—1616), in S. 1524, ^ubhakrit, Magha, 
ba. di. 5 (?), Sivaratri, the setting up of this iron lamp-pillar (with 
chains) for the merit of Mudiyapa-Nayaka by a certain Chikaiya, 
son of Doda-Halagaiya, a carpenter of Henjera in the Midugalla- 
slme where a golden shower is said to have fallen for the merit of 
the Chola king. “ The date can be calculated but not verified.” 
See Ins., Ccd. Dts., p. 461, No. 141. 

469 . 33 of 1915.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On another pillar in 
the same courtyard. Records that the Saluva king Mahaman- 
dalesvara Saluva Parvatayyadgva Maharaja provided, in S. 1 3 ^ 9 # 
Sarvajit, Magha ba. di. 14, Monday, Sivaratri, corresponding to 
February 22, A.D. 1468, for daily offerings in the temple by grant¬ 
ing wet lands below the tank called Gahgasamudra which he had 
built at Siddhapura. He also gave a garden near the Siddhasamu- 
dram tank on the SrTparvata hill, milch-cows and two buildings 
for feeding 30 Brahmanas and 30 Jangamayyas. See Ct. 12. 

470 . 340/1915. —(Telugu.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S- 1426, Raktakshi, Magha, ba. di. 14, 
Monday, corresponding to 3rd February 1505, the gilding, with 
gold plate, of the southern entrance into the mukha mantapa of 
the Mallikarjuna temple by a certain Vlrayya, son of Nagisetti and 
La kk amnia. 

471 . 35 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On the fifth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records in S. 1452, VirOdhin, Sravana, su. di. 15, 
Monday (which is wrong for Wednesday), corresponding to 21 st 
July 1529, that the sons of Yalikanti Kamaraju, the sthalaknnwnm 
of SrTparvata, set up an image of Annapurna-Bhavani within the 
kitchen of the temple and a Nandi-pillar in the place intended for 
ch andi. 

472 . 36 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On the sixth pillar in the same 
courtyard. Records that in the reign of the KakatTya king Prata- 
parudradeva-Maharaja (II) in S. 1235, PramadTcha, Chaitra, ^u. 
di. I, Monday, corresponding to February 26, A.D. 1313, that 
Isvarasivacharva of Arasa-matha and ArSdhya-Preggada gave a 
deed of declaration in the presence of all the great Mahesvaras of 
Srl-Kailasa (i.e., SrTsaila) who had met together in the mukha- 
mantapa of the Vlrabhadra temple attached to the Gana-matha, 
for the purpose of managing the affairs in the temple of Mallikar- 
junadeva. Mentions seventy villages granted to the temple by 
emperors, Mahamandalesvaras and others, in former times, for 
worship and for feeding lay devotees and ascetics. Noticed 
vaguely by Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 91. See also Ins., 
Ced. Dts., p. 465, No. 157. 

473 . 37 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On the bali-plta in the northern 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that this balipTta in the 
north-eastern corner of the temple was erected by Ganga-Malli 
Setti of Rajamahendravaramu. 
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474 . 38 of 1915* — (Telugu.) On a hero stone in the same court¬ 
yard. Records that this figure represents the killing (in fight) of a 
tiger by Nagaraju-Timmana, a servant of Bandaru VTramaraju. 

475 . 39 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On a stone set up in the plantain 
garden of the same temple. Records in S. 1384, Svabhanu, Bhadra- 
pada, &u. di. 15, Monday, gift of a flower garden to the temple by 
Vairagi Santayya for the merit of his wife Siddhama. An irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep ., 1915, p. 84. 

476 . 40 of 1915-—(Telugu ) On a slab set up near the eastern 
gOpura of the same temple. Records in S. 1370, Vibhava, Asha- 
dha, &u. di. 15, Monday, gift of voluntary fees by the guild of 
merchants for conducting the Sivaratri festival in the temple of 
Mallikarjuna. [An irregular date as Monday is a mistake for 
Sunday. The date would then correspond to 16th June, A.D. 1448. 
See also Ins ., CcJ. Dts ., p. 460, No- 159.] 

477 . 41 of 1915.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up in front of the 
VTrabhadrasvamin temple on the same hill. Records in S. 1237 
RSkshasa, Sravana, ba. di. 10, Tuesday (?), that the Mahesvaras 
residing on the SrI-Kailasa (i.e., Srisaila) having met together in 
the mukha mantapa of the Vlrabhadra temple attached to Gana- 
matha, the presiding priests and the preggadas of Arasa-matha and 
Kalu-matha made a declaration (before them) that they would 
conduc t worship and festivals in the temple of Mallikarjuna 
regularly. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week day ought 
to be Sunday. 

478 . 42 of 1915.—- (Sanskrit, Nagari.) On the lintel of the 
entrance into a small shrine in the Vlrabhadrasvami-matha on the 
same hill. Records that this shrine of Ghanta-Siddhesvara (was 
constructed) by the pupil of Mallikarjunacharya. 

479 . 43 of 1915*—(Telugu.) On a slab set up near a tank 
west of the Mallikarjuna temple on the same hill. Records that 
in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Ramarajayya- 
deva-Maharaja, son of Vlra-Tirumalayyadeva-Maharaya, in S- 
1499, Bhava, Vaisakha, ba. di. 30, Friday (an irregular date) 
that the bund across the stream BhOgavati on the west side of 
the temple, which was out of repair, was repaired by the king’s 
agent Dantikanti Lirigappana. He caused the bund to be re¬ 
constructed and made a gift of it together with the tank for raising 
a flower garden to the temple of Mallikarjuna. Ramaraja is 
generally known as Rama III. The repair is said to have been 
made at the instance of the Vlrasaiva teacher Santabhiksha vritti 
Ayyavaru. 

On a pillar set up in front of the 
Saranga-matha on the same hill. Records in S. 1507, Parthiva, 
A£vija, ba. di. 2, Thursday, corresponding to September 30, A.D. 
1585, an agreement (samdkhya) made among themselves, by the 
presiding priests of the five mat has including Bala-Siddaya of the 
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Sarariga-matha, the five houses and temples (on the Srisailam hill), 
such as those of NandinStha, Bhririginatha, Vlrabhadra and others. 
The agreement evidently consisted in not allowing the successive 
priests of the Sarariga-matha to have any attendants (ancha-pancha - 
parivdra f). 

481 . 45 0/1915.—(Telugu.) On a sandal-stone in the verandah 
of the same matha. Records in Ananda, Asha da, su. di. 2, Sunday, 
that this is the sandal-stone (sana) presented by Sirigayya, son of 
Puli Annama-Nayudu, to the temple of Mallikarjuna. 

482 . 4b of 1915.—(Telugu.) On a slab set up on the way 
leading to Patala-Gariga from the Mallikarjuna temple. Records 
in S. 1567, Svabhanu, Phalguna, ba. di. 10, that the chief Verikata- 
pati-Nayanirigaru of the Madala-gOtra remitted all taxes and tolls 
payable by metal-dealers (kanchara) who sold their wares in 
Srlgiri during festivals or other days. 

48 3 . 47 of 1915.—(Sanskrit, Nagari.) On three sides of a pillar 
set up in front of a ruined shrine on the same way. Records in 
S. 1315, SrTmukha, the construction of steps to the Pataki-Gariga by 
the Kadamba princess Vitthaklmba, wife of Harihara (II ?), under 
orders given by god Mallikarjuna in a dream, [//rs., Cod. D/s., 
p. 467, No. 161.J See No. 487. 

484 . 48 0/1915*—(Telugu.) On two faces of another stone set 
up on the same way. Records in Sarvajit, Phalguna, su. di. II, 
Thursday, that a certain Diivala Darama Sahibu and Timaji-Pantulu 
remitted, for the merit of Hajarati-Navabu, the fee (ganatluira) on 
beggars who begged on the Srisaila hill, as originally it had been 
remitted by Verikatapati-Nayudu, son of Sayapa-Nfiyudu. 

485.490/1915.—(Sanskrit and Telugu.) On four faces of a 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1318, SrTmukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

486 . 50 0/1915.—(Sanskrit, Grantha.) On four faces of another 
pillar set up on the same way. Records in S. 1315, SrTmukha, a 
copy of No. 483 above. 

On a boulder by the side 
of the steps on the same way. Records in S. 1318 that Vitthaklmba, 
the princess, consecrated an image of Vitthalesvara near the flight 
of steps. See No. 483 above. 

488 . 52 of I 9 I 5 *—(Telugu.) On a pillar set up on the way to 
Peddacheruvu on the same hill. Records in S. 1344, Subhakrit 
Karttika, su. di. 5, Thursday, that a certain Udayagiri Appanayyarh- 
garu, son of Devanayyamgaru, built the steps from the Nandi- 
pillar at the southern main entrance (gavani) right up to the shrine 
of Durgidevi. The week day should be Tuesday, and the date 
corresponds to October 20, A.D. 1422. 

—Records the settlement 
of a dispute between the Vai&yas and the two upper classes of the

Refers to conquests of Krishnaraya in 
the east and states that on his sercond campaign against Kalinga 
he visited Ahobala and presented to the god a necklace, a pendant 
set with diamonds and an emerald, wristlets set with rubies, a 
golden plate and 1,000 vardhas. His queen also gave one pendant 
to the god. The village Maduru in Chahgalamari-£lma was also

5 (a date which “ can be calculated 
but not verified ”), that the Vaishnava teacher Paranku&a Van- 
SathagOpa-jTyamgaru, the trustee of the AhObala temple and 
the agent of Aliya-RamappayyadCva Maharaja, granted a dasa- 
vanda-mdnya to Avubalaraja, son of Koneti-rajayya and gfandson 
of Ramaraja-Peda-Kondayyadeva-Maharaja of the Atreya-gOtra 
and the lunar race, for having built at Alamuru, which was a 
village of the temple (tiruvalayatn), the tank Kopasamudram, 
otherwise called Narayanasamudram.

10, Friday, corresponding to June 16, 
A.D. 1609, a gift of seven gold gilt pinnacles (k alas a) for the big 
gOpura of the Vlra-Narasimha temple at Diguva-Tirupati, and of 
two fly whisks and an umbrella of white silk with a gilt kalasa 
over it, was made by some merchants of Aravldu, for the merit of 
150 headmen (nagarasvdmins) of their community. Gives some 
details about the guild of merchants who are called devotees of 
VasavakanyakZI, the followers of Bhaskaracharya and the progeny 
of the celestial cow born from its ears.

di. 5, Wednesday. Records that Ramanuja-Jlyyamgaru, the agent 
(mudrakartii) of Van-Sathagopa-Jfyyamgaru, the trustee of the 
AhObala temple and the agent of the Mahamanda 1 Cs vara Ramaraja 
Tirumalarajayyadeva-Maharaja sold five marutus of land to Obal- 
raju, son of Obalraju and grandson of the Mahamandale&vara 
Pochiraju Ramarajumgaru of the solar race and the VisvSmitra- 
gOtra. This chief gave it back to the temple and stipulated that the 
thirty putlu of paddy realized from the land each year was to be 
utilized for daily offerings in the shrine of Nammalvar situated in 
the Bhargava street near the shrine of PrahLlda-Varada in the 
Ahobalesvara temple at Diguva-Tirupati and that the offerings 
were to be distributed among twelve SrI-Vaishnavas.

14, Verikatraja- 
deva Choda-maharaja, son of Timmana of the solar race and the 
Ka&yapagotra, came to receive certain privileges in the temple. The 
inscription says that, under orders of the king and at the request of 
Van Sathagopa-Jlyyamgaru, his grandfather KondarSja-Venkat- 
raja-Timmaraja had expelled the Muhammadan chief Vibhuramu 
(Ibrahim II of Golconda), who had occupied the temple of Aho- 
balam for seven years in alliance with the Handevaru (chiefs).

631 . On a stone near the local I&vara pagoda. Records that 
Gundaraja erected the temple of Malamundideva and granted lands 
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for daily worship in S. 1293, Sadharana, in the reign of Bukkaraya. 
InsCed. Dts ., p. 431, No. 37. [Gunda was evidently the Saluva 
chief Gunda II.] 

632 . On a stone in the Rarigamantapam in front of the above. 
Records that Tippa Reddi and another repaired the temple and 
built a mantapam in S. 1590, Kllaka. Ibid., No. 38. 

633 . On a stone near the VenkatSsvara pagoda. Records 
that Chinna Aubalaraja gave the village to Brahmans in S. 1469, 
Flavanga, in the reign of Sada£ivaraya. Ibid., p. 432, No. 39. 
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The following copper-plate grants are now in the Madras 
Museum:—

The following plates have not been assigned to particular 
districts. They are therefore given here with summaries of their 
contents : — 

176 . C.P. No. 31 of Mr. Sewell's List .—This is “ an unimportant 
but rather curious document, drawn up by one of‘three dismissed 
chieftains of Kanchtvaram Kamakshi Amnia], Rani of the Akhanda 
KavCri/ who had settled down in Vadamattur. Their names as 
given in the Tamil are ‘ Vannikkan, Manitakkan, and Pulukkan \ 
The terminations appear to be the common Mussulman title Khan. 
The document states that one of the three chiefs (name not men¬ 
tioned) decided a dispute between some thieves and some people 
who had settled at the village, and received some land for his 
services,” in S- 1525 (A.D. I603), in the year Jaya. The boundaries 
of the land were scrutinized by the Kavunclars, Ambalakaras, 
Kallas and Scrvaikkaras of the surrounding villages, and the whole 
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was then engraved in a copper-plate. [The inscription is interesting 
for the insight it gives into the movements and organization of the 
Kallas and other criminal castes. See Tam. and Sans. Ins. } pp. 62—5. 
Vadamattur is believed by some to be a village six miles north of 
the road leading to KumbakOnam, but it is evidently in South Arcot 
and the birth-place of Madai Tiruverigada Aiya of Tamil literature.] 

177 . C.P. No. 174 of Mr. Sewell's List. —A grant by a certain 
Srlkantha who does not bear royal titles, but who claims descent 
from Brahma and Karikala. Resembles Eastern Chalukyan giants 
of the tenth or eleventh century and later. After Karikala the 
names mentioned are Sundarananda, Navarama, Ereyamma, Vijaya 
Kama, Vlrarjuna, Aganipidugu, Kokili Mahendravarma, ElajOla, 
Nripakama, Divakara and Srlkantha. See Ep. Ind ., Vol. V, p. 123 ; 
Ep. Rep., 1900, p. 21 and Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 888. 

178 . C.P. No. 175 of Mr. Sewell's List. —A grant in Sanskrit 
and Tamil (Vatteluttu of the eleventh century) of the Pandya king 
Jatilavarman, son of Maravarman, in his seventeenth year. No 
details of date. The record gives an account of the king Nedun- 
jadayan’s achievements. The aghapti or Diitaka of the grant was 
Mahasamanta Dhlrataran Murti Eyinan of the Vaidya community, 
chief of Vlramarigalam. See Ind. Antq ., Vol. XXII. p. 57 ff. and 
Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 937. 

179 . C.P. No. 176 of Mr. Sewells List- —An Eastern Chalukyan 
grant in three plates. Records the grant of Kutalaparru in the 
Karmarashtra country by a donor whose name cannot be ascer¬ 
tained. but who appears to be Saktivarman Vijavaditya 
Bhattaraka. 5 - Ind. Paler. , p. 21. 

180 . C.P. No. 181 of Mr. Sewells List. —A grant of Bhaktiraja, 
a descendant of Karikala and son of Gariganrivara (Gaiigadhara ?). 
who bore the titles Gandabendara and RayavCsyabhujariga. Simt 
by the Nuzvid Zamindar. 

181 . C.P. No. 221 of Mr. Sewell’s List •—Originally in the 
hands of the Collector and now in the museum- A Vijayanagar 
plate, modern in character, but professing to date from A.D. 1410 
and recording grant of the town of Adavani (Adoni) as an agraha- 
ram to a number of priests of the Vlrabhadra temple there by the 
Vijayanagar king Devaraya II. 

182 . C.P. No. Ill of June 1891, pp> 5 6.— Originally with the 
Sub-Collector of Cuddapah and now in the museum. It is in very 
faulty Sanskrit and Nandinagari character. It gives a confused 
genealogy of the Vijayanagar dynasty and records a grant by 
Achyuta in S. 1203, which is absurd and which indicates the 
record to be a forged one. 

183 . C.P. No. I 0/1905.—From the Collector of Nellore and now 
in the museum. It is an ancient Pallava record, recording that 
Simhavarman (II), the son of Yuvaraja VishnugOpa, gave from his 
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victorious camp at MSnmatura, in the fifth year of his reign, the 
village of Pikira in the Mundarashtra, to a Brahman named 
VilasaSarman. See Ep • bid., Vol. VIII, pp. 159 —63, and p. 989 below. 

184 . C.P. No. 10 of 1905-06.—(Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in £. 1459, Hemalamba. Records 
gift of a village in Kundravardhanakotaka, a district of Tundira- 
mandala, which was a subdivision of the Chandragirirajya, to the 
Vishnu temple at Venkatadripura, which was founded near Veda- 
ranyam on the bank of the Vedanadi river by a chief named Vara¬ 
nasi Varadappa. 

185 . C.P. No . II of 1905-06.—(Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. 1456, Jaya. Records gift of 
the villages of Tehguru and Vallagulam in the same district by the 
king at the request of his minister Pedda Timma of the Salaka 
family. No- II of 1905-06. 

186 . C.P. No. 120/1905-06.—(Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record of 
the Western Chalukyan king Vinayaditya Satya&raya S. 520, Kala- 
yukti (wrong). 

187 . C.P. No. 13 of 1905-06.—(Sanskrit in Nagari.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Achyuta in S. , Vikari. Records gift 
of a village in Chandragirirajya to a Vishnu temple. 

188 . C.P. No. 15 of 1905 06.—(Sanskrit.) Records the grant 
of the village of Tamara cheru in Varahavartini by the Eastern 
Gariga king Anantavarma-Vajrahasta (III), in S. 984 (20th June, 
A.D. 1061) to 500 Brahmans. See Ibid., Vol. IX, p. 94 ff. Also 
Ci j . I43-A. 

189 . C.P. No. 160/1905-06.—(Sanskrit in Grantha.) A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II) in S.1346, Krodhin, Utthana- 
dvadasi. Records gift of a village (called Nlpatataka) by the 
king’s brother SrTgiri, who was governing Maratakanagara 
(Virinchiparam), to a learned doctor named Sampatkumara Pandita. 
The date corresponded to Friday Nov. 3, A.D. 1424. See Ibid., 
Vol. VIII, p. 306 ff. 

190 . In possession of M.R.Ry. Seshachari, Madras. A record 
of the Vijayanagara king Verikatapatidevaraya in S. 1527, Visva- 
vasu. Records gift of the village of Vlangadu surnamed Kasturi- 
rahgapuram. 

191 . C.P. No. 2 of 1907-08.—This is the same as No. 66 in Mr. 
Sewell’s List. It is a Telugu grant of the village of Tiruvldu in S. 
1357 by Devaraya Vodeya of Ka&yapa Gotra to the local temple of 
Ahobalesvara, for the merit of his father Parvata Raya, his mother 
Parvati DOvi, etc. It was received by the priest PurushOttamayya 
of Para&ara gOtra. The chief was an ardent devotee of Sri 
Ramanuja. 

192 . C.P. No. 5 of 1907-08.—A Sanskrit grant of Mallikarjuna 
Immadi PraudhabhQpa in S. 1383, Vrisha. 
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193 . C.P. No. 6 of 1907 08.—A grant of Sada&iva Raya in 
S. 1470, Plavariga. 

194 . C.P. No. 4 of 1908-09.—A Ganjam plate. No details 
given. 

195 . C.P. No. 5 of 1908-09.—A C.P. grant of Tala II in 
Sanskrit. This is very interesting as it refers to a king of the 
Eastern Chalukyan family who does not belong to the regular line 
of accession. It gives the usual genealogy from Kubja Vishnu- 
vardhana to Amina I and then, after some unusual accessions, comes 
to Tala I, a younger brother of Chalukya Bhfma I. Tala’s son was 
Yuddhamalla II and his sons were Badaba and Vishnuvardhana 
Tala II, the donor of the present grant. He made a grant of a 
village in Velanandu vishaya to a certain Kuppanayya of the 
Pallavamalla family who was a grandson of Kalivarma. [Tala II 
was perhaps the Velanandu viceroy in Eastern Chalukyan times. 
For Kuppanayya see also Vandram plates of Amnia II (Kt. 127). 
Ep. Rep., 1908-09, pp. 109 10. 

196 . C.P. No. 60/1908-09.—A grant of the village of Alapadi 
in Velanandu to a certain Vi&ve£vara by Pedda KOmati Verna in 
S. 1334, Nandana. The record is in Sanskrit. 

197 . C.P. No. 7 0/1908-09.—An incomplete Vijayanagara grant 
in Sanskrit, received from the Kistna Collector in 1902. No details 
given. 

198 . The Madras Museum Plates of Mahgi Yuvaraja, the 
Eastern Chalukyan king, the son of Vishnu Vardhana II. Records 
a grant in his twentieth year. See hid. Antq.. Vol. XX, p. 105, 
and Kielhorn’s Southern List , No. 552. 

199 - 226 . There are about twenty-seven other copper-plates 
in the museum (of which five belong to 1917-18). The summaries 
of these I have not been able to get. They are, however, I under¬ 
stand, about to be published by Mr. Srinivasaraghava Ayyangar of 
the Madras Museum, to whom I am indebted for the knowledge 
that there are 226 inscriptions on the whole in the museum. 

227 . 290 of 1895.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the Government 
Central Museum, Madras. A record in the ninetieth year of the 
ChOla king Ko-Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Raja-Rajadeva (I). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

228 . 291 0/1895.—(Tamil.) On the same stone. A record in 
the nineteenth year of the ChOla king Ko-Rajaraja-RajakSsarivar- 
man alias Rajaraja (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

229 . 292 0/1895.—(Kanarese.) On another stone in the same 
place. A damaged record of the Kalachurya king Ahavamalla in 
Sarvarin (A.D. 1180-81). Vijaya Pandya is mentioned. Records a 
grai^t of land by a Nayaka on the day of a solar eclipse. 

230 . 294 of 1895.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the same place 
from Chingleput. A damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
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Vlra-Verikatapatiraya (I, 1586—1616), dated in S. 1530, expired, 
Saumya. 

231 . 295 of 1895.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the same place. 
Records a grant of land to a Vaishnava temple in the time of 
Nilagarigaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

232 . 296 0/1895.—(Vatteluttu.) On a stone in the same place. 
A mutilated record. The king’s name is lost. 

233 . 297 of 1895.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. Records in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vlrarajendra-Choladeva (i.e., Kulotturiga III), 
gift of land by Nlla-Garigaraiyan. See No. 312 below. 

234 . 298 of 1895.—(Persian.) On a stone in the same place. 
A record dated A.H. 1104. 

235 . 299 of 1895.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the same place from 
Chingleput. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyuta devamaharaya. 

236 — 269 . 536—569 of 1907.— On slabs recently removed 
from Amarftvati to the Madras Museum- These have been noticed 
already under Amaravati. 

270 . 35 of 1912.—On a slab lying near a godown in the Museum. 
A Greek and Latin inscription, dated in A.D. 1727, forming 
an epitaph on the tombstone of a certain John Constantine, a native 
of Greece, born in Transylvania, who died on May 17th, A.D. 1727. 
It was erected by his brother. According to Mr. Cotton “ it is the 
only Greek tombstone found in South India and the most ancient 
Greek tombstone anywhere in India.” 

271 - 282 . 473 — 483 of 1913.—(Pali.) On inscribed slabs from 
Amaravati preserved in an underground room of the Central 
Museum. One of these mentions the Andhra king Gotamiputa 
Araka Arhat Siri-ya na-Satakani and another, the Lpasaka Ura. 
For the last see Ep. Rep ., July 1888, p. 3. 

283 . 484 of 1913.—(Telugii.) On another slab in the same 
room. A record of the Kota king Mahnmandalesvara Manma- 
Ketaritja in S. 1157, Thursday. Records gift of a lamp to the 
temple of Buddha. The king was evidently a grandson of Keta II, 
for whose inscription see Gt. 635. 

284 . 485 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On another slab in the same 
room. Records the tiisidhi (tomb) of ChOehi Setti, son of Honnisetti, 
a merchant of Pcnugonda. 

285 — 302 . 486—503 of 1913.—(Pali.) On another slab in the 
same room. One of the slabs mentions a Vakauika gahapati and 
another a certain MahcL-Chadamukha. A third registers the gift of 
a rail bar (suchi) by Tuka. 

303 . 504 of 1 913.—(Telugu and Sanskrit). On another slab in 
the same room. Records that the temple ChSlukya-Vishnugriha 
124 
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was built for a certain Nandaputra, native of BOrikapura, by the 
learned artisan JayakTrti, son of Adaracharya. 

304 . 505 of 1913.—(Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room- Records that the image of Klrtinarayana was made 
for the same person, perhaps also by the same artisan, here men¬ 
tioned to be a brother-in-law (saluha) of the former. 

305 . 506 of 1913.—(Nagari and Sanskrit.) On another slab in 
the same room. Appears to record the visit of a pilgrim named 
Padmavarichandra Ku&alakarin. 

306 . 507 of 1913.—(Telugu.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A damaged record in Akshaya, Sivaratri. 
Mentions the temple of VisvCsvara at Visvanathapura. 

307 . 508 of 1913.—(Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out¬ 
side the Museum building. A damaged record in . . . Sarvari, 

Ashadha, Amavasya, Monday, Solar eclipse. Seems to record 
grant of lands on this occasion to the temple of GopaIadova with 
the permission of the great men of Hosavadarigilu which was an 
ancient agrahara of the time of Janamejaya. The temple is stated 
to have been founded by the Ekadandi-vrati Gopftlapriyasvami. 
Refers at the beginning to Vijaya Pfindyadeva who was ruling the 
Nonambavadi 32,000 country. Details of date “not enough for 
calculation. ” 

308 . 5090/1913.—(Kanarese.) On a slab in the grounds out¬ 
side the Museum building. A record of the Western Chalukyan 
king Tribhuvanamalladeva VikramSditya VI, in Chfdukya Vikrama 
year 18, Srimukha, Ashadha, Amavasya, Vaddavara, Wednesday 
(wrong for Sunday), Dakshinayana Samknlnti (— June 26, A.D. 
1093). Records that 1,000 men of Kukkanur met together to make 
a grant of land to Vasudeva-Ghaisasa. 

309 . 5100/1913*—(Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record in the twenty-third 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman RajarajadCva I. Men¬ 
tions KOvQr in Marigadu-nadu and seems to record gift of a 
lamp. 

310 . 511 of 1913 .—(Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 
the Museum building. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Kampana Udaiyar (II) in Kali 4472, S. 1293, Virodhikrit, 
Mithuna, ba. di. 5, Wednesday, Dhanishtha, corresponding to 4th 
May, A.D. 1371. Seems to register the gift of the village Tilaik- 
karanai to Brahmanas, by a certain Timmaiya-Nayaka. 

311 . 512 of I 9 I 3 -—(Tamil.) On a slab in the grounds outside 

the Museum buildings. A record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chsla king Rajaraja-Rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva I. 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of . . . 

at Tanniyalattur in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of PuliyGr- 
kOftam, by a member of the Ganattdr who were administering 
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that village. Another record in continuation, of the same king 
and of the same date, provides also for a lamp, and a garden. 

312 . 513 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On a stone set up at the entrance 
into the Museum. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin VlrarajCndracholad£va (i.e., Kulotturiga-Chola III) in his 
fifth year, Rishabha, su. di. 3, Sunday, Punarvasu. Records gift 
of the village of TanniyalattOr in Surattur-nadu, a district of^ 
PuliyQr-kottam alias Kulottuiiga-^olavalanadu in Jayangonda^Ola- 
mandalam, to the Ariyaviratam-konddn-matha of Tiruvannamalai. 
The order was issued by Panchanadivanan Nllagangaraiyan. 
Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai says that Rishabha is a mistake 
for Mithuna and Sunday for Thursday , and then calculates the date 
to be 26th May, A.D. 1183. 

313 . 514 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On another stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Achyutadeva-Mahnraya in S. 1452 , Virodhin, Vrischika (mistake 
for Kumbha), su. di. 13, Monday, Pushya. Refers to the village 
Pojichchalur of Tanniyalattur-slrmal in Surattur-kOttam, a district 
of Pulivur in JayangondasOla-mandalam. 

314 . 515 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On a third stone in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the second year, Margaji. 
Mentions the temple of Nirvanna PerumSl at Tirunlrmalai. 

315 . 516 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On a fourth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vira-Verikatapatiraya- 
deva Malulrnya, in S. 1535, Saumya (wrong), Rishabha, RCvati, 
IT, Friday, presumably 19th May, A.D. 1609. Registers that a 
certain Kala Vaiyyappar having built a temple for Agaresvara- 
Kdaiyfir at Poiichchalur in Surattur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Puliyur-kottam in Jayahgonda-Tondamandalam, Katti-Yellappa- 
Navaka made a grant of land to the temple for the merit of king 
Veiikatapatiraya (I, 1586—1616). 

316 — 323 . 517—5240/ 1913.—(Pali.) On slabs in the Arch¬ 
eological show room of the Madras Museum. (Will be forwarded 
to Dr. Luders for publication in the Epigraphia Indica.) One of 
these mentions the thera Mahadhamakathaka. 

324 . 525 of 1913.—vKanarese.) On the base of a Jaina image 
in the same place. This is the image of SantinathadCva of the 
temple Yeraga Jinalaya, founded by the MahapradhSna Braha- 
devana, a lay disciple of Sakalabhadra BhattSraka entitled Maha- 
mandaDcharya and belonging to Mulasahgha, Kundakundanvaya, 
Kanurgana and Tintrini-gachcha. 

325 . 526 of 1913.—(Kanarese and Sanskrit.) On the base of 
another Jaina image in the same place. Records that king Salva- 
deva, a great lover of Sahitya, got an image of Santi-Jina made 
according to rule and set it up. 
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TRIPLICANE. 

An ancient temple. Its Chola and Pandya inscriptions were 
later on misplaced and scattered in the course of renovation in 
Vijayanagar times. There are fragments of tombstones in Roman 
characters near the garbhagriham , the presence of which is 
unaccountable. 

326 . 234 of 1903*—(Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor at 
the entrance into the garbhagriha of the Parthasarathisvamin 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pallava king Danti- 
varina-Maharaja. Records that the temple priests mortgaged one 
of the fields of the temple, that the offerings to the God in conse¬ 
quence fell short and that a certain Pugujttunai-Visaiyaraiyan 
redeemed the field and arranged for the usual quantity of rice 
offerings every day. [The inscription corroborates the testimony 
of Tirumarigai Alvar’s Pcriatirumoli which attributed the founda¬ 
tion of the temple to the Tonda king (i.e., Pallava).] See Ep. Ind , 
Vol. VIII, pp. 290—6, where Venkayya edits it. 

327 . 235 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vira-Venkatapatideva-Maharaja (Venkata I) in S. 1527, Vikarin. 
Refers to the king as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of 
Perungondai. 

328 . 236 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Verikatapatideva- 
Maharaya (I, 1580—1616), in S. 1525, Sobhakrit. Refers to the king 
as seated on a jewelled throne at the city of Perungondai and to 
the consecration of an image of Tirumalisai-Alvar and a gift of 
twenty varahas to this shrine. 

329 . 23 7 of 1903.—(Telugu.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Rarigarayadeva-Mahanlya (I, 1578—86) in 

1507, Tarana. Records the gift of the villages of Sembiyam 
arid Nidambaram (Nadumbarai), besides a garden by Tirumala- 
Nayanirigaru, the general of Ramaraja Verikatapatiraju (Venkata 
I?). The revenue from these two villages was 180 rekha chakra 
gadydna and from the garden 20 chakra gadydna* 

330 . 238 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A mutilated record in the forty-ninth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
£ekharadeva. Records a sale of land. Mentions God Teljiya£iriga 
Nayanar. 

331 . 239 of I 903 -—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamandalesvara VlrapratSpa Sada&iva- 
deva-MaharSya in S. i486, Raktakshin. Records that a private 
individual built certain portions of the temple (e.g., shrines of 
Polli‘kondaperumal t Krishna, Vedavalli Nachchiyar, the Tiruvay- 
moji mantapa, the kitchen and enclosure wall and set up a number 
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of images and granted three villages, Puduppakkam, Vepperi and 
Vesharupadi (Vyasarpadi). 

332 . 240 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the east and north bases of the 
mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlrapratapa Vira-Vehkatapatideva-Maharaya (I, 1586—1616), 
in Krodhin (i.e., S. 1527). Built in. 

333 . 241 of 1903,—(Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the same mantapa. A fragmentary record of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottuhga III), the date of which is lost. 
Mentions Tiruvamiyur (i-e., Tiruvamur near Mylapore) in Kotttir- 
nadu. 

334 . 24 2 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On another stone built into the 
same place. A fragmentary record in the twenty-third year of the 
Chola king Rajarajadeva. Four other similar fragments are built 
into this mantapa and a number of others in other portions of the 
temple. 

335 . 243 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the south and east walls of the 
Alagiyaiihga-Perumal shrine in the same temple. Records certain 
arrangements referring to temple servants made while Etiraja- 
mlyakar was the manager-

The Uruvapalli and Mahgalur grants. 

it may be pointed out that Yuvaraja Visiinugopa and his son 
Siiiihavarman II are the respective sovereigns of the Uruvapalli 
and Mahgalur plates. The former says that Yuvaraja Vishnugopa 
was the son of Skandavarman II, grandson of Vlravarma and great- 
grandson of Skandavarman I. It records that Vishnugopa granted 
in the eleventh year of Siiiihavarman I (evidently his elder 
brother and the then actual ruler) 200 nivarttanas of land to the 
temple of Kandukur founded by Sena pat i Vishnusarma. It was 
issued from Palakkada. See Kielhorn’s Southern List, No- 61 9 , and 
Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 50—3. The Mahgalur plates belong to the 
eighth year of Dharma Maharaja Siiiihavarman II, and record the 
grant of the village of Mahgalur in Vengirashtra to certain Brah¬ 
mans. The grant was issued from Dasanapura. See Southern 
List, No. 620, and Ind. Antq., Vol. V, pp. 154—7. The exact places 
where these plates were discovered are not known.

1 . 4 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On a stone. Dated in the reign of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Mahardya, in S. 1444, expired, 
Chitrabhanu. Records gift of two villages near Dadikkombu. 

Anaipatti . 

2 . C.P. No. 160 of Mr. Sewell's List. —Records a grant by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakka, a chief of the Kannivadi estate near Dindigul, 
of some lands to some priests of the temple at Anaipatti, in A.D. 
1729. The grant was made to a Brahman for temple service. The 
genealogy ol Sinna Kadir for nine generations is given. [Compare 
No. 33, the genealogy of whichcorresponds for live generations 
with that of the present one. Anaipatti is a village in Dindigul 
taluk.] 


Attur. 

3 . Mr. Sewell gives a C.P. grant in the possession of one £iva 
Rama Avadhani, recording gifts of lands to the Dindigul 
choultry. 

Bhupalasamudra near Dindigul. 

3 -A. C.P. No. 33 of Mr. Sewell's List .—Records grant and sale, 
made in S. 1651 (A.D. 1729), Kaliyuga 4830, Saumya, by Sinna 
Kadirappa Nayakkan, a chief residing near Dindigul, of the 
village to a number of pandits in SaundarniTijapuram, otherwise 
called Anaipatti. The grant was made during the reign of Vijaya 
Rahga Chokkanatha (1705—31) at Madura, and it states that he 
was governing the country as viceroy for the Vijayanagar 
sovereign Sri Rahga Raya. The grant gives lists of the ancestors 
of Sri Rahga Raya, Vijaya Rahga Chokkanatha, and the grantor. 
Edited by Burgess and Natcsa Sastri in 7 am. and Sans. Ins ., 
No. 27, pp. 117—121. The inscription enumerates the Vijayanagar 
kings and the Madura Naiks and the Pol} gars of Kannivadi. 
The Polygar, in return for 300 Madura kulipanams , gave the village 
in proprietorship. The purchasers and donees were to enjoy the 
wet fields and had to pay, in case of new fields, one-fourth of the 
proceeds, one-third of the proceeds in the next crop, two-fifths of 
the third crop and one-fourth of the proceeds of sesamum, pulses 
and puvarasa trees. On the dry lands they had to pay eight pons 
for 'lands sowing one kalam of seeds. They were, however, to 
enjoy free the public paths and cowstalls. The palace had the 
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right to collect the tax with interest in case of failure. Otherwise 
they had all the eight characteristics of property. 

Balakrishna Mahftdanapuram. 

(Balakrishna pur am of Dindigul taluk ?) 

4 . C.P. No. 19 of Mr. Sewell's List .—(Tclugu.) Records a grant 
of the village as an agraharam to certain Brahmans in S. 1622 
(A.D. 1700), in Vrisha, by “ srl Mahgamina, wife of Chokkanatha 
Nayudu, who was son of Muttu Vlrappa Nayudu, and grandson of 
Vi&vanatha Nayani Tirumala Nayudu of Madura.” 

Dadikkombu. 

The departmental list gives one inscription in this place, and 
the Mark. MSS. (his., S. Dts. y p. 70 ) give four more. I have given 
the latter under Nos. 5-A to 5-D. 

5 . 3 of 1894.'—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Garuda shrine 
in the Sundararaja-Perumfil temple. An incomplete record of 
Ramadeva-Maharaya, dated S. 1551, expired, Sukla. See Ins., 
S. Dis., p. 70, No. 1. Rama IV ruled from 1620 to 1630. He came 
to the throne as a result of the victory over his opponents in the 
succession war whic h followed the death of Vehkatapati 1 (1586 — 
1616). The full details of these struggles, as based upon all avail¬ 
able' authorities, are given by me in hid. Antq., 1916. 

5 -A. On a stone in the Sundara Pandya mantapam. Records 
the performance of the marriage festival of God Alagar by 
one Ramanujachfiriar and a worshipper. Ibid., No. 2. 

5 -B. On a stone in the west of the sixteen-pillared mantapam 
in the Mutyalamma temple. Records that Rayasam Kondamara- 
snyva granted twenty-four shares in a village and erected 
twenty-four houses in it and gave it to the people, in S. 1444, 
Chitrabhanu, in the reign of KrishnadCvanlya. Ibid., No. 3. See 
Ap. 47 . 

5 -C. On the eastern wall of the inner temple of Sundara- 
raja Perumak Records that one Sundaresvara appointed the 
priests and granted lands to them. Ibid ., No. 4. 

5 -D. A C.P. in the hands of “ Paryan mteedauyangar. ” 
(Tamil.) Records that in S. 1502, Vikrama, in the reign of 
PraudhadSva-Maharaya, his prime minister Chakraravan granted 
to a Brahman Timmaiyangar ? thirty-three mas of land in Pudup- 
puram village, two mas in Alagar-Samudram, and an allowance 
of a pagoda. Ibid., No. 5. [The record seems suspicions.] 

Dindigul. 

6 . I of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the wall of a shrine in the fort. 
An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, dated S. 1460, expired. See Antiquities, Vol. I, p.289. 
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7 . 2 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the wall of another shrine in the 
same place. A damaged record of Kongrimaikondan. 

7 -A. In the possession of a resident Garigadhara Sastri. A 
C.P. grant relating to the hamlet of Ramayyanpatti. 

7 -B. A C.P. in the hands of Gurumurti Gurukkal in the temple 
of Padmagirlsvara. Records that Baruki Verikataraya gave seven 
villages to the God and Goddess in S. 1665, Rudhirodgari. See 
Ifis. y S '. Dts., p. 72, No. 8. 

7 -C. A C.P. in the hands of Ramakrishna Gurukka]. Records 
that Dalavay Narayanappayya re-established certain temple 
villages in S. 1672, in the reign of Vijaya Rarigaehokkanatha 
Nayakar. Ibid., p. 72, No. 9. [The date is inconsistent, as 
Vijayaranga was the Naik king of Madura from 1705 to 1731.]

8 . 690 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On a rock near Dindigul. Belongs 
to the reign of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan. Records the 
building of a tank by Parantakapalli-Velan alias Nakkambullan, 
who accompanied the Pandya king in his expedition against 
Idavai in the Chola country. [Venkayya identifies lclavai with 
the village of the same name in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajendra-Simhavalanadu on the northern bank of the KavCri. 
See 5 ././., Vol. II, p. 53. Maranjadaiyan was the Varaguna 
Maharaja who ascended the throne in A.D. 862. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IX, p. 84; Ibid., Vol. XI, p. 253; also the inscriptions at 
Ambasamudram, Trichinopoly, Tiruvellarai and Tillaisthanam.] 

Madura Taluk. 

Anaimalai . 

9 . 63 of 1905.— (Vattejuttu.) On a rock to the left of the 
entrance into the central shrine of the rock-cut temple of Nara- 
singa-Perumal. Records in the thirty-third year of the Chola king 
Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (i.e., Parantaka I (906—47) the 
digging of a tank called Kaliyaneri, the donor being Arunidi 
Kaliyan, an officer of the king. Refers to Kll-lraniyamuttam and 
the village gf Narasingamarigalam included in it ; also to the 
temple of Narasiriga-Permanadigal on the Tiruvanaimalai hill. 
[Iraniyamuttam is known in Tamil literature and included 
Perungunrur, the native place of Poet Perunkausikanar, the 
author of the Malaipadakadam .] 

10 . 640/1905.—(Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
twenty-first year of the Chola-Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Udaiyar Sundara-Pandya-Soladeva, Viceroy of Madura under 
Rajendra Chola I, gift of sheep for a lamp. Mentions Kll- 
Iraniyamuttam and Tiruvanaimalai. 

11 . 65 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the rock to the right of the en¬ 
trance into the central shrine of the same temple. A damaged 
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record of the Chflla-Pandya Jatavarman alias Udaiyar Sundara- 
SoJa-PandyadSva (the Viceroy under Rajendra Chola I), dated 
twenty-first year. Records gift of a lamp. The shrine is called 
after Narasimha AJyar on the Tiruvanaimalai in Kll-Iraniya- 
muftam in Rajendrachola-Valanadu (a subdivision) of Rajaraja- 
Pandinadu. 

12 . 66 of 1905.—(VatteJ.uttu.) At the entrance into the 
mantapa of the cave near the same temple. A partly mutilated 
record. Mentions SOmasiparivirajakar. 

13 — 20 . 67 to 74 0/1905.—(VatteJ.uttu and Tamil.) On a rock 
with sculptures overhanging a natural cave in the same village. 
Mentions Nara&irigamarigalam, Ajjanandi, Ten-kalavalinadu 
Porkfidu, Tinaikalattar, Venbaikudi-nadu. [For mention ot 
Ajjanandin see N.A. 710-D.] 

21 . 454 of 1906.—On the left side of the entrance into the 
central shrine. (Grantha.) Records that Madhurakavi, the son 
of Mara, resident of Karavandapura, and minister of the 
Pandya king Parantaka made this stone temple, gave away 
this rich agrahara to Brahmans and set up the image of the God in 
K. 3871, on the day of the sun in the month of Karttika. Madhura¬ 
kavi is called a Vaidyu. [See Ep. bid., Vol. VIII, pp. 317—20, 
where Mr. Venkoba Rao edits the inscription.] 

22 . 453 of 1906.—On the right side of the entrance. (Archaic, 
VatteJ.uttu and Grantha.) Records that Maran-Kari, the minister 
of the Pandyan king Sadaiyan (son of Maran), excavated the cave 
at Anamalai, but ascended heaven before consecrating it, and 
his younger brother Maran Eyinan Paridimarigalavisaiyaraiyan, 
who became prime minister made the mukha-mantapa and 
consecrated the image. [Ibid., Mr. Venkoba Rao identifies 
Maran-Sadayan with a predecessor or probably grandfather 
of that Maranjadayan who was known as Varaguna and who, 
according to the Trichinopoly cave inscription (414 of 1904), 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862. Mr. Venkoba Rao further 
surmises that Nammajvar, the teacher of Madhurakavi, who 
was known as Kari-Maran, was probably the son of the minister 
Maran-Kari. This is however inconsistent with the Vaishnava 
Guruparampara which says that Kari-Maran, the Alvar, w’as a man 
of the fourth caste, while his elderly contemporary and disciple 
Madhurakavi was a Brahman. The names Maran, Kari and 
Madhurakavi seem however to show that by about A.D. 770 the 
AJvars Nammajvar and Madhurakavi were well known.] 

23 . 455 of 1906.—(Grantha.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record of Krishnadeva Raya of 
Vijayanagar, dated S. 1441, Pramathin. Mentions TimmabhOpa as 
the king’s door-keeper and a certain Madhqra-Ramanatha as’his 
agent.

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14. 4$ of 1906 -On a stone built into the platform in front of 
the shrine of the goddess in the same temple. A record of the 
sixth year of SrT-Vallabha Pandya. Mentions Kandadai Kala- 
meghabhattan,of Apastamba sQtra. See No. 160 below. 

25. 457 of 1906.— (Pali.) At the entrance into the natural cave 
known as Panchapftndavarpadukkcu in the same village. In the 
BrZhmi character. The cave and beds have been described in Ep. 
Rep., 1907, pp. 60-61. 

Goripdlaiyam. 

26 . 77 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On a pillar set up within the 
Muhammadan masjid. Records in the reign of the Nayaka king 
Krishnappa-Nayaka Vrrappa-Nayaka in S. 1495, expired, Bhava, 
gift of land. Mentions a number of names of Vijayanagara kings 
and refers to Kuna-Pandya. [The inscription records that a 
considerable area of land was presented by Kuna Pandya to 
Muhammadans and that it was confirmed by Vlrappa Naik in 
A.D. 1573. Nelson translates it in his Madura Manual, p. 67.] 

Kalugumalai Hill (Mfihgulam). 

27 — 32 . 460 to 465 of 1906.—(Pali.) On four boulders. In the 
Brahmi characters. See for description of this place and similar 
antiquities in the neighbouring village of Arittapatti, Ep. Rep., 
1907, p. 61. The Epigraphist assigns the inscription which 
resembles the alphabets of the AsOka edicts to the end of the third 
and the beginning of the second century B.C. These are amongst 
the earliest lithic records of the Tamil country and the presence of 
Pali shows that it was understood in the Pandya country even in 
that early period. Its connection with the origin and development 
of the Tamil Vatteluttu is still to be ascertained. 

Kiladi. 

33 . 447 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Arjune&vara temple. Records in the twenty-third 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kula&ekharadeva (I, 1268—1308), “ who was pleased to take every 
country,” that Kupakaraya, the son of MaJavarAya, rebuilt the 
temple and gave different names to the God and his consort in 
order to secure merit for his parents. The temple is called 
Muchukunda Tiruviramlsvaramudaiya-Nayanar at Srl-Kuntidevi- 
chaturvedimangalam, a brahmadeya to the east of the tank (kulakkil) 
at Velur in MadhurOdaya-valanSdu. See Ep. I ml., Vol. IX, pp. 223. 

34 . 448 <7/1906.—(Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the same shrine. A mutilated record. Seems to register a sale 
of land. 

35 . 449 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
thirty-first year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Kula£ekharad$va (I, 1268—1308), “ who was pleased 
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to take every country/* sale of land to KGttan Tennadan alias 
Tribhuvana&irigadeva of KannanQr in Malaimandalam by the 
sabha of Sri-KuntidCvi-chaturvCdimangalam, a brahmadfcya to the 
east of the tank at Vfclttr in Madhurodaya Valanadu which was 
a dc*vadana of (the temple of) Mudivalangu-Pandya-Isvaramudaiya- 
Nayanar; refers to the executive committee (nirvdha sabhai) of the 
village and to the twenty-fourth year of the king’s reign. See 
Ep. hid., Vol. IX, pp. 224, where it is pointed out that the date 
(Karkataka 8, Aparapaksha, Ekada&i, Rohini) corresponded to 
Saturday, 5th July, A.D. 1298. 

36 . 450 of 1906.—(Grantha and Tamil.) On a stone set up near 
a channel in the same village. Records in the twenty-second year 
of the Pandya king KulasCkhara the construction of the channel. 
This is the “ unreadable ” inscription referred to by Mr. Sewell. 

37 . 451 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On another stone set up in the same 
place. A much damaged and mutilated record, the date and the 
king’s name of which are lost. 

38 . 452 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On a stone set up in a field, near 
the same village. In modern characters. [Referred to by Mr. 
Sewell.] 

Kilakkudi . 

In the natural cave called Settippodavu near this village are Jain 
images and beds described in detail in Ep. Rep., 1910, pp. 77-8. 
The sculptures are of great iconographical interest and Mr. Krishna 
Sastri believes that they are different from those sketched by Dr. 
Burgess in his article on Digambara Jain iconography in Ind • Antq., 
Vol. XXXII, p. 459 ff. The following Vatteluttu inscriptions have 
been copied. 

39 . 330 of 1908.—On the pedestal of one of the Jaina images. 
Records that the image was cut at the instance of Gunasenappe- 
riyadigal, the pupil of Varttanidnava Panditar who was the pupil 
of Gunasenadeva presiding over Kurandi-Tirikkattamballi Venbu- 
nadu. [No information is available about the teachers mentioned 
here. See N.A. 385 and 744 for teachers with similar names. The 
J(unasiddh(int(ibh(lskara gives two Gunasenas in the apostolic line 
of the Sena Gana, founded by JinasCna I about 16 B.C. These are 
the fifteenth and forty-fifth of the list. The same treatise gives a 
Gunasena as the fifty-fifth from Mahavlra in the Kashtha Sangha 
line of teachers.] 

40 . 331 of 1908 —On the pedestal of another Jaina image on 
the hill. Records that the image was cut at the instance of a pupil 
of GunasCnadeva who was in charge of this pa Hi. See the above 
epigraph. 

41 . 332 of 1908.—On the pedestal of a third Jaina image in the 
same place. A damaged record. Mentions GunasSnadSva who 
presided over this pajli. See No. 39 above. 
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42 . 63 <7/1910.—Below the Jaina figure cut on the boulder out¬ 
side the cavern. Damaged in the beginning. Records that 
Abinandan Bhatara, a pupil of Arimandala Bhatara, who was the 
pupil of Abinandan Bhatara, who in turn was the pupil of Kanaka- 
nandi Bhatara, caused this image to be cut. It also refers to 
Kurancli Tirukkattamballi. [1 have not been able to get informa¬ 
tion about these in any of the Jain Pattavalis. Kanakanandi 
Bhatara is, I suppose, different from Kanakavlra mentioned in N.A. 
744-j 

Kiramattur. 

43 . 160/1894.—(Vatteluttu.) On the ndrth wall of the Siva 
temple. An incomplete record of the Pandya king “ who took the 
head of the Chola,” dated ninth year. 

Kodimaiigalam. 

44 . On the front of the first pillar, left side, of the maha- 
mantapa in the local Karttikasvami temple, over a figure. States 
that it is Annavipperumal Pillai. Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., p. 2. 

45 — 49 . On similar pillars, over their respective figures. 
The names Sevandiyappa Pillai, Alagiri Naik, Piratani (Pradhani) 
Naiken, Annavipperumaj Pillai and Kuppayandi (son of A.lagappa 
Pillai) are recorded. Ibid ., pp. 2 3. 

50 . On a stone to the north of the village in front of the 
Kumarasvami temple. A record of K. 4774, PramSdicha, PuraftaSi, 
making gifts of lands and revenues to God Kumara by the Karttds. 
Ibid., pp. 3 4. 

Madura. 

For a full notice of Madura see Antiquities , 1 , pp. 291-2, and the 
bibliography given there. Mr. Sewell gives two lists of inscrip¬ 
tions in this place, one of which numbers 49 and the other 13. 
These overlap each other and it is unnecessary to compare them 
with the list given below. 

51 . 46 of 1890.—In the north wall of the second prakara of the 
Sundaresvara temple. A record of Konerinmaikondan Sundara 
Pandya. 

52 . 47 of 1890. —In the same place. An inscription of the 
twenty-first year of Ko-Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra 
Pandya deva. [Was he the same as the king who came to the 
throne in 1253 and who, after conquering flam, Korigu and Sola- 
mandalam, anointed himself at PerumbarrappuliyQr ?] 

53 . 48 of 1890.—Similar to 52. 

54 . 50 of 1890.—On the north wall of the second prakara of 
the Sundaresvara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikondan. (No other details.) 

55 . 58 of 1905*—On the north wall of the west gopura. Tamil 
verse. Refers to Parakrama Pandya. 
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56 . 59 of 1905 -—(Tamil.) On four pillars in the second storey 
of the east gopura. A record of the second year of Jatavarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula6ekhara (1190- T2I/). [Beginning 
lost. Incomplete.] 

57 . 60 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same pillars. A record of 
the fifteenth year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara Psndya d£va I “ who took the Choja country and was 
pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and anointment of 
victors at Mudikondacholapuram.” [He ruled from 1216 to 1235. 
The date corresponds to Tuesday, 3rd December 1230. See Ep. 
Ind ., Vol. VIII, p. 276.] 

58 . 60 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same pillars. An incom¬ 
plete and mutilated record of the tenth year of Maravarman Tri¬ 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara PSndya deva “who was pleased to 
re-present the Chola country ” (1216—35). 

59 . 62 of 1905* —On the fifth pillar in the same place. A record 
of the second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
SckharadOva (1190—1217) making a gift of land. 

60 -A. In the east gopuram. First inscription at the southern 
wall at the entrance. A record dated S. 1501, PramSthi (Puratta&i), 
granting exemption of tax to the Sedars of the province of Rama- 
nathapuram who brought the first betel-leaf and nut to the palace. 
Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns ., No. 22, p. 109. 

60 -B. In the east gOpura, a little before the south door-jamb. 
Records that in S. 1532, Saumya (Ani, pusam) Visvanatha-Vlrappa 
Naiker exempted the Mudaliyar servants of the Chokkanatha 
temple at Anakkudi and other villages from the levying of 
brokerage. Ibid., No. 23, pp. 109 10. Virappa was the predecessor 
of Tirumal Naik and reigned from 1609 to 1623. See Ind. Antq ., 
1916, p.132 f. 

60 -C. On the east gopura on the north cloor-jamb. An inter¬ 
esting record dated in S. 1632, Khara , Paiiguni 20, Saturday, in the 
time of Vijaya Rariga Chokkanatha Nfiik (1705-31). Refers to a 
temple servant’s falling down from the temple tower as a protest 
against undue collection of tax from some tax-free villages and the 
yielding of the State officials. See Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns ., 
No. 24, pp. TIO I1. 

60 -D. 502 of 1907.—(Vatteluttu.) On a detached 'stone lying 
in the MadanagopMasvamin temple. A fragment of record, dated 
thirty-eighth year. The king’s name is lost. Mentions Tirutturutti- 
MahadGvar and PerumQr in Anda-nadu ; seems to record the gift 
of a lamp. 

61 . 5030/1907.—(Vatteluttu.) On another stone in the same 
place. A fragmentary record of Kochcha, the date of which is 
lost. Seems to record the gift of a lamp. 
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62 . 504 0/1907.—(Vatteluttu.) On a third stone in the same 
place. Records gift of a lamp by Kunranjundari of Konravayir 
cheri in Vada-Madirai to the temple at Tirutturutti, a devadana in 
Anda-nadu. King’s name and date lost. 

63 . 505 0/1907.—(Vatteluttu.) On a fourth stone lying in the 
Madanagopalasvamin temple. A fragment. Seems to register gift 
of cows. 

64 . 5060/1907.—(Tamil.) On eight other stones in the same 
place. Fragment of a record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin, dated twelfth year. Mentions Para- 
krama-Pandyadeva and the Saivacharya SivagOchari-Mahadeva of 
the Bharadvaja-gOtra. 

65 . 507 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the thirteenth stone in the same 
place. A record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl- 
Vallabhadeva in his second year. Records a gift by the queen 
Ulagamulududaiyal. [Was he Maravarman SrT Vallabha who was 
apparently a predecessor of Jatavarman Kula&ekhara I (1190—1217) 
or the Jatavarman Srlvallabha who is mentioned in the third year 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216—35) ?] 

66. 508 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the fourteenth stone in the same 
place. The stone bears at the top the Pandya crest, i.e., two fish 
with a trisula between them. Records the gift of a flower garden 
by the queen EJulagumuludumudaiyal. 

67 . 509 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the fourteenth and sixteenth 
stones in the same place. A fragment of record. 

68 . 510 of 1907.—(Grantha and Sanskrit.) On thirteen other 
stones in the same place. Purports to be the genealogy of the 
Mahamandalesvara Ramara ja-Tirumalaray a-Maharaja, dated 
Kaliyuga (mistake for 4647), S. 1468, Parabhava. 

69 . 500 0/1907.—(Tamil and Grantha.) On the west wall of 
same temple. An unfinished record dated S. 1520, expired, HCvi- 
Jambi. 

70 . 350/1908.—(Telugu.) On one of the pillars in the Kam- 
battadi-mantapa in the Sundare£vara temple. Records in the reign 
of the Nayaka king Vlrappa-Nayaka (1572—95), son of Vi&vamltha- 
Nayaka-Krishnappa-Nayaka, in S. 1505, expired, Subhanu, the con¬ 
struction of the mantapa. A Tamil copy of the document is added 
below the inscription. [See Ind. Antq. y 1916, pp. 90—2, for an 
account of Vlrappa’s reign.] 

71 . 36 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a stone set up in front of the 
Perumal temple in the same town. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlra-Venkata-Maharaya (I, 1586—1616). Mentions in S. 1523, 
expired, Subhakrit, the temple of MadanagCpala at Madura and 
Bhashyakara, i.e., &rI-Ramanujacharya. Venkata was, it is well 
known, a disciple of Kstikanyadanam Tatacharya and an ardent 
Vaishnavite. 
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72 . 557 of 1911.—On the south wall of the manfapa in front of 
the Kodal-AJagar temple. Records that stones were supplied for 
the building of the Ardha-mantapa and the garbhagriha of the 
Kodal-AJagiya-Perumal temple, by Kandadai Konamman for the 
merit of Kandadai-Annan and states that the work was finished 
during the administration of Yellappa-Nayakkar. Mentions 
Ramaraja Vitthaladeva-Maharaja and his subordinate Timmappa- 
Nayakar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar. Kandadai Annan was a 
descendant of Mudaliyandan, the uncle and contemporary of 
Ramanuja. It was this family that first broke the Acharyic 
tradition and embraced the creed of the Prabandhic teacher 
Varavaramuni. The present Annan was probably the son or 
grandson of the disciple of Manavala-Mahamuni or a member of 
the same family. 

73 . 558 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the central shrine in the same temple. A damaged 
and unfinished record. Records gift of money and a house for 
offerings to the same temple by Vasavana-Nayakkar-Tiinmappa 
Nayakka r. 

74 . 559 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same walls. Dated in the 
reign of the Vijayanagara king VlrapratSpa Sada6ivadeva-Maha- 
raya in S. 1473, Virodhikrit. Records gift of three villages for 
offerings and festivals to the temple of Ku d a 1 - A ] a g i y a-Peru ma 1 by 
Timmappa-Nayakkar, son of Vasavana-Nayakkar for the merit of 
Ramaraja-Vitthaladeva-Maharaja. [He was the Viceroy of the 
south which he reconquered for Vijayanagar in 1545.] 

75 . 560 of 1911. -—(Tamil.) On a pillar set up in the Collector’s 
bungalow in the village. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerimelkondan in his fourteenth year. Records that £ certain 
JhanamtirtI (leva of the Nandike£varadCvar-santana in the Amunda- 
matha, built in the name of Annan Viluppadarajar of Vadagarai 
Varanavasi-pattinam in Malaikkudinadu, a matha called Mftnam- 
periyan-madam and endowed it with 10 md of land, which the king 
made tax-free (iraiyili). 

76 . 4 of 1915.— (Tamil.) On the east wall of the third gopura 
in the Sun da resvara temple. A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konerinmaikondan in his thirteenth year, three hundred and sixth 

*day, desciibing gift of land for the maintenance of a flower garden 
and for feeding MahCsvaras in the Naralokasuryan-tirumadam. 
The land was situated in Paganur-kQrram. Built in at the begin¬ 
ning. 

77 . 5 of 1915.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first gopura 
in the same temple. A damaged record dated S. 1469, Kllaka, 
Dakshinayana, 12, Friday, Purva-Phalguni. Seems to record a gift 
of land for the matha presided over by Jfianakuttar alias Sattiyna- 
naderi&anaigal.

78. 6 of 1915.—(Tamil.) On a pill ar in the same gOpura. 
Dated in the reign of the Nayaka king Vijayarariga-Chokkana- 
tha Nayaka (1705—31), son of Muttu-Vlrappa-Nayaka (1680—89). 
Records in S. 1633, Khara, Pariguni, tenth day, £u. di. II, 
Aslesha, Sukarma-yOge, Bhadravakarana, Saturday, corre¬ 
sponding to March 8, A.D. 1712, remission of taxes on four 
villages granted to the bearers of the image of the god Sokka- 
nathasvamin. Mentions the commander-in-chief Kumara Dala- 
vay Kasturi Raiigayyan and the pradhani Verikatakrishnayyan. 
See my Hist., Naik king. Madura in Ltd. Antq ., 1917, pp. 186—90. 

79 . 7 of 1 9T 5 -—(Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the third 
prakara of the Mlnakshi-Amman temple in the same village ; right 
of entrance. A much damaged record. Two verses in praise of a 
Pandya king (valudi) who had the surname vdlal vali tirandcin . A 
second set of two verses evidently in praise of the same king who 
is here called Kudalar-koman, mentions the damming of the sea 
with his sword. 

80 . The Dalavai agraharam plates of Verikatapati I (so 
called because it was obtained from one AnantachSrya of the 
Dalavai Agraharam, .Madura). A record of Verikatapati I of 
Penukonda, dated S. 1508, Vyaya , UttluVidvadasi of the bright half 
of Karttika, recording the gift of the village of Gaiigavarappatti 
or Vlrabhupasamudram to a number of Brahmans at the request of 
Vlrabhupa (Vlrappa Naik) of Madura (1572—95), the son of Krish- 
nappa (1563—73), and grandson of Visvanatha (1559 63). See Ep. 
Tnd ., Vol. XII, pp. 159—87, where Mr. Gopinatha Rao edits the in¬ 
scription. The inscription mentions Tatacharya, the preceptor of 
Venkata I and Mr. Gopinatha Rao traces his connexion with the 
Vijayanagara dynasty on the basis of the Prapanndmruta. He also 
enumerates from the Tiruppanimdlai of the Madura temple, the 
holy works of Vlrappa Naik. 

80 -A. Dalavai agraharam plates of Varaturiga Rama Pandya. 
Records that on Wednesday, Magha Krishnapaksha chaturda&i, in 
Chitrabhanu, S. 1504, Varaturiga granted the village of MuruganCri 
to Chandrasekhara, son of Chokkappa Pandita, a doctor. Trav. 
Arch . Scr., Vol. I, pp. 117 -25. 

80 -B. Another C.P. from the same place. Records on 
Ashadha 30 of S. 1510, Sarvadharin, that king Varaturiga Rama 
Vlra Pandya granted the village of Silarippatti to Govindabhatta, 
son of Udayambhatta. Ibid., pp. 126—33. 

81 . C.P. No. 22 of Mr-Sewell's List .—(Tamil.) In the District 
Court of Madura. Records a grant of property in some lands to a 
Siva temple dedicated to the god Visve&vara and the goddess 
Akhilande&vari, in S. 1691 (A.D. 1769) Kaliyuga 4780, VirOdhi, 
by ‘Hiranyagarbha Ragunatha Setupati Kattar Avargal, lord of 
Tevainagara. The grant is said to have been made when “the 
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A&vapati, Narapati, Gajapati and Setupati kings were reigning over 
the countries of Cholamandalam, Tondamandalam, Yapanapatta- 
nam (Jaffna) and Yerumandalam (Ceylon).’* 

82 . C.P. No. 23 of Mr. Sewell's List .—(Tamil.) Records a grant 
of some lands by Muttu Kumara Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son 
of Kumara Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, and son-in-law of 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Kattar, to a Brahman 
in S. 1658 (A.D. 1736), Nala. 

83 . C-P. No. 27 of Mr. Sewell's List. —(Modern Tamil.) This is 
the same as No. 20 in Tam. and Sans. Inserns ., pp. 107 8. Records 
a private document drawn up between two brothers, after a dispute 
as to which was the elder. The younger, Sinna Vadavada Nayak- 
kar Tummi&i, having been declared in an assembly consisting of 18 
Kodarigi Naiks and Polygars, that he was junior, the elder, Rama 
Raya Tummi&i Nayakkar, granted him some lands. Rama Raya 
Tummi&i calls himself head of Sillavars and assumes great titles. 
The document is dated in S. 1455 (A.D. 1533), Sobhakrit (wrong) 
in Makara, new moon day. [The record is of singular value as 
illustrating the nature of caste decisions and methods of decision.] 

84 . C.P. A 0. 59 of Mr. Sewell's List. —Records grant of lands for 
a charitable purpose, viz., for an Annudana matkam, or place where 
food is cooked and distributed gratis, by the chief of Punnalpalai- 
nadu, Muttu Vaduganatha Periya Udaya TCvar, son of Vijaya 
Raghunatha Sevaran Periya Udaya Tevar, in S. 1681 (A.D. 1759), 
Pramadi. 

85 . C.P. No. 63 of Mr. Sewell's List. —In the Collector’s office. 
(Tamil.) Records in K.A. 775, Sarvari (A.D. 1599), that the Sudra 
priests of a certain “TodukuJ.ai Mutta Raja,” created one Kup- 
payandi Pillai Karanam of seven villages, and endowed, besides 
some lands for his and his descendants’ maintenance, the right 
to collect two panams from each large family and one panam from 
each small family. See Tam. and Sans. Inserns ., No. 25, pp. 111-2. 

86 . C.P. No* I97 of Mr. Seu>ell's List. —Records grant by Tiru- 
mala Nayakka (1623—59) of Madura to Sri Ranga Nayakka, lord of 
Vejlikurchi {Vellikurichisimdikktt Kartar), as a reward for his services 
in slaying tigers, in Jaya, which must have been A.D. 1654. 

87 . C.P. No. 198 of Mr. SeivcU's List. —Records an order signed 
by Kodi Nagama Nayakka, commanding MuttumQvaraittevan, lord 
of Kodi KulattukkOftai and Ara£irippu in the province of Muduku, 
to pay tribute to the Karnafa Samasthanam (the Carnatic). The date 
of the grant was in the reign of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
The date is K.A. 821, Parthiva (A.D. 1645). A succession of Naiks 
is given, but these do not correspond to the Naiks of Madura. 

88 . C.P. No. 199 of Mr?Sewell's List. —Records a grant* by 
Tirumala Nayakka of Madura to a private individual in the year 

126 
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Khara. “No other date is given, but the document must have 
been executed in A.D. 1651.” 

89 . C.P. No. 62 0/Mr. Sewell's List .—(Modern Tamil.) Records 
a document drawn up by two people of the Kaundar caste conferring 
certain privileges on the watchmen of the village of AmandQr in 
Krodhana, Vaika6i 12 (but without any other guide to the period). 
One Pichchan of the Nattukkallar community was appointed by 
them as village watchman and he was entitled to the gift of a 
woman’s sddi (s£lai), a duppatti , a turban, and handful of gruel and 
of alms. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., No. 33, p. 13b. Mr. Sewell 
calls the village Amatur. 

89 -A. A C.P. grant of Vijaya^Rariga Chokkanatha (1705—3l)of 
the Naik dynasty of Madura, in S. 1639, Karttika 21, recording gift 
of a mat ha at Tirukkalukkunram in Chingleput district. The plate 
has been deposited in the Madras Museum. 

90 . C.P. No. 108 of Mr. Sewell's List. —Records grant of some 
lands, by a private person in S. 1638, Kaliyuga 4827, Plavariga 
(A.D. 1716), to the Ramagiri temple in the “ Tattainadu.” No 
sovereign is mentioned. [The dates are not consistent.] 

91 . C.P. No. 136 of Mr. Sewell's List. —(Nandinagari.) Records 
a grant of two villages in the Madura district, Marudarigudi and 
Karupuram, otherwise called MadanagOpalapuram, to several 
Vaishnava Brahmans in S. 1519 (A.D. 1597), Hevilambi. The 
grant was issued by Verikatapati fl) of Chandragiri at the request 
of Krishnappa Naik of Madura who is styled Pdndya Pdrthiva 
Krishna Nripati. 

92 . C.P. No. 211 of Mr. Sewell's List.— (Grantha and Sanskrit.) 
Records that, at the request of Ramakrishnappa, “ sitting on the 
lion throne of Vallabha Narendra after 33 years have passed, and 
after S. 15 17 ” Ring Ativlra Rama Pandya granted the village of 
Nadikkudi or Ativlraramapuram to a number of Brahmans. The 
figure of a boar with a dagger standing on its nose is engraved 
at the end. See Trav. Arch. Ser., Vol. I, pp. 133—J46. This is the 
same as the third Dalavai agraharam plates. 

93 . C.P. No. I of 1911.—A record of Vijaya Raiiga Chokka- 
natha of Madura, dated in S. 1643, Subhakrit, recording gift of 
land to a certain Narasapantulu, probably a physician, who “ was 
to enjoy lands rent free, by offering prayer to Dhanvantri.” 

94 . C.P. No. 3 of 1911.—A record of Rani Marigammal, dated 
S. 1623, Vrisha, while “Vlra Verikatadeva Maharaya was ruling 
at Ghanagiri (Penukonda). Records gift of land for a feeding 
institute to a certain Subbayya Bhagavata. The inscription gives 
an instance of the formal acceptance of Vijayanagara suzerainty 
long after it ceased to exist. 

94 -A. C.P. No. 4 of 1910-11.—Orfginally in the hands of the 
District Judge of Madura and now in the museum. A Tamil 
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record dated in &. II05, Arigirasa (wrong), but in modern charac¬ 
ters thereby showing that it is a forgery. Records gift of a mafha, 
a flower garden and a well to a certain Nllakantha Pandarakkufti 
of Tondipatfanam by the Mudaliyandi Pannattar of Iravusari. 

95 . C.P. No. 9 of Appendix A, Mad. Ep. Rep., 1906.—Now 
preserved in the Madras Museum. This is a grant of the reign of 
Venkatapati Deva Raya in S. 1531, Saumya, recording the gift of 
the village of NaganallQru surnamed Muttuvlramahlpalasamu- 
dram to Brahmanas by the king at the request of the Naik of 
Madura, Muttu Vlrappa. [The record shows that in 1609 the 
Naik kingdom acknowledged the supremacy of Chandragiri. See 
my Hist. Naik. king., Madura, in Ind. Antq., 1916, p. 104. 

Muttuppatti (hamlet of Vadapalahgy). 

96 — 98 . 58—60 0/1910.—(Brahmi.) On the pillow side of a 
stone-bed on the hill and on a boulder of the same hill. Unread. 
[For the description of the Jain images and beds see Madr. Ep. 
Ri'p-, 1910, p. 77.] 

99 . 61 of 1910.— (Vatteluttu.) On the same boulder below a 
Jain figure. Records that KanakavTra Periadigal, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was a disciple of Kurandi Atta-upavasi-Bhatara 
of Venbu-nadu, caused this image to be cut in the name of the 
inhabitants of Kuyirkudi. (Modern Kljakkudi.) See No. 42 above. 

100 . 62 of 1910.—-(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that Maganandi, a disciple of Kurandi Ashta-upavasi, caused this 
image to be cut in the name of the inhabitants of the district. 

Pasumalai. 

100 -A. With Rev. Mr. Jones of this place. A Tamil C.P. 
grant of the fifteenth year of KOnerinmaikondan. Records gift 
of land to a Vaishnavamatha at Tjrumalirunjolai (Alagarmalai), 
and to Vikrama Pandya Vinnahar Alvar at Kilaikodumalur. 

Pechchi-pallam. 

The findings in this place are akin to those at Kongar-Puliyan- 
gulam, Kljakkudi, etc. Foundations of ruined buildings and Jain 
relics are still to be seen here. The Government Epigraphist points 
out in his Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, p. 78, that there is a large courtyard 
in front of a rock which “ bears a row of Jaina sculptures all facing 
east. Five of these are standing naked figures with a canopy of 
five serpent-hoods spreading overhead and attendant deities on 
the sides. They are undoubtedly representations of the seventh 
Tlrthaiikara Supar&va.” The following inscriptions have been 
copied:— " * 

101 . 64 of 1910.—(Vatteluttu.) Below a Jaina figure. Records 
that Gunamatiyar, mother of Ajjanandi, caused this image to be 
cut. See N.A. 710-D.

102 . 65 of 1910.—(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut on behalf of a certain 
Achchan SrTpalan, nephew of Anattavan Ma&Cnan, a disciple of 
Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this Palli- See No. 39 above. 

103 . 66 of 1910.—(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut by Kandan Porpattan of Sirukadaippuram, 
a pupil of Gunasenadeva who was in charge of this Patti. See No. 
39 above. 

104 . 67 of 1910.—(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was cut on behalf of Velan Sadaiyan, a shepherd 
of Parur in Milalai-kurram, by his wife. 

105 . 68 of 1910.—(Vatteluttu.) In the same place. Records 
that the image was caused to be cut by Kanakanandi, a servant of 
Tirukkurandi of Venbunadu. See No. 42 above. 

106 . 69 of 1910. - Records that this image was caused to be 
made on behalf of his younger brother by Araiyarigavidi, pupil 
of Gunasenadeva, who was in charge of this Palli.

10 7 . 75 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the manfapa 
of the Kalamegha-Perumal temple. Records in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit, gift of land by Basavana-NSyaka Timmappa-Nayaka. 
See No. 72 above. 

108 . 76 of 1905-—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
connected with the above epigraph and dated in S. 1473, expired, 
Virodhikrit.

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives a list of eleven inscriptions in 
this place, but with no details. 

109 . C.P. No. 61 of Mr . Sewell’s List. —(Tamil.) Records that 
Vlrasimha Taittu, a descendant of Marigammal (presented some¬ 
thing ?) in S. 1765 (A.D. 1843), BahudhSnya, to the Subrahmanya 
temple, four miles south of Madura. The dates are inconsistent 
and the first part of the inscription is in old Tamil while the latter 
part is in quite modern Tamil. 

110 . 490/1890.—On the east wall of the rock-cut cave, now 
called Umaiyctndan kOyil, on the south side of the local rock. A 
record of the seventh year of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya deva (I, 1216—35), 

# In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell says%“ An ancient Siva temple with many inscrip, 
tions, copies of two of which have been sent me. One is dated S. 1473 (A.D. 1551) 
and records a private gift of lands to the temple. The other records repairs carried out 
by Dalavai Setupati in 6. 1622 (A.D. 1700).” The first of these is evidently the same 
as No. 107 in the above list. 
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who boasts of having burnt Tanjore and UraiyQr and presented 
the ChOla country to a favourite of his (evidently Rajaraja III). 
[Edited by S. M. Natesa Sastri in Tam . and Sans. Ins., Arch. Sur 
5 . Ind., Vol. IV, pp. 43—55. The inscription refers to MadakkulakkrJ 
Madurai of the Madhurodaya valanadu and says that the king 
gave, at the instance of Malavarayar, the village of Sundara 
Pandyapuram or PulinkunrQru, situated to the east of the tank of 
Vlranarayanakkujam, for temple worship, service, etc., to*the 
Sthanapatis, Siva-Brahmanas, etc., of the temple of Sri Sundara 
Pandya i&varamudaiyar. Nelson gives a summary of the 
inscription in his Madura Manual . See also Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 
295, for Mr. Sewell's remarks which are of course antiquated. 

111 . On the inner gopuram of the Subrahmanya temple. A 
record of S- 1714, Paritapi, Pahguni 4, Wednesday, Suklapaksha 
dvitlya, Revati, saying that when “ Asata Kepila Napapu ” was 
ruling and “Amir Katar Sayapu ” was local Governor, and Raja- 
gOpal Rayar was diwan, a regiment of Europeans came to Madura, 
destroyed the temple, seized the town and were advancing 
further, when at the instance of the temple managers and local 
people, a certain Kutti, son of Vainlvi Muttukkaruppan, threw 
himself down, in order to stop the enemy from further progress, 
from the tower and that the grateful people gave his descendants 
some lands and shares in temple food offerings as a reward, 
themselves undertaking to pay the tax on the endowed lands. 
See No. 60-C above. Tam. and Sans. Ins., No. 28, pp. 41—43. 

111-A. On the north side of the tower. A record dated S. 1593 
(A.D. 1671). ( Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 295.) 

111-B. 37 of 1908.—(Vatteluttu ) On one of the pillars in the 
rock-cut cave. A record of the Pandya king Maranjadaiyan, dated 
sixth year. See Ind. Antq •, Vol- XXII, p. 67 ff. The king has not 
been identified. He might be the same as the sovereign who 
figures in Md. 21 and 22 above. 

112 . 333 of 1908.—On the pillow side of the Panchapandava 
beds on the eastern slope of the hill. Records in Brahmi charac¬ 
ters. Unread.

113 . 38 of 1908.—(Brahmi.) On a rock overhanging the 

Panchapandavar-padukkai- See Ep* Rep., 1908, p. 58. 

114 . 39 of 1908.—(Tamil.) Near the same rock. Records in 
the reign of the Saluva king Immadi-Nara&inga-Maharaya a gift 
for the merit of Narasana-Nayaka by the governor of Madurai- 
mandalam, to the temple of Vlrabhadra-Nayinar at VaruchchiyQr. 
Immadi Narasimha was the son of the usurper Saluva Nara&inga, 
to be ultimately overthrown by the Tuluva Narasana Nayaka.

114 -A. On the ardhamantapa of the Siva temple. A private 
gift of lands to the temple in S. 1400 (A.D. 1478). Antiquities , 
Vol. I, p. 295.

115 . C.P. No. 164 of Mr. Sewell's List .—Records a document 
belonging to the Alagarkovil temple, professing to be executed 
in S. 1311 (A.D. 1389)* Saumya. [The inconsistency of the dates 
and the nature of the inscription have made Mr. Sewell think that 
it is a modern forgery.] 

116 . C.P. No. 165 of Mr. Sewell's List .—Records another grant 
belonging to the same temple, and the same remarks as No. 164 
apply to it. As it stands, it professes to have been executed in 
S. 1135 (A.D. 1213), Ananda. 

117 . C.A No. 166 of Mr. Sewell's List. —Another document, 
precisely similar in its rough, clumsy execution to the above. It 
comes from the same temple. It professes to have been executed 
in S. 1394 (A.D. 1472), Virodhi, during the (imaginary) reign of 
“Mallikai Rayar, Arjuria Rayar, VirGpakshi Rayar, Srlranga Rayar, 
£ivasanku Rayar, Sapa&iva (? Sadasiva) Rayar, Gopala Rayar 
and Ramadeva Rayar. ” 

117 -A. Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions, No. 26.— A CP. grant, 
dated K. 4707* Ananda, Tai 15, saying that an assembly of the 
Naiks, Ambalakaras, Kavundas, etc., met, inquired into a suit 
between two cousins who were employed as watchmen in the 
Alagar temple, and divided the income incumbent upon their 
offices equally. The inscription is very interesting for the method 
of administering justice in those days. It refers to a father’s killing 
his son for suspicion of theft. See pp. 112—117. The inscription 
is said to be in the Collector’s office, Madura. 

118 . 334 of 1908.—On the pillow-side of one of the beds in the 
huge cavern known as Panchapandava-beds on the hill. A record 
in Brahmi characters. 

119 . 80 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a pillar of a mantapa in the 
temple of Sundararaja-Perumal. A damaged record of the Chola 
king Rajarajakesarivarman alias £rI-Rajarajad£va I, dated twenty- 
second year. Seems to register a gift of land. 

120 — 129 . 70—79 of 1910.—(Brahmi.) On the roof of the 
cavern called Panchapandavar-padukkai. “The inscriptions,” 
says Mr. Krishna Sastri, “are difficult of interpretation, being 
neither Pali nor Dravidian.” The numerous Jaina figures and beds 
and the Brahmi records “ existing in one and the same cavern, raise 
the suspicion that these caverns, once occupied by the Buddhists, 
were in a subsequent period appropriated by the Jaina ascetics.’’ 
(Mad. Ep. Rep., 1910, p. 80.)

130 . 561 of 1911* —(Brahmi.) On a rock of the cavern in the 
Panchapandavarkuttu hill. Not read. 

I3I.5620/1911. —(Vatteluttu.) Below the pedestal of a Jaina 
image on a rock to the left of the same cavern- Records that 
“ this image (tirumeni) was caused to be made by the glorious 
Ajjanandi.” See Nos. 13—20 above. 

132 . 563 oj 1911* (Vattejuttu verse.) On one of the stone 
beds in a second cavern on the same hill. Registers the several 
acts performed by a certain Pallidaraiyan, while he was in the 
service of the Pandya king (Valudi, Mlnavan). Amongst his 
services were the building of a bright vimdna , stopping the sea, 
protecting sacrifices at Tiruppodiyil by the powers of his scholar¬ 
ship, asceticism and saintliness. [The Government Epigraphist 
says that there is an apparent reference here to Agastya and the 
Podiya mountain, but no information about the age of the Pandya 
and Pallidaraiyan mentioned here is available. “ The Vatteluttu 
characters however suggest a period approximating to the ninth 
century. A.D-” 

133 . In a Muhammadan tomb (“ the tomb of Chandasa ”), on 
another part of the same hill. A much damaged Tamil record of 
S- 1 704, Sobhakrit .

134 . 395 of 1907.—(Vatteluttu.) On a boulder of the Pancha- 
pandavamalai near MclQr- Records that a certain Sarigaran 
Sirivallavan caused an image to be cut on the rock and gave thirty 
sheep for a lamp and an endowment for daily offerings. [A 
description of the Jain images of the place is given in Ep. Rep- % 
1910, p. 78. They are, in the Government Epigraphist’s opinion, 
remnants of a Jain temple or hermitage as at Settippodavu and 
PCchchippallam.] 

135 . 135 of 1903*—A Brahmi inscription. Unread.

136 . C.P. No. 162 of Mr. Sewell's List .—In the local choultry. 
Records grant of lands for the erection and maintenance of 
two choultries, in S. 1703, Kaliyuga 4882, Plava (A.D. 1781) in the 
village.

137 . C.P. No. 210 of Mr. Sewell's List .—In the local Siva temple. 
A record authorizing the local temple authorities to collect.tax 
from visitors. Dated in S. 1663, Durmati, A.D. 1741. 
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138 . On a stone in front of a large choultry. Records gift of 
lands in S. 1713. (Sewell’s Antiquities.) 

Meliir . 

139 . 133 of 1903.—Very much damaged. On a rock in the 
Panchapandavamalai near MelOr. 

140 . 134 0/1903.—On another rock in the same place. (Tamil.) 
A private record, dated VirOdhikrit, in modern characters. 

141 . 135 of 1903.—On a boulder in the same place. In archaic 
characters. 

Pudakkudi. 

141 -A. In front of one of the two local choultries. Records that 
it was erected in S. 1703 (A.D. 1781). 

141 -B. A C.P. grant in the “ Appar choultry ” recording gift of 
lands. 

Pulippatti . 

142 . 564 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On a rock near the Ayyanar 
temple. An unfinished and damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&Ckharadcva (I, 
1268—1308), “who was pleased to take every country/’ dated 
thirty-eighth year. Seems to record the gift of the village Singan- 
kulam to Puliyfir-udaiya-Nayanar by the residents of Padirikkudi, 
in Tenparappunadu. 

Tiruchchunai. 

Ancient Sulivaraganda. Besides the inscriptions given below 
Mr. Sewell gives two modern inscriptions, dated A.D. 1782, in the 
temple.. 

143 . 122 of I 903 -—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the local Agastyesvara temple. A record of the sixth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya who conquered 
the Chola country. (Was it Maravarman, who ruled from 1216 to 

1234 ?) 

144 . 123 of 1903-—'(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the eleventh year of Sundara Pandya, making a gift of land. 

145 . 124 of 1903.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record of 
the ninth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva record¬ 
ing gift of land. 

146 . 125 of I 903 -—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete epigraph of the fourteenth year of Jatavar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara Pandya “ who conquered 
every country,” regarding a gift of land. [Mentions a certain 
Vaidyadhiraja. This king ruled from 1251 to 1264.] 

147 . 126 of I 903 -—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Pandya (I, 1216—35), making a gift of land. 
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148 . 127 0/1903.—(Tamil.) At the entrance into the garbha- 
griha of the same shrine. An incomplete inscription of the seventh 
year of Parakrama Pandya recording gift of paddy for offerings to 
a shrine of Ganapati. 

149 . 128 0/1903.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. An epigraph of the eleventh year of 
Sundara Pandyadeva about a gift of land. Mentions a Samanta 
named Vira&irigadCva, and a village called Sulivaraganda in Suravi 
nadu. 

150 . 129 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A similar 
record as the above. 

151 . 130 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the fourth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara PancjyadCva. Mentions the thirteenth year of Kula- 
s£kharad£va. 

152 . 131 of 1903.—On the same wall. Dated in the twenty- 
seventh year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva 
(Jatdvarman, 1190—1217). A gift of land mentions Tiruvarapati 
nadu. Date corresponds to Wednesday, 29th March 1217. See 
Ep. Iml , Vol. VIII, p. 275. 

153 . 132 of 1903.—On the front of the same temple. A record 
of the thirteenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulaiekharadeva 
(Jatavarman, 1190—1217), corresponding to Thursday, 6th October 
1216. Gift of land. Ibid. 

Tiruvddavur. 

154 . 1360/ 1903.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up at Tiruvadavur. 
A damaged record of the sixteenth year of Maravarman Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Sundara Pandya (I, 1216—35), who took the Chola 
country and performed the anointment of heroes and victors at 
M u d i k o n d a & 0 1 a p u r a m. 

155 . 137 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On a slab lying in the big tank 
in the same place. A damaged record of Vi&vanatha Naik, record¬ 
ing gift for the merit of Muttu Vlrappa Naiker Aiyan. 

Velampatti. 

156 -A. C.P. No. 163 of Mr. Sewells List. —Records grant of a 
choultry in the village in S. 1 571 * K. 4750, Virodhi (A.D. 1649). 
Mr. Sewell doubts its genuineness. 

156 -B. On a stone in front of the choultry. Records grant of 
lands in S. 1571 by Muttuliriga, son of Tondiliriga Nayaka. 

Nilakkottai Taluk. 

Krishna pur am. 

157 . C.P. No. 20 of Mr. Sewells List. —(Telugu.) Records a 
grant of the village to a Brahman in S. 1600, Kalayukti, by Muttu 
Alakadri, younger brother of the Madura Nayaka Chokkanatha, 
127 
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who reigned from A.D. 1660 to 1682. The grant was made in the 
year in which Ajakzdri was in power in the place of his brother . 
[For the circumstances under which this happened see Madura 
Manual , Taylor's O.H. MSS. and my Hist., Ndik King , Madura , in 
Antq] Alakadri recognizes the nominal suzerainty of SrT 
Vlrapratapa SrT Rariga Raya Maharaja. 

Kuruvitturai. 

158 . 3180/1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Chitrarathavallabha-Perumal temple. Records in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin SrTvallabhadeva that a native of Mangadu, a village in 
Marigadu-nadu in PuliyGr-kottam, a district of Tondai-mandalam, 
made a gift of a number of lands collectively named Kula£ekhara- 
marigalam to the temple of Tiruchchakkarattalvar at Solantaka- 
chaturvedimarigalam in PaganGr-kGrram and registers an order of 
the king regarding certain changes to be made in these lands. 
Mentions Pardkki ra m a pan diyan-kallanai. 

159 . 319 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year the confirmation of a previous grant made 
to the SrI-Vaishnavas of the temple, by order of Kalihgarayan. 
[The throne of Maravarman Kula£ekhara I was named after 
Kalihgarayan.] 

160 . 320 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-second year (of ?) confirms a previous grant made to the 
SrI-Vaishnavas of the temple, by order of Kalihgarayan. 

161 . 321 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
seventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin SrTvallabhadeva. Records gift of gold by a mer¬ 
chant of Keralantakapuram in Nerkkuppai-nadu, for offerings to 
the image of Uyyakkondalvar set up by him in the temple of 
“ Paramasvamin who was pleased to stand ” at Tiruchchakkara- 
tlrtham in Paganur-kGrram. [SrTvallabha was a contemporary of 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya [, 1216—35.] 

162.322 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin SrTvallabhadeva. Records in his twenty-second year that 
the grant mentioned in No. 159 above was issued while the king 
was seated on his throne in his palace at Madura on the eastern 
side of Madakkulam. 

163 . 323 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the second year of the Pandya king Jata¬ 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin SrTvallabhadeva gift of 
money for a lamp to the temple of the god (emberuman) at 
Tii;uchchakkaratlrtha. [This inscription apparently is the one 
referred to in Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Inscrns ., 
No. 16, pp. 8-9.] 
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164 . 324 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of 
the same shrine. Records in the sixteenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin SrTvallabhadeva 
that further changes were made in the lands granted under the 
name Kulasekharamahgalam by a native of Mangadu (see No. 158 
above), on account of a mistake committed by the ryots, which 
was reported by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimangalam. 

165 . 325 of 1908.—(Tamil and Grantha.) On the south wall of 
the same shrine. Registers the lease to a Brahmana of a specified 
temple land in Parakkiramapandiyan-kattalai, situated to the east 
of Pardkkir amapandiyan kallanai . [No. 17 of Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Inscrns ., p. 9.] See No. 158. 

166 . 326 of 1908.—(Tamil and Grantha.) On the same wall. 
Dated in the reign of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Srlvallabhadeva. Refers in his ninth year to the 
same lease which is here stated to have been made at the instance 
of Kalingaraya. See No. 161 above. 

167 . 327 of 1908.—(Tamil and Grantha.) On the south and 
east walls of the mantapa in front of the same shrine. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kulasc'kharadeva (I, ? 1190—1217), dated fifteenth year. 
Refers to the construction of a mantapa and a mdligai named 
after the king. The work is said to have been undertaken at the 
instance of a native of Tirunelveli alias Kulasekharachaturvedi- 
mahgalam in Kllvembanadu. See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns No. 13, 

pp. 6 7. 

168 . 328 of 1908.—(Tamil, verse.) At the entrance into the 
kitchen of the same temple. A record of the Pandya king Para- 
krama-Pandya in his ninth year. Mentions Srlvallava-Vinnagar. 
Below the inscription is engraved an incomplete introduction 
beginning with the words tirumagal jayamagal f, etc. 

169 . 329 of 1908.—(Tamil, verse.) On a pillar lying in the 
courtyard of the same temple. Records that the pillar was the 
gift of Sirrambalamudaiyan Pandararigi-Vanan. 

169 -A. On the south side door-jamb of the mani-mantapam. A 
record of Sundara Pandya Brahmadhi alias Somayaji Srlvallabha 
of Tirunilaikal-Punnamahgalam. Tam. and Sans. Inscrns ., No. 14, 
pp. 7-8. 

169 -B. On the door-jamb of the kitchen. A fragmentary record 
of the ninth year of Tennava Parakrama Pandya, Sirivana-vanji- 
vallava, etc. Ibid., No. 15, p. 8. 

Met tuppatti . 

170 . 44 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the north, south and east walls 
of the temple, on the hill. Records in S. 1410, expired, Kllaka, a 
gift by Timmachchi-Nayakar Tirumalaiyan of Tondai-mandalam, 
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a feudatory of Mahabali-Vanadhiraja. The hill is called Siddha- 
malai. Mahabali Vanadhiraja was not improbably the son of that 
Mahabali Vana who embraced the creed of Prabandhic Vaishna- 
vism as taught by Sri Manavala Mahamuni.] 

171 . 45 of 1908.—(Brahmi.) On the beds in the Pancha- 
pandavar-padukkai in a cavern on the same hill. Unread. 

172 . 46 of 1908.—(Tamil.) In the same cavern. Contains the 
name Tripuradeviyar with the syllable Sri prefixed to it. [The 
name might have been cut at the instance of the Tantric Teacher 
referred to in the next epigraph.] 

173 . 47 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the rock near the sandals 
engraved close to the same cavern. Records that a native of 
Vikramacholapuram named Selvagnanasambandar got the sandals 
engraved of Sahajanandanatha. The latter was “ author of the 
Manoramd, a commentary on the Anandalahari .” In the colophon 
of this work he is described as the pupil of the ascetic Sachchi- 
danandanatha, who, according to the Catalogus Catalagorum, was 
also the teacher of Vidyanandanatha, author of the Tantric work 
Saubhagya-ratndkara. As Vidyanandanatha is said to have been a 
native of the Tamil country (Drdvidavishaya) at the end of the 
Saubhagya-ratndkara (Dr. Hultzsch’s Rep., Sons. AfSS., Ill, p. 59) it 
is not unlikely that his fellow-disciple Sahajanandanatha also 
belonged to Southern India.” Ep. Rep., 1908, p. 91, para. 99. See 
also Tn. 304-M. 


Sdlavandan. 

174 . 118 <7/1910.—(Vatteluttu.) On a slab set up on the plat¬ 
form of the railway station. An epigraph of the fourteenth year 
of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran. Records gift of 25 cows for a 
lamp, to the “big temple” at Tirumaygnanam which was a 
brahmadeya in Paganur-kurram, by the wife of Tennavan Anuk- 
kapperaraiyan alias Panaiyan Manikkan who was a native of 
Perum-Paganur. [He was an early chief, but the materials are 
not sufficient to identify him with any in the Vejvikudi list. He 
might be either Jatilavarman who was the donor of the Velvikudi 
grant or his grandfather.] 

175 . 78 of 1905* On the west wall of the central shrine in 
the Janakanarayana temple. Dated in £.1530, expired. Gift of 
land. 

176 . 79 of 1905 - (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A damaged inscription of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KOnerinmaikondan. 

177 . 80 of I 905 - (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the second year of Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara Pandyadeva (I or II ?) remitting certain taxes on the occasion 
of his coronation. 
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178 . 81 0/1905.—(Tamil.) In the same place. Records in the 
second year of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekhara- 
deva (I ?, 1190—1217) a fresh settlement of the assessment in certain 
lands. 

179 . 82 of 1905.—(Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A record of the second year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Sundara Pandya. Registers a grant similar to the above 
epigraph and refers to the twenty-seventh year (apparently of 
the king's predecessor). 

Tchkarai (near Solavandan). 

180 . 5 0/1894.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Mulanatha 
shrine. Records gift of land in the reign of the Pandya king Ko- 
Jatavarman alias Kula&ekharadgva to the mulasthana temple. The 
date of the record is doubtful. 

181 . 6 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Dated in the 
reign of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias SrI-Vallabhadeva. 
Records in the third year gift of land. Edited in Tam . and Sans. 
Inscrns ., pp. 4 5. The king might be the same as the contemporary 
of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I, 1216—35.] 

182 . 70/1894.—(Sanskrit and Tamil.) On the west wall of 
the same shrine. A record of the Pandya king Parakrama Pandya 
recording in his third year gift of land. 

183 . 8 of 1894.- (Tamil.) On the south wall of the same shrine. 
Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias 
KulasCkharadeva. Records gift of gold by a chief from southern 
Kongu. [Was the king the sovereign who ruled from 1190 to 1217 ?] 

184 . 9 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias Parakrama- 
Pandya-deva. [Is this identical with the inscription of nine lines 
beginning with Parakrama Vikrama Pandya which Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri refer to ?] 

185 . 10 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
fourth year of the Pandya king Ko-Jatavarman alias SrT-Vallabha- 
d£va gift of a lamp. See No. 181 above. 

186 . II of 1894.—-(Tamil.) On the inside of the north wall 
of the second prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record 
of the Pandya king Ko-Jatfivarman alias Vikrama-Pandyadeva, 
dated fourth year. [There was a king of this name who was the 
contemporary of Vlrachampa and who lived about A.D. 1315.] 

187 . 12 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the same side of the same wall. 

A damaged record of the Pandya king Ko-Maravarman alias 
Stmdara-PandyadCva (I, 1216—35), 4 ‘who distributed the Chola 

country (among Brahmanas),” dated ninth year. 

188 . 13 of 1894.—(Tamil ) On the inside of the south wall of 
the same prakara. Records in the second year the Pandya king

190 . On a stone on the western side of the garbhagriham . 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri give the beginning alone of an inscrip¬ 
tion of 46 lines and this shows that it is dated in S. 1551, Paritapi 
(date is inconsistent). See Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., p. 5, No. II. 

191 . On the south side wall of the garbhagriham. A frag¬ 
ment at the end of an inscription written by Tiruvltipillai alias 
Vldividangan Maninayakan and testified to by “ Sendappiran, 
the barber attached to this temple.” Ibid., p. 5, No. 10. [This may 
be the end of one of the inscriptions above.] 

192 . 121 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara in the Mfilasthanesvara temple. Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konermaikondan records in his fourth year gift of land to the 
ascetics in the Vananayakan-//m///rt situated south of the temple of 
Mulasthanam Udaiyar in Ten-Kallaga-nadu, by certain residents 
of Solakulantaka-chaturvedimarigalam in Paganurkurram. 

193 . 122 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35), “who was pleased to take the Chola 
country ” recording in his fourth year a gift of land to the same 
mat ha. 

194 . 123 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged and incomplete record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva 
(1268-1308) “ who was pleased to take all countries,” dated twenty- 
third year. Mentions Ten-Kallaganadu. Ep. Ind., Vol. X, p. 262. 

195 . 1240/ [910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I), “ who was pleased to take all countries,” 
dated twenty-eighth year. Quotes the tenth year of Sundara- 
Pandyadeva and mentions the Alalasundaran-tirumadam in the 
same temple. Ibid-, p. 263. Mr. Sewell calculates the date to be 
Sunday, 27th November A.D. 1295. 

196 . 125 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment 

of record of the Pandya Kulasekharadeva, “who was pleased 
. . . dated twenty-seventh year. Mentions Ten-Kallaganadu. 

[Most probably the same king as in the above epigraph is 
referred to.] 

197 . 1260/1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kulasekharadeva (I), “who was pleased to take all countries,” 
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dated fourteenth year. Mentions the Tirujnanasambandan-tiruma- 
dam in the same temple. See Ep. /«</., „Vol. XT, p. 263, where Mr. 
Sewell fixes the date to be Sunday, September 2lst, A.D. 1281. The 
matha was presided over by the MudaliySrs of the Pandaraiiga- 
vanar Santana, one of whom was UmayOrupagar of Kula&ekhara- 
puram or Atkondan.

On the fifth pillar in the same 
place. Dated in the second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadCva. Records gift of 
land by the assembly of Solantaka-chaturvedimarigalam to the 
servants of the yOgasthfma of Karravar-dasar situated in the ninth 
hamlet of the village. See Ep. TncL , Vol. XI, p. 261, where Mr. 
Sewell discusses the details of the date (Mithuna 20, Purvapaksha, 
Wednesday, AnurSdha). He says that it is regular; that it suits 
neither Jatavarman Kula&ekhara I nor Maravarman Kula&ekhara II;

On a pillar in the gopura of the 
same temple. A mutilated record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadGva (I ?), date of 
which is lost. Contains portions of the historical introduction of the 
king.

—Records a deed exe¬ 
cuted in the name of all the inhabitants of a village called Vira 
Bhtipalasamudram, jointly with Raghunatha Ayya, agent of one 
yehkata Raya, in S. 1665 (A.D. 1743), Rudhirodgari, Wednesday, 
Avani 18, Trayoda£i, establishing a band of trumpeters and 
drummers in the Siva temple of their village.

The band consisted of six men, and these were to be paid six pons 
and seven panams each month. This sum was to be collected in 
this manner:—one pon from the palace endowments, three pons 
from the wages of the inhabitants, and two panams from the temple 
endowments. The payment was to be made by the responsible men, 
in kind, “ at the rate at which paddy is then sold in the village.”

Records an 
agreement drawn up by eight men who represented the eight 
communities of banker, Nattamai, Komatis, Muhammadans, 
Kavundas, Weavers, Nadars, Vaniyars of the village near Madura 
in S. 1641 (expired) (A.D. 1719), Vikari (Tai 13, Wednesday, pG&a, 
Da&ami) promising to give a share of their gains annually to 
support the ritual of their village temple. The shares are enume¬ 
rated and of an interesting kind, The grant is stated to have 
been executed with the consent of the Sabha, the “ Palace agent " 
Kulappa Naik, Kaval Ettilappa Naik, etc. Vijaya Rahga Chok- 
kanatha (1705—31) was then in power at Madura.

[Mlnakshi, 
the last of the Nayakkas, was then ruling at Madura, which 
finally fell under sway of the Muhammadans in the ensuing year.]

270 . 6090/1893.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the shrine in 
the Subrahmanya temple. A record in Rudhirftdgarin of Vlra- 
Nanjana-Udaiyar. (Noticed by Mr. Sewell. See also Ins., S. Dts ., 
p. 75, No. 17. Records grant of land belonging to the village of 
KalayamuttOr. 

271 . 610 0/1893.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
Vilambin of the Vijayanagara king Dcvaraya-Mallikarjunaraya 
(1422—65). Records gift of land. Noticed by Mr. Sewell in his 
Antiquities. See Ibid., No. 16. Gift of Eravamahgalam village 
to the God Yellaya Tamburanar for worship. 

272 . 611 of 1893.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Ko-Jatavarman alias Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 
Apparently inscription 4 in Mr. Sewell’s list. See Ibid., p. 73 > 
No. II. It gives the date of the grant as fifteenth year of the king. 
Was he the king who came to the throne in 1253 ? 

273 . 612 0/1893. -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-MahSraya in S. 1442, expired, 
Vikrama. Records a gift by a tributary, Kondayadeva Maharaja, 
son of £ennarajayya. Noticed by Mr. Sewell also. Sec also Ibid., 
p. 74, No. 13. It says that Kondayadeva Maharaja granted the 
village Kalayamuttur as free gift to the God Velaviidhaperumal. 

273 -A. On the Vimanam in the temple of Dandayudhasvami 
on the Sivagirimalai. Records that Konerinmaikondan granted the 
village AvanivendanellOr for the offering of food and worship to 
the God Pillaiyar Avanivandar and Sthanattar. Ibid., p. 73, No. 10. 

273 -B. Below the above. Records that Vira-Pandyadeva 
granted some land in the village of Palani during the eighth year 
of his reign to the God Pillayar. Ibid., No. 12. 

273 -C. In the Dandayudhapani temple. Records that Rama- 
rayar and Navakumbavandan granted 612 mas of land in the 
village of Sundara PandyanellQr to the God Dandayudhasvami 
in the reign of Konerinmaikondan. Ibid., No. 14. 

273 -D. On the east of vimanam in the temple. Records that 
the inhabitants of Amarapandyanellur granted the village of 
Sundara-PandyanellGr to the God Nayanar in the twenty-sixth 
year of the reign of Vlrapandyadeva. Ibid., No. 15. 

273 -E. On the west of the inner temple of Lakshmlnarayanap- 
perumal at Palani village. Records a grant ^)f the land of 
Nattamkolam tank belonging to the village of Ayakkudi to the 
God, and three Vaishnava Brahmans. Ibid,, No. 18. 
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273-F. On the north of inner temple of Lakshmlnarayanap- 
perumal. Records the grant of a garden by an Ayyangar in the 
fifteenth year of Sundarapandyadeva. Ins., S. Dts., p. 23, No. 19. 

273-G. On the north side of the mahamantapam in the 
Periya Avadaiyar temple. Records that the people of Srlmanga- 
lam village gave in the reign of Siviledeva half a ma and one 
kani of land to the God. Ibid., No. 20. 

273-H. West of the above. Records that Konerinmaikondan 
granted five mas of land to God Subrahmanya. Ibid., No. 21. 

273-1. North of the inner temple. A damaged record of the 
fourth year of Rajarajadeva. Ibid., No. 22. 

0^3-J. On a stone at the foot of the Palani mountain near a 
canal. A damaged^ grant of Kumarachinnappanayaka to God 
Velayudhasvami in Ananda. Ibid., p. 85, No. 48. 

274 . C.P. 24 of Mr. ScwclVs List. —(Tamil.) Records the erection 
of a chattram by a pilgrim named Verna Reddi,on the Palani hills. 
The epigraph is engraved by his descendant Raiiga Reddi in S. 
1728 (A.D. 1806), Akshaya, “ in the reign of Mahgammal and under 
the management of Immacii, Kumara Chinnoba Naik of Palani.” 
The Reddis give an agreement that for the maintenance of the 
charity and for worship they will pay a tax of two panams by the 
bridegroom and two by the bride in every marriage, etc. The first 
portion of the grant contains a great eulogy of Subrahmanya. 
See Tam. and Sans. Ins., No. 32, pp. 131—36. [Mahgammal as a 
matter of fact ruled only from 1689 to 1704.] 

275. C.P. 15 0/1911.—(Tamil.) A record of K. 4765,5. 1438 
(the dates do not agree), Plavaiiga, registering the construction of 
a mat ha called Tirumlakandar madam at Palani-nagaram and 
sanctioning certain specified fees for its maintenance. 

276. A C.P. grant belonging to the Palani temple (No. 31 of 
Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tam. and Sans. Ins., pp. 125—31). 
Records that in the reign of ChinnOba Naik (whose genealogy is 
given) of the Vaikapuri province (who was a polygar under the 
Madura Naiks who are enumerated down to Tirumal Naik), the 
Viramudivalars of the four countries of Chera, Chola, Pandya and 
Tonda, undertook to maintain the charity of feeding six persons 
every new moon and twelve persons every Monday in the Matham 
of the £iva temple. One Chidambaramudaiyar Sivan was ordered 
in K. 4584 (A.D. 1483), Tai. 15, Monday (pusa) to conduct the charity. 
The charity was to be maintained by contributions of the Vlra- 
mudivalars throughout the country at the rate of two panams for 
every family, one panam for every bridegroom, one for the 
bride and half panam for every Pillayar pQjai feast. The inscrip¬ 
tion is full of fulsome praises of the polygar and gives* an 
imaginary list of Vijayanagar and Madura rulers.

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277 . 706 of 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of the 
Periya UdaiySr temple near Palani. A record of the Kerala king 
Vlranarana Vlrakeraja. Mentions in his eleventh year the village 
of Iravimarigalam. This and the following epigraphs show that 
the Kerala dynasty owned possessions which extended as far as 
Palani. The identification of this chief is for the present 
impossible. See Cb. 106. 

278 . 707 of 1905.—(Vatfeluttu.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record of the Kerala king VlranSranar Vlrakeraja, dated 
in his eighth year. Mentions Kodaimarigalam and Amarabhujamga. 
SeeCb. 106. Vlra Kerala was a title assumed by various kings, and 
it is impossible to exactly identify the present king. [Was he a 
contemporary of VlranarSyana ParSntaka Choja (906—47) ?] 

279 . 7080/1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king VlranSrana AtisayasOladeva, dated thirty- 
first year. In the fourth line the inscription runs into Tamil. 

280 . 709 61/1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat¬ 
ed record of the Kerala king Vlrakeraja Amarabhujamgavarman 
dated twenty-third year. Mentions NaraiyanQr-nadu. 

281 . 710 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. The Kerala 
king Kerala Adhirajaraja Rajarajadeva records in his fourth year a 
gift by the queen of Atisayachola alias Adhirajarajadeva. See 
Tinnevelly 83. 

282 . 711 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Kerala king Vlrakeraja Adhirajarajadeva, dated 
fortieth year. Refers to the building of a hall and mentions Kodai- 
marigalam. 

283 . 712 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin SrTvallabhadeva, the date of which is lost. [Was he 
the contemporary of Maravarman Sundara Pandya I (1216 —35) ?] 

284 . 713 of 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the south wall of the same 
temple. A mutilated record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja Amara- 
bhujarhgavarman, dated twenty-eighth year. Records a sale of 
land and mentions a native of Purarigarambai-nadu. See No. 278. 

285 . 7146/ 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. Records 
in the twenty-ninth year the Kerala king Viranarana Vlrakeraja 
gift of a gold ornament. See No. 278. 

286 . 715 of 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A muti¬ 
lated record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja VTranarana, dated sixth 
year. Mentions Ve&alippadi. See No. 277 above. 

287 . 716 of 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of the Keraja king Vlrakeraja Amarabhujam¬ 
gavarman, the date of which is lost. See Cb. Nos. 121 and 120 
where Ravlvarma and AmarabhGjariga are implied to be the same, 
[Were Vlrakeraja and Kokkandan Ravi the same ?] 
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288 . 717 of 1905 *—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 

record of the Chola (?) king ParakGsarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 

chakravartin Perumal Vlracholadeva, “who reigned over the two 

Korigus together,” the date of which is lost. Mentions the temple 

of Parame£uramudaiyar of Iravarur in Vaigavi-nadu.

289 . 718 of 1905.—(Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A mutilat¬ 
ed record of Vlranarana Ati&ayasOladGva, the date of which is lost. 

290 . 719 of 1905. —(Vattejuttu.) On the same wall. A much- 
damaged record of Vlranarana Ati£ayasOjadeva, the date of which 
is lost. See No. 279. 

291 . 720 of 1905.'-(Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Vlranarana Ati&ayasoladSva, the date of which 
is lost. Next to this is a much-damaged Chola inscription in Tamil 
characters. See No. 279. 

292 . 721 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the Periya- 
vudaiyar temple. Records in the twenty-eighth year of Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin KonGrinmaikondan gift of land. Mentions Kodai- 
mangalam alias Ella&Ola-chaturvGdimarigaiam in VaigavQr-nacJu. 
The temple is called Iruviral-ParamG&varam-Udaiya-Nayanar. 
Refers to the goddesses set up by Vikrama-Pandya-Gariganara- 
yana-Chakravartin.

293 . 455 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the door post of the central 
shrine in the Chole&vara temple; left side. Dated in the reign 
of the Chola (?) king Vikrama-ChOladeva (lll8—35). Records in 
his twentieth year the gift of the door-post by a native of 
^ulariyQr in Andanadu. [It seems that the king might be the 
Korigu chief who ruled from 1004 to 1045.] 

294 . 456 of 1907.—(Tamil ) In the same place; right side. 
Dated in the eighteenth year of Chola (?) king VlrarajGndradGva- 
Records the gift of the door-post by a native of PulariyQr in 
PorigalQr Kananadu (PorigalQkka-nadu). 

295 . 457 of 1907.—(Tamil.) (Noticed by Mr. Sewell in his Anti¬ 
quities, I, p. 288.) On the north wall of the same shrine. A fragment 
of record of the Chola king Vikrama-ChojadGva, dated twenty- 
second year. Close to this is another fragment belonging to the 
ninth year of the reign of a Pandya king whose name is lost. 

296 . 458 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of RajakGsarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin, the date of which is lost. Records the gift of a 
lamp to the shrine of Nachchinarkiniyar. Another fragment refers 
itself to the reign of a Pandya king whose name is lost. A third 
one is dated in the eleventh year of some king. Nachchinarkini¬ 
yar reminds us of the Tamil commentator. See Cb. No. 23* 
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297 . 459 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the rock north of the shrine in 
the same temple. Records in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadfcva 
gift of money for offerings to the temple of Ariyapirattlchchura- 
mudaiySr (at Tiruppakkiyam in Anda-nadu ?). [It is difficult to 
say whether the king was he who ascended the throne in 1251 or 
1270 or 1276.] 

298 . 460 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of Tri~ 
bhuvanachakravartin Konerkondan. Refers to a disturbance in 
the ninth year of the king’s reign. 

299 . 461 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Briha- 
damba shrine in the Cholisvara temple. Records in the reign 
of Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl-Vlrarajen- 
dradeva gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of ChandeSvara- 
Pillaiyar. The date of the record is lost. The king referred to 
was apparently not the ChO[a but the Kongu one. See No. 302. 

300 . 4620/1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the eighth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva 
gift of money for a lamp to the shrine of Tiruppandisvaramudaiyar. 
[It is doubtful whether the king was a Chola or Kongu ChOla. See 
No. 293 above.] 

301 . 463 0/1907. —(Tamil.) On the same wali. An incomplete 
record of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerimaikondan, dated 
thirteenth year. Seems to record the grant of certain privileges. 

302 . 464 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragment 
of record of Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
rajendradeva, date of which is lost. The temple pGjaris who were 
entrusted with the endowment seem to be the same as in No. 300 
above. [Vlrarajendra was not improbably the Kongu ruler who 
ruled from 1207 to 1252.] 

303 . 465 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of Tribhuvanachakravartin. 

304 . 466 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record, dated eighth year. The name 
of the king is lost. 

305 . 467 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva 
(unidentified), dated third year. 

306 . 468 of 1907— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the fifth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of money for a lamp to the 
temple of Udaiyar Tiruppandisvaramudaiyar at Alvankoil alias 
VlraSoJadevanallur. [Was he the Kongu Pandya who ruled from 
1265 to 1281 ?] 
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307 . 469 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twenty-ninth ypar of the Pandya king JatSvarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-PSndyadeva gjft for offerings to the 
temple of Pandl£uramudaiya-Nayanar at Alvankoil in Anda-nadu. 
See No. 297 above. 

308 . 470 of 1907.—fTamil.) On the north, west and south 
walls of the Kadall-Narasimha-Perumal temple in the same 
village. Records in Jaya the building of the temple of Kadirinaga- 
natha-Perumal and of a tank by an agent of Vlrappa-Nayakkar 
Aiyan, “ who levied tribute from every country.” 

309 . 471 of 1907.—(VatteJ.uttu.) On a boulder north of the 
same temple. A damaged record of KandakUttalan, dated fourth 
year. Registers provision for offerings and lamps by a certain 
Paradayan Brahmasrlrajan. 

310 . 472 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On a rock in a field to the west of 
the same village. Records in modern characters, in Jaya, a private 
gift. Mentions Tirumalai Sinnappa-NSyakkar. See the next 
epigraph. 

Poduvdr patti. 

310 -A—C. This place is noticed by Mr. Sewell. On a stone 
near the tank is an undated epigraph recording a private grant to 
the local temple. There is another on a stone near it, carved with 
five female figures", recording a grant of land to the same. In the 
local mosque is an inscription stating that Tirumala Chinnappa 
Naik gave in Raktakshi, some lands to a Muhammadan. \A71ti- 
tjtiitics , I, p. 288.] Tirumala Chinnappa Naik was the family title 
of the Virupakshi Polygars. For their history see Mack. MSS., Vol. 
VI (17-5-52), pp. 30—85. 

Porulur . 

311 . 145 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a broken slab lying in the 
compound of the Perumal temple. Refers in the ninth year of 
the Pandya king Vlra-Pandyadeva to the setting up of an image of 
Pillaiyar (Ganapati) and to a gift of money for a lamp. 

Tevattur. 

312 . 155 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a rock west of the village. A 
much damaged record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerimai- 
kondan, dated thirteenth year. Refers to Deviyarturai in Anda- 
nadu. 

Periyakulam Taluk. 

Bddhindyakanur. 

313 . C.P. No. 13 of 1911.—A record of Fasli 1213 ( Krodhana, 
1805--6), recording the construction of a mdl (palace?) for Rasayya 
Pandyanar, the then Zemindar, and the gift of a copper-plate 
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charter by him to four Manradis of the village of Agamalai. [For 
the history of the Bodhinayakanur chiefs see Taylor’s Restored 
Mack . MSS., Vol. II, pp. 228—35.] 

Devadanappatti. 

313 -A. A C.P. grant in the possession of the temple priest, said 
to have been executed by Tirumal Naik of Madura (A.D. 1623— 
59 )- Antiquities , I, p. 290. 

Gudalur. 

314 . 420 of 1907.—(Tamil.) (Noticed by Mr. Sewell.) On a 
slab set up in the Alagiri-Perumal temple. Records in the reign of 
Kula^ekhara-Perumal, in S. 1591, expired and K.A. 844, Kllaka, gift 
of land in Gudalur by the king to Ncdumakkal-Panikkar in order to 
provide for worship at the following temples. Marigaladevi- 
Amman, Alagar, Vanmlkanathasvamin, Periya.rru-Sasta, Punai- 
yarru-Sasta and Nadaikkal Bhagavati. 

Kambam. 

315 . 421 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya temple. Records in the tenth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana-chakravartin Vlra-PandyadSva, 
“ who took Ijam (Ceylon), Kohgu and Sola-man da lam”, gift of land 
to the shrine of Sevagattevar alias Tiruchchendapidittapillai. [He 
was evidently the sovereign who came to the throne in A.D. 1253.] 

Kottagudi. 

316 . 3890/1914.—(Tamil.) On a pillar set up near the Gane&a 
temple A mutilated record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanacha- 
kravartin, dated sixth year. Mentions Turaiyur-nadu. Two sides 
of the pillar bear no inscription. 

317 . 390 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the pillar set up near the 
dhvaja stambha of the same temple. A damaged record. 

318 . 391 0/1914.—(Tamil.) On a pillar set up in a street of 
the same village. An incomplete record of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva, dated 
eighth year Arpa&i 13, Monday. Mentions TuraiyQr nadajvan. 
See No. 315 above. 

Kullapuram. 

319 . 141 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Sundararaja-Perumal temple. The historical intro¬ 
duction begins pumalar-tiruvum, dated second year. End built in. 

320 . 142 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman seeming to record the gift of a flower 
garden. The historical introduction begins pumaruviyd tirumadan - 
dai . End built in. 

321 . 143 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records in the nineteenth year of the Pandya king Mara¬ 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Papdyadeva, “ who 
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took the Chola country and was pleased to perform the anoint¬ 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacholapuram ” gift of lands for the 
maintenance of two flower gardens belonging to the temple of 
Alagiyamanavalapperumal; one of the two donees iwas a native 
of Idavai. The king was the first of this name and ruled from 
1216 to 1235. 

322 . 144 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and mutilated record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, “ who took the Chola 
country and was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at 
Mudigondacholapuram, dated nineteenth year. Seems to record a 
gift of land. See the above epigraph. 

323 . 145 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. Built in at the beginning. Mentions 
KadQrin Malai-mandalam. 

324 . 146 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the NllakanthO&vara temple 
in the same village. Records in the nineteenth year of the 
Pandya king Sundara-PandyadOva gift of land for conducting 
festivals, etc., in the temples of Tirumarudanduraiyudaiya Naya- 
nar, and Rajaraja-I&varamudaiya Nayanar at KodalUr alias Raja- 
chudamani-chaturvedimangalam in Ala-nadu. 

325 . 147 of 1908.—{Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the nineteenth year (of a certain king) gift of land to the same two 
temples by the donor of the above epigraph. 

326 . 1480/1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Vinayaka 
shrine in the same temple, A damaged record of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216—35), “ who was pleased to take the Chola country,” dated 
fifth year. Mentions Rajaraja-I&varam-Udaiyar at Rajachudamani- 
chaturvOdi-mahgalam in Ajanadu. 

327 . 149 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up on the bund of 
the tank in the same village. Records in the ninth year of the 
Pandya king Vlra-PandyadOva the remission of fishing taxes (pasip - 
pdltam) to those who remove silt from the tank at Rajachudamani- 
chaturvedimangalam.

328 . 409 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the RajOndrachOle&vara temple. Records in the twenty- 
sixth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Kula&ekharadeva “ who was pleased to take every 
country ” gift of lamps. Built in at the end. The temple is called 
Rajendra-CholT&varamudaiya-Nayanar. Mentions Alangulam in 
Menedungala-nadu and the muppaduvaftam of the temple. [The 
king ruled from 1268 to 1308.] 
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329 . 410 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. The temple is 
called Rajendra-Choll^varamudaiya-Nayinar at Periyakulam in 
Nedungula-nadu. Built in Virodhikrit at the end. 

330 . 411 0/1907.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara 
Pandyadeva (I or IIP), dated fifteenth year. 

331 . 412 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A fragment of record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, dated fifteenth 
year. [It is difficult to say, whether the king is identical with 
the one who came to the throne in 1216 or 1239—probably the 
former.] 

332 . 413 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the ardha-mantapa of the same shrine. A fragment of record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin “ who 
was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes/’ dated ninth 
year. [The king, it is certain, was the first of the name and ruled 
from 1216 to 1235.] 

333 . 4140/1907.—(Tamil.) On stones built into the floor of 
the courtyard of the same temple. A fragment of record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35), “ who was pleased to perform the anoint¬ 
ment of heroes.” Date uncertain. 

334 . 415 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On a stone built into the west wall 
of the Kailasanatha temple on the hill near the same village. 
Records the gift of the stone.

341 . 430 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman /i/iVwTribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of the proceeds of contributions 
on the sale of certain articles of merchandise. Mentions Pillai- 
Kula&ekhara-Mahabali Vanarayar, also the temple of Vikrama- 
PnndTsvaramudaiya-Nriyanar at Sivalla vanpadaivTdu. The Gov¬ 
ernment Epigraphist points out that the name Kulasekhara 
Vanarayar was perhaps taken from either the son or father of Vlra 
Pandya and that as Maravarman Kulasekhara I was preceded by 
a Jatavarman Vlra Pandya, we have to identify the ruling king of 
this epigraph with him.

Records 
gift of lamp to the temple of Tirunaduvur-Pattalagar in Ari- 
kesarinallur. Mentions VadavGr in Ten-Parappu-nadu. 

On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias «&rl- 
Rajendra-ChOla deva (I, 1012—43) in his fifth year. Sale of land for 
a lamp to the shrine of Durga-Parame&variyar by the assemblies of 
three villages, viz., ArikesarinallQr, Arapada£ekharamarigalam and 
Mandaragauravamarigalam.

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of the above epigraph and the father of Varagunavarman who 
ascended the throne in A.D. 862 ?]

Opens with two verses in Sanskrit, of which the first contains an 
invocation to Vishnu and the second a prayer for the prosperity of 
the Pandya kings. Then follows a Tamil passage in the Vatteluttu 
alphabet describing in general terms the achievements of Pandyan 
kings. The first historical person is Jayanta Varman. His son 
was Arikesarin Mara varman, a friend of the Brahmans, performer 
of tuldbhura y etc. His son (name missing), who is called the 
remover of the Kali, age, fought a battle at Marudur.

In his eighteenth 
year he gave, while encamped in the village of Chulal in Rajasim- 
hakujakl), the village of Narchevgai Puttur in Alanadu to a Brah¬ 
man of the Kausikagotra.

On a boulder near the same 
rock. Records a gift of money by Anantavlra-Adiga] for a lamp 
to the shrine of Tirukkunagirideva. 

379 . 733 of I 905 * (Tamil.) On a slab set up at the main 
entrance into the KalahastT&vara temple in the same village. The

On a third stone in the same 
place. A record of the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Maharaya 
in S. 1451, Sarvadharin.

18. At the foot of a banyan tree in front of the temple. An 
epigraph, dated in K.A. 954 (A.D. 1778). Ibid., p. 399.

19 . At the entrance of the meledat. (Tamil.) A record of 
K.A. 825 (A.D. 1649). 

M&njeri. 

20. In the east wall of the Muttrukunna (Durga) temple. A 
record dated K.A. 827 (A.D. 1651) stating that a certain Mana 
Vikrama built it. Antiquities , I, 248, and Malabar Gazr., pt 418. 

21 . Near a well to the north. A record dated K.A. 833 (A.D. 
1657) recording its excavation by the same person, the victorious

22 . 217 of 1895.—(Malayalam.) On the base of the north wall 
of the kitchen of the same temple.

To the right of the entrance 
into the Siva shrine in the same temple. Records gift to the god 
of Tirumannur.

24 . A C.P. grant (Sanskrit) of the fifth year of the reign 
of the Dharma-maharaja Ravivarman of the Kadamba family. 
While at Vaijayanti (Banavasi), on the full moon tithi of Karttika, 
he gave the two pallis (hamlets) of Multagi and Majkavu to a 
Brahman named Gfivindasvamin of Kasyapa gfitra and Yajurveda- 
[See Ep. bid. , Vol. VIII, pp. 146—9, where Messrs. T. A. Gopinatha 
Rao and G. Venkoba Rao edit the plates. They identify the 
villages granted with hamlets near Talakkid. They further point 
out the pa Ideographical resemblance of the epigraph to the 
Kudgcre plates of Vijaya Siva Mandhatrivarman (Ep.

The place was the scene of a fight between the 
Portuguese who built a fort here in 1531 and the Zamorin (who.was 
assisted by the Moors). See Malabar Gazr ., p. 414, for details.]

27 . On a granite slab at the edge of a wall. A Vaftejuttu 
record. See Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 224, for a short history of the 
place.

A 
record in an “ unknown character/’ This is the well-known “ Brass 
Pagoda,” so called because of the copper sheeting of its roof.

32 . 3 of 1901.—(Vatteluttu.) On three stones built into the 
floor near the washing tank of the Jamatpalli.

For an account of the 
mosque which was founded by Malik Ibn Dinar, see Malabar Gazr.,

33 . 4 of 1901.—(Vatteluttu.) On two stones built into the 
platform in front of the Taliyil-ambalam (Talayil). A damaged 
record.

Mentions Maralur and four illams.

On the base of a lamp pillar in 
front of the Siva temple. Records the erection of the lamp pillar. 

On the south wall of the central 
shrine of the same. Records in K.A. 858 that the temple was 
covered with copper.

43 . 734 of 1905*—(Vatteluttu.) On a slab placed under a tree 
in the Deputy Tahsildar’s office. A damaged record in the middle. 
Mentions Valluva-nadu in line 5 and PalaiyGr in line 14. [This 
is evidently the inscription in “ Roman characters ” referred to by 
Mr. Sewell in his Antiquities , I, 250.] For an excellent account of 
the tradition concerning the arrival and exploits of St. Thomas in 
this place and PalaiyGr, see Malabar Gazr., I, pp. 450-I.

55 . On a rock. A record of K.A. 934 (A.D. 1758).

56 . On the Nalapat-Chala Kunnu hill. (Old Tamil.) Notread. 

57 . On the dipastambha of the Ganapati temple. No details 
given. 

58 . On a stone in the northern court of the Mariyamma temple. 
No details given.

59 . On the east wall of the mantapa in the Arimula Ayyappan 
temple. An inscription, dated K.A. 922 (A.D. 1746) in “a mixture 
of four languages.” 

60 . In the Patiri temple formerly and “ now in the possession 
of Patiri Nanjaya Gaundan.” A Kanarese record. 

Suit aft's Battery. 

This place is the same as Ganapati-vattam, but came to be so- 
called as Tippu had a fort here (on the site of the present police 
station). See Malabar Gazr., p. 477. 
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61—64. 120 to 123 of 1897— (Cave characters.) In a cave near 
the same place. The first of these refers to the propagator of the 
family of a householder named Sri Vishnuvarman. Dr. Hultzsch 
translates it as “the writing of the glorious Vishnu Varma, the 
propagator of the kutumbiya family.”

The present 
epigraph which is in Tamil and Vatteluttu contains an order regu¬ 
lating the management of the temple of Tirunelli and issued by 
Sankara Kodavarman of Puraikila-nadu, who was apparently a 
vassal of the king.

On a stone near the sluice of the 
tank between Manchalapalli and Mustafapuram. Dated in S. 1550, 
Vaisakha Sukla-TritTya (the day of Akshayatritlya), year Vibhava, 
on Wednesday, in the reign of Sri Vlrapratapa Sri Vlra deva 
Maharaja. Records that when Vehkatapati Nayanihgaru of the 
race of Padmanflyaka and of the Recharla gotra, the son of Kumara 
TimmanSyaningaru and the grandson of VcligOti Peda Tondama- 
nayanigaru, was ruling over the Simas of RapGr, Nelluru, Porur, 
Kalahasti, Venkatagiri, etc., which had been granted ^ amaram by 
RamadCva Rava, his mother (Raghupati Ammagaru, daughter of 
Muchintala Rangappa Nayanivaru) strengthened the tank bund of 
the Muddala tank in the Anantaragara agrahara which had fallen 
into disrepair. Ibid. No. 3. See No. 36 below. 

4 . On a boundary stone in the tank bed to the north. Ibid. 
No. 4. The name Kondamarasavya carved in Telugu. 

5 . In the tank bed. To the same effect as No. 2 above. Ibid.

A record of Krishna Deva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated in S. 1444, 
Vikrama, Jyeshta, Sukla 15, Thursday, saying that Maharaja Sri 
Rayasam Kondamarasayya, the Kdryakarta (agent) of the Raya, 
constructed a tank at Anantasagaram for the religious merit of his 
mother Sankayamma and his father Timmarasayva Garu, a temple 
in their name, and an agrahara to Brahmans. Ibid. No. 6. 

A n na m dsa mu dr am. 

7 . On a stone in the tank bed of the village. (Telugti.) A 
record of Srlman Mahamanclale&vara Allu Tirukalatideva Maharaja, 

132 
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dated on Friday, £ukla II, of BhSdrapada in P&rthiva corre¬ 
sponding to S. Il68. It says that while he was ruling at Kanchi he 
consecrated Danava Murari Perumananda Deva at SrT AtukGru 
(Atmakur) for the religious merit of his father-in-law TirukaladSva 
Maharaja and a temple for the increase of his own life, health and 
wealth. He further made a gift of four pattus of land out of 
pt abhunifinyam, measured by the twenty-span-rod of this village; 
twenty pattus of dry Government land, measured by the twenty-six 
span pole. At the rate of a mfida for two pattus of koru land and a 
mdda per pattu on dry land, one Rama Reddi undertook to pay 
every year in the month of VaisHkha one hundred and thirty mddas 
to the temple.

8. In a mosque. (Persian.) A small epigraph, comparing this 
mosque with “the famous mosque of the Prophet of Medina” and 
invoking the praise of God on him and his descendants.

9 . In a mosque. (Persian.) Dated in A.D. 1762-63. The four 
Kalifs referred to, Haidar’s name representing that of ’Ali. Ibid. 
No. 9, pp. 211-2. 

10 . On a stone near the mosque. (Arabic.) Four lines 
addressed to one AyCsha, to the effect that death is preferable to 
long illness.

n. In the AJaganathasvami temple. (Telugu.) Records that 
in S. 1201, Karttika Kr. 13, Friday, one Bahava (?) Maharaja 
constructed a temple to AJahapurapatideva of AtukOr (Atmakur).

No. II, pp. 213-4.] 

12 . From the same temple. (Telugu.)^ Records the worship of 
Alaganathasvami by a karanam of the AtmakQr village, the son 
of Tirumalayya, on Sukla 2 of ashadha in Bhava. Ibid. 
No. 12, p. 214. 

13 . From the same temple. (Telugu.) Dated in S. 1199, 
!&vara, Phalguna, &ukla 13, Sunday. Records that one Atukuri 
Vamana Prichudevadu gave to Nambi Upuredi Suraya, the temple 
servant, certain gifts. Ibid. No. 13, pp. 214-5. 

14 . From the same temple. (Tamil.) Dated in S. 1198, Bhava. 
One Karaikkilan Bhattan gave (some lands) free of tax to God 
Alagapperumal. Ibid. No. 14, p. 215. 

15 . From the tank bund. (Telugu.) The name of Velidandu 
Koneru Manapati Timmarasu given. He is called the worshipper 
of &rl Vehkate£varasvami. 

16 . From the same place. (Telugu.) Says that the tank was 
constructed by Koneti Timmarajayya in &. 1471, Nala (?), Pushya , 
&. 13, Thursday. Ibid . No. 16, 
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Bhattepddu. 

17 . On a well to the south of the village. (Telugu.) Dated in 
S. 1471, Kllaka, Bhadrapada, su. 5, Wednesday ; records that on the 
orders of Vlrapratapa £rl Sada£iva Maharayar of Vijayanagar, 
SrTman Mahamandale 4 vara Ramaraja Timmayyadeva Maharaja, 
issued an edict exempting the barbers of Battepadu in Udayagiri 
Rajya from the Kulasiddhayalu (?), marriage fees, presents, and vctti 
tax.

Seems to record a gift of MadhurSntaka PottappichOla 
alias Nalla&ittiyara&an of NellQr. Ibid., Atmakur No. 18, 
pp. 219-20.

19 . North of the village. (Telugu.) A fragmentary record, 
mentioning the gift of some fields by a certain Gontappa Nayadu 
to a deity. [Ibid. 19, pp. 220-1.]

20 . “To the west of the village.” (Telugu.) A fragmentary 

inscription referring to the tank of Bommavaram in Udayagiri 
Sima which is said to have been granted as an amaram by 
“ Sttrarigarajayyavaru ” to . . . [Ibid. No. 20, pp. 221—23.] 

21 . On three sides of a stone, in the road to the west of the 
village. A record similar to the above and giving the same 
information.

23 . In the ChennakC&avasvami temple. (Telugu.) “ On Friday, 
the thirtieth of the dark fortnight ” of I&vara, S. 1609 (which does 
not correspond), on a solar eclipse, Srlmat (Dfivu Suratrana ?) Mara- 
dattam Garu gave to God Chennake&ava of Chezerla and to 
Naganatham TimmavOjihalu of the Yajus Sakha and Kaundinya- 
gOtra, a village with its eight species of enjoyment and eight 
species of ownership. [ Ibid. No. 23, pp. 228—30.] 

2 3 -A. C.P. No. 87 of Mr. Sewells List and C.P. No. 18 of Nellore 
Inscrns. —(Sanskrit in Nandihagari script.) A record of Pratapa 
Deva Raya (II), dated on the Sivaratri day of the month of Mdgha 
in the year K'tlaka in S. 1351 (A.D. 1429). The grant was made 
in the temple of VirQpaksha, at the request of Panta Mai- 
lara, great-grandson of SQra, grandson of Pota and the son of 
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Mumbamba and Mummadindra, a valiant lieutenant of DSva Raya 
in battle, who had the binuias of Dharanlvaraha, Ghantanada and 
Chauhatimalla. The object of the grant was Chezerla in Puhginadu 
on the Kundi (Gundlakamma) river in 80 shares to 54 Brahmans.

24 . Near a well to the north of the village. (Sanskrit and 
Telugu.)

25 . On the west wall of the Chandramaulisvara temple.— 
(Telugu.) On Thursday, the thirteenth of the bright fortnight of 
Bhadrapada, S. 1207, in the kingdom of Srlman Mahamandale&vara 
Vijayaganda-Gopala Maharaja, two Naik chiefs of Gollapundi, 
gave four puff is of paddy field to dancing girls for dancing in the 
temple of Chirunuina MallikSrjuna.

27 . C.P. No. 80 of Mr. Sewell's*List and C.P. No. 13 of Ncllore 
Inscrns. —(Sanskrit in Nandinagari script.) King Achyuta Raya 
grants, on a Sukladvadasi of Karttika, in Plant , S. 1463, the village 
of Yadavalli in Panganddu Smut of Udayagiri, to Tirumala Bhatta, 
son of Bhairava Bhatta (of the Kaundinya gOtra). [The plate is 
identical in part, with the Polcpalli grant and was issued under 
similar circumstances.] 

Jammavaram . 

28 . East of the tank. (Telugu.) On Sunday, the fifth of the 
bright fortnight of Mftgha, year Vilambi, Maparusayya, son of 
Srlmat Saluva Narasappavya, granted meras at one kuiicha for the 
tanks constructed by him at the village of Jammalamadugu. [Ibid 
No. 27.] 

Kaluvdyi. 

’ 29 . On a bank of the tank west of the village. (Telugu.) On 
Thursday, the fifteenth day of the bright fortnight of Vai&akha, 
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year Pramadi, 1441, in the reign of Krishna Deva Raya, Rayasam 
Kondamarasayya constructed, for the religious merit of his father 
Timmarasa Garu and his mother Saiikayamma Garu, the Kaluvayi 
tank and built temples dedicated to Malalamma and Blrapa.

30 . Near the Durgamma temple. (Telugu.) While Maha- 
mandalGsvara Nane Deva was ruling at Nellore, his servant Hada- 
pamunu Lunkkaraja provided offerings to Durga on the festival 
day of Maha Lakshmi, on Sunday, the tenth day of the bright 
fortnight of Asvayuja, year Yuva, S. 1197.

821 . On Venkatagiri-drug near the spring. (Telugu.) Records 
that on the fifth day of the dark fortnight of Magha of the year 
Prabhava, Madiraju, son of Kalimili Bopparaju, repaired the fortress 
(durgam). Ibid., No. 22, p. 1416.

822 . In a field north of the village. (Telugu.) Records that 
on the twelfth day of the dark fortnight of Jyeshtha of the year 
Vikdri, S. 1580, while Hizarat Alam Ennasa was seated on the 
diamond throne, Raiigapparazugaru bestowed lands ... in 
Udayagiri slma.

A record in the 
eighteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Kula&OkharadCva. Records gift of a stone at the 
entrance into the ardhamantapa of the temple of Kuralmanlsvara- 
mudaiya-Nayanar at Sengattirukkai Idattuvali in Venbil-nadu.

A record in the eighth year of the Pandya king Sundara-Pandya

bhava) by the same individual, who lived in a street called Vik- 
rama Pandya perunderu named evidently after a king of that name 
previous to the time of Sundara Pandya I.

Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I, I2l6 —35) “ who, 
having taken the Chola country, was pleased to perform the anoint¬ 
ment of heroes at Mudigondacholapuram.” Records gift of land for 
offerings by Alagan Arulalapperumal alias Ulaganamyanachakra- 
vartin at the service of Ulaganarayanan-&andi called afterthe donor. 
[Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that there is no date suiting the week 
day in the fourteenth year, but there is a regular one in the fourth 
year, viz., December II, A.D. 1219.] 

8. 4090/1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eleventh year, Margali, fifth day of the Pandya king Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (unidentified). Quotes an order of Solagarigadevan. 
Records gift of land for offerings to the images of Inakkunalla 
perumal (set up in the name of Sojagarigan), the (stone) goddess 
and the goddess which is taken out in procession through the 
streets. “ It is stated that, while the right of cultivating these lands 
(kdrdnmai) belonged to certain persons who were donors, the taxes 
accruing on them were paid to the temple. The rate at which the 
taxes were paid was fixed at 3 hdam on each mil of land or one- 
half of what prevailed in other devadana lands. In doing this, 
crops of full yield alone were taken into consideration,” those who 
had sustained damages or failure being excluded.

A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun¬ 
dara-Pandyadeva (I, 1216—35) “who, having taken the Chola 
country, was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes at Mudi¬ 
gondacholapuram.” Records the setting up of an image of 
Durgaiyar in the temple. 

11 . 412 0/1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I, 1216 —35) “who distributed the ChOja country ” in 
the fourteenth year, Mithuna, ba. di. 13, Monday, Rohini (corre¬ 
sponding to Monday, 10th June, A.D. 1230). Records a gift of land 
to the temple of Vinayaka-PiHaiyar called Eduttaduvaliya-PiJlai- 
yar at Jdattuvali. Refers to sale of land by temple authorities to a 
person who was thereby entitled to receive payments in paddy and 
tiramand (i.e., dramma ). See Ep. Rep., 1909, p. 80, and ibid., 19IO, 
p. 97 - 

12 . 413 0/T914.—(Tamil verse.) On the east wall of the central 
shrine in the Vajavanda-Amma temple in the same village. 
Records in S. 1090 the setting up of the God Ajagiya-Ajvar by 
&Ojagarigan. 
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13 . 414 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifteenth year of the Pandya kings Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kula&ekharadeva. Records gift of paddy to the 
temple of Alagiya-AJ.var in Serigattirukkai Idattuvali in Venbula- 
nadu, a subdivision of MadhurOdaya valanadu which was a district 
of Pandi-mandalam. 

14 . 415 of 1914.—(Tamil verse.) On a stone of the well opposite 
to the choultry in the same village. Records in S. 1154, the con¬ 
struction of the well. 

15 . 416 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field two miles 
east of the same village. Records in Dundubhi (A.D. 1664) gift of 
land in the village of Bommakottai for the daily worship of Vajavan- 
dal-ammai at Aruppukkottai by an agent (Tambi Udaiya TCvar) 
of Tirumalai Setupati Katta RaghunSthadCva for the merit of the 
latter. The Government Epigraphist apparently thinks that the 
Tambi referred to in this epigraph was the opponent of Dalavai 
Setupati, tor whose sake Ramappaiya, the General of Tirumal 
Naik, led his celebrated campaign against Rame&varam. But as 
a matter of fact the Tambi of the present epigraph was, it seems 
to me, a later man. See my History of the A \lik Kingdom of Madura 
in Ittd. Antq ., Dec. 1916, p. 201.

16 . 39b of 1914.—(Tamil verse.) On the south base of the 
Ambalappasvami temple (of which the basement alone now 
remains). A record in praise of a certain Sol a k on who was the 
lord of Kumbanur, Kurandi, Kunrattur and Puttur. 

17 . 397 of 1914-—(Tamil.) On the west and south bases of the 
same temple. A record in the forty-eighth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-CholudOva (I ?). Re¬ 
cords that a golden vimdna with a mantapa to MukkudaiySr was 
constructed by 25 Jains at Kumbanur in Serigattirukkai, a sub¬ 
division of Venbu-valanSdu. Two copper images of “ the god of 
the three umbrellas ” and Yakshi were also presented. It is also 
stated that land for a temple site and a watershed for the use of 
Jain devotees were given. The Government Epigraphist notes the 
unique literary style of the inscription and considers that some of 
the donors should have been well versed in the Tamil language. 

18 . 398 of 1914 -—(Tamil.) On the south base of the Erigu- 

maJagiya-Pcrumal temple in the same village. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin . . .

tirukkai KumbanQr alias GunaganabharananallQr in Venbulanadu. 

19 . 399 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A record in the seventeenth year of the Pandya king 
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Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekhara. Records gift of a cow for 
a lamp to the same temple. 

20 . 400 of 1914.- (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulasekharadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

21. 401 of 1914.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulasekharadcva. Records gift of a palaiigdsii (old kdsu) and two 
drammas for a lamp. See No. II above for the mention of drammas 
and Cg. 217. 


Pallimadam. 

This place, called in inscriptions Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai, 
was a devadana village in Paruttikkudinadu. The temple was 
named after a certain Sundara Pandva, apparently a close relation 
of the Vlra Pandya who is referred to in the inscriptions below. 

On the south base of 
the Kalanathasvamin temple. A record in the seventh year of the 
Parulya king Vira-Pandya, “who took the head of the Chola. ”

of Sundara-Pandya-I&varam at Tiruchchuliyal Pallimadai, a 
devadana_ in Parittikkudi-nadu, by SolantakSp-Pallavaraiyan alias 
Maran Adichchan of PoliyQr. [The Government Epigraphist 
identifies this Vira Pandva with the opponent of Sundara Chola 
Parantaka II and Adiya Karikala II. The latter is said to have 
beheaded him, but as Vira-Pandya also boasts of having beheaded 
a ChOla we have to infer that “ before he w; s beheaded by Aditya 
II he would probably have killed a Chola.” 

23 . 421 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vattejuttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya, “who 
took the head of the Cho]a.” Records gift of 25 sheep for a lamp 
to the same temple. Mentions Venbu-nadu. See No. 22. 

24 . 422 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vattejuttu.) On the north base of the 
same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty-sixth year of 
an unknown king. 

25 . 423 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vattejuttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya “ who 
took the head of the Chola.” Records gift of twenty sheep for a 
lamp to a mat ha of the Mahavratins. Mentions the liquid measure 
called Solantakan-nali, See No. 22. The Government Epigraphist 
suggests that Solantaka might have been a surname of Vira- 
Pandya in consequence of his victory over the Chojas. For another 
reference to the mahdvratins or Kapalikas see Cg. 965 and 1037. 

• 26 . 424 0/1914.—(Tamil, Vattejuttu.) On the same base. An 
incomplete record of the Pandya king Vira-Pandya, “ who took 
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the head of the Clioja,” in his ninth year. Records gift of sheep 
for a lamp. See note to 22 above. 

27 . 425 of 1914.—(Tamil. Vatteluttu). On the same base. A 
damaged and unfinished record of the Pandya king Sadaiyamaran 
in the second year. Seems to provide for a lamp. Mentions 
VanavanmadSvi, a brahmadeya in Venbunadu, named evidently 
after the queen of king Vlra Narayana Sadayan. [The king might 
be the father of Jatilavarman of the Velvikudi grant.] 

28 . 426 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. A 
record in the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Vlra-Pandya, “who 
took the head of the Chela.” Records gift of 100 sheep for two 
lamps to the same temple by Poliyur-nattu MGvendavelan alias 
Araiigam Pudi, a native of Suduvur in PoliyQr-nadu. 

29 . 427 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 

fragmentary record of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva in . . . su. di. II, 

Monday, Rohini. 

30 . 428 of 19 T 4. — (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. 
Records gift of fifty sheep by Snttahgari for a lamp to the temple 
of Tirukkattainballideva at Kurandi in Venbunadu. Kurandi was 
evidently a very important Jain centre in the south of the penin¬ 
sula. See Md. 99. 100 and 105. 

31 . 429 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same base. An 
incomplete record in the ninth year of the Pandya king Vlra 
Pandya, “ who took the head of the Chola.” See No. 22 above. 

32 - 430 of 1914.- (Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the parapet stone 
of the entrance into the same temple, right side. A record in the 
twenty-sixth year of the Pandya king Marahjadaiyan. Built in at 
the right end. Records gift of 100 sheep for a lamp by a native of 
Kunnur in Nilakkudi-nadu. Mentions Kurandi Tirukkattambal li 
in Venbunadu. [Was Maranjadayan the donor of the Velvikudi 
grant or his grandfather ?] 

33.431 of 1914. - ('Tamil, Vatteluttu.) In the same place, left 
side. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the Pandya king Marah¬ 
jadaiyan. Built in at the bottom. Mentions Kurandi Tirukkattam¬ 
bal] i in Venbu-nadu. See the above epigraph. 

34 . C.P. No. 5 0/1911.—A record of the time of Tirumal Naik 
of Madura, dated in Vikriti (A.D. 1650 51). Mentions that the king 
and Mutturamalingatorai met at Pallimadam, when they gave a 
C.P. charter to Pajuttandi Kuppachchi Ambalakaran. See Irnl. 
Antq ., December 1916, p. 201-2. 

35 . C.P. No. 6 of 1911.—(Tamil.) A record of the same king 
under the same circumstances, making a similar gift to the same 
person. 
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Tiruchchulu 

36 . 417 of 1914.—(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the north wall of 
the prakfira of the Sahayavalli shrine in the Tirumulanathasvamin 
temple. A fragment of record in the tenth year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman (Rajaraja I). Records gift of a lamp. 

37 . 418 of T914.—(Tamil, Vatteluttu.) On the same wall. A 
fragment of record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Raja¬ 
kesarivarman (985—1013), “ who destroyed the ships at KandalGr.” 

38 . 419 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the door post of the Pralaya- 
vitankar shrine in the same temple. An unfinished record of 
S. 1152. Seems to refer to the defeat of a certain Jananatha.

Records the gift of 
the village of Melailkkodumalur alias Uttama-Pandyanallur in 
Vadatalai-Sembinadu for worship in the temple of Setumadhava-

59 . 1180/1903.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

On the east wall of the manfapa in 
front of the same shrine. A mutilated record in the third year of

Registers in S. 1453, 
expired, Vikrita, an agreement by which half a panam was to be 
given on every 100 pearls sold in Kilakkarai and the proceeds to 
be utilized for worship and repairs to the temple of Ninaittadumu- 
ditta-Pillaiyar. 

64 . 397 of 1907. -(Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Sctupati king Tirumalai- 
Setupati-MahArA ja. Mentions Kodaimarigalam alias Ninait- 
tadumuditta-VinAy agar-pattanam. 

65 . 398 of 1907.—(Tamil.) On a second slab in the Sokka- 
nAthasvAmin temple. Mentions in S. 146... AchyutarAya and 
Tummusi-Nay akkar. 

66. A C.P. No. I of 1912. A Muvaraivendan grant of Abhi- 
1 Ama Ativira Kama (II), the son of Ativlra Rama Pandya, who is 
said to have resembled his father both in character and in name.

On four slabs kept in the 
courtyard of a mosque. Examined by Dr. J. Horovitz, PH.D., 
Epigraphist for Moslem inscriptions, Aligarh. Two of these 
contain verse 26 of Sura 55 of the Quran, and the third and fourth 
refer to a woman who died a martyr for some cause. 

Kdmesvaram. 

A history of this important and historic temple has been given 
in Burgess and Natesa Sastri’s Tamil and Sanskrit Inscriptions , pp.

72 . No. 2 ibid.—In a pillar in the Amman temple outside 
porch, over a statue. The same name recorded. 

73 . No. 3 ibid. —In front of the same. The same name. 

74 . No. 4 ibid. —On the bracket of the same. The same 
name recorded. 

75 . No. 5 ibid. —On the right side of the same. The same 
name recorded. 

76 . No. 6 ibid.—A small inscription in the same place, over 
a cow, “The Kamadhenu and the Kalpaka tree.” 

77 . No. 7 ibid. — On the west side of the door leading out of 
the Svami’s first pnlkara. Records that in Kalayukti the ruined 
prakara was repaired by Ramanatha, the prince of sages, who is 
versed in all the rites and dgam as ot the Saiva system. 

—On the west wall of the first prakara to 
the south of the Vinayaka temple. A record of S- 1530 in the 
days of Vl&u Bhupati, saying that the temple was repaired by 
sage Ramanatha.

A Grantha copy of it is engraved on another side of the same 
pillar. This is the same as Nos. II and 12 of Tam. and Sans. 
Itiscrns. , p. 59. [Tippa or Tirumalayya deva was Viceroy of the 
South from 1453 to 1468 and gave great donations to Srlrangam,

On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A mutilated record in &. 1500, Vikrama (wrong). 
Mentions the Nayaka referred to in the above epigraph. 

92 . 990/1903.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of thesamc shrine. Records in S. 1520 the building of 
the mantapa (Adal-mantapa) by the learned sage RamanStha. 
Referred to in Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities Wo. I of the Local List). 
Also No. 8 in Tam. and Sans. Inscnis ., pp. 58-9. 

93 . 100 0/1903.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the Kotitlrtha 
mantapa in the same temple. Records in S. 1530 the building 
ot the mantapa by the same Ramanatha.

94 . 10 1 of 1903-—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prfikara of the same temple. Records in S. 1545, Rudhirodgarin, 
the building of the first prakara.

1530 the building of a shrine at RamC'svaram during the time of 
Vlrabhupati [i.e., Vlrappa Naik (1609—23) of the Madura dynasty.

On the north wall of the Chidam- 
baranarfi&am in the same temple. Records in Kalayukta the build¬ 
ing of the first prakara.

A record of the Pandya 
king Vlra-Pandyadeva. There is also another fragmentary Pandya 
i nscription. 

On a pillar near the Anjaneya 
shrine at the eastern gopura of the same temple. A damaged 
record in S. 1549, Prabhava. 

99 . No. 21 of Tam. and Sans. Inserns. —On the west side of the 
“ Chavukai ” in the Amman temple. Records that it was built by 
Periyanayakam Pillai Avargal, the manager ami dharmakarta in

Dannayaka. Details of date not enough for calculation. 

102 . 9 of 1915.—(Tamil.) In the same place, left side. A 
damaged record of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva in the eleventh year, Kanya, fifteenth day, 
Saturday, 12, Mag ha. 

103 . C.P. No. 7 of 1911.—(Tamil.) A record of Muttu Rama- 
liiiga Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, dated S. 1692, 
Vikriti, making gift of land for feeding people and providing a 
water-shed.

109 . C.P. No. 16 of I9II-—(Tamil.) A badly engraved record 

of a . . . Vijayan Setupati in the year Prabhava. 

110 . Setupati grant No. 2 (in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 65-6).— 
In" the possession of Raghunatha Gurukkal of Rame^varam. 
Records in £. 1529, expired, Plavanga, fourth lunar day in 
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Adi, gift of lands by Tirumalai UdaySn Setupati, on the occasion 
of his pilgrimage to the people of “ the five countries ” who served 
as priests and cooks in the RamC&varam temple. 

111 . Setupati grant No. 5 (/'//. Tam. and Sans. Incrns., pp. 70—72).— 
A grant of land by Raghunatha Setupati in S. 1581 (A.D. 1659), 
to a “ Mahratta Brahman Sankara Gurukkal and others.” The 
donor is called the son of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati. 
The object of the grant was to provide for the comfort of Mahratta 
and other pilgrims who had now a priest of their own.

Raghunatha Tevar, son of Dalavai Setupati Katta Tevar. The 
objects of grant were the two villages AnAndur and Paparikudi. 

114 . Setupati grant No. 8 {Ibid., pp. 79 -80).--A record of S. 1601, 
expired, year Chitra, Uttarayana, Purvapaksha, dvitlya in Makara 
Thursday and Sataya. Records the grant of villages by Raghu¬ 
natha Setupati Katta Tevar, son of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha 
Setupati Kntta Tevar, for festivals and offerings. These were 
placed under the minis of Raghunatha Gurukkal, son of Sankara 
GurukkaJ. His functions, privileges and honours are enumerated. 
(The record is interesting for the insight it gives into the position 
and emoluments of the priesthood.]

Katta Tevar, to God Visvesvara and Goddess of EJuvapuri in 
Tennalainadu, in Kalayflr koil Slmai. The objects of the grant 
were the three villages Pudukkottai, Kallikkudi and Edayanvayal. 

116 . Setupati grant No. 10 (Ibid., pp. 83—7).—A record of 
S. 1636, expired, Jaya (Chitrai 12, Monday, Sravana, Dasami) by 
Hiranyagarbhayaji Vi jay a Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, son 
of Hiranyagarbhayaji Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar. [This 
is a very interesting document which enumerates the various 
sources of revenue granted to the deities of Ramesvaram.] 

117 . Setupati grant No. II (Ibid., pp. 87--9).—A record of 
S. 1637, Manmatha, Ma&i 2 , Monday, giving the details of an agree¬ 
ment between Ramanatha PandAram and Vitthala Nayakar, son of 
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Ananta Nayakar of Parakkadu, in regard to the measures of oil 
to be presented to the temple in interest for money borrowed. 
[The inscription is interesting for the rate of interest and price of 
oil, etc., given therein.]

Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati, son of Hiranyagarbhayaji 
Raghunatha Setupati Katta Tevar, to God Velayudhasvami of 
Palni.

131 . 113 of 1903.—(Tamil.) In the same place. ^ A damaged 
record of Mahabali-Vanadaraya-N 3 yakar in S. 1440, Isvara. [This 
seems to be No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List.) See No. 127 above. 

132 . 114 of 1903 (No. 5 of Mr. Sewell's Local List). —(Tamil.) 
In the same place. A record of the Vijayanagara king

On 
the east wall of the kitchen of the same temple. Records in S. 1530, 
expired, Kllaka, gift of money for celebrating certain festivals for 
the merit of Muttuvlrappa-Nayaka (1609—23). 

140 . 88 of 1905 (No. 2 of Mr. Sewell’s Local List). —(Tamil.) On 
the same wall. A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KOncSrimelkondan 
Sn-Kaliyugaraman Tirunelveli-Perumal Vlra-Pandyadeva. Re¬ 
cords gift of land. Mr. Sewell misreads the date as the twenty- 
fifth year. [This king was the joint ruler with the celebrated 
Afikesari Ponnum-Perumal Parakrama Pandya Jatilavarman, the 
founder of the Tenkasi temple, who ruled from 1422 to 1464.] 
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Sattur Taluk. 

Eilirkottai. 

141 . 474 of l90Q.~~~(Vattcluttu.) On a rock close to the Sunai- 
Kanthesvara temple. A damaged record in the nineteenth year of 
the Pandya king Vlra-Pandya, “ who took the head of the Chola.” 
Mentions Venbaikkudi-nadu and appears to record a gift of sheep 
for a lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that Vlra Pandya’s con¬ 
quest of the Chola should have earned for him the title Cholantaka ; 
for No. 65 of 1896 at Suchlndram which refers to this Vlra Pandya 
refers to a signatory Solantaka Brahmamaraya. Later on the 
epithet was adopted by Jatavarman SrTvallabha.] 

142 . 475 of 1909.—(Vattejuttu.) On the same'rock. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Pandya king Sadaiyamarun. (Evidently 
one of the early kings referred to in the Velvikkudi grant.) 
Records a gift to the temple of Sunaikkudi-Padarar and mentions 
Kuttankudi in Venbaikkudi-nadu. 

143 . 476 of 1909. —(Vatteluttu.) On the south wall of the 
VenugOpalasvamin temple in the same village. A much damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Sundara-Pandyadeva, 
the date of which is lost. In continuation of this slab, is a frag¬ 
ment in Vatteluttu characters which records a portion of the 
historical introduction of Rajaraja I and the twenty-second year of 
his reign. Sundara Pandya has not been identified. 

144 . 477 of 1909.— (Vatteluttu.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A much damaged record of the Chola king Rfijaraja- 
kesarivarman alias ... In continuation of this is a fragment 
of a Pandya inscription in Tamil characters. 

145 . 478 of 1909. —(Vattejuttud On the north wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Choi 1 king Rajakesarivarman 
(i.e., Rajaraja I), the date of which is lost. Begins with the his¬ 
torical introduction tirumagaL etc. Mentions Nflrayana-Vinnagar- 
tovar. [The existence of Vatteluttu in Rajaraja’s inscriptions 
shows that it was not yet replaced by Tamil in the Pandyan country 
in this period.] 

146 . 479 °f I 9 ° 9 -—(Tamil.) On a slab set up to the east of the 
same village. A damaged and unfinished record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land to the temple of 
Ku j a n a ga i k k a v a 1 v a r a m u d a i y a - N :1 y a n a r a t Pu U a n a i k k 11 ruc h c h i, a 
devadana village of V i k r a m a p a n d v a r a m u d a i y a - n a y a n a r at 
Venbaikkudi in Venbaikkudi-nadu. Tit is not known which of 
the kings of this name is referred to.] 

Kolavdr patti. 

147 . On a copper plate fixed to the eastern wall of the temple. 
Records the British proclamation (like that at Ettiyapuram) in A.t). 
1799 in the course of the great Pahjalamkuruchchi war. 
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M&raneri . 

148 . 480 0/1909.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the ruined 
Siva temple. A damaged and incomplete record in the eighteenth 
year. Appears to record a gift of land to the shrine of the goddess 
in the temple of SundarapancMvaramudaiya-Nayanar. 

149 . 4810/1909.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Sundarapandi&varamudaiya-Nayanar at Maramarigalam alias 
Sundarapandyanallur in Karunilakkudi-nadu. 

Ncnmeni . 

150 . On a stone in front of the temple of Anantaraja Svami. 
Records the grant of a tank to the temple in S. 1583 (A.D. 1661) in 
honour of Chokkalinga Nayakkar of Madura and others. For an 
account of the reign of Chokkanatha Naik see Ind. Antq ., 1917 
(February—April). 

151 . On a stone north of the Perumal temple. Records a grant 
in honour of Chokkalinga Navakka “and others ” in S. 1587 (A.D. 
1665). 

Sivaganga Taluk. 

Kdlaiyarkdvil. 

152 . 575 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kaljs- 
vara temple. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(II, 1276—90), corresponding to Wednesday, August 27, A.D. 1287. 
Records gift of land to the temple of KanappCr by Aghorasiva 
Mudaliyar alias Vaidyachakravartin. Mentions also a certain 
Pushpavana&iva. Ep. Ind. , Vol. VIII, p. 279. [Saivite legends say 
that Kanapper or Kalaiyar KOvil was one of the fifteen Saivite 
holy places in the Panclyan land. It is associated with sage 
Kaundilya and also with Sundaramurti Nayanar. The Sun-god 
is also said to have worshipped Siva here.] 

153 . 5760/ 1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the fourteenth year of Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Konerinmelkondan. 

154 . 577 0/1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the 100 pillared 
mantapa in the same temple. An incomplete record in the fortieth 
year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kula&ekharadeva (1, 1268—1308). “who conquered every 
country.” 

155 . 578 0/1902.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the kitchen 
in the same temple. A record in the fourteenth year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin VTra-PandyadSva, 
corresponding to Sunday, 16th January 1457. Records gift of land. 
See Ep. Ind., VoL VIII, p. 283. 
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156 . 579 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 

kitchen. A much damaged record of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva “who con¬ 
quered every country ”, the date of which is doubtful. See No. 140 
above. * 

157 . 580 0/1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
dara-Pandyadeva, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of 
land. Mentions AghOra&iva and Pushpavanasiva. See No. 152 
above. 

158 . 581 (a) of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the 
Saundaryanayaki shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. 

159 . 581 (&)r>/ 1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the tenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-PandyadSva. Records gift of land. 

160 . 582 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Pandya king KulasCkharadCva, the date of which is doubtful. 
Mentions gifts by Vikrama-PandyadCva and Vlra-Pandyadeva. 

161 . 583 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Sundara-Pandyadfcva, the date of which is lost. [The king 
is not identifiable.] 

162 . 584 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pflndyadeva. Records gift of land. [It is 
not known which of the kings of this name is referred to.] 

163 . 585 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A record of Sundarattol-Udaiyar Mavali-Vanadarayar in 
S. 1452, Manmatha (wrong). Records gift of land. See No. 127 
above. 

164 . 586 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine, right of entrance. A record in the twenty-fourth year 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva- 
Records gift of land. 

165 . 5870/1902.—(Tamil.) On the same wall, left of entrance. 
A record of Mavali-Vanadarayar in S. 1454, Hevilambin (wrong)* 
Records gift of land. See No. 127 above. 

Kondagai (Kuntipura). 

166 . No. 21 of Sanskrit and Tam. Inscrns ., pp . 108-9*—An 
inscription of the time of Sada&iva Raya of Vijayanagar, dated on 
Thursday in the month of Dhanus in Vi&vavasu, S. 1467 (expired)- 
Records that# in the presence of Vi&vanatha Naiker, Dimmappa 
Naiker, the agent of Sada£iva Raya, settled some disputes between

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the two sections of the inhabitants of Kondakai. [The great Pra- 
bandhic teacher Srlsailesa or TiruvaymoJiipillai, the preceptor of 
the celebrated Manavala Mahamuni, was according to the Guru - 
parampara , born at Kuntlnagara, and we can be sure that this is 
"the place referred to. For £n£ailS&a’s career and teachings see 
my article on the History of Sri Vaishnavism from the death of Vedanta 
Desika to the present day in Mythic Society Journal , 1917.] 

Sivagaiiga. 

167 . C.P. No. 28 of Mr. Sewell 9 s List. —Dated in S. 1706 (A.D. 
1784), K. 488^, Sobhakrit, Chitrai 5. By this document the then 
Zamindar of Sivagaiiga makes over certain lands in sarvamdnyam 
(freehold) to a Muhammadan named Mottai Fakir Saheb of Siva¬ 
gaiiga. The Zamindar’s name is given as “ Muttu Vaduganatha 
Tevar, son of Vijaya Raghunatha Sivanna Periya Uclaya Tevar.” 
[The dates are not quite consistent. This is the same as C.P. 19 
in Tam. and Sans. Inscrns., pp. 105—7.] 

Solapuram. 

168 . 88 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north, west and south bases 
of the ruined GaneSa temple. Stones out of order. Seems to 
contain portions of the historical introduction of Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya (I, 1216—35), which begins pu-maruviya , etc. 

168 -A. On the steps of the south gate of the Vikrama 
PandyeSvara temple. Records that Konerinmaikondan granted to 
the deity, in his fifth year , a village which he purchased for 
1,000 panams. Ins., S. Dts ., p. 278, No. 49. 

168 -B. On a stone in the north side of the same temple. 
Records grant of one md of land and the appointment of a 
superintendent of the temple by Kulasekhara deva Ativlra Rama, 
in his thirteenth year, in S. 1483, Durmati. Ibid., No. 50. [This 
ruler should have been different from SrT Vallabha Ativlra Rama 
whose coronation was in 1562.] 

168 -C. In the same place. A damaged grant of Parakrama 
Pandva in £. 1409, SrTmukha, in his second year. It)id., No. 5. 

Tiruppuvanam. 

[One of fifteen &aivite holy places of the Pandyan kingdom.] 

169 . 17 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the Pushpavanesvara shrine. A record in the eighth year 
of Konerinmaikondan. Records gift of land. 

170 . A copper-plate grant (Sanskrit and Tamil) in the pos¬ 
session of the temple authorities, recording a gift of lands to 1,080 
Brahmans well versed in Vedas, etc-, by SrT Kochchadaivarman 
Tribhuvanachakravartigal SrT Kulasekhara Deva RajagambhTra- 
d£va (I, 1190—1217) in the twenty-fifth year of his reign. The plate 
was first published by Caldwell in Ind. Antq.> Vol. VI, 142 ff., but 
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only facsimiles of five out of the ten plates were given. Burgess and 
Natesa Sastri have published the whole together with the transla¬ 
tion in their Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., pp. 21—36 (No. 23). See also 
Mad. Ep • Rep., 1899, pp. 14-15, where it is summarized ; Ind. Antq., 
XX, p. 288, and Ep. Ind., VI, p. 301, where Dr. Kielhorn points out 
that the date (Svati, Saturday, eleventh of the second fortnight 
and Dhanus fourth) was Saturday, 29th December, A.D» 1214. 

171 . Another copper-plate grant of the same temple (Tamil) 
recording an order issued by “ Kononalaikondan ” to the assembly 
of RajagambhTrachaturvedimaiigalam to the effect that the 
twenty-five kdsus which were the share of the temple from three 
villages were to be paid half in paddy and half in coin. Certain 
men bind themselves to carry out the order and give an agreement 
to that effect to the assembly. This plate was also published first 
by Caldwell in Ind. Antq ., VI, and then by Burgess and Natesa 
Sastri in Tamil and Sanskrit Inscrns., No. 24, pp. 37-8 ; see also Mad. 
Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15. [The king’s name Sundara Pandya “who 
presented the Chola country ” occurs incidentally in the inscription. 
He is said to have conquered the Chola country and then given 
it back to the Chola who prostrated himself at his feet.] Venkayya 
points out that both this and No. 170 are closely connected, and 
were evidently written during the reign of Sundara Pandya, the 
former being perhaps a little earlier in time. From the fact that 
a minister, Raman PallavarSyar by name, is simply referred to in 
the earlier grant but signs the later, Venkayya concludes that both 
were issued during the lifetime of the same man and that Maravar- 
man Sundara Pandya I, 1216—35, was in all probability the 
successor of KulasOkhara. [See Mad. Ep. Rep., 1899, p. 15.] His 
Chola opponent should have been Rajaraja III who ruled from 1216 
to 1248. 

Vembangudi. 

172 . 120 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a stone set up in the bed of the 
tank. Records in S. 1562, Vishu (Vrisha), a gift for the merit of 
Tirumalai-Nayakkarayyan (A.D. 1623—59). 

Srivilliputtur Taluk. 

Pudukkdttai. 

173 . No. 7 of Appendix A, Ep. Rep., 1906.—This is a copper¬ 
plate grant (Sanskrit and Grantha) of Sri Vallabha and Varaturiga 
Rama Pandya in S. 1505, Subhdnu, which “ gives a short account of 
the later Pandyas and records the gift of the village of PudukkOftai 
by a certain Tirumala Nayaka with the approval of Vlrapa 
Nayaka ” of Madura. The date S. 1505 is said to be the twenty- 
first year after the coronation of Sri Vallabha Ativlra Ra*na 
Pandya and thereby shows that his coronation took place in 
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1562—63. The whole grant is excellently summarized by Venkayy& 
in Ep. Rep., 1906, pp. 71-2. He refers to the various kings of the 
line as given in the grant, the previous epigraphical references 
to them, Dr. Caldwell’s description of them, and above all to the 
literary works of Ativira RSma and Varatuhga Rama. The 
inscription has also been edited by Mr. Gopinatha Rao in his 
Travancore Archaeological Series, Vol. I, pp. 61—89, together with the 
plate*. Mr. Gopinatha Rao differs from Mr. Venkayya in regard 
to the relation between Ativira Rama and Srlvallabha and holds 
that the latter was the younger brother of the former. Mr. Ven¬ 
kayya, on the other hand, believes them to be identical. The 
whole is referred to in detail in my History of the Ndik Kingdom of 
Madura , Ind. Antq ., 1915. The inscription is thus of the greatest 
value in regard to the political and literary history of South India 
in the sixteenth century. 


Puduppdlaiyam . 

174 . 503 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the 
Parannangattaruliyasvamin temple. A much damaged record of 
the Pandya king Srlvalladeva, dated in his sixth year. Appears 
to record a gift of money for a lamp. 

175 . 504 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
temple. Dated in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva whom 
the Government Epigraphist identifies with A Maravarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from 1216 to 1235. Refers to his palace at 
Madakkulakkll-Madurai and to the seat called Malavardyan , and 
seems to register a gift of land for feeding the ascetic IsanadCva 
and his pupils who were residing at Nalla perumal-madam at 
Karungalam alias SadavSchakanallur and had emigrated from 
Krishna-Golaki mat ha atTiruvarur. [See Ep. Rep ., 1909, p. 104, for 
another matha called the Acharamalagia in the same place.] 

176 . 505 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the lintel of the entrance 
into the same temple. Records that the door posts and the step 
stone were the gift of Srlvala-Pandyadeva (Ativira Rama ?). 

Srivilliputtur. 

See Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities, I, 305, for a short description of this 
important place. It is celebrated as the birth-place of Periajvar 
and Goda and is therefore one of the most sacred places of 
Vaishnavism. For its religious structures and its figure in later 
history see my Hist . Ndik Kingdom of Madura , in Ind. Antq., IQI6 
(September and October). Mr. Sewell gives three inscriptions here, 
but the Mack. MSS . contain as many as forty-six inscriptions. 
These are summarized in Ins., 5 . Dts., pp. 268 -78, and though they 
are very meagre I have included them here. 
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177 . In the south side of the Nachchiyar temple. Records a 
grant of lands in A.D. 1453 by “Vlra Valivanatha Raya” of 
Madura. 

177 -A. In the same place. A record of Valivanathi (Mahabali 
Vananatha ?) Rayar in 1476. 

A record of 
Parakrama Pandya, dated S. 1546.

Raja. Ins., S. Dts., p. 268, No. 1. 

178 -B. East of the above. Records that Mahabali Bana Raya 
gave in S. 1355, Srlmukha, the village of Tiruvariganallur and some 
jewels to the God. Ibid., No. 2. 

178 -C. West of the above. The same king gave in S. 1399, 
Hevilambi, the village of Marigudhto the Goddess. Ibid., No. 3. 

178 -D. Below the ardhamantapam. Records that ParSkrama- 
deva gave some land to Ulagudayaperumal in his second year, in 
S. 1408, Prabhava. Ibid-, No. 4. 

178 -E. Below the above. Records that Vlra-Pandyadeva gave 
in his second year the village of Vayur to the Goddess. Ibid., 
No. 5. 

178 -F. On the altar near the temple. Records that Kula- 
sekharadCva granted in Nandana a village. Ibid., No. 6. 

178 -G. On a stone near the SCnamudaliar shrine. A damaged 
grant of Konerinmaikondan. Ibid., No. 7. 

178 -H. In the same place. KulasCkharadCva granted in S. 
1456, Jay a, twenty-one turns of rice and 100 palams of curry a 
month to the Goddess for food. Ibid., No. 8. 

178 - 1 . On a stone near SCnamudaliar shrine. Records that 
Kula&ekharadCva gave some grant in rice for the Goddess and 
worshippers in his second year. Ibid., No. 9, p. 270. 

178 -J. In the same place. A damaged grant in the second 
year of Vlra-Pandya. Ibid., No. 10. 

178 -K. In the same place. A grant dated in S- 1504. No 
details. Ibid., No. II- 

178 -L. In the same place. Records that Sada£ivaraya gave 
the village of Puliyarigulam to the Goddess in S. 1472, Sadharana. 
Ibid., No. 12. 

178 -M. On a stone north of the Nachchiyar temple. Records 
that Sada&iva-Raya gave in the same year the village of “ Pattar- 
ungull.” Ibid., No. 13. 

178 -N. In the same place. Records that Sundara&Oladeva 
gave in S. 1398, Durmukhi, the village of SundaranallQr and a 
golden chair to the Goddess. Ibid., No. 14.

A damaged record of the second 
year of Kula&ekharadeva. Ibid., No. 47. 

179 -U. On a stone in the temple of Krishnasvami, near the 
Tirumala&ayana mantapam. Records that Visvanatha Nayakar, 
Vlrappa Nayakar and Krishnappa Nayakar built the temple in 
Bhava, and set up the idols of Rukmani, Satyabhama and Krishna 
and granted a portion of land. Ibid., p. 278, No. 48. 

180 . A C.P. grant in the possession of a local Brahman, edited 
by Mr. T. A. Gopinatha Rao in his Trav.

Kunnakkudi . 

This village is noted lor its cave temples adjoining the 
modern temple of Tenarrl 4 vara at the foot of the hill. The icono- 
graphical features of the place have been described by Mr. Krishna 
Sastri in Ep . Rep., 1910, p. 79. Of the five inscriptions which 
Mr. Sewell mentions in this place, three have been identified, but 
not the two others which are attributed to the twentieth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vira-Pandya and S. I442^A.D. 1550).

Records gift of land for 
offerings to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya Tenarru-Nayakkar at 
Tirukkunrakkudi in Adalaiyur-nadu, a subdivision of Kerala&iriga- 
valanadu. This is No. 3 of Mr. Sewell’s list. 

183 . 26 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar in the same 
place. A record in the sixth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vikrama-PandyadCva. Records gift of land to the 
same temple by Uyyavandan Gandan alias GahgCyan alias Tyaga- 
mTgaman. This is No. 4 of Mr. Sewell’s list. 

184 . 27 of I 909 -—(Tamil.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A damaged record in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srlvallabhadeva.

Refers to the residents of Idaik- 
kudi alias RavikulamAnikkanalhlr and other villages irrigated by 
the river Tenfiru, in RnjOndrasoJa-vajanadu, a subdivision of 
Raiuraja-PAndinadu. At the bottom is an inscription in modern 
characters dated in the cyclic year Aiigirasa. 

191 . 34 of 1909.—'Tamil.) On a pillar of another rock-cut 
cave in the same hill. A record in the twenty-second year of 
the Chftla king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga-Choladeva. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Tirumalai-udaiya-Mahadeva 
! y the villagers of Kunrakkudi alias Tenpugallur. 

192 . 35 'of \ 909. (Tamil.) On the second pillar in the same cave. 
A record in the fortieth year of the Chftla king Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kulfttturiga-Chftladeva (I)- Records that Vi'rasCdcharan alias 
V i rud a ra j a bh a y a 1 i 1 k a ra Adalaiyur-Nadalvan granted a remission 
of taxes on all the devadana lands belonging to the same temple. 

193 . 36 of 1909. --(Tamil.) On the second and third pillars in 
the same place. A damaged record of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (f, 1216—35), 
“who was pleased to distribute the Chftla country.” The record 
gives a long historical introduction. [This may be No. T of Mr. 
Sewell’s list, where it is attributed to the eighth year of the reign. 

194 . 37 of 1909.“ (Vatteluttu.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. The record bears the single word Mabiilchchuram. 

195 . 380/1909.—(Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same place. 
A record in the eighth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
I ribhuvanachakravartin SrI-vallabhadOva. Records gift of land for 
the maintenance of a garden to the temple of Tenarru NAyakar py 
Katti-ara&a, a resident of Tirukkunrakkudi. See No. 187 above, 
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196 . 39 i>/1909.—(Tamil.) In the verandah of the same cave, 

beiow two images. A much damaged record in the seventh year of 
the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, 
“who was pleased to distribute the Chola Country.” Seems to record 
a gift of land to Ahidaiya-PiBaiyar. The king was most probably 
Maravarman Sundara Pandya 1 , 1216—35. 

197 . 40 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On a wall in front of the same cave. 
A much damaged record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216—35), “ who took the Chela country and was pleased to 
perform the anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors at 
MudigondasOjapuram.” Seems to record a gift of land for offerings 
to the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

198 . 41 0/1909.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Agastye&- 
vara shrine at the foot of the hill in the same village. An incom¬ 
plete record in the twenty-second year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva 
(1,1268—1308), “ who has pleased to take every country.” Mentions 
the temple of Tenarru-Nayakar. 

199 . 42 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajan 
Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the end and damaged. [The 
king has not been identified.] 

200 . 430/1909.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the Madhuna- 
dl&vara shrine at the foot of the hill. A damaged record in the 
seventeenth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (1,1216 -35), “ who took 
the Chola country and was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes at Mudigonda&Olapuram.” Records gift of land to a private 
person. Mentions Niyamam “ irrigated by the river Tenaru ” in 
Keralasingavalanadu. 

201. 44 of 1909.—On the roof of a natural cavern called 
Jnaniyarmadam on the same hill. In Brahmi characters. [The 
huge boulder here is similar to that at Panchapandavamalai near 
Krlavalavu and “must have contained below it a number of the 
usual stone beds. The whole space under the boulder is, however, 
now converted into a building with several compartments and is 
occupied by mendicant beggars who call it Gnaniar-madam. In 
the madam they have placed figures of a naga, a HanOman and a 
seated image which they call Gnaniar.” (Mad. Ep. Rep. y 1910, 

p. 80.) 

Pir&nmalai. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell gives ten inscriptions in this place 
of which Nos. 2, 3, 5 and 6 have been identified with 203, 204, 
205 and 212 of the following list. The other inscriptions of 
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Mr Sewell are not identifiable. Two of them are attributed to the 
thirteenth and tenth years of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula&e- 
khara and the other four are given under Nos. 220 to 223 below. 

202 . 138 of 1903*—(Tamil.) On the rock in the central shrine 
of the Maiigainatha temple. An incomplete record in the thirty- 
fifth year of the Chola king Chakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva 
(I?). 

203 . 139 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the kitchen 
belonging to the Maiigainatha temple. A mutilated record of the 
Saluva king Immadi-Narasimharaya (son of Narasinga), in S. 1422, 
Raudri. Appears to record a gift for the merit of Tipparasar 
Ayyan. Mentions Eppuli-Nayakar and Kerajasiriga-valanadu and 
the district of Piramalai-ssTmai. 

204 . 140 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same. A 
record in the thirty-eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin KulasSkharadCva ( 1 , 1268—1308), 
“who conquered every country.” Records gift of cows to the 
temple of Kodungunramudaiva-Nayanar. 

205 . 141 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the Sundara- 
Pandyan mantapa in front of the central shrine of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king VTra-pratapa DevarSya

A record 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva 
(I, 1216—35), “who took the Chftla country,” the date of which 
is doubtful. Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

208 . 143 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulasekharadeva. Records gift of a lamp stand. Mentions 
Karavandapuram. 

209 . 144 of 1903.—-(Tamil.) On the north wall of the six- 
pillared mantapa in front of the same shrine. A record in the 
third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin VTra-PandyadCva. Records gift of money for offerings. 
Tirukkodungunru was situated in Tirumalai-nadu. Mention is 
made of Alagapuri alias Seliyanarayanapuram in Keralasirigavala- 
nadu. [According to Saivite legends Tirukkodungunram pr 
Piranmalai was one of the fifteen Saivite centres in the Pandyan 
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kingdom and renowned as the place where Ma hodara Rish i 
performed worship.] 

210 . 145 0/1903.—(Tamil.) On the base of the same mantapa. 
A record of Tribhuvanachakravartin KonGrinmaikondan. Records 
gift of land. Mentions Tuvarapati-Velar and Bhupala-Puramdara. 
The latter was probably a title of the king. Contains also a 
fragment of an inscription of Sundara-Pandya “ who performed 
the anointment of heroes at Nellur,” i.c. y Jatavarman Sundara 
Pandya I who ruled from 1251 to 1264.] 

211 . 146 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the Vi&va- 
natha shrine in the same temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Krishnadeva Maharaya “who 
conquered IJam and every country and witnessed the elephant 
hunt,” in S. I440, Chitrabhanu (wrong) ; Venkayya points out that 
this inscription is “a unique” record among the Tamil inscriptions 
of the Emperor in claiming the conquest of IJam for Krishnarava. 

212 . T47 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Mentions Tuvarapati-Vejar and Bhupala Puramdara. 
Records in the thirty-fourth year gift of land. [This is evidently 
inscription No. 2 in Mr. Sewell’s list assigned to the thirty-fourth 
year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekhara.] 

213 . 148 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the 
end. Records gift of land. Contains the Sanskrit introduction 
beginning with Samasta-jagadadhiira , etc. 

214 . 149 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the steps lead¬ 
ing to the Mahgainatha shrine. An incomplete record. Records 
an order of Malavachakravartti. 

215 . 150 0/1903.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same. A 
record in the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Parfikrama-Pandyadeva. Records a sale 
of land. [Was he the king who came to the throne in 1334 ?] 

216 . T51 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the steps 
leading to the Mahgainatha shrine in the same temple. A record 
of the Saluva king lmmadi Narasihganlya (son of Narasihga, the 
usurper) in S. 1422, Raudra. Records gift of land for the merit 
of Tipparasa Ayyan by Eppuli Nayakar. 

217 . 152 of 1903*—(Tamil.) Inside the Subrahmanya shrine in 
the same temple. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya 
king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula6ekharad0va 
(I, 1268—1308), “ who conquered every country.” Records gift of 
money for offerings. 

218 . 153 of 1903.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. Records in fifteenth Vibhava , gift of land.

A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulasCkharatlOva. Records gift of money for a lamp by a native 
of Niyamam, irrigated by the river Tenaru. 

241 . 103 of 1908. --(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kula- 
sekharadeva. Records that some lands belonging to the temple of 
Kailasumudaiya-Nayanar were made rent-free for money received 
by the sabha of Tirupputtur in order to provide for offerings on a 
festival in the same temple.

246 . 108 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srlvallabhadeva. Records gift of 25 cows undone bull for a lamp. 

247 . 1090/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Srlvallabhadeva. Records gift of 25 cows and one bull for a lamp. 
The donor was a native of Puddanur in Marugal-Nadu, a subdivi¬ 
sion of Geyamanikkavalanadu in the Chola country. 

248 . no 0/1908.—(Grantha and Tamil.) On the same wall. 
A record of the Chola king Raj a k es a r i v a r m a n alias Udaiyar SrT- 
Vlrarajendradcva, the date of which is lost. Stones out of order. 
The Sanskrit portion mentions Kollapura. In the Tamil portion a 
part of the historical introduction of the king is preserved, and a 
reference is made to ayyar (father) RajCndra-Choja “ who took 
Garigai, Purvadesam and Kidaram. [Vlranljendra was evidently 
the king who ruled from 1063 to 1070.] 

249 . in of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine. A record in the tenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srlval¬ 
labhadeva. Records gift of two villages by the king at the request 
of a certain Kalirigarayan. 

250 . 1120/^1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Agas- 
tyesvara shrine in the same temple. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Vlrapratapa Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Vikrita. 
Records gift of two lamps by a native of Ariviyur-nagaram alias 
Kulasekhara-pattanam. Refers to a grant of land made by 
Verigala-Nayakkar on the occasion of a solar eclipse. 

251 . 113 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-Maha¬ 
raya in S. 1457 , Jaya. Records gift of the village of Varaguna- 
puttur for the merit of Visvanatha-Nayakkar, son of Nagama- 
Nayakkar. Visvanatha is the founder of the Naik dynasty of 
Madura. For his career see my History of the Naik kingdom in Ltd. 
Antq ., 1915 - 

252 . 114 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the kitchen 
in the same temple. A record in the thirteenth year of the Pandya 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift 
of money for offerings to the shrine of Aludaiya-Pillaiyar in the 
temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar at Tirupputtur. The money 
was deposited in the treasury of Ti rut taliyaiula-Nay and r. 
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253 . ll$ of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
SrlvallabhadCva. Records that the kitchen was built by the queen 
Ulagamujududaiyar. 

254 . 116 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Pandya king Vlra-Pandyadeva. 
Records a remission of taxes by the sabha of Tirupputtur on lands 
belonging to Tiruttondatto^aitirumadam and refers to the repairs 
made to the hall dayapanjarum. See No. 242 above. 

255 . II 7 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Pandyadeva. Records gift of money for offerings to the 
image of Tirunavukkara&udeva set up in the temple of Kailasa- 
mudaiya Nayanar, by a dancing girl (devar adiyal). 

256 . 1180/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Kula&ekharadeva. 
Records gift of money for three-fourth lamp by a Brahmani 
cf Kula^ekharachaturvedimahgalam in Sfljapandyavajanadu. 

257 . 119 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the forty-sixth year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Records that in Karkataka 14, Purvapaksha 5, 
Monday, Uttaraphalguni, Avaiyan Periya Nayanar <dias Visa- 
layadCva, a native of Kuraikkudi irrigated by (the river) Tenaru, in 
AdalaiyCir-nadu, consecrated again the image in the temple of 
Tiruttaliyanda-Nayanar which was polluted by the occupation of 
the Muhammadans. See Ef>. Ind., XI, p. 138, where the date is 
pointed out to be Monday, the 2nd August A.D. 1 339 - 

258 . 120 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. . A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Vira-Pandyadeva, in Mithuna 21, Piirva 12, 
Sunday, Anuradha. Records the Muhammadan occupation of the 
temple and its consecration by VisalayadCva mentioned in No. 257. 
He was on this account given certain special privileges in the temple 
by the temple priests. See Ibid., where the date is pointed out to 
be 16th June, A.D. 1342. 

259 . 121 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Achyutadeva-Mahanlya in 
S. 1460, expired, Vilambi. Records gift of land for the merit of 
the king by Periya Ramappa-Nayakkar to a shrine of Bhairava in 
the same temple. 

260 . 122 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva in Phc.nus 5. Piirva I, Thursday, 
MGla. Records sale of privileges pertaining to Padikkaval by the 
sabha of TirupputtGr to Avaiyan alias Majavachakravartin ’of

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Suraikkudi. See Ep. hid., Vol. XI, p. 138, where the date is shown 
to be 2nd December, A.D. 1339. 

261 . 1230/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-fourth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin KulasSkharadeva (I or II ?). Records sale of the 
right of Karanmai by a temple tenant in favour of the goddess Tiruk- 
kamakkOttamudaiya-Nfichchiyar who was set up by Kandiyadevar. 

262 . 124 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-PandyadGva in the twenty-second year 
and S. 1344, Subhakrit, Dhanus 19, Purva 3, Wednesday, Sravana. 
Records grant of a lease of certain temple lands to three private 
individuals, viz., Senbagaraiyar, Parnkrama-Pandya Vijayalaya- 
dCvar and Ariyarayar. [See Ep. hid., Vol. XI, p. 139, where it is 
shown *that the date corresponded to Wednesday, 16th December, 
A-D. 1422, after changing the third tit hi to the second.]

But, here, the sabha 
takes the place of the temple priests. 

266 . 128 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twentieth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records that certain temple 
lands were leased out by the priests. [Vide£/>. hid., Vol. XI, p. 137, 
where it is shown from the details of the date (Rishabha 4, PQrva 2, 
Rohini) that it corresponded to Sunday, 3rd May, A.D. 1318.

268 . 1300/ 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the Agasty^vara shrine in the same temple. A record 
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in the second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Sundara-Pandyadeva, in Dhanus II, Purva 10, Wednesday, A&vini. 
Records sale of land for the maintenance of a flower-garden which 
was founded by Ponparriyudaiyan ViJ.uppadaraiyar of PuflOrkudi 
in Naduvir-kurru in the district of Milalai-kQrram. [See Ep. Ind ., 
Vol. XI, p. 135, where it is shown that the date corresponded 
to 7th December, A.D. 1239.] 

269 . 131 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the twelfth year of the 
Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Para- 
krama-PandyadCva. The record gives a list of the gifts made by 
Uyyavandan Kandidova alias Gangeya to the temple of Tiruttaji- 
yandar at Tirupputtur. 

270 . 132 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the ninth year of the Pandya king 
Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva (I, 
1268—1308), “ who was pleased to take every country.” 

271 . 133 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the thirty-sixth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulasekharadeva ( 1 , 1268—1308), “who 
was pleased to take every country.” Records gift of land to a 
certain Perumbarrappuliyur-nambi by the temple priests. Records 
that in the thirty-fourth year of the reign of the king a certain 
Vajluvanadalvan took possession of the village and dispossessed 
the donee of his lands. 

272 . 134 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the store 
room in the same temple. An incomplete record in the tenth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pandyadeva. Refers to the shrine of Suryadeva in the temple 
of Tiruttaliyanda-Nriyanar and to the Kannadiya horsemen from 
a foreign country.

On a second slab 
built into the same floor. A damaged record in the fourth year and 
4 , 535 th day of the Pandya king Varaguna-Maharaya. Records gift 
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of money for one lamp and eleven flower garlands by Maravan- 
Anukkapperaraiyan alias Kadamban-Velan to the temple of 
Tiruttalipadarar, at Tirupputtur, a brahmadeya in KoluvOrkOrram. 

276 . 138 of 1908.—(Vatteluttu.) On a slab lying in the 
AngSlamman temple in the same village. A record of the Pandya 
king Maranjadaiyan, the date of which is lost. Records gift of 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of Jala&ayanattuppadarar at 
Tirupputtur, a brahmadeya in KoluvQr-kQrram, by Manomayan 
Maran of Venbaikkudi-nadu. 

277 . 139 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the second slab set up in the 
same temple. A much damaged record in S. 1476, An an da. 
Mentions Arigalamman. 

278 . 1400/1908.—-(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Ninra- 
Nanlyana Pcrumal temple in the same village. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Pandya king Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Records gift of land to the temple of Kolavarahavinnagar-Emberu- 
man by the chief Garigeyan.

280 . In the local masjid. A stone epigraph recording gift of 
lands to a Mussalman in S. 1595 (A.D. 1673) by Tirumalai Setupati 
Katta Tevar. [ Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 298.] 

281 . A C.P. grant in the masjid. Records gift of lands to a 
Mussalman in S. 1666 (A.D. 1744) by Muttukumara Vijaya 
Raghunatha Setupati, son of Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha Setupati 
and grandson of Hiranyagarbhayaji Muttu Vijaya Raghunatha 
Setupati. [Ibid., p. 298.]

282 . 1190/1910.—(Tamil.) On the north, west and south walls 
of the central shrine in the Kailasanathasvamin temple. A record 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin, the 
date of which is lost. Stones out of order. Mentions Rajasiriiha- 
mangalam, a brahmadeya in Varaguna-valanadu.

283 . 4330/1914.—(Tamil.) On the main gopura of the Adi- 
ratne&vara temple, right of entrance. Registers in S. 1557, Yuva, 
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Tai, fourteenth day, £u. di. Paurnami, Pushya, corresponding to 
January 12, A.D. 1636, an order of Tirumalaiyan that each village 
had to pay one few, one panam and one kalatn of paddy to the 
temple of Aclanai Nayakar for the merit of Setupatidevar. [The 
local god was so called because, it is said, Bhrigu got relief from 
God Siva from the goat’s head and elephant’s body with which 
he had been cursed by sage Durvasas.] 

284 . 434 of 1914.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikon- 
dan. The stone is cut off at the right end. Seems to register 
gift of paddy. 

285 . 435 0/1914. —(Tamil.) On the same gOpura ; left of en¬ 
trance. A record in the sixteenth year of the Pandya king Mara- 
varman alias Sundara-Pandya “who having taken the Chola 
country was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes and the 
anointment of victors at MudigondachOlapuram.” The stone is 
cut off at the right end. Seems to register a gift of land. 

286 . 436 of 1914. (Tamil.) On a slab set up near the tank in 
the same temple. Records in S. 1642, Vikari, the digging of the 
Suryaputkarani tank in front of the temples of Adanai Nayakar 
and Anbirpiriyada-Amman for the merit of Muttuvayiravanatha 
Sotupati Kattadevar. 

287 288 . Mr. Sewell mentions two C.P. grants in the temple, 
dated S. 1601 (A.D. 1679) recording gift of lands by Hiranya- 
garblia Sctupati.

Aragalur was in Arrurkunram, a subdivision of Magadai 
Mandalam in Maladu or Jananathavalanadu (which extended into 
modern South Arcot district). 

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Kamesvara temple. An incomplete record of the 
Vijayanagara king Kuniara Vira-Narasimha Bhujabala Vasanta- 
raya in S. 1430, Vibhava , Kumbha , su. di. 7, Friday, Subhayoga , 
corresponding to Friday, January 26, A.D. 1509. Registers that 
Eramanchi Timmaya-Nayaka’s son Tulukkana-Nsyaka, provided 
a car which had not existed since the time of the Pandya king to 
the temple of Tirukkamlsvaram-udaiya-TambiranSr at Aragalur in 
Arrur-kurram, a subdivision of Magada mandalam in Maladu alias 
Jananatha-valanSdu. [Bhujabala was Nuniz’s Busbal Rao and the 
elder brother of Krishnadeva Raya. His title Viravasanta is met 
for the first time in this epigraph. The Kdyilolugu refers to 
Eramanchi Timma Nayaka and says that Uttamanambi, the 
manager of the Srlrarigam shrine, received in S. 1409 as many 
as 20 villages from him. He is styled the inspirer of fear in the 
Chera, Chola, Pandya and Vallala kings, the establisher of 
Yadavaraya and enemy of Sambuvaraya.] 

2 . 409 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-Maharaya in S. 1435, Bhdva, Simha , 
su. di. II, Wednesday, Svati. Registers that Eramanchi Akki- 
Timmaya-Nayaka rehabilitated the deserted village of Panattalai, 
a devadana and sarvamdnya of the same temple, under the name 
Immadi-Tulukkana Nayakkan pettai and fixed certain taxes which 
were evidently collected by the temple. [The date is irregular 
and inconsistent. The Kaikkolars and other classes who took the 
village as Kattukkuttagai had to pay 3 panams for each loom and 
3 for each plough, but were free from obligations and assessments 
like ecachdPu, varisoru, dlamahji , etc.] 

3 . 4100/1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the ChOja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva (III?). Records gift of the village Naraittalai Navalur to tne 
temple of Tirukkaml 4 varam-udaiya-Nayandr at AragalQr in Arrur- 
kurram, a subdivision of Magada-mandalam, for burning 150 
lamps in the shrines of the god and goddess and the subsidiary 
shrines. 
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4 . 411 of I 9 I 3 -—;(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrine. Records in S. 1430* Vibhava, Kumbha , su. di. 10, Sunday, 
A£l£sha, that Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka, seeing that the 
temple of Tirukkamlsuram-Udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur was not 
provided with festive processions since the time of the Pandya, 
constructed a car for it and fixed the days for the festivals. Also 
registers a grant of land by the temple authorities and a house to 
a certain kaikkolan called Parayan of Tamadanallur. The date is 
irregular. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 73, for details. 

5 . 412 0/1913.—(Tamil.) On the west base of the same shrine. 
A record of the Saluva king DharmarSya (Immadi Narasirhha), 
son of Saluva Nara 4 iriga Bhujabhala Deva-MaharSya (i.e., the cele¬ 
brated usurper Nara&iriga) in S. 1426, Raktakshi , Sim ha, su. di. 13, 
Friday, Svati. Registers that Pakkambadi, a village in Tenkarai 
Naraiyur-kGrram, a district of Magadai-mandalam in Maladu alias 
JananSthavalanadu, was tor a long time a devadCina of the temple 
and that subsequently taxes (rdjdgaram kdnikkai) were collected 
from it; EramSnchi Tulukkana-Nayaka restored the village to the 
temple with all its income for worship and repairs. [Mr. 
Swamikannu Pillai calculates the corresponding date to be Friday, 
April 26, A.D. 1504, but the solar month was not Sim ha but Mesh a.] 

6. 413 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. Registers in Raktakshi, Karttigai, twenty-seventh day, 
the decision of Tirumalli Nayaka regarding the right of worship in 
the temple of Tirukkaml^varam-udaiya-Nayanar. 

7 . 414 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
thirteenth year, Tai, of the Hoysala king RamanathadCva. Regis¬ 
ters an order of Ralnittarayan that the village Nattamaiigalam in 
Sela-nadu which was given to him as a j'tvita by the king, was now 
granted with all its income as a rent-free devadana to the temple of 
Tirukkamlsvaram-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalur, for maintaining 
worship and repairs. 

8 . 415 0/1913.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin RajarajadCva (III) in his fourteenth year Rishabha , ba. 
di. 7, Monday, Dhanishtha (corresponding, according to Mr. Swami¬ 
kannu Pillai, to Monday, 6th Mav, A.D. 1230). Records grant of 
15,000 kdsu by a certain Nachchi for maintaining worship, sacred 
bath, garlands, cloths, lamps, oil, offerings and festivals in the 
shrine of Kariyana-Rvaramudaiya-Nayanar set up in the north¬ 
west corner of the first enclosure in the temple of Tirukkaml&- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar. The donation was accepted by the 
servants of the temple. 

9 . 416 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartm Kulottun- 
ga-Choladeva (III). Registers that the village of Ilattipadi which 
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had been purchased from Malaiyanudai-Sambai by the trustees, 
was made tax-free in favour of the same temple, for maintain¬ 
ing worship, festivals and repairs by the trustees of that temple. 
The document is attested by the officers VanakOvaraiyan and 
Villavarayan. 

10 . 417 0/1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirteenth year of the Cho[a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulot- 
tuiiga-Choladeva (III). Records sale of Ilattipadi to the trustees of 
the temple by Malaiyanucjaiyan Sambaiyajvan, for 135 pon. 

11 . 418 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottnriga-CholadOva (III) in 
his twenty-ninth year, Kanyd, sit. di. 2, Wednesday, Hasta 
(corresponding to September 6, A.D. 1206). Records gift of 5,000 
kdsu for maintaining the sacred bath, twilight lamps, garlands, 
cloths and offerings to the three saints ( ember umakkal) (i.c., Appar, 
Sundarar and Sambandar) set up in the temple of Tirukkamli- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragaliir. [The date in reality refers to 
Tuesday, September 5 and not September 6. See lip. Rep., 1914, 
p. 64.] 

12 . 419 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifteenth year of the Pfindya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadOva 
(I,? 1251—64). Registers a gift of 1,000 kulj of land, made rent- 
free in the thirteenth year of the king, for the maintenance of two 
Brahmanas who recited the Vedas in the temple, by the chief 
Sedirayan- Also at the command of the king, the ndttdr inhabit¬ 
ing the districts included between the rivers VOmbarftru and 
Pennai were required to assign certain specified taxes to the 
temple for the health of the king. The ndttdr, having, however, 
collected the hinikkai-panam in the fifteenth year of the king, they 
were ordered to return the collections immediately to the temple. 

A record of 
the Saluva king Tamaraya Immadi-Narasa Nayaka (son of Nara- 
singa) in S. 1427, Krodhana , Makar a , su. di.

Registers that Allalanatha llaiya-Nayaka 
and the inhabitants of Arrur-nadu and Mulaipparu-nadu, having 
met together, provided for supplying oil to burn perpetual lamps 
and twilight lamps in the temple for the health of Eramanchi- 
Tulukkana Nayaka. [Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points out that in 
January II, A.D. 1506, the intended date, the week day is correct, 
but notKrlttika or Dhanishtha. Nor was it Saiikrdnti of any kind.] 

14 . 421 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
his seventh year that the chiefs VanakOvaraiyan and Villavarai- 
yan granted annually ten of their bull-calves as vrishabhas to the 
temple and assigned the remainder for work in connexion with 
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temple repairs including that of the enclosure wall called Pon - 
parappina Peru mdl-1iru m adil. 

15 . 422 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
Plava, Ma£i, tenth day, a pledge (adai-dlai) granted by Tyagana- 
N ay aka to the inhabitants of the districts (ndtttir) of Magadai- 
mandalam who had left the country owing to much oppression. 
Mentions svami Isvara-Nayaka. 

16 . 423 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Built in at the 
beginning. Fixes the details of adanderram to be observed by the 
inhabitants of Magadai-mandalam. 

17 . 424 0/T913. —(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the 13th year and 319th day of Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerin- 
melkondan. Registers the grant of the village Alambalam in 
Magadai-mandalam with all its income for instituting a service 
in the temple called KodandarSman &andi, after the king, for 
celebrating a festival on his birthday every year and for repairs. 
Attested by Kalirigaraya. 

18 . 425 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Sundara-PflndyadCva in his tenth year Mina, 
su. di. 13, Thursday, Makha. Registers that the king granted l /2 
veil of land at Ponparappi alias RajanarayananallQr as a devadana 
to the shrines of Kula&Okhara Avudaiyar and Vajvitta Mangaiyar 
which Kandiyadeva had founded in the same temple in the name 
of the king’s elder brother (anndlvi). Attested by Adichchan 
(ianapati Ajvan alias Kaduvetti of KappalOr in Mutturrukurram, 
a subdivision of Pandi- mandalam. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai points 
out that tw 7 o dates are possible, viz., Thursday, February 26, A.D. 
1260 or Thursday, February 27, 1287. The latter would be the 
eleventh year (not the tenth) of that Jatavarman Sundara Pandya 
who ruled from 1276 to 1290 and the former would be in the ninth 
(but very near the tenth) year of his namesake who ruled from 
1251 to 1264. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai considers the latter to be 
more probable as the king has the title Samastaja^adadhara. 

19 . 426 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva (I,? 1251—-64) in his ninth year, Adi. Records gift of 
3,000 kuli of wet land below the tank Kula&ekharan-Periyeri at 
Aragalur, to the shrine of Kula&ekhara-Avudaiyar mentioned above, 
for offerings. [The mention of a Kulasekhara as the elder brother 
of the king shows that he had a co-regent or predecessor in him. 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai postulates from astronomical details the 
accession of a Kula&ekhara in 1237 (see bid . Antq., Vol. 42) and 
this might be the person intended.] 

20 . 427 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnarflya tA.D. 1509—30) in S. 1430, Sukla, 
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1202

Mina, £u. di. 7, Thursday, Visakha. The king receives Sahiva 
titles. Registers that Eramanchi TuJukkana-Nnyaka built a car 
for the temple which had not been in existence subsequent to the 
rule of the Pandya kings, instituted a festival called after Sivili- 
Nayaka and appointed a private individual providing him with 
maintenance, for carrying the god in processions (sri-pdtam tdiigi). 
[The date is an irregular one.] 

21 . 428 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An incomplete 
record of the Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva-MahSrfiya in S. 
1436, Yuvan, Mithuna, 611. di. 5, Monday, Asvini. The king 
receives Saluva titles. Records that Akki-Timmaya Nilyaka of 
Eramanchi and the temple authorities together, granted to a private 
individual, 250 kuli of land as uranuii. [This is also an irregular 
date. See Ep. Rep., 1914, p. 68.1 

22 . 429 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year, Ma&i, nineteenth day of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-PandyadOva ( 1 , 1251— 64\ 
“who took every country.” Records gift of 2,000 kuli of wet land 
below the tank Kulasekharan Periyeri for a garden, by the king. 
Attested by Achchan Ganapati Ajvan alias Kaduvetti, native of 
Kappalur, alias Ulagalanda&Olanallur in Mutturru-ku r ram, a sub¬ 
division of Pandi-mandalam. 

23 . 430 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna Udaiyar 
(VirGpnksha \\ son of Vlra-Ariy ana-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 
1306, Raktakshi, Mesha, su. di. (Paurnami), Wednesday, Svati, 
(corresponding to Wednesday, April 6, A.D. 1384). Registers the 
sale of the right (hlni) of worship by three priests of the temple of 
Tirukkamlsvaramudaiya-Nriyanar at Aragalur to a priest of the 
temple of Tiruvalahjiram Udaiya-Nayanftr at Valahjiram in Panur- 
kurram, a subdivision of Maladu alias Janandtha-Valanadu, in 
Maga da i -man da lam. 

24 . 431 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king VTra-Kampanna-Udaiyftr, son of Vlra-Buk- 
kanna-UdaiySr II, in S. 1297, Rakshasa, Vrischika, su. di. II, Friday, 
Rohini. The servants of the temple, viz., the sri-nulras, sri-mahes- 
varas and temple accountants having assembled together, gave 
to a certain Ennudaiya NayanSr, son of AghOrasiva-Mudaliyar, 
the work of supervising the different services in the temple and a 
house for his living. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that the week 
day and solar month arc wrong, and Rakshasa, &u. 11, Rohini, fell 
on Thursday, 3rd January 1376. 

25 . 432 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
Pandyadeva III (1276—90), in Iris thirteenth year, Mithuna, su. di. 
T3, Friday, Anuradha, corresponding to Friday, June 3, A.D. 1289 - 
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Refers to a dispute between the oil-merchants ( Vdniya-n agar attar ) 
and the sett is in which the latter permitted the former to manage 
the business of the temple. The management continued to be in 
the hands of the oil-merchants for sometime. This having failed, 
the district people (ndttavar) granted the village of Talaivay for 
conducting permanently the festivals in the temple. [The inscrip¬ 
tion is of social interest, and shows how caste disputes in regard 
to the management of temples existed in those days.] 

26 . 433 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-Maharaya (1530—42) 
in S. 1461, Vikarin, Kanya, su. di. 7, Friday, Mula (corresponding 
to Friday, September 19, A.D. 1539). Seems to record a grant of 
land, and the mathdpatya to a private individual for doing the duties 
of the temple (koyil-uliyam). 

27 . 434c/ 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirteenth year, Paiiguni, that the temples of Tirukkamlsuram- 
udaiya-Nayanar, Tay ilunalla-sMTsuram-udaiya-Nfiyanar and Pon- 
p a 1 a p p i n a - so 1 Tsu r a m - u d a i y a -N a y a n a r were granted as kdni to a 
certain Scramanfir. Also 200 kuli of wet land and 2,000 kuli of 
dry land were given to this same person in the villages of 
Kurukkaipadi, Pakkanpadi, llattipadi and Visalur. 

28 . 435 of 1913. — (Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapn ; right of entrance. A record in the thirty-fifth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III). 
Registers a political compact between Sengeni Ammaiyappan 
Alagiyasojan alias Edirilisolachchambuvanlyan and the chiefs 
1 \) n p a ra p p i n a - V:1 n a k o v a ra i y a r, K u 1 6t tu h g a so 1 a V a n a k ov a ra i y a r, 
and brother-in-law (nnuchchundmlr) Kfulavarityar. The latter 
thre e chiefs bind themselves not to be enemies of the first and give 
no shelter to offenders against him, and he in turn vows to do 
the same. If he* acted against this he would be “ the bearer of 
shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies ” and 
not the son of his father ! See No. 33 below. 

29 . 43 b of 1913.--(Tamil.) On the wall behind the dvarapala 
image* in the same mantapa ; right of entrance. A record of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajanljndeva till) in (date is 
lost) Tula, ba. di. 4, Monday. Built in at the end. Records gift of 
2,000 kastt for one lamp and of 49 cows for seven other lamps to be 
burnt in the temple of Tirukkanusvaram-uelaiya-Nayanar and 
subordinate shrines. 

30 . 437 of 1913.—(Tamil.) # In the same place; left of entrance. 
A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king RajarajadOva._ Built 
in at the beginning. Records gift of land for offerings by Achchi 
who has been mentioned in No. 8 above. 

31 . 438 of 1913. —(Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. Records in the tenth year an order 
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from the king to the managers of the temple, stating that the 
weavers settled by them outside the northern gate of Aragalcir 
were to be cultivators (kudittidkkiil) of the deiuidfina lands belong¬ 
ing to the shrine of Kula£ekhara-Aludaiy 3 r_ founded in this temple 
by the chief Kandiyadevar. Attested by Adittan Ganapati-Alvan 
alias Kaduvetti of Kappalur. 

32 . 439 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 

prakara. A record of the Pandya king . . . alias Tribhuvana- 

chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva (I?) in his twelfth year, Mesha, 
£u. di. Purnai, Thursday, Svati. The right of worship for 3 1/ s days 
of a month in the temple which had been owned by a certain lady 
was ordered to be sold evidently on account of the defalcation of 
temple jewels by her and her accomplices. The lady was arrested 
by the temple mahesvaras and officers who then met in a mantapa 
and decided that 250 pan am ( = 25,00 0 soliya ha so) was to be paid 
by the other worshippers of the temple for distributing among 
themselves the privileges that were under sale. [The inscription is 
of value in illustrating the method of temple management. In dis¬ 
cussing the date of the inscription Mr. Swamikannu Pillai says that 
it might be taken to be either Thursday, April 6, A.D. 1262, in the 
eleventh (very near the twelfth) year of Jatavarman Sundara 
Pandya I (1251—1264), or Thursday, April 23, A.D. 1282 in the 
twelfth year of a king of the same name who, according to his 
own researches, ascended the throne in 1271. Sec bid. Antq., VoJ. 
42, June and Aug. 1913J 

33 . 440 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara ; right of entrance. A record in the thirteenth year (of an 
unknown king). Stones out of order. Refers to the terms of a 
political compact between the two chiefs Rajarajadevan Pon- 
parappinar alias KulotturigasOla-VanakOvaraiyar and Kll.yQr 
Malaiyaman of Tirukkovalur. They fix the boundaries of their 
dominions, bind themselves not to oppose each other, combine in 
serving the king and defend each other against external enemies. 
[See No. 28. The Government Epigraphist sees in these political 
compacts the decline of the Chola central government.] 

34 . 441 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the thirteenth year, Purattadi, gift of 3,000 kuli of wet land 
reclaimed from forest in the village of Deviyakuruchchi in Arrur- 
nadu for worship and repairs in the shrines of KulasCkhara- 
Ajudaiyar and Valvitta-Marigaiyar in the temple'of Tirukkamfs- 
varam-udaiya-Nayanar at Aragajur. Attested by Kaduvetti, chief 
of Kappalur. 

35 . 442 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Avani, gift of land, tax free, for the 
maintenance of the gardeners of a flower-garden belonging to the 
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temple of Tirukkaml&varam-udaiya-Nayanar. Attested by the same 
person. 

36 . 443 of l9l3.—(Tamil.) On the same wall; left of entrance. 
Registers an order of the king to the managers of the temple 
stating that the service Ulagamulududaiyal-&andi founded in his 
name was to be maintained from the 8,500 kuli of land granted at 
Alambalatn in Naraiyur-kurram, a subdivision of Miladu alias 
Ja n a n a th a-v a 1 a n a d u. 

37 . 444 of I9I3-—(Tamil.) On the same wall ; left of entrance. 
Records in the eleventh year, Adi, gift of four velis of wet land 
in Arrur for feeding ten persons in the temple. Attested by 
Kaduvetti. 

38 . 445 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the central 
shrine in the Karivaradaraja-Perumal temple in the same village. 
A record of the Saluva king Dharmaraya (i.e., Immadi Narasiriiha), 
son of Saluva Narasihgarflya in S. 1444, Durmati, Simha, su. di. 10, 
Monday, Hasta. The third figure of the Saka year must be two. 
Records that a certain Ammana-Nayakka gave to the temple of 
Karivarada-Perumal at Aragalur, the fee called mlimai-kdsu col¬ 
lected from the Kaikkolas and a female servant (adiydl) providing 
for her maintenance in order that svami Narasa-Nayaka may be 
victorious in his digvijaya. See No. 43. [Shows that Tuluva Narasa 
was dc facto king while Immadi Narasiriiha was ruling. The date is 
declared by Mr. Swamikannu Pillai to be irregular as Sukla 10 
and Hasta can join in Rishabha and not Sirhha.] 

39 . 446 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
.brine. Registers in the fourth year, Paiiguni, twelfth day, an order 
of Vanakovaraiyan that wet and dry lands in different villages 
were to he purchased as Viramdgadapperuvilai, the former at 0 
kdsu per kuli and the latter one at 2 kasti per kuli, and granted as 
tiruudmattukkdni to the temple of Kariya-Perumal at Aragalur. 

40 . 4470/ 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records that 
the Stivimdna (i.e., central shrine) of this Kariya-Perumal temple 
called also Rfijaraja-Vinnagclr was built of stone by Punyavatiyar, 
wife of Rajarfija-Vanakovaraiyan. She was the daughter of 
Ira nan Koval a ray an. 

41 . 448 of 1913.---•(Tamil.) On the east base of the same shrine. 
Records in the thirteenth year (of an unknown king), Purattadi, 
an eclipse (not specified), gift of 1,000 kuli of wet land below the 
tank at Ponparappi alias Rfijanarayananallur for oblations and 
repairs to the shrine of Siriga (i.e., Nrisiriiha) in the temple of 
Kariya-Perumal in order to secure happiness to the king’s elder 
brother ianndlvi) Sundara-Pandya- Attested by Adittan Ganapati- 
Alvan of KappalQr who was surnamed Vanadarayan. 

42 . 449 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same base. A record of the 
Vijayanagara king Krishnadeva Maharaya (1509 — 30) i n S. I44 J » 
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Pramathin, Mithuna, ku. di. 13, Friday, AnurZdhn. Registers that 
three sthanikas of the temple of PerumS 1 -Karivnvnr went on a 
deputation to the king, to Vijayanagara and complained of the 
injustice done by the authorities (rajaganun) stationed at Deviya- 
kuruchchi, a village belonging to the temple. The chief Amaram 
Timmarasa introduced them to the king, got their grievance 
redressed, presented them each with a garland, a head dress, a 
horse and an umbrella, and granted 900 kuli of wet land at 
Ponparappi and at Deviyakuruchchi, as sarvamdnya gift. [The 
date has been verified to be Friday, June 10, A.D. 1519.] 

43 . 450 of 1913.“(Tamil.) On the south base of the same 
shrinf. A record of the Saluva king Tammayyaraya, son of Sfduva- 
NarasirigarSya (the founder of the Sfduva dynasty) in S. 1424, 
Rudhirodgarin (wrong), Sirhha, su. di. 10, Friday, Svfiti. A certain 
Tammayya-Nayaka in the name of his master Kumarasvami- 
Ammana-Nayaka granted land at Sirreri, a hamlet of AragalQr, 
to three worshippers in the temple of Perumaj-Kariyavar who 
were in the enjoyment of the privilege called archaudvibhava-kdiii 
for the victory of Narasa Nayaka. The Government Epigraphist 
points out that this as well as No. 38 refer to the latter part of 
the year in which Narasa Nayaka died and was succeeded by his 
son Vlra Narasiiiiha. [The date is irregular.] 

44 . 451 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the south base of mantapa in 
front of the same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king 
Krishnadeva-MahSraya (1509—30) in S. 1446, Tarana, Makara 
ll, Revati, Friday, Samkramana-punyakala. The record gives 
a genealogy of the king from Tammayyaraya. Registers a grant 
of eight Emberuman-adiyar for service in the temple of Kariya- 
Perumal and a provision of 1,000 kuli of land for the ir mainten¬ 
ance, by a certain Mrityunjaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master 
Tirumalai-Nayaka. The date is declared by Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai to be irregular as Sukla II and Revati can join in Yrischika, 
not in Makara. 

45 . 452 of 1913*—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva- 
Maharaya, “who levied tribute from all countries”, in S. J454, 
Nandana, Kumbha, su. di. 3, Monday, Uttara-Bhfldrapada, corre¬ 
sponding to Monday, January 27, A.D. 1 533 - (But Uttara Bhadra- 
pada is wrong for purva Bhadrapada.) d he epigraph is to the 
effect that Kannan, a koikkbla of Kuhaiytir, having instituted a 
car festival in the temple, the managers met together in the 
Sopana-mantapa and decided to grant him and his descendants, a 
house, a loom, a piece of land anti some privileges in the temple. 

46 . 453 of I 9 x 3 -—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamala- 
mahgai shrine in the same temple. A record in the eighteenth year 
of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
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Sundcira-PSndyadCva (I,? 1 25T—64). Records ^ift of 1,000 kuli of 
land below the tankat Toluvur for worship and repairs in the 
temple of Vairavana-Iivaram-udaiya-Nayanar at AragalQr. 

47 . 454 of I 9 T.V‘-(Tamil.) On the south base of the Cholss- 
vnra temple in the same village. Records in the ninth year (of?), 
Pan gun i, eighth day, gift of the village Kurukkaipadi for worship 
and repairs in the temple of Tayilumnalla-Cholcsvaram-udaiya- 
Nnvannr at AragalQr. Attested by Vanakovaraiyan and Vijup- 
padarHyan and order communicated to Viladaraya, and the 
accountants (puravariydr). 

48 . 455 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. Records in the seventh year (of an unknown king) gift of 
land at KlJ-Magarur to the same temple. Attested and communi¬ 
cated as before.

51 . 405 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in the 
thirty-second year the order of Vannenja-Perumdl that the gift of 
200 kuli of wet land granted to the temple of TirmCdtali-udaiva- 
NSyanar at Arrur for maintaining lamps, was to be demarcated by 
tn-sulu stones and the transaction engraved on stone. 

52 . 406 c/ 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A damaged record in S. 1431, Sukla, Aipasi, twenty- 
second day. Seems to refer to the gift of Kallinattam near Arrur 
in Arrur-nadu, a subdivision of Magadai-mandalam, under the 
name Mayittay-agaram by a certain Tulukkana-Niiyaka, to Parpa- 
nabha-Bhatta, son of Arunagirinatha of Iraivanaraiyur. The 
document was engraved on the kumudappadai in the temple of 
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Tirumenittclivudaiya-Tambiranar at Arrur. Arunagirinatha is 
referred to in No. 49 and ought not to be confounded with the great 
Tamil poet and devotee of that name who was the contemporary of 
Devaraya II. 

5 3 . 407 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up in the same temple. 
A record in the fourteenth year of Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of paddy to the temple of Tirumernili-Nayakkar (or 
Alvar) at Malaiyamanaru, a brahmadcya in Arrur-kurram, which 
was a subdivision of Miladu, by three servants of that temple.

Registers that the 
temple of Tiruvegambam-udaiya-Nayanar at Melgahgapadi alias 
Tadavur in Arrur-kurram a subdivision of Miladu alias Jana- 
nathavalanadu, was built of stone, the cost being met from gold 
already in possession of the temple and from what was presented 
now by the king and the youngest of the queens. 

59. 459 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. Records in the seventeenth year (of ?), Vaika&i, gift of land 
which had been lying waste for many years as a devadana to the 
same temple for worship, repairs and festivals. Attested by 
Adittan Ganapati-Alvan alias Vfmadarayan of Kappalur.

60 . 460 of 1913*—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
the twentieth year and fifty-seventh day, Avani, gift of 500 kuli of 
land at TadavOr as kani to a certain Perukkalaparaiyan Pakkam- 
alagiyan by Magade&an Ulariigakatta Vanakovaraiyan. 

61 . 461 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III). 
Records gift of land to the temple of TiruvOgamb^m Udaiya- 
Nayanar at Tadavur in Mel-Gahgapadi-nadu, a subdivision of 
Arrur-kurram in Maladu alias Jananatha-valanadu, for worship, 
repairs and festivals, by Kulotturiga&ola Vanakovaraiyan. 

62 . 462 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the ChOla king Vijayarajendra-Chojadeva (i.e., 
Kulotturiga-Chola III). Records gift of land to the same temple 
by the same chief. 

63 . 463^/1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
seventh year gift of the village of Puttfir alias Mel-Garigapadi- 
nadu. Attested by Ta vilunalla-Perumal and Viluppadarayan 
and communicated to Viladarayar and the accountants of the 
temple. 

64 . 464 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the stone through for the sacred 
tirtha in the same temple. Registers that this nirmdlya trough 
was the gift of a certain Vaniyan Kavan Kuttandan.

Adhamankottai. 

65 . 200 e/1910.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up in front of the 
Arikalamma temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi- 
Achyutadeva-Maharaya in S. 1452, Vikriti. Records gift of taxes 
(din and adikdsn) collected from the people and stalls in an old 
market revived at the place to the temple of Bhairavadeva by a 
certain Kfimiyappa-Nayaka, son of Madde Bommaiyappa Nayaka, 
son of Bappa Navaka. 

66. 20J of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
Bhairava temple in the same village. A record of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-Narasimhadeva in Kaliyuga 4336, S. 1157, and in his seven¬ 
teenth year (i.e., A.D. 1235). Records that Paramaya Sahani, the 
minister of the Mahapradhani Paramavisvasi Madhava-Dannakkar, 
built and consecrated the temple of Paramesvaram Udaiyar at 
MahCndramangalam and granted lands to VidugSclar, the priest 
of that temple who was residing at Nandimangalam. [From the 
Dindagur plates Kielhorn fixes Vlra Narasimha's accession on 
Thursday, the 16th April, A.D. 1220. See Ep. bid., Vol. V, Appendix 
II, p. 14. The Government Epigraphist infers from the present 
epigraph that his accession—perhaps as a crown prince—should 
have been one or two years earlier. He further points out that 
Vlra Narasiiiiha was the first to interfere in the south; that he

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rescued the Chola king from the Kadava king Kopperunjingadeva 
(see S.A. 329) and that it was on his return perhaps from that 
campaign that these gifts were made by his general.] 

67 . 202 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Hoysala king Ramanathadeva in S. 1182, 
and in his sixth year. Records gift of money for a lamp by a 
native of Marigalam to the temple of Mayindl&uram-Udaiyar. [The 
inscription proves that Ramanatha came to the throne in 1255, appa¬ 
rently at the lifetime of his father. (See Ep. Ind ., Vol. Ill, p. 10).] 

, 68. 203 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record. Records gift of land to the temple of Parame&uram 
Udaiyar at the eastern entrance into the village of Maylndira- 
mangalam for the merit of Vlra-Some£varadeva and Somaya- 
Dannakkar. Mentions Singaya Dannakkar who was, perhaps, a 
son of Somaya. For Somaya see next inscription and also those 
at Ratnagiri (103 of 1892) and Tirumalavadi (73 of 1895). A servant 
of Some&vara for a long time, he was honoured with the title 
Kumar agandarakova, 

69 . 204 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same temple. A record of the Hoysala king 
Some&varadeva (A.D. 1233—54) in S. 1171, Sadharana, and in his 
seventeenth year. Records gift of land below the tank of Kulattur 
to the temple of Mayindlsuramurlaiya-Nayanar by Somaya- 
Dandanavaka for the health of the king. [The inscription shows 
that the first years of Vlra Somesvara overlapped the last years of 
his father Vlra Narasiiiiha II. Nj. 36 shows that he was at Kanna- 
nur (taken by his father about 1224) in 1228. He helped his father 
against Kadavarflya and the Pandya in S. 1156. See Ep. Cania ., 
V, Ak. 123. Later on, he was in cordial terms with Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya II (see Tirumayyam and Tinnevelly inscriptions). 
With JatSvarman Sundara Pandya I (1251—64), on the contrary, he 
was not friendly. See SrTrangam inscription in Ep. Ind ., Vol. Ill, 
p. 7 ff.] 

70 - 205 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a slab lying in front of the 
Somesvara temple in the same village. A damaged record in the 
fifteenth year of the Hoysala king SomesvaradCva. Records 
remission of certain taxes on temples in Tagadainadu and Pura- 
malai-nadu by the residents of the seventy-nine districts, for the 
health of the king and of Somaya-Dannakkar. See No. 68 above. 

71 . 206 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
temple. A much damaged record in the nineteenth year of the 
Chola king KulOttunga-Choladeva. 

72 . 207 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A much 
damaged record in the twenty-fifth year of the Choja king 
Kulottunga-Choladeva. Seems to record gift of paddy by a 
native of Ariyambakkam to the temple of Mayindlsiram Udaiyar. 
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73 . 208 of 19TO. —(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva III in S. 1163, 
and in his twenty-sixth year. Records gift of gold for a lamp to the 
temple of Mayindlsvaram-Udaiyar by a Vaniyanof Arumbakkam. 
[The inscription is interesting for its mentioning a Saka date for a 
ChOla kiyg.] 

Dharmapuri. 

Known in the ninth century as TagadQr this place played a 
prominent part in early South Indian history. It was a famous 
city with rich temples, “ pleasure-gardens of kings and high 
enclosure walls,” a centre of Jainism and Saivitism. The still 
attractive temple of Mallikarjuna, the Jain sculptures in the 
Ramakka tank and Adhamankottai (not far from it) and the 
archaic epigraphs show its importance in antiquity in the age of 
the Chera kings. Subsequent to the Chera epoch and till about 
A.D. 931 it was the capital of the Nolambas. (See Nos. 82 and 83.) 

74 . 304 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) On the four faces of a pillar 
built into the floor of the mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna 
temple. A record of king MahCndradhiraja-Nolamba in S. 815, 
Paridhavin. Records a grant to a Jaina basadi by a certain 
Nidhiyanna and Chandiyanna. The former received from the 
king the village of Mfilappalli which he made over to Kanaka- 
sena Siddhanta Bhatara, pupil of VinayasOna Siddhanta Bhatara of 
tin* PogarTyagana with the Senanvaya , Mulasaiiga , etc., for the 
repairs to the basti. The witnesses of the transaction were the four 
Samayins, the Nddinuigara-narasdsana officers, etc. See Ep. Ind., 

Vol. X, pp. 54- 70. 

75 . 305 of 1901.—(Kanarese.) At the bottom of the four faces 
of the same pillar. A record of the Pallava king Ayyappadeva, 
son of Mahendra-Nolamba. Records a grant of the village of 
Buduguru perhaps to the same basadi (for Nidhiyanna is mention¬ 
ed > by a certain Lokayya. [See Ep- Ind., X, where Mr. Krishna 
Sastri gives an excellent history of the Nolamba-Pallavas. See 
also Fleet’s Dyn., Kan. Dts., p. 332 and Ep. Carna., Vol. IV, p. 10 f.] 

76 . 306 of 1901. —(Kanarese.) On a broken piece of another 
pillar in the same temple. A fragment of record of a Pallava 
king, the date of which is lost. Begins with the same passage as 
No. 74 above. 

77 . 307 of 1901.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Kamakshi 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the tenth year of Choi a 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva. Mentions 
two temples, viz., TiruvMall&vara and IrayarilyTsvara. 

78 . 308 of 1901.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuva¬ 
nachakravartin KulOttunga-CholadCva. Records repairs made for 
the merit of Adiyaman (i.e., the king of Adigai). 
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79 . 309 of 1901.—(Kanarese verse.) On a slab set up on the 
tank bund in the same village. Mentions the preceptor Viddera&i 
(Vidyara&i) of Tagaduru. 

80 . 347 of 1901.—(Tamil.) On a slab built into the floor of the 
mantapa in front of the Mallikarjuna temple. A much damaged 
record of KulOtturiga Choladeva. 

81 . 348 of IQOI.—(Kanarese.) On four sides of a broken pillar 
lying in the Mariyamman temple in the fort. A record of the 
Pallava Mahendra Nolamba, dated in S. 800, Vilambin , apparently 
making grant to a Jaina temple. [It was this Mahendra who con¬ 
quered Mahabali Bana Raya about A-D. 890 and gave his name 
Mahendramarigalam to Adhamankottai.] 

81 -A. In a slab in the street of VirupSkshipuram. A record 
making the grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of 
Sri Rahga of Vijayanagar in S. 1541 (A.D. 1619) the king having 
his capital at Penukontb. [Salem Manual, p. 223.] 

82 . 198 of 1910.-(Kanarese.) On a granite pillar lying in the 
quarter known as Virupnkshipuram. A record of the Nolambha 
king Irula, son of Anniga, in S. 853, Virodhi. The record gives a 
list of the Nolamba kings and their queens. The last face which 
usually records the grant is damaged. This is an important inscrip¬ 
tion giving the Nojamba-Pallava genealogy from Pallavadhiraja to 
Irula and showing that the Tagadur mldu was under the Nolambas 
even after the conquest of the neighbouring Bana territory by 
Parantaka I. 

83 . 199 of 1910.—(Kanarese.) On the fragment of a pillar 
lying in the house of Isvarayya in the same village. A record of a 
Nolamba king, whose name and date are lost. Appears to have 
contained a genealogy of the Nolambas. Mentions, among the 
boundaries, the roads to Puramale-nadu and Piribellole. [The 
inscription gives the details of the actions of the individual kings 
of the line.] 

84 . Tagadur spurious Sanskrit and Kanarese plates of the W. 
Gahga king Harivarma Maharaja issued from Talavanapura. See 
Ep. Cam a Vol. Ill, p. 202, No. 122 and Kielhorn’s Southern List , 
p. 20, No. 109. The date of the grant (S. 188, Vibhava, da£ami, 
Guruvara, Punarvasu) is irregular. 

Hanu mantapuram . 

85 86. 16 and 17 of 1900.—(Vattejuttu.) On a slab in a 
field. A record in the seventeenth year of “ Gariga-Pallava king tf 
Vijaya-Ibvaravarman. Record the death of two heroes in battle in 
the service of Kattirai. [Dr. Hultzsch believes the latter to be 
identical with Kadava or Pallava. He is not, however, the chief 
conquered by the Hoysala Narasiiiiha II but evidently I&varavarman 
himself. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VII, pp. 23-4.J

87 . 13 of 1900.—(Kanarese.) On a slab in the Prasanna- 
Verikate&a-Perumal temple. A much damaged record of the 
Vijayanagara king KrishnarSya (1509—30). 

Kadagattur. 

88. 193 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Cho]C&- 
vara temple. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlrapratapa Devanlya-Maharaya (1422—49) in S. 1352, Sadharana. 
Mentions Kadaikkottur alias DesiMIyyakonda&Olapattanam in 
Tagada-Nadu, a subdivision of Gariga-nadu, which was a district 
o f N i g a r i 1 i & 0 1 a - m a n (1 a 1 a m. 

89 . 194 0} 1910. -(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of taxes on looms within the premises (tinimadaivilagam) of Mudi- 
gonda-Choll&varamudaiya-Nayainir temple, by the nagar attar of 
the village, for maintaining a lamp in the temple. 

90 . 195 oj 1910. -(Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same temple. A record in S. 1398, Durmukhi, of the Vijayanagara 
king Mallikarjunaraya, son of Pratapadevaraya (II), who received 
tribute from all countries and from Ceylon and witnessed the 
elephant hunt.” Records gift of land in favour of the dancing 
women of the same temple. 

91 . 196 of 1910. (Tamil.') On the west wall of the same 
temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa Deva- 
rSya-Mahctraya (II) in S. 1362, Durmati. Records gift of the taxes 
Sadntalavdrikkai (police rate?), Settiydnnagamai , collected on 
either side ( ubhayamdrga) of the roads, the allayamdnyam and 
adikdsu on each shop opened in the village of Varagur, a devadana 
of the temple of Mudigonda-Chollsvaramudaiya-Nayamlr, by the 
Telugu chief Malla-Ralmtta, son of Vidamitta-Rahutta of Mula- 
vaychclulvadi, while the Pradhani Mildana-DannSyakkar of 
Mulvdy was governing the country. [See inscription No. 141 of 
1903 at Piranmalai in Ramnfid district. In S. 1356 Madanna gave, 
under the king’s orders, charge of the Tekal country to Saluva 
GoparOja, nephew of Deva Raya II.] 

Kdri maiigida m . 

91 -A. 5 of 1900.--(Kanaresc.) On a rock in front of the Vlra- 
bhadrasvamin temple. A record of the Vijayanagara king Sada- 
sivadOva (1542—65) in S. 1478. Mentions the Mahamandalt*£vara 
Aliya-Ramaraja. 


Kotagattur (near Kadagattur). 

92 . 197 of 1910. (Telugu.) On a slab lying on the tank 
bund. A record in Dundubhi. Stipulates that the cultivators of 
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lands below the tanks in the Kadagattur country must give 
sarivaram, i.e., equal share of the produce to the owner and pay a 
specified fee for strengthening the tank bunds with stone and 
earth. This was done for the merit of the chief Kumara JagadOva. 
This was evidently the chief of Channapattana in Bangalore 
district conquered by the rising Mysore chiefs about 1635. [See 
Mys. Gazr ., II, p. 62.] 


Modur. 

93 . 209 of 1910.—(Tamil.) A damaged record in Sarvadharin. 
Refers to an officer “who possessed the strength and powers of the 
Hoysala king Vishnuvardhana ” and to the remission of the 
marriage tax in Tagada-nadu. 

94 . 210 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a boulder in front of the temple 
of Nelapperumal in the same village. A record in the third year, 
Angiras, of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavlra-Choladeva. Records gift of the 
village of Modur in Tagada-nadu, a district of Nigarilichola- 
mandalam (E. Ganga country), to the temple of Sirigapperumal 
which was attached to the temple of DurgaiySr in Padi-nadu, a 
district of Mel-mandala. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies Padinadu 
in Melmandala with Hadinadu in Mysore and Durgaiyar with the 
famous Chamundi of that place, a proof of which he sees in the 
existence of a field named Chamundi Ammanandu. As regards the 
identity of the king he believes that he might be the same as the 
king of the Tiruvannamalai record whose accession Dr. Hultzsch 
attributes to A.D. 1341 2 and whose third year fell in Angiras. 
See Ep. bid., Vol. VIII, p. 7 ffj 


Pennagaram. 

95 . 14 of 1900.—(Kanarese.) On a slab set up near the 
dhvajastambha in the Narasiiiihasvamin temple at Halepuram near 
Pennagaram. A damaged record in Vijaya. 

96 . 15 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up at Kuttappadi near 
Pennagaram. A much damaged record. 

97 . 46 of 1898.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the BrahmO^- 
vara temple. Records the building of the temple and its mantapa 
for the merit of the Pallava king Nandivarman. 

98 . 47 of 1898.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Brahm 64 - 
vara temple. Records in the fourth year of the Pandya king Ravi- 
varman alias Vlra-Pandyadeva gift of money for six lamps. 

99 . 48 of 1898.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in the 
twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu vanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadOva gift of gold for four lamps. 
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Budimatlu. 

100 . 210 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field to the 
south of the village. Records in Krodhin the gift of one big 
kandaga of land by Kannigamindan Vidukadan, chief of Eyi-nadu, 
to a certain SrTramabhatta of Podamuttal in Virivi-nadu, for the 
merit of the lord of the east (PQrvadhiraya). SrTramabhatta 
reminds us of the Vaishnava sage, the brother of ParS^ara Bhatta, 
the successor (according to the prabandhic school) of Ramanuja ; 
but the identity is impossible. 

Devar-hundani . 

The ruined fortifications, temples and residences of this place 
show its antiquity. Mr. Richards, I.C.S., suggested it might be the 
capital of the Hoysalas in this region. The inscriptions, however, 
point out Mr. Krishna Sastri do not call it a Rajadhani but a 
village in Virivinadu in Nigarili&Ojamandalam (the Chola name to 
the district between Anantapur and Salem, i.c., Kolar and Barama- 
hal.) Mr. Sewell attributes the local hill fort to a “ Polegar.” 

101 . 201 0/1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Kuntlsvara temple. Records 
in S. 1200, Bahudhanya, gift of the village of Kalakkimuttal alias 
K:1 kkunayakkana 11Qr in Pudupparru, to the temple of Tiruvegam- 
bamudaiya-Nayanar, “lord of the east.” Mentions a number of 
items under which the income from a village was generally 
calculated. 

102. 202 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records in 
S. H90, Vibhava, gift of land below the tank Devasamudram in 
Mfisandi-nadu, to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayanar in Deva- 
samudram-Kundani, by a native of Marudur in Malai-nadu. 

103 . 203 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Malli- 
karjuna-Maharaya, son of P ra u d hap r a t a p a -Dt} va ra a (II) in 
S. 1385, Svabhanu. Seems to record the gift of two villages in 
Virivi-nadu to the temple of Kailasamudaiya-Nayinar at Kundani, 
a village in the same nadu, by the Mahasamantadhipati Chikka- 
Virabhadra-Nayaka, son of Peria Timma Nayaka, son of Varada 
Nayaka, who was again the son of Sennaiya Nayaka of Ptimali. 

104 . 2040/1911.—(Tamil.) On two detached slabs built into 
the gOpura of the Kundani-Amman temple in the same village, 
left side. A record of the Hoysala king Vlra-VisvanathadSvarasa 
(son of Vlra Ramanatha), “the establisher of the Chola kingdom,’’ 
in Kali. 439. Refers to a temple which was located at the 
southern entrance into Kundani in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of’ 
Nigarili£o!a-mandalam. 
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105 . 205 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On four other detached slabs in 
the same place. A record of the Hoysala king in S. 1219, Hevi- 
lambi, and in his third year. Refers very probably to the temple 
mentioned in No. 104 and calls it Udaiyar Somanathadevar at 
Kundani in Virivi-nadu, a subdivision of Nigarilisola-mandalam. 

106 . 206 of 1911.—(Tamil.) Left of entrance into the Bhai- 
rave&vara temple on the hill near the same village. A much 
damaged record in S. 1252, Prajfipati. Mentions Kundani in 
Virivi-nadu. 

DotlJa Btiur. 

107 . On a local anicut. An insc ription, dated S. 1595 (A.D. 
1673), recording its construction by Kumara Raya Dalavai in the 
reign of Chikkadeva Raja. Antiquities* Vol. 1 , p. 194. 

Hosur. 

108 . C.P. No. 9 of Mr, SeieclTs List, —Records a deed drawn up 
in S. 1683 (A.D. 17OI), in the year Vrisha, by certain merchants of 
Hosur in the Salem district, promising to give to the priests a 
certain fixed proportion on every bale of cloths and thread bought 
in that town. 

109 . On a rock in the neighbourhood. Records that one 
Kcsava Nayakan inscribed and dedicated the stone to Narayanu, 
the protector of the five classes of people in Aippisi I of K. 4266, 
Pramadhi , in order that “ SrT Vallan Devar may attain the throne.” 
[The cyclic year is wrong by six years. The reigning Ballala king 
was Vlra Narasiihha, and he was succeeded by Vlra Ballala in 1188, 
i.e., 22 years after the date of this epigraph. Antiquities , I, App. C, 
p. XXXIII. 

Tah. 

110 . On the local tank bund. (Kanarese.) Records the con¬ 
struction of the tank in S. 1452 (A.D. 1530), during the reign of 
Achyuta Deva Raya by some merchants. 

111. An epigraph of A.D. T799, recording the fall of SrTrariga- 
pattanam (Seringapatam). 

112 . An epigraph, dated A.D. 1802. 

113 . In the temple of Gopala. Records that it was built by 
Krishna Raya Udaiyar of Maisur in S. 1640 (A.D. 1718). 

Firth am. 

114 . 2070/1911.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine in the Tlrthagirlsvara temple. Records in S. II 97 » Vibha 
(mistake for Bhava) gift of gold for a lamp to the temple of Tltta- 
Nayanar at Pu&avur in Viravi-naclu. 
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115 . 208 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south, east and north walls 
of the mantapa in front of the same shrine. An unfinished record 
of the Vijayanagara king Immadi-Bukkana-Udaiyar (II, 1399— 
1406), son of Harriyanna-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 1316, Bhava. 
Records gift of income from the parachcheri of Titta-Pusavur 
alias Tlttam to the temple of SivanTsvaramudaiyar in that village 
which was situated in Viruvinadu, a subdivision of NigarilisOla- 
mandalam. 

116 . 209 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A partly damaged record of the Vijayanagara king 
Vlra-Devaraya-Udaiyar (I), son of Hariyaraya (II), in S. 1339 and 
Kaliyuga 4518, Hevilambi. Records gift of tolls by merchants to 
the temple of Sivanl^varamudaiya-Nayanar at Tlttaga Pusavur 
alms Tlttam in Virivu-nadu, a subdivision of NigarilisOla-manda- 
lam, by the maha-odda-viyiipilri Annamalai-setti for the health of 
Annadata-Udaiyar.

117 . I e/1900.—(Tamil.) On the top of the Durvasa hill at 
Rnyakota. A damaged record. 

118 . 2 of IQOO.—(Kanarese.) On a rock in the fort at the same 
village. A slightly damaged record in the fourth year of the Bana 
king Mahavali-Banarasa. 

119 . 3 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa in 
front of the Lakshmlnarayana temple at the same village. A 
mutilated record in Plava.

120 . 4 of 1888.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 

in front of the Lakshmlnarayana temple at the same village. A 
fragmentary record of the Hoysala king Vlra-Ramanathadeva 
(1257 71J in his sixth year. Ramanatha was the brother of Vlra 

Narasimha J11 (1254—86) and was in charge of the southern parts 
of the Hoysala Empire. 

121 . A C.P. grant of Skandasishya. (Tamil and Sanskrit.) 
Records that a Skandasishya (who calls himself a Pallava and the 
descendant of an older Skandasishya, the son of Asvatthaman by a 
Naga woman) issued in his fourteenth year, at lhe request of Maha- 
bali Vanaraja, an order to the inhabitants of PadavurkOttam and 
Mel-Adaiyarnadu by which he granted the village of Sarugur 
(near Udaygndiram in Gudiyattam taluk, North Arcot district) to 
a Brahman. [Dr. Hultzsch is disposed to believe that Skanda was 
a prince of the so-called Gahga-Pallava ” age and line, two

Records in Sobhakrit gift to the Brdhmanas of the village 
of Tindal alias MadhurSntaka Vrra-Nulamba-chaturvedimanga- 
lam by MadhurSntakan Vlra-Nulamban Rajanarayana Vayiravan 
Ponnambalakkuttan.

123 . 20 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A much damaged record in the fourteenth year of 
Ramanathadeva. Records gift of land. See No. 120 above. 

124 . 21 of 1900 (No. 3 of Mr. Sewell's List). —(Tamil.) On the 
south wall of the mantapa in front of the IlamTsvara temple at the 
same village. A record of the Vijayanagara king Achyutarava 
(1530—42) in Kaliyuga 4642, expired, Plava. Records the building 
of a mat ha at Chidambaram by a native of TarSmaiigalam and 
registers the grant of the proceeds of certain taxes for the main¬ 
tenance of the matha.

—On the north 
wall of the same mantapa. A record in the thirteenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
PandyadGva (III, 1276—90). Records gift of a tank to certain 
Brahmanas by the Mudalis of Taramarigalam, among whom is a 
person named Ilamandai. See Ep. I?id„ Vol. VI, p. 310, where Dr. 
Kielhorn gives the most probable equivalent date to be Monday, 1st 
August, A.D. 1289. 

128 . 25 of 1900 (No. II of Mr. Sewell's List). —(Tamil.) On the 
north wall of the same mantapa. A record in the sixth year of 
the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sun- 
clara-Pandyadeva III (1276—90). Registers a sale of land to the 
Brahmanas of Lakshmana-chaturvedimarigalam founded by Iluiyan 
Nalla Udaiyappan, one of the Mudalis of Taramarigalam, in the 
name of his father. Dr. Kielhorn fixes the date on Monday, 21 st 
July, A.D. 1281. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VI, p. 311. 

129 . 26 of 1900 (No. 12 of Mr. Sewell's List). —(Tamil.) On the 
north wail of the same mantapa. A record in the twentieth year 
of the Hoysala king Vlra-Ramanathadeva (1257—71). Records gift 
of land. 

On the 
east wall of the same mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara 
king Sachlsivadeva in K. 4646, expired, Plavariga.

[There is a village of the name of Vanavasi in OmalGr taluk and 
the present epigraph may refer to it.]

136 . 655 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up at the foot of the 
hill. A damaged record in the seventh year of Rajarajadeva. 

137 . 656 of 1905.—(Grantha and Tamil.) On two faces of a 
broken slab in the same place. A fragmentary record. The 
preserved portion contains a few Hoy sal a birudas. 

138 . 657 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the top of the hill in the same 
village. An incomplete record in the seventeenth year of the 
Pandya king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pandyadeva. Mentions Madaga-nadu alias Vellarai-nadu 
and the temple Tirukkunrlsvaramudaiyar. [The inscription is 
interesting for its reference to a Pandyan king with a Choi a title. 
It is difficult to identify him, but it seems to me that he might be the 
Korigu-Pandya of the same name who ruled from A.D. 1265 to 
1281 at least.

—Records grant “ by a Raja 
of Maistir, part of whose name is ‘ Krishna Raja,’ given in a 
year of the Kaliyuga, of which only the first three figures, 482, 
are visible, the last figure, the name of the cyclic year, and the 
Saka date all having been tampered with. The grantor was 
probably Dodda Krishna Raja, who reigned over Maistir from 
A.D. 1714—31. The grant, then, dates within the years A.D.

147 . 45 of 1888—On a pillar in the Nrittamantapa. A record 
in the twenty-sixth year of Sundara-Psndyadeva.

Records in RudhirOdgarin the building of the mantapa. A Telugu 
version of this inscription in engraved close to it. 

On the north wall of the Subrah- 
manya shrine in the same temple. Records in Kalayukti the 
building of the shrine by a native of Andiyur in Vadagarai-nadu. 

(Tamil, 
prose and verse.) On the ceiling of the gopura in the same temple. 
A record of the Nayaka king Visvanatha-Chokkalinga-Nayaka

201 . Above the goddess, on the ceiling of the garbhagriha. 
Undated. Records gift of lands to temple by the agent of Nara- 
simha Uclaiyar. Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 203. 

202 . A C.P. grant (“ in the possession of Sivarama Panditar ”), 
dated in S. 1656 (A.D. 1734). Records grant of land to temple on 
the hill by Krishna Raja Udaiyar of Maisur. Ibid. 

202 -A. C.P. No. 10 of 1914 15.—(In the possession of one 
Muttusami Konar.) A record in Tamil of the Chola king Rnjaraja 
I in his tenth year. Records that a certain Malavarayan alias Kolli- 
maJavan Piridigandan SundarasOlan fixed the taxes and fines due 
from the merchants of Dusiyur and evidently granted these in 
favour of the local Parame&vara temple, on the occasion when he 
constructed a stone well to appease the spirit of his father who 
died at I Jam. 

202 -B. C.P. No. II of 1915.—A record of the fifth year of 
Rajaraja 1 . The same individual (here also called OrriyQran) gave 
to the temple of Tirumulasthana Udaiyar at Dusiyur, some lands, 
a tank and the village of Ganapatinallur alias Amankudi. The 
temple transferred it to the drummers (uvachchars) who made the 
five great sounds in the temple.

Buddircddipatti. 

203 . I 55 ^/ I 9 ° 5 *—(Tamil.) On the central shrine of the ruined 
Amman temple. An incomplete record of Tammayadeva Maha- 
raya (i.e., Immadi Narasirhha), son of Narasimhadeva-Maha- 
ara^ugal in Raudra (i.e., S. 1423). The king’s agent Narasana 
Nayaka (the founder of the Tuluva dynasty) and his agent Tippa- 
ra&a-Udaiyar are mentioned ; also Kundanichchlmai. 

Kalldvi. 

. 204 . 213 of 1910.—(Kanarese.) On a boulder near the 157th 
mile stone on the railway line. Records that this is the lihga- 
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mudre (stone) in the garden land of the (Lihgayat) matha built 
by Paravata-mudeya for Karibasappadeva of Hiratta-matha. 

Kambayanallur . 

205 . 8 of 1900.—(Tamil verse.) On the south wall of the 
central shrine of the De£inathe&vara temple. A record in the 
twenty-second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III ?). Mentions Vidukadalagiyaperumal 
(Vyilmuktasravandjvala)y son of Rajaraja Adiga, the Lord of 
Tagadur. See Ep . bid ., Vol. VI, pp. 332 3. For the political 
activities of this chief in the weak times of Kulotturiga III see N.A. 
393-4, 422 and 414. 

206 . 90/1900.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Hoysala king Vlra-Vi&vanathadeva. Records 
gift of the village of Kadambarpalli in Puramalainadu, a sub¬ 
division of Tagadai-nadu, by Madhurantaka Vlranulamban Raja- 
nnrayana-Bhairavan for the merit of the king and for his own 
merit. 

207 . 100/ 1900.—(Tamil.) On the north and west walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Hoysala king 
Vlra-VisvanfithadCva. Records gift to the temple of Desinayakar 
at NagaivanpaUi alias Kslirigaraya-chaturvedimarigalam by 
l T ttama-Sola-Gahga diray an. 

208 . 11 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record of the Vijayanagara king Immadi-Bukka- 
raya (i.e., Bukka II, 1399—1406), son of Harihararaya (II), in 
Kshaya. Mentions Bukkana-UdaiySr, i.e., Bukka I. 

209 . 12 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the tank 
in the same village. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola 
king Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35).

210 . 18 of 1900.—(Tamil.) On a slab at the sluice of the 
tank. A mutilated record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king 
Rajarajadeva. Mentions Tagadur-nadu in Ganga-nadu, a sub¬ 
division of Nigarili-Solamandalam. 

Oddappatti. 

211. 211 of 1910.—(Vattejuttu.) On a slab set up near a well. 
A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Western Ganga king 
Srlpuru&aparumar (Srlpurushavarman). Records that Erumaiya 
Nakkanar, a servant of Teliniyyar, fell while the latter captured 
Yeruvayil. See note to No. 212. 

212 . 212 of 1910.—(Vattejuttu.) On another slab close to the 
same. A record in the seventh year of the Western Ganga king 
Srlpuru&ar (Srlpurusha). Records that a certain Erumai-Eruvadi 
and a certain KUnarundai-Vadugan fell, perhaps in connection 
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with a deer hunt (mdn-vettai). [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that 
the king referred to was the W. Gariga JsrTpurusha Muttara&a 
(765—805 according to Fleet) and Teliniyar was a form of Elini or 
Yavanika, a title of the Adiyamans of Tagadur (i.e., Dharmapuri), 
who had a territory which bordered the Gariga territory and who 
were therefore engaged in frequent raids. He thinks that the 
capture of YeruvayiJ (“somewhere near Oddapatti ”) by Teliniyar 
must have referred to one of these raids. For the epigraphical 
evidence to prove that the Adiyamans had the title of Elini see 
Ep. bid ., Vol. VI, p. 331. Erumai is evidently Erumainadu of 
Tamil literature and Erumarainadu of the Hoysala records (See 
Ep. Carna. X, C11. 20). For the detailed history of the Adiyamans 
see Ep. Rep ., 1911, pp. 58-9 and Ibid., 1906, p. 74. 

213 . “In the possession of a resident of the village is an 
undated copper-plate grant recording a gift of lands to the 
Brahmans.” Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 202.

214 . 254 0/1909.—(Tamil.) On the rock near the ruined Siva 
temple. A record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rajakesarivarman alias SrT-RajarajadCva (I). Records gift of land 
to the temple of Mahadeva at Nelvay by Nanni-gSmundan, son of 
Erumaiya-nalgamundan alias Vlra&ola-gamundan of Ariyur in 
Puramalainadu, while Paiuhavan-Brahmadhirayan was ruling 
Tagadur-nadu, which was granted to him for maintenance (jivitamj 
by the king. [Tagadur-nadu was included in Garigavadi which 
was conquered by Rajaraja in or before the fourteenth year of 
his reign. The inscription shows that it was conferred as a jaghir 
to Brahmadhiraja, who was a perundaram of the king. Pcrun- 
daram has been interpreted to be a nobleman or high official. 
See S.I.I., Vol. II, p. 141, note I.J

215 . 6580/1905.—(Tamil.) On the north and west walls of 
the central shrine in the Tlrthagirlsvara temple on the hill. A 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vijaya-Bhupatiraya (1409—22), 
son of Vlra DevarSya (I) in S. 1331, Virodhin. Mentions Pcru- 
malai-nfidu surrounding the hill (name not clear) on the southern 
bank of the Pennai river in Nigarili-sfdamandalam. 

216 . 659 of 1905-—“(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
Vljayaraya-UdaiySr (1409—22), son of Vira-Devaraya-Maharaja 
(I) in S. 1333, Khar a. Mentions Tlttamalai. 

217 . 660 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the eighth year of the 
Choja king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III ?). Records 
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gift of ornaments. Mentions a chief of Kadal in Puramalai-nadu, 
who bore the title Mudigonda-Chola-KarkatamSrayan. 

218 . 66l of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva. Records gift of cows and a lamp- 
stand for a lamp to the temple at Tlttamalai by a native of 
Miniyur in Tayal-nadu. 

219 . 662 of 1905*—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Western Gaiiga (?) king Mallideva-Maharaja. Records gift of 
the village of Alambadi in Adaiyur-nadu. The inscription is 
preceded by the words svasti sri-Kuvaldlapuraparmesvara Ganga- 
kiilotta in characters which appear to be somewhat older. 

220 . 663 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva, the 
date of which is doubtful. Records gift of sixteen cows for a 
lamp. 

221 . 6640/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bukkana-Udaiyar (II, 1399—1406), 
son of Hariyappa-Udaiyar (Harihara II), in S. 1321, Pramathin. 
Records gift of land. Mentions Bukkanlyanpettai and Avani- 
vendaramanallur. 

222 . 665 of 1905—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king 
Oevaraya I in S. 1325, Subhanu. Built in. 

223 . 6660/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vira-DOvaraya-Udaiyar (II) in 
Plavahga (i.e., S. 1350). Mentions the Mahapradhana-Lakkanna- 
Vdaiyar. 

224 . 66 7 of 1905.—(Telugu.) On the south wall of the Silai- 
Nayadu mantapa in the same temple. A record in S. 1620, K. 4799, 
Bahudhanya. Refers to the building of the central shrine and to 
the setting up of the image of KSsi-Visvanatha in it. 

225 . 668 of 1905.—(Vatteluttu.) On a slab placed near the 
central shrine of the same temple. A damaged record. 

226 . 6690/1905.—(Tamil.) On the rock to the west of the 
same shrine. A record in the twenty-ninth year of the Chola 
king ParakOsarivarman alias Udaiyar Rajendra-Choladeva (I). 
Mentions Kar k ad a i-Ma ha ra y a. 

227 . 670 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar Rajcndra-Chpladcva (I, IOII—43). Records gift of three 
villages by Uttama-Sola-Puramalainadalvan, who seems to have 
been the chief of Rajendra-Sola-Viriyur-nadu. The donpr 
repaired the temple and constructed the mukha-mantapa. The 
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temple is called Tlrttamalai-Udaiyar-Mahadevar in Puramalai- 
nadu, a subdivision of TagadOr-nadu, which was a district of 
Nigarili-Sola-mandalam. 

228.6710/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Rajendra-Chola- 
deva (iOl I—43), the date of which is lost Records the building of 
the shrines of Kshetrapala and Chande&vara. Mummudi-Chola, 
son of Uttamachcholapuramalai Nadalvan, was the builder. 

229 . 672 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. 

230 . 673 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of gold for a lamp. Mentions the queen of Mummudi-Chola-Kodal- 
alvar in this and in the above epigraph. 

231 . 674 0/1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Choladeva. Records gilt of thirty-two cows for a lamp. 

232 . 675 0/1905—(Tamil.) On the same rock- A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chdla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Choladcva. Records gift of land for offerings. 

233 . 676 of 1905.—(Tamil.) On the same rock. A record in 
the tenth year of the Choi a king Kulotturiga-Choladeva. Records 
the appointment of a pujdri at the temple of Tlrttamalai in 
Tagadur-nattu-Puramalai-nadu, which was a district of NigariJi- 
Sola-mandalattu-Gariganadu. 

Supplementary Note. 

55 . The inscription purports to prove the origin of the local 
Malayali settlers and says: “These hills are assigned by Venuva- 
rayan, the ruler who owned a lakh of horses of each different 
colour, as a gift for the celebration of the car and other festivals in 
propitiation of Karia Perumal and other deities in the nads of 
Chinnakalvirayan and Periakalvirayan. The people of the seven 
nads are herein concerned, and are bound to give effect to the 
wishes of the donor/

of Buddhamitra, the author of the Virasoliyam which he composed 
in honour of his patron, the Chola king Vlrarajendra I (1063—70). 
See Ep. Rep 1899, pp. 18-19. 

2 . 6170/1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the Vlnrirunda 
Perumal temple. A record in S. 1294, Paridhavin, of the 
Vijayanagara king Kampana Udaiyar II (son of Bukka I). Records 
gift of taxes by the king. 


Tiruppunavdsal, 

3.6120/1902.—(Tamil.) On a stone set up near the southern 
prakara of the Vriddhapurl&vara temple. A record of the Pandya 
king Konerinmaikondan Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Pandya- 
deva, in his seventeenth year, S. 1339, corresponding to Wednes¬ 
day, I2th January 1418. Provides for the repairs of the temple. 
See Ep. Inti., Vol. VIII, 281. The king came to the throne between 
13th January and 27th July, A.D. 1401. 

4 . 6130/1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa in 
front of the same temple. A record in the seventeenth year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Vlra-PandyadCva. Records gift of 
land. (Was he the king who ascended the throne in 1253 ?] 

5 . 614 of 1902. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. [See note 
to the above epigraph.] 

6. 615 of 1902.—(Tamil and Vattejuttu.) On the inner side 
of the north wall of the same mantapa. A record in the thirteenth 
year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Mentions Vlra-Pandyadeva and quotes the fifth year of Kula&e- 
kharadeva. [It is impossible to say whether the king is Sundara 
Pandya I (1251—64) or Sundara Pandya II (1270—?) discovered 
by Diwan Bahadur Swamikannu Pillai or Sundra Pandya III 

(1276-90).] 
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7.6160/1902.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record in the 
seventeenth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva, who conquered every 
country. Records sale of land. [The king referred to is appa¬ 
rently the second of that name, who ascended the throne between 
June 15, A.D. 1238 and January 18, A.D. 1239.]

7 -A. 2830/1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Svarnapurlsvara temple. A mutilated record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman. Records 
gift of land (1,300 kalis) for offerings to the temple of Tirupputtur- 
udaiya-Paramasvamin at Paradayakudi, a brahmadeya in Tiruna- 
raiyur-nadu. Refers to the building of the central shrine with 
stone. 

7 -B. 284 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king Rajarajakesari¬ 
varman alias RajarSjadeva (I). Records gift of lamps. 

7 -C. 285 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the seventh year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118-—35). Records gift of money for a lamp to the 
temple of AlagiyadCva of Tirupputtur. On the same tier is an 
unfinished inscription with the usual historical introduction of 
Vikrama-Chola beginning with the words pu-madupiniara , etc. 

7 -D. 2860/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A mutilated 
record. Seems to record a gift of a lamp. Mentions Alagar- 
Tirupputtur; in KulOtturigasOla-valanadu. 

7 -E. 287 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
shrine. A damaged record in the twenty-second year of the 
Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva ( 1 ). Records 
gift of land (3 mas) for a lamp to the temple of Tirupputttir 
MahadOva in Paradayakudi, a brahmadeya , in TirunaraiyQr-nadu, 
a subdivision of Kshatriyasikhamani-valanadu. 

7 -F. 288 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-ChOladOva (I), the date of which is lost. Records gift 
of land for offerings. 

7 -G. 289 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the east and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Choja king 
Parakesarivarman alias RajOndra-CholadOva (I). Records sale of 
land (6 mas for 30 kdsus) for offerings to the shrine of SGryadeva, 
constructed in the temple by a native of Kallur in Mel-Vemba- 
nadu, a subdivision of Paneli-nadu alias Rajarajamandalam. 
Mentions Kurugurmadam at the north bank of the tank where the 
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sabha met. Ulagalanda-kolc mentioned. [There is a village of the 
name of KallQr in this taluk.] 

Ddrftsuram* 

The architectural merits of the two shrines here are far greater 
than those of the KumbhakOnam shrines. See Fcrgusson’s Jnd. 
and East. Arch., pp. 367—9. 

8. 2 of TQI5.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the verandah 
round the AirftvatO&vara temple. Consists of 108 sections, each 
containing the name and surname of the Saivacharya whose image 
is sculptured below. See No. 10. 

9 . 3 of 1915.—(Tamil.) On a pillar of the mantapa in front of 
the central shrine of the SomOsvarasvamin temple in the same 
taluk. A damaged record in the fifth year of the Chola king Raja- 
rfijakesarivarman (Rajarfija I). Records gift of land for sacred 
bath, offerings and sn-bali to the Alvar of TirusOmlsvaram at 
Tirukkudamukku (i.e., KumbhakOnam), a devadana of Vadagarai- 
Pambura-nadu. 

10 . 16 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the walls of the central shrine in 
the AiravatCsvara temple. Contains the names of Saiva devotees, 
with sculptures representing the principal events of their lives. A 
very interesting epigraph illustrative of the establishment of 
Saivite saint worship by the tenth century. 

11 . 17 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the first prakara of 
the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin srl-RajarajadOva (II ?). The 
temple is called Rnjarfijesvaramudaiyar. Arrangements are made 
for the disposal of fruits grown on the temple garden. [This seems 
to be the same as Ins., S. J)ts., No. I 19 < p. 248.] 

12 . 18 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragmentary 
record of the Chola king RajadhirSja II (1171 —1186), containing a 
portion of the historical introduction beginning with the words 
kadalsulnda. 

13 . 190/1908. -(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin srT-Rajadhirdjadeva (II ?L [This 
seems to be the same as No. 124 in Ins ., 5 . Dts., p. 249; but the 
regnal year reads thirteenth.] 

14 . 200/1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year of the Choki king ParakOsarivarmun alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Srl-Kulotturiga-Choladova. The temple is called

Records gift of land 
for repairs to the temple of UdaivSr Rajaraja-isvaramndaiyar- 
Nayanar at Rajarajanuram. [Was this king one of the mediaeval 
Pandyas or identical with Maravarman VTra Pandva Abhiraman 
Vlramnran Selivan Kalivngaraman TirunelvClipperumal who as¬ 
cended the throne between March and July 1443 and who was 
joint ruler with Arikesari, 1422—64? See Ins., S. Dts., p. 248, 
No. 118.] 

On the inner gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. Records in £. 1408, expired, Krodhana, 
gift of land for providing the requirements of worship in the 
temple of Irarasuram (also Rarasuram).

[Was the king the predecessor of the mediae¬ 
val Pandva JatHvarman Kula&ekhara I or identical with the later 
Irandakalamedutta Srlvallabha or the great Ativlrarama ?

21 - 1 . 2980/1911.—(Tamil.) On a stone in the Kankudutta 
Vi nay aka temple. A much damaged record. Mentions the Maha- 
mandalesvara Achyutappa Nfiyakkar Aiyan (evidently the Tanjore 
Naik king who ruled from 1572 to 1614). 

Kumblmkonam. 

The antiquity of KumbhakOnam is well recognized, its God 
Sarahgapani or Aravamuda having been sung in the Prabandhas 
in the eighth century, but no epigraphical evidences are available 
to show its anticjiuty. It has twelve Saivite and four Vaishnavite 
shrines, besides a Brahma temple. The temples are comparatively 
modern tbeing the works ol the Naik kings) in outer parts, but 
ancient, going back to the Chola period at least in inner parts. 
The Nageivara shrine is famous tor the adoration of its deity bj r 
the sun and the Chakrapctni shrine for the statue of a Tanjore king 
holding a lamp for the God. The Saitkanlelulryd matha is one of 
the most important historical institutions. 

22. 13 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the shrine of 
the goddess in the NfigCsvara temple. \ record in the eighth year 
of the P;lnd\a king Marahjadaiyan. Records gift of 138 cows for 
milk and 100 kasu for two lamps by the king to the temple of 
Tirukkllkkottattu Rhatara at Tirukkudamukku. (The exact identity 
of Marahjadaiyan is not known. Tirukkudandai Kilkkottam is 
famous in Saivite tradition as the place where the sun worshipped 
Siva and got back the splendour which he had lost owing to 
Vi&vakarma’s curse.] 
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23 . 14 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Sftrya- 
narayana shrine in the Nage&vara temple. A record of the Chola 
king Rajakesarin Udaiyar Srl-VijayarajOndradgva (Rajadhiraja I), 
in his thirty-sixth year, Makha, Apara, Wednesday, Ayilyam. 
Records sale of land for 498 kalahju and lands made rent-free. 
[See Ep. Ind ., Vol. X, p. 121, where Mr. R. Sewell points out that 
the date corresponds to December 29, A.D. 1053.] 

24 . 15 c/ 1908.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same shrine. 
An unfinished record in the eighth year of the Chola king Para¬ 
kesarivarman alias Srl-Rajendra-CholadOva (I). Seems to provide 
for offerings to the shrine of Chandrasekharadeva. 

25 . 223 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 

shrine in the NagCsvara temple. A record in the sixth year of the 
Chola king . . . sarivarman. Built in at the beginning. 

Records gift of 96 sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkTlkottattu- 
Paramasvami at Tirukkudamukku in Vadagarai Pambur-nadu, 
by Ingala-Madevan Kodai Maran, a native of Ingal-nadu. 

26 . 224 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records 
sale of land to a certain Kadan Achchan for 25 kalahju which he 
had deposited in the same temple, for maintaining a perpetual 
lamp. [Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises that the king referred to 
might be Aditya Karikala II.] 

27 . 225 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?), 
“ who took the head of the Pandya.” Records sale of land by the 
assembly of Tirukkudamukku, a devadana in Vadagarai-Pambur- 
nadu, to the palace woman (pcnddtti) Periyan Tribhuvana-sundari 
(a resident) of Palaiya-velam at Tanjavur in Tanja vur-kurram, 
for 85 kalahju of gold which she had deposited, for feeding a 
Sivayogin in the temple of TirukkllkOttattu-Paramasvami. The 
land given by Kadan Achchan (sec the above epigraph) formed 
one of the boundaries of this land. 

28 . 226 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall- A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Aditya II ?) “ who 
took the head of the Pandya.” Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-ParamcAvara by Pendatti 
Devayan Pulalakkan alias Avanisikhamani (a resident) of Kllai- 
velam (quarter) at Tanjavur, called after Udaiyapirattiyar 
Kllanadigal, the mother of Anaimerrunjinar [i.e., Rajaditya who 
was killed by BhOtuga II while seated in his elephant and whose 
mother was Kokkilanadigal, the queen of Parantaka I. See Lrydcn 
Grant in Tam. and Sans. Ins., p. 204 ff. ; the Atakur inscription as 
interpreted by R. Narasimhachar in J.R-A.S ., April 1909; and Mys. 
Arch. Rep., 19H, p- 38.] 
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29 . 227 of IQII.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records sale of 
land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkkil, to Arayan Kalarigamalai, 
a Vellala of Tanjavur, for feeding a SivayOgin in the temple of 
TirukkTjkottattu-Paramasvami. 

30 . 228 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (GandarSditya ?). 
Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by KumAran Toduvan, one 
of the Kaikkolas of VlrasOlatterinja-KaikkOjar and a resident of 
Tanjavur. [Vira Chola was a surname of Parantaka I and the 
Kaikkolars evidently got the title from him. For similar epithets 
see Tj. 1397 and 1398. 

31 . 229 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mr. Swamikannu Pillai 
calculates the date to be Thursday, the 30th January, A.D. 979, 
and so the king must have been Madhunlntaka IJttama Choja who 
came to the throne in A.D. 969 70. 

32 . 230 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall._ A record in the 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman (Adilya II?) “ who 
took the head of the PAndya.” Records sale of land by the assem¬ 
bly of SrT-kudandai to Koilma\ ilai alius Parfmtaka-Muvendavejan 
of Sirririgan in Iiiganadu, for feeding twenty apurvins versed in the 
Vedas and five Sivayogins in the temple (shkoil) of Tirukkllkottattu 
Perumaj. [Kudanclai is the name of KumbhakOnam by which 
orthodox Vaishnavites even now ('all it.] See No. 35. 

33 . 23] of 1911. -./Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth \car of the Choja king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the 
head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land by the same person for 
feeding fifty BiTihmanas. See Nos. 26, 27 and 28 above. 

34 . 232 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesari¬ 
varman (Parantaka I). Built in at the end. An inscription to the 
left of this on the same wall has its beginning built in and records 
a gift of land for feeding a SivayOgin and maintaining a lamp in the 
t e m p 1 e o f Ti ru k kf J k Otta 11 u- Per umA n a d iga 1 . 

35 . 233 0/4911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
third year of the ChOia king Parakesarivarman, “ who took the head 
ol the Pandya.*” Records sale of land to Koyilmayilai alias Paran- 
t<• ka Muvendavelan by the assembly of Tirukkudamfikku, which he 
presented as a bhattavritti to those who expounded Prabhakaram 
in the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies the Chola king with 
Aditya KarikAla II, but it seems that Parantaka II is more probable. 
Prabhakara matha is one of the famous schools of Mlmamsa, founded 
by PrabhAkara, a contemporary of Kumarila in the eighth century.] 
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36 . 234^/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year ol the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety-six sheep for a lamp. Mentions Srl-Uttama&Ola-Nambiratti- 
yar. [Evidently refers to Madhurantaka Uttamacholadeva.] 

37 . 235 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman (i.e., Parantaka I, 906—47) “ who took Madirai (Madura) 
and 11 am (Ceylon).” Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp. 

38 . 236 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record in the fifth year of the Chola king Rsjakesarivarman. 
Quotes the third year of . . . kesarivarman and seems to 

record a gift of seventy Iiakhlsu, for offerings, [Ilakkasu ---the 
coin of Ceylon.] 

39 . 237 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. Records gift of eighty kalanju of gold for 
feeding Brahmanas. 

40 . 238 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivar¬ 
man (906 -47), the date of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six 
sheep for a lamp to the temple of TirukkllkOttattu-Mahadeva, by a 
certain Kari-Vilupparaiyan. 

41 . 239 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 

damaged record of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman, the date 

of which is lost. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp. 

42 . 240 of 1911.—(Tamil ) On same wall- A much damaged 

record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land by Vlranarayani> ai\ daughter of . . . 

and queen (nambirdttiyar) of SrT-Uttamasolar, for providing gar¬ 
lands of flowers to the temple of TirukkTjkottattu-Perumal. 
[According to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponds to 
Friday, the 9th June A.D. 982 and so the king referred to is Madhu- 
rantaka Uttamachola, whose date of accession was A.D. 969-70.] 

43 . 241 of IQH. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. Records gift 
of gold for lamps by two private individuals. 

44 . 242 of 1911. — (Tamil.) On the west and south walls of the 
same shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Para¬ 
kesarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by a 
Kaikkolan named Devan Rajadittan. 

45 . 243 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gilt 
of sheep for lamps. 

46 . 244 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same walls. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records gift 
of ninety-seven sheep for a lamp by a certain Devan Nakkan. 
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47 . 245 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same walls. A much 
damaged record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman. Records sale of land by the assembly of Tirukkudamukku 
for maintaining a lamp in the temple of TirukkTlkGttattu-Parama- 
svclmin in the name of Kari Kolamban, a Kaikkolan. [According 
to Mr. Swamikannu Pillai the date corresponded to Thursday, the 
22nd April, A.D. 975, and so the king referred to is evidently 
MadhurSntaka Uttamachola whose accession was in A.D. 969-70.] 

48 . 246 tf/'lQn.—(Grantha and Tamil.) On the same walls. 
A record in the twentv-eighth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varrnan. Records gift of money for a lamp by Tanavadi Arahgan 
alias Pahchavan, a native of Karuvur in Milalai-kurram, to the 
temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Bhattaraka. 

49 . 247 of 19IT.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An incomplete record in the fourth year of the Choja king 
ParakOsarivarman. Records gift of land for feeding a Bnlhmana 
by a merchant of Nandipuram. 

50 . 248 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman. Records gift 
of 23 kalanju of gold for a lamp, by Puvan Kannan of Nedum- 
puraiyfir in Malai-nOdu. 

51 . 249 of I9TI.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda ParakOsarivarman (Parantaka I), the 
date of which is lost. Built in at the end and damaged. Records 
sale of land by the assembly of TirukkudamQkku for feeding two 
persons in the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Perumflnadigal. Men¬ 
tions Ayirattali in Kijnr-kfirram, a subdivision of Terikarainadu. 

52 . 250 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirty-eighth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda ParakOsarivar¬ 
man. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp by a certain 
Mainjan Kavaivan, a native of Aiyyaru in Tirunaraiyur-nadu. 

53 . 25T of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
second year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman. Records gift of 
ninety sheep for a lamp by Kadigflvan Kalian, one of Vdaiydr- 
J 9 rasbhitterihji 1-Kaikkolar. See No. 3 ° above. 

54 . 252 of 19IT.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman. Records gift 
of a lamp by Kalayan Manikkam, to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu- 
Perumanadigal. 

55 . 253 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fortieth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman 
(905—47), who took Madirai (Madura) and I]am (Ceylon). Records 
gift of land for providing a lamp and burning incense (sidari) in 
the temple of TirukkTlkottattu-Perumanadigal and for maintaining 
two lamps in the shrine of Suryadevar, 
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56 . 254 of 19H.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman (906—47), 
the date of which is lost. Records gift of 105 pieces of gold 
(tuhiipon) by Villa van Peraraiyan alias Sidupayam Pflndan, a native 
of Kavalur which was a devadana of Ayirattali in Kijar-kurram a 
subdivision of TenkarainSdu, for conducting festivals in the same 
temple. 

57 . 255 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Choja king Rajakesarivarman 
(GandarStditya). Records sale of land in Ari&alurby the assembly 
of Tirukkudamukku to the temple of Tirukkllkottattu-Parama- 
svSmi, for 500 kalahju of gold, in order to pay a part of 3,000 
kalahju levied upon them as an impost (dandam) by Madiraikonda- 
Udaiyflr (i.e., ParSntaka I) in his thirty-eighth year. Mentions the 
army of the Pandya (Pandi-padai) and the temple of Jalasayana. 
fin Rp. Rcp.s 1907, p. 73, Venkavya describes the three invasions of 
Parantaka I against the Pandya, in the last of which he conquered 
ijam also. Inscriptions show that this took place in his thirty- 
seventh year. The present inscription corroborates it. The 
Pandipadayar has been interpreted to be the army which conquered 
the Pandya country .1 

58 . 256 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A much 
damaged record in the sixth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (I). Records gift of land for 
providing offerings to the image of Selvappiran in the SrTvimana 
(central shrine) of the temple of Tirukkllkflttam-Udaivfir, by the 
assembly of Tirukkudamukku in Pambur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyy akkondar-valanadu. 

59 . 257 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-second year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajanljadeva. Records 
gift of land by a Brahman a lady, for maintaining certain festivals 
in the shrine of Madandaipaga-Nayanar, situated in the temple of 
Tirukkllkottam-Udaiyar at Tirukkudamukkil in Pambur-nadu, a 
subdivision of Uyyakondar-valanadu. [This inscription is evi¬ 
dently the same as S. Dts. } p. 195, No. 10 . But the donors arc 
given as Narayana Ambalattan and “ Pramanavooyavundan.”] 

60 . 258^/ 1911 *.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year (Chitra, Mina, first lunar fortnight) of the Chola 
king Rajakgsarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja¬ 
deva. Begins with a new historical introduction s\r-manni-ii u- 
ndngu-disai , etc. Records gift of land for repairs and jewels to

(see No. 12 in p. 195). It is dated S. 1482 in thr rci^n of Sadasiva I\a)a and grants 25 
pons for the offering of cakes to the deity on new-mo^n days. 
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the same shrine by a certain Kuttadum Tirughanasambandar 
Maclandaipftgan. A gift of land by Kuttadum Tirughanasambandar 
Manikkava&agan, to the shrine of Kuttadum Tirugnanasamban- 
de&varam-Udaiyar built by himself in the temple of Tirukkll- 
kOttam-Udaiyar, is recorded below the above. [Mr. Swamikannu 
Pillai calculates the year of the inscription to be 1235 36, and 
so the king should have been Rajaraja 111 (1216— 48). I have 
traced this inscription in the Mack. Lists to Ins., S. Dts., p. 195, 
No. II.] 

61 . 259 of 1911. (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
Mahamandalesvara Pattukkattari K 0 n e r i d (3 v a - M a h <1 r a j a, “lord of 
Kanchlpura, the best of towns,” in S. 1412, Sadharana. Registers 
that Timmanan (surnamed) Madandaipaga-Kohgarayan, son of 
Secliraya-Manikkam, was granted food, house and land by the 
authorities managing the temple of Madandaipaga-Nayanar at 
Tirukkudamukku, a brahmadeya in Pamburattu-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondftrsola-valanadu, for the services rendered by him 
to the temple. [Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the king might 
be the same as he who is referred to in the Kdyilofugu as the 
successor of Saluva Tirumal Raja in the Government of the 
Trichinopoly country, who was an anti-Vaishnavite. This in- 
scription is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. I 94 i No. 8, also.] 

62 . 260 of 1911. - (Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva (Kulottuiiga 111 ) “ who being 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), IJam (Ceylon), Karuvur and 
the crowned head of the Pandva, was pleased to perform the 
anointment of victors and heroes.” Records that a certain Alvar 
Piruppuratnbi vam-l klaiyan alias Sembiyan Pallavaraiyan of Velur 
had set up an image called Tiruppurambiyam-Udaiyar in the 
eastern enclosure of the temple of TirukkllkOttam-Udaiyilr and 
presented 17,000 kasu for offerings and lamps to that image and 
for a makara-tdrana to Tirukkljkottam-Udaiyar. [This inscription 
is given in Ins., S. Dts., p. 194, No. 9.] 

62 -A. C.P. A r o. 4 of r9!5-—A Telugu record of the Penugonda 
king VlrapratApa VenkatadOva Maharaja, dated S. 1030, Vikriti, 
Karttigai, sn. Ji. 15, Monday, Rohini. Records grant of land by the 
Madura Naik king Vijaya Ranga Chokkanatha for the mainten¬ 
ance of worship, feeding of Brahmans, etc'., in the Sahkaracharya 
mat ha at Jambukesvaram. For a full account of Vijaya Ranga 
Chokkanatha see Ind. Antq., August and September I 9 r 7 - 

62 -B. C.P. No. 5 of 1915.—Records an agreement in the reign 
of SrTraiigadOva Mahftraya in S. 1663, Dundubhi, Tai 15, which the 
servants of Vijaya Raghunatha Raya Tondaiman with one Bhavani 
Venkatakrishnaiya of Conjeeveram regarding the fee (?) dug to 
him from them. 
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62 -C. C.P. No. 6 of 1915.—A Tclugu record in S. 1608, Pra- 
bhava, Vaisakha, su. di. 15, Saturday, lunar eclipse. Registers 
that MahadevSndra Sarasvati, pupil of Chandrasekhara Sarasvati, 
of the Sarikar 3 charya-Sarada matha at Kafichi, gave to one Rama- 
Sastrilu of the Hoysana-Kannadi sect land in the village of 
Melpaka, an annuity of two vardlias in the matha , and certain 
collections in the Jaghir of Chingleput given to the matha by 
Akkanna and Madanna of Golconda. [These were the celebrated 
ministers of Abdulla Kutb Shah and Abul Hassan of Gblconda. 
For a brief account of them as based on the Dutch journalist 
Havart sec Ep. Rep., 1915, p. Il8. MahadevCndra Sarasvati was 
apparently the Acharya who presided over the matha from 1703 to 
1746 and in whose time the matha was removed from Conjeeveram 
first to Udaiyarpalaiyam and then, at the instance of Pratapa Singh 
of Tanjore and of his minister Dabhir Pant, to KumbhakOnam.] 

62 -D. C.P. No. 7 of 1915.—A record of Krishnadeva Raya in 
S. 1450, Virodhin Vai&akha, Paurnami, in Sanskrit. Registers the 
gift of the village of Udayambakkam in Chingleput Sima, Kalattur- 
kottam to Sadasiva Sarasvati, a disciple of Chandra-Sekhara 
Sarasvati. [In a list of Sahkaracharvas of the KamakotipTtha of 
Conjeeveram, later on removed to KumbhakOnam, published by 
the talented scholar T. S. Narayana Sastri, I find that the fifty-fifth 
Acharya was called Chandrachudendra and that he presided over 
the matha from 1506 to 1512 and that the fifty-sixth was Sada- 
sivendra, who was in_charge of the matha from 1512 to 1538. 
These are the two Acharyas apparently referred to in this 
epigraph.] 

62 -E. C.P. No. 8 of I 9 I 5 -—Registers a grant by Krishnadeva 
Raya in S. 1444, Svabhanu, MargasTrsha, su. di. 12, of the village of 
Podavuru or Krishnarayapuram in Sen gad Kurram, Nlrvalur Nadu 
in Chandragiri Rajya to Chandrachuda Sarasvati of Conjeeveram, 
disciple of Mahadeva Sarasvati. See the above epigraph. 

Su ndarapperu m dlkoyil. 

The following inscriptions are taken from Mack . MSS . {Ins., S. 
Dts ., pp. 247-48, Nos. 115—17):— 

62 -F. On the steps of the spire of Sundararajapperumal 
temple. Records that in S. 1193, Vi&vavasu, Pratapa Rayadeva 
granted two velis of land for the God. (The date is evidently 
incorrect.) 

62 -G. In the same place. Records that in S. 1299, Nala, 
Virupakshadevaraya gave twelve velis of land to the God. (Here 
also the date is evidently a mistake.) 

62 -H. In the same place. Records that Rajarajadfiva gave 
4 mas and 3% kdnis of land for a festival of the God in the 
twenty-first year of his reign. 
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Svamimalai. 

The Subrahmanya shrine of this place, famous as the place 
where the God instructed His own father in religion and therefore 
a centre of pilgrimage and vows, has got two inscriptions of the 
sixteenth century. It has a choultry founded by a Principal Sadr 
Amin who was cured of a disease by taking a vow in the temple ; 
it has, however, no epigraph in it. 

63 . 496 of I 907 - ~ (Grantha and Tamil.) On the first gOpura of 
the Subrahmanyasvami temple, right of entrance. A damaged 
record of the Vijayanagara king Vlrapratapa KrishnadCva Maha- 
r^ya in S. 1436, expired, Bhava. The trisula and a peacock are 
engraved on the top of the inscription. 

64 . 497 of 1907.—(Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. A 

record of the Nayaka king Sevappa Nayaka (1549—72) in S. 1495, 
expired . . . Refers to the son of Timmappa-Nayakkar of 

the chuturtha gotra, who was a native of Nedungunram in Tonda- 
mandalam.

65 . C.V. No. 7 of 1912.—(Sanskrit and Tamil.) An incom¬ 
plete record of Ko-Vijaya. Nandivikramavarman, the son of 
1 iiranyavarman, making the gift of the village of Dayamukha- 
maiigalam (named after the donor Dayamukha) to 308 Brahmans 
learned in the Vedas and Smritis, in the fifty-eighth year of 
his reign. The village granted was over the forest and uncul¬ 
tivated waste west of TandantOttam. The record ends with the 
obligations imposed on the tenants and the exemptions (pari- 
fidras) as well. [The identity of Nandi Vikramavarman is a 
question of controversy. The Government Epigraphist believes 
that it is the so-called Ganga Pallava king Nandivarman 111. He 
further points out that amongst the achievements of Nandivar¬ 
man is mentioned his conquest of a Ganga king, and that this 
king might be SivamSra 11 attributed by Dr. Fleet to A.D. 805 — 
810. He cites in proof of this fact the Marine grant of Sivamaran 
If which says that “ his forehead was adorned by a fillet ” by the 
“ two ornaments of the RZishtrakuta and Pallava lineages named 
Govindaraja (i.e., Govinda III) and Nandivarman.” But Prof. 
Dubreuil of Pondicherry is of opinion that the donor of the grant 
was not Nandivarman III, but Nandivarman II or Pallavamalla. 
He bases this on the ground of palaeography and on the fact that 
we are aware of only one Hiranayavarman, viz., the father of 
Nandivarman II. Nandivarman III, he further argues, must have 
ruled only for a period of twenty-four years. See his Pa Havas, 1917* 
pp. 62-3, for details. It seems to me that the arguments of Prof. 
Dubreuil are unanswerable and ought to be accepted.]

68 . 6140/1909.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. Records in S. 1566, Tarana, gift of 
land to the temple of Saranathasvamin and to the shrine of 
Alvar, by a certain Govindadasa for the merit of king Vijaya- 
Raghava. [Was the donor the celebrated Govinda Dlkshita> 
minister of Achyutappa Navaka (1572—1614) ? J 

69 . 615 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Sfira-Parame&vara temple at 
Udaiyarkoyil, a hamlet of the same village. A record in the 
seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri-Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai* 

70 . 616 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Ra jara jadeva. Records gift of money for a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchirai alias Rfijasundari-chaturvedimarigalam, by a native 
of Karivedu in Damar-kottam of Jayangonda-ChoJamandalam. 

71 . 617 of 1909.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
CholadCva (1118—35/ Built in, at the bottom. Records gift of 
land to the shrine of the goddess. 

• 72 . 618 0/1909.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (lll8—35). Records gift of land to the temple of Tiruch- 
chenneri Udaiyar at Tiruchchirai by the assembly of Vfsalur. 

73 . 619 of 1909.—(Tamil ) On the same wall- A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladeva (lll8—35). Built in, at the bottom. Records 
gift of land by the same assembly. 

74 . 620 0/1909.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
forty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (I,? 1070—II18). Records sale of land to 
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the temple of Tiruchchenneri Udaivar at Rajasundari-chaturvOdi- 
marigalam, a brahmadeya in SOrrur-kurram, which was a sub¬ 
division of Kulotturiga-Cholavalanadu. Another inscription below 
this is dated in the ninth year of Tri bhuvanachakravartin Vikramal 
CholadGva and records also a sale of land. [The inscription is of 
fiscal interest. It says that, in accordance with the king’s Srimukha , 
the lands of those who were in two years’ arrears of the royal 
dues during the forty-seventh year of the reign should be sold, and 
that the lands of certain Bril h man a tenants who had been unable to 
pay the taxes and left the village were sold to the local temple. 
See inscriptions at Konerirajapuram, Tirumalam, Kuvam and Ukkal 
for similar examples.J 

75 . 621 of \gog. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Chola king Tri bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118- 35). Records gift of land to the shrine of the 
goddess by a certain Ulaguyyavandan, who purchased it from the 
assembly of Rajasundari-chaturvedimarigalam, a brahmadeya in 
the same district. 

Tirubuvanam. 

The Government Epigraphist surmises that the village was 
founded by Kulottuhga Chola III who had the title Tribhuvana- 
\ iradOva. 

76 . 159 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south base of the Rariga- 
natha-Perumal temple. A damaged record in the tenth year of the 
Pilndya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama- 
PandyadOva. Registers a contract between the residents of “the 
city ” of Trubhuvanavlrapura and those of Kulamarigala-nadu who 
owned the ur-kaval of that village. [The ur-kaval men take an oath 
not to be unjust or injure the people in any way and they receive, 
in return for their duty, a selai (cloth) on each marriage among the 
Kallar-makkaL They were to demand no selai on other marriages 
than the first.] 

77 . 160 of 19; 1. —(Tamil.) On the north and west bases of the 
same temple. A mutilated record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king J a ta v a rma n Tri b h u va n a c ha k ra v a rt i n Pa ra k ra nia - Pan d y a de va. 
Refers to a contract similar to that registered in the above epigraph 
and mentions the chief Udaiyar Kulasekharadeva alias Kupakaraya 
in whose presence Senaipperumal alias KulotturigasOja-varaiyan, 
agreed to the contract. [Is the king referred to the same as 
Jatavarman Parakrama who ascended the throne in 1 334 ] 

78 . 189^1907.—(Grantha.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the KampaharO^vara temple. A damaged record. Men¬ 
tions Arya SrT-Sdmanatha. 

79 . 190 of 1907. — (Grantha.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Sri-Kulottuiiga-Chola^Ova (III). Registers <he 
building operations of the king. 
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80 . 191 of 1907.—(Grantha.) At the entrance into the outer 
gopura of the same temple, right side. A record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanavira. [This is a duplicate copy of the above 
epigraph.] 

81 . 192 of 1907.—(Grantha.) On the same gOpura, left side. 
A record of the Chola king Sn-Kulotturiga-Choja. [This is also a 
duplicate copy of No. 79.]

On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Vedapurlsvara temple. A record in the seventh year 
of king Perumal Sundara-Choladeva, “ who drove the Plndya 
into the forest.” Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of Srlkudittittai-Udaiyar in Vadagarai-Vembarrur, by the king’s 
general (senapati) Pirantakan Siriyavelar alias Tirukkarrali-Pich- 
chan. Edited in Ep. Iml ., XII, pp. 120—6, by Mr. K. V. Subrah- 
manya Ayyar, who points out that Sundara Chola was Parantaka II. 

A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
CholadCva (1012—43). Refers to the remission of taxes on land 
belonging to the temple of Srlkudlttittai Paramasvamin in VCnn- 
barrOr alias Sojamarttanda-chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadcxa in 
Manninldu, which was a subdivision of Rajendrasihga-valanadu, 
by the assembly of that village, after the receipt of sixty-five 
feds us.

Records 
gift of land for offerings and for the supply of T08 pots of bathing 
water to the temple of Mahadeva in Amaninarayana-chaturvedi- 
mahgalam by Kilanadiga], the daughter of Vilupparaiyar and the 
queen of Uttama-Chnladeva (970?—85), son of Gandarddittadeva. 

90 . 299 of l908,-—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. An unfinished record in the fourteenth year of the Chola 
king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of money for two lamps by 
the wife and daughter of Siriyavelar. See No. 82 above. 

91 . 300 of 1908.—(Tamil/ On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chula king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of money for two lamps. 

92 . 301 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twenty-eighth year of the Chula king Rdjarajakesarivarman alias 
Rdjurajacleva (I). Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by 
Vein ban Slrudaiyar olios Minavan-mahadeviyfir, queen of Rajardja- 
deva. States that Amaninarnyana-ehaturvedimaiigalam was situ¬ 
ated in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of Vadagarai-Rd jCndra-siriiha-

A damaged 
record in the sixteenth year of the Chfila king Parakesarivarman. 
Built in at the end. Seems to record a gift of land by the assem¬ 
bly of Arurchcheri, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, to the 
temple of Tirumayanam in Nalur. 

127 . 329 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall. A much 
damaged record of the Chfila king Rajakesarivarman, the date of 
which is doubtful. 
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128 . 330 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifteenth year of the Chola king RajakOsarivarman. Records 
gift of twelve lla-kasu for twelve lamps, by a merchant of Nalfir, 
named Naranan Soladigal alias Tirunavukkaraiyan, to the temple 
of Tirumayanattu-Parame&vara. 

129 . 331 0/1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the seventh year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlrarajendradeva. Records 
gift of two lamps by a lady from Sembiyarikudavayil alias 
Alampalil to the temple of Tirumayanam-Udaiyar. fit is impos¬ 
sible to say whether the king was Vlra Rajendra I or II. The 
former ruled from 1063 to 1070 and the latter (same as Kulotturiga 
III) from 1178 to 1216.] 

130 . 332 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventeenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadcva (III). Registers a decision of the assembly of Nalur 
alias VanavanmadOvi-chaturvOdimangalam, which met at the foot 
of a tamarind tree. States “that the residents should not do any¬ 
thing against the interests of their village nor against the temple 
of Tirumayanam-udaiyar and similar institutions ; that if they did 
so, they must suffer as the gramadrohins do and that people who act 
against this decision should not be allowed the privilege of ‘ touch¬ 
ing Siva/ etc.” Mr. Krishna Sastri believes that the gramadrohins 
were evidently the grdmakantakas of the Uttaramallur inscriptions. 

Tirunagesvaram * (Anakkudi). 

The village is now well known not only for its Naganatha- 
svami temple but its Uppiliyappan or Tiruvinnahar shrine referred 
to in the Prabandhas- 

131 . 211 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Naganathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
sixth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias RajOndra- 
Chola (I). Provides for a gold jewel worked in gems and pearls, 
from the accumulated income of a land evidently presented by 
Adigal Achchan, one of the junior elephant mahauts (Ilaiyakuhjira- 
mallar) in the army of Udaiyar-Srl-Rajendra-Choladeva commanded 
by SolamuvOndavelar, to the temple of Tirunagesvaram Udaiyar 
at Tiruvinnagar-Tirunagesvaram in Tiraimur-nadu, a subdivision 
of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. [Tiruvinnagar is named after the 
local God Vishnu or Uppiliyappa. The great Gopala DC*&ika, 
the founder of the Munitraya cult of Sri Vaishnavism is said to 
be an avatar of this God.] 


• According to Saivitc tradition this place is noted for the worship of Jndra. The 
God’s name is Cham pakarany Ob vara and the tirlha Indratlrtha. 
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132 . 212 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias RajOndra- 
Cho[a (I). Records gift of forty-eight sheep for half a lamp to 
the same Mahadeva (Siva) temple by a palace-woman (pcndatti) 
Tlran &attividarigi for (the merit of) her daughter Araiyan Uttama- 
dani (a resident) of Udaiyar-AnaimOminjinar-vOlam alias 
Abhimanabhushana-tterinda-tiruvandikkappu-velam. Mentions 
[ananathapuram in Tiraimtir-nadu. 

133 . 213 of IQIL—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A partly 
damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Chola king Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-Chola (I). Built in. Registers jewels, 
gold and silver vessels, etc., owned by the temple, with the permis¬ 
sion of the king which was obtained at the request of a temple 
servant named Kantian Kovalanadan. TirunSgesvaramudaiya 
Mahadeva is stated to have been situated in Tirukkudamukku 
in Pambur nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar valanSdu. 

134 . 214 of 19IL—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Udaiyar Sri-Rajendradeva (1050—63). Records that 
the assembly (mula-parudaiyar ) of Tirukkudamukku received 100 
ka.iu from Manikkan Mavali alias Vikkiramasinga-Pallavaraiyan, 
a native of Marudam in Verikunra-kottam, a subdivision of Jayari* 
gonda-chola-mandalam. This money was utilized by them for 
repairing damages caused by the Kaveri floods to the irrigation 
channel. For this, interest at the rate one kalam of paddy on each 
kdsu was set apart for providing offerings in the temple of 
Tirunagesvaram Udaiyar and for expounding the Sivadharma in 
the assembly hall called Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan built in the 
temple by the abovementioned Vikkiramasinga-Pallavaraiyan. 

135 . 215 of 1911.— (Grantha and Tamil.) On the south wall of 
the* same shrine. An unfinished and damaged record in the ninth 
year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman (Gandaraditva). Seems 
to provide for offerings and mentions Arihjigaippirattiyar, a Bana 
queen and the daughter of prince Arikulakesari (son of Par^ntaka 
Ik Mentions the Simhalas (i.e., Ceylon). [The marriage of a Bana 
king with Pardntaka’s granddaughter shows the later friendship 
of the Bana and the Chola houses.] 

136 . 2l6 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajendra-Chola I. Built in at the right end. 
Mentions Pa&upatadgva as the name of the image carried about in 
processions. 

137 . 217 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Udaiyar SrI-Rajendra-Choladeva I. Built in at the right end. ‘It 
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records gift of land to the temple of Tirunage&varamudaiya- 
Mahadeva at Tirukkudamukku in Pambur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakkondar-valanadu, by Narakkan Krishnan Raman of Keralan- 
taka-chaturvedimarigalam in Vennadu, another subdivision of 
the same valanadu. The twenty-fourth and thirty-first years of 
the king are quoted in the body of the inscription. Mentions also 
the coin Rajendrasdlan-kasu (evidently issued by RajCndrachola 
i). It seems that the original area endowed was g% mas, but 
according to “ the ma of the twenty-fourth year which contained 
128 kalis ” it amounted to 7!^ mas. [Krishnan-Raman was the 
general of Rajaraja I and superintended the building of the 
enclosure of the Brihadlsvarasvami temple. See S.I. Vol. II, 
p. 139. He also set up an ArdhanariSvara image in the shrine.] 

138 . 2180/1911.—(.Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Rajarfija-Rajakesarivarman 
(I). Records of sale of l l z velis of land to the same temple by the 
assembly of Madanamarigalam, a brahmadeya in TirunaraiyOr- 
nadu. Tiruvinnagar Tirunagesvaram is stated to have been a 
devLiilana in Tiraimur-nftdu. The cost of the land (6 ma and I 
kaiii), viz., IOI kalahjn (of tulaipon) was the fund formerly deposited 
for offerings by the princess Aririjigai-Pirattiyar, the Bana queen 
and the daughter of Prince Arikula-kesari. An introduction of 
Rrtjadhiraja beginning with /ingnler tarn is inscribed next to this ; 
but is much damaged and incomplete. [The tulai-pon is gold after 
being “ burnt, cut, melted, cooled and found current.”] 

139 . 219 of 19 11 .—(Grantha.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record. Mentions Gandaraditya, the temple (harmya) of Naga, 
Madhurantaka and the latter’s mother and two queens. [It seems 
to be hinted, says Mr. Krishna Sastri, that Gandaraditya was the 
builder of the temple.] 

140 . 220 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the nineteenth year 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajanljadeva (II?). 
Records gift of land in the hamlet of Sivapadhasekharamangalam 
which was a part of Tirunaraiyur alias Panchavanmahadevi- 
chaturvedimangalam in Tirunaraiyur-nadii, a subdivision of 
Kulottuhga-'Cholavalanadu, to the temple of Tirunagesvaramudai- 
ytlr at Tirunagesvaram in Uyyakkondfir-vaianadu. Refers to a 
karaiyidu (lease) given to the tenants, by prince KosalarHyar. 

141 . 221 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajar^jadeva (II), the date 
of which is doubtful. Begins with the historical introduction 
pumaruviya-polil , etc., and seems to record a gift of land. 

142 . 222 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On a pillar lying in a mantapa at 
the end of the street in front of the same temple. A record in the 
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second year of the Choja king RAjakesarivarman. Records gift 
of vdrdvaikal (?) collected by the perunagarattar of KumAra- 
niArttAndapuram (hamlet of TirunAge&varam) for the renovation of 
the gopura and the tiruchcliurralai called KumAramAttandan in the 
Miladudaiyar palli (temple) of that village, which is stated to have 
been situated in Tehkarai-Tiraimur-nadu. [The Chola king was 
evidently Aditya I. The name Kumara mArttAndapuram reminds 
one of the Pallava NandipottaraiyAr who had that title (sec No. 199 
of 1907). The name Miladudaiyar palli, again, suggests a Jain 
shrine. This, together with the Jain images round the shrine of 
the goddess in the Naganathasvami temple, shows that this place 
must have been an early Jain centre. Again Miladudaiyar is 
another name for Saint Mey pporujnAyanAr and if we suppose that 
the palli was a school or matha built in his honour, the present 
epigraph can be said to give a clue to his date, i.e., that he was 
prior to Aditya, 1. He was connected with the Chedi chief of 
Kljiyur (S. Arcot District). See also S.I.L, Vol. II, p. 166, for 
a reference to the saint.] 

143 . 81 of 1897.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the central 
shrine of the NaganathasvAmin temple. A damaged record of the 
Chola king Ko-RAjarAja-RAjakesarivarman ( 1 > the date of which 
is indistinct. Records gift of land. 

144 . 82 of 1897.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Chola king Ko-RAjarAja-RAjakesari- 
\arman (l). Records gift of land by a queen. 

145.83 ^/ 1897.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record of the Chola king Ko-Para- 
kesarivarman alias Rajendra-Chnladeva (I), the date of which is 
doubtful. 

146 . 840/1897.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prAkAra of the same temple. A record in the fourteenth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RonOrimenkondAn. Records gift of land. 

Tirunaraiyur. 

[This place is known in orthodox literature as Tirunaraiyur- 
Siddhesvaram, the place where the Lord was worshipped by 
Kubera, DCvas and Gandharvas. Accordance to the Vaishnavas it 
was the place where God Saundaresvara appeared to Medavamuni. 
It is sung by Tirumarigai Alvar (Periya Tirumoli 7 -3—I), GhAnasam- 
banda and Sundara Murth See No. 149 below. 

147 . 156 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the SiddhanAthasvAmin temple. A record in the second 
year of the Chola king RajakCsarivarman. Records gift of silver 
vessels and a chauri of gold to the temple of SiddhCsvaramudaiya- 
Mahadeva at TirunaraiyGr in Tirunaraiyur-nadu by Udaiyapiratti- 
yAr Sembiyan MahAdOviyAr alias PirAntakan MAdOvadigalAr. 
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148 . 157 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva 
(I), the date of which is doubtful. Mentions a devadana village 
belonging to the temple of Arumolideva-I&vara at Palaiyaru in 
Tirunaraiyur-nadu, a subdivision of Kshatriyasikamani-valanadu 
and Arumolideva-valanadu. [Is this Palaiyaru the same as the 
capital of the Chola king Rajendra Chola I ?] See No. 460 below. 

149 . 158 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I\ Built in at the end. Seems to record a 
gift of land by the assembly of Tirunaraiyur in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, 
a subdivision of KulOtturiga-Chola-valanadu. [Tirunaraiyur was 
the native place of Nambiandar Nambi, the compiler of the 
Devaram hymns, who, according to literary tradition, was the 
“contemporary of Abhaya Kulasekhara Chola.” The latter has 
not been identified. According to Sundaram Pillai he was Raja- 
raja I, but it is doubtful. See Mile-stones in Tam. Lit., p. 38. 

150 . 159 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Built in at the 
beginning. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple of 
Siddhesvaramudaiya-Mahadeva by queen Pirantakan MadOvadi- 
galar alias Sembiyan Madeviyar, who gave birth to IJttamachola- 
deva. [She was the queen of Gandaraditya.] 

151 . 160 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp and for offerings to 
the same temple. 

152 . 161 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-sixth year of the Chola king Rfijarajakesarivarman 
alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records gift of money (thirty falsa) for 
offerings to the image of Kankaladeva in Siddhe^vara by the Siva 
Brahmanas of that village. Sixty kalams of paddy to be spent. 

153 . 162 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Arecordinthe 
third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Rajendra- 
Choladeva (I, 1012—43). Records gift of sheep for a lamp to 
Kankaladeva, the lord of Siddhesvara at Tirunaraiyur. 

154 . 163 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the third year of the 
Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of land to the temple 
of Siddhe&varam-Udaiyar at Panchavanmahadevi-chaturvCdimah- 
galam, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiyur-nadu, which was a sub¬ 
division of KulOttunga-Chola-valanadu. Mentions Mummudi- 4 oJa- 
chaturvedimahgalam, a brahmadeya in Tirunaraiyttr-nadu, a sub¬ 
division of BhupalakuIavalli-valanSdu, and quotes the sixth year of 
Chakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladova (I). 
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155 . 164 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of 
land by purchase for feeding the Mahe&varas visiting the temple of 
Siddhe£varam Udaiyar at TirunaraiyGr alias PanchavanmahadSvi 
Chaturvedimarigalam by a native of Karuppur in Manninadu, a 
subdivision of Virudarajabhayamkara-valanadu. [See Ep. Ind.y 
Vol. XI, p. 121, where Prof. Jacobi points out that the exact date is 
Friday, 4th June, A.D. 1120.] 

156 . 165 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the ChOja king Parakesarivarman alias Rajaraja- 
deva (II, 1146—78). Records gift of money for a lamp. [See Ep. 
I ml., Vol. XI, p. 122, where Prof. Jacobi concludes that the English 
date should be Friday, 24th November, A.D. 1150, after correcting 
Saturday into Friday.] 

157 . 166 of IQ08.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 

second year of the Chola king . . . chakravartin Kulotturiga- 

choladeva (III, 1178—1216). Records gift of money for a lamp by 
EkavHsagan Kulotturiga&OlanGr alias Vanakovaraiyar who was 
a native of Tunda-nOdu, a subdivision of Vadagarai Mudigonda- 
&f)]a-valanadu. [See Ep. bid., Vol. XI, pp. 123-4, where Prof. Jacobi 
discusses the details of the date and settles it as Wednesday, 
13th February, A.D. 1180.] 

158 . 167 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118--35). Records gift 
of land. [See Ep. bid., Vol. XI, p. 122, where it is pointed out that 
the date corresponded to Thursday, 15th May, A.D. 1130.] 

159 . 168 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra Choladeva (1 ?). Records gift of land. [It is doubtful 
which of the three Rajendracholas is referred to here.] 

160 . 169 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the sixth year of the Chola king Vikrama- 
Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of money for a lamp. Men¬ 
tions Panaiyur-nadu in KulOttuiiga-Chola-valanadu. 

161 . 170 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118— 35 ^* Records gift of 
land. [See Ep. bid., Vol. XI, p. 121, where Prof. Jacobi points out 
that the date given in the epigraph (Monday, Vai&akha, Mithuna, 
Purvapaksha 12) is wrong. If the tithi is corrected into fourteen 
and the Nakshattra to Mola, it would correspond to Monday, 23rd 
June, A.D. IT19.]

164 . 173 oj 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the ninth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Rajarajudeva (II,? II46--78). The bottom of the 
inscription is lost. Mentions Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerin- 
maikondan and seems to record a gift of land. 

165 . 174 c/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Vikrama-ChOladeva (1118—35). Records gift of 
land for offerings to the shrine of a Pidari at Tirunaraiyur. 

166 . 175 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulot- 
turiga-Choladeva ( 111 ). Records gift of money for a lamp. See Ep. 
Ind. , Vol. XI, p. 124, where it is pointed out that the date corre¬ 
sponded to Thursday, 28th February, A.D. ii8o. 

167 . 176 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Siddhanathasvamin temple. 
A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlrarajendradeva 11 , i.e., Kulotturiga III. 
Records a gift of land by Chamundadeva, a native of Mattur in 
Kumilinadu, a subdivision. Amur-kottam in Jayarigoncla-Chola- 
mandalam. [The date, according to Prof. Jacobi, is FYiday, 18th 
February, A.D. 1183. Ep. Ind ., Vol. XI, p. 124.J 

168 . T77 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva, (1118—35). Built in 
at the end. Records gift of land for a lamp and for feeding the 
Siva-Yogins. 

169 . 1780/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the sixth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Virarajendra-Choladeva (II, i.e-, KulOttuhga III). 
Records gift of money for a lamp by a native of Tunda-nadu, a 
subdivision of Mudigondasoja-valunadu. He is different from the 
donor mentioned in No. 157. [See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 124, where the 
Navami of the original date is pointed out to be wrong for Saptami 
and the date then settled as Saturday, 10th September, A.D. 1183.] 

170 . 179 ^/ 1908 .—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva 
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(II 18—35). Records gift of money for a lamp by a native of 
Neclumbulam in Purangarambai-nadu, a subdivision of RajCndra- 
&Oja-valanadu. 

171 . 180 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). 
Records gift of money (one kdsu) for a lamp by the wife of a 
merchant of Avaninarayanapuram. 

Tiruppanandal. 

The place is now famous for its Sudra mat ha founded in A.D. 
1720 by a certain Tillainayaka Tambiran, a disciple of the central 
matha of Dharmapuram and the head of a similar mathu established 
at Benares in 1580 by another disciple thereof. For the relation 
between these mat has and other details see Tanj. Gazr ., Vol. I, p. 222. 

172 . 29 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the cast wall of the central 
shrine in the Arunajatesvara temple. A record in the eighth year 
of the ChOla king Parakesarivarman alias Sri-Rajendra-Choladeva 
1. Portions built in. Records gift of ninety-six sheep for a lamp to 
the temple of Tiruttatakesvaram-Udaiyar at Tiruppanandal. [The 
deity is named after a lady devotee Tatakai who adorned the God 
with garland. The place is also associated with the legend of 
Kuiigu 1 iyak ka laya Nayann r.J 

173 . 30 of 1914. —(Tamil.) On the southern entrance into the 
same shrine, left side. A record in the eighteenth year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a 
lamp to the temple of Tiruttatakai-I:G'aragarattu-Mahadcva-Bhatara 
at Tiruppanandal, which was a doiuidana in Vadagarni-Manni- 
naclu, by Kovan Amudan, a native of Karuppur in the same Nadu. 
Below this record is a fragment which seems to provide for offer¬ 
ings and a flower garden evidently to the same temple. 

174 . 31 of 1914. —(Tamil.) On the same entrance, right side. 
A portion of the stone is cut awav. Records a gift of land by 
purchase for offerings to the God Sivalokavitaiikadeva and the 
goddess, by Klrttirftjaraja alias Raja raj u Gandharva-MarSyan. 

175 . 320/1914.—(Tamil.) On the southern entrance into the 
same shrine, right side. A record in the twenty-ninth year of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (Parantaka I). Re¬ 
cords gift of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of Tiruttatake&- 
varattu-MahadOva at Tiruppanandal, a devadana in Vadagarai- 
Manni-nadu, by Iraiyan Madevan of Kumaramangalam in Ambar- 
nadu. 

176 . 33 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the same entrance, left side. 
A record in the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda 
Parakesarivarman (ParSntaka I).

(1268—1308) who afterwards murdered his father?] 

A record of 
the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra-

Udaiyar at Tiruppanandal in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Virudarajabhayankara-valanadu for bathing the God daily in 
Pancha-gavya.

It is 
said to celebrate the grace of the Lord towards Sunda and Upasunda 
and the miraculous power of Ghanasambanda in reviving the lover 
of a A/aniga woman who had died of snake bite. Hence the name 
Sakshlsvara of the deity. The temple is mentioned in the Devaram. 
It is also historically important as the scene of a battle between 
the Gariga Prithvlpati I and Varaguna Pandya, in which the former 
lost his life. See Udayendram Plates of Pnthviputi II (S.I.I., Vol. II, 
p. 381). It was in Andattukurram in Ra jendrasimhavalanadu.

Mannargudi. 

The epigraphs of this ancient place are interesting as they 
refer not only to the Cholas and Pandyas but also to the Hoysalas. 
Tradition also connects the place with the latter who, it is said, 
had a palace here, the present hamlet of Melavasal being called 
after its western gate. The Jayarikondanatha and Rajaraje&vara 
shrines were founded by Rajadhiraja I (1018—53) and the Raja- 
gopala temple by Kulottuiiga Chola 1 (rebuilt by Vijayaraghava 
Naik of Tanjore).

Another lamp was given by a native of 
Nadar in Pambura-nftdu, a district of Uyyakkondar-valanadu fsic). 

647 . 36 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
twelfth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhi- 
rajadova (II), “ who was pleased to take Madurai and jjam (Ceylon). ” 
Records gift of land for a lamp by a native of Pudalur in Pudalur- 
vattam, a district of Pandikulasani-valanadu. 

648 . 37 of 1906. -(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga- 
Ch Ola dev a (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai.” Records 
gift of land for a lamp by a native of Mulaiigudi in Nallarrur-nadu, 
a district of Virudarajabhayaiiikara valanndu. 

649 . 38 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the ninth year of the Cho|a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (III, 1186—I2l6k “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai.” Records gift of land at Manalkunru in Erukknttuchcheri 
by a native of PeruhallCir in KHvengai-nadu, a district of Rajanlja- 
va lan a du. 

650 . 39 0/1906.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuhga- 
Choladeva. Records gift of land in the same locality by Sekkilan 
Ammai-appan Parantakadovan alios Karikala Chola-Pallavaraiyan 
of Kunrattur in Kunrattur-mldu, a district of Puliyur-kottam a lias 
Ku 1 Ottuliga-Ch0 1 a-va 1 anad 11.

gonda-Choln-vaJanadu. See Ep. JmL , Vol. IX, p. 213, where it is 
shown that the date corresponded to 31st March, A-D. 1194. Vlra- 
Pandya is said to have taken refuge with his relations in Kollam. 

On the base of the verandah 
enclosing the central shrine in the same temple, south side. 
Records gift of land in the village of Vedanmanai in Kdnattur- 
nadu to the temple of KalakSladeva at Olugamangalam. 

656 . 45 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vlra-Pandyadeva. Records gift of land. Mentions 
the forty-first year of the king’s predecessor and the shrine of 
Vikrama-CholTchchuramudaiyar. [Is this the king who ascended 
the throne in A.D. 1253 ?] 

657 . 46 of 1906.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fourth year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Kulasekharadeva (I ? 1268—1308). Records gift of 
land for forty lamps for the merit of Ulagudaiya-Perumak The 
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country is said to have been in a state of confusion for a long 
time and the inhabitants to be suffering distress, evidently in 
consequence of the king’s making over a portion of his dominions 
to his younger brothers.

A record in the tenth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajad£va. Records gift 
of land.

An unfinished 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35).

A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva ( 11 ) in his 
fifth year, Kurkataka, su. di. 13, Saturday (= 1st July, 1167). Built 
in the middle. Records gift of money by the same individual for 
getting the Tiruvcmbavai recited before the image of Vadavurali- 
Navanririn the temple on Mfirgali-Tiruvadirai festival and for also 
maintaining the festival of Pahguni. Tiruvfidavurar was the 
celebrated Manikkavasaga, the contemporary of Varaguna Pandya, 
in the ninth century and the author of the Tiruvcmbavai. 

710 . 422 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Bokkana-Udaiyar (i.e., Btikka II, 1399 ~ 
1406) in S. 1324. Chitiabhanu. Records that certain lands (parru) 
which had been submerged and lying waste for some Years on 
account of flood in the Kaveri were brought under cultivation, 
being granted favourable concessions in the payment of assessment. 
The lands belonged to Valuvur in Tiruvalundur-nadu, a subdivision 
of EJunuiri-parru. See lip. Rep., IQr3, pp. 118-9! for a full summary 
of the concessions given. The record is very interesting as it 
illustrates the fiscal policy of the age.] 

711 . 423 of 1912.—(Tamil .) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-third year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva (1178— 1216) “ who 
being pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur 
and the crowned head of the Pandya, was pleased to perform the 
anointment of heroes and the anointment of victors.” Built in at 
the end. Records gift of money by a Brahmanu lady to the shrine 
of Tituchchattimurram-Udaivclr consecrated by her in the twenty- 
ninth year of the king in the temple of Tiru-VirattHnam-Udaiyar 
at Valugur, a brahmaJeya in Tiruvalundur-nadu, a subdivision 
o f J a y a h g o n d a s d 1 a v a 1 a n a d 11. 

712 . 424 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 

mantapa. A record of the Vijayanagara king PratapadCvarSya- 
Maharaya (II) in S. 1356, Pramadin, Mithuna, ... 5. Built 

in at the end. Seems to refer to certain additions made to the 
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temple from the year Sobhakrit when, apparently, a tank and an 
irrigation channel were constructed. 

713 . 425 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 

the Chola king . . . Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra- 

Chola-deva (III) in his second year, Dhanus, &u. di. 4, Monday, Tim- 
vonam. Built in the middle. Records gift of money for a lamp. 
Begins with an unusual historical introduction pumaniviya tiruma - 
dandai, etc. (the usual introduction being Bhumiyumtiruvum). The 
money was received by the temple authorities and a land assigned 
for the amount. The king is said to have established the six sys¬ 
tems of religion and been obeyed by all kings including the 
Seralas. 

714 . 426 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Sundara-PandyadOva III in his fifth (sixth) year, 
Makara, &u. di., Wednesday, Sodi, corresponding to 30th December 
1276. Registers that a tenant of the temple having absconded 
without paying his dues, the amount was recovered from a man 
who had stood surety for him, by selling his land. 

715 . 42 7 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III) in his. second year, Rishabha, su. di. 
5th, Thursday, Tiruvonam, corresponding to the 15th May 1180. 
Records gift of money for a lamp to the same temple by a native 
of Modappakkam in Surattur-nfidu, a subdivision of PuliyGr- 
kottam alias KulOtturigasOla- valanSdu in JayangondasOla-manda- 
lam. 

716 . 428 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajadhirajadeva (II) in the fifteenth year, Simha, ba. di. 8, Thurs¬ 
day, Rohani, corresponding to 18th August T177. Records gift of 
money for purchasing land to maintain a lamp in the temple of 
Tiruvlrattanam Udaiyar at Valugur, by a native of Tlyahgudi in 
Timvarurkur ram, a subdivision of GOyamanikka-valanadu. The 
land was situated at Klrangudi, a hamlet of Vlranljondra-chatur- 
vedimarigalam which was a brahmadeya in TiruvaJundGr-nadu. 
Mentions the sixteenth year of Rajaraja (II). 

717 . 429 of 1912.*—(Tamil.) On the north verandah of the 
first prakara of the same temple. A record in the fifth year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
rajendradOva (i.e., Kulotturiga-Chola III). Registers the construc¬ 
tion of the shrine of _the goddess in the north-west corner of the 
north verandah by Ekavachakan Ufagukanvidutta-perumal alias 
Vanakovaraiyar, chief of Tonda-nadu in Mudigonda&ola-valanadu. 
Also records a gift of money in the eighth year of the king for 
purchasing land and maintaining worship in the same shrine. 
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718 . 430 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On either side of the entrance 
into the main gopura of the same temple. Records in Subhanu 
the construction of the gopura and the prakara wall by Alagap- 
perumal-Pillai, son of Garigeyar Ganapatinayinar-Pillai of Nalla- 
vQr in IruhgOlappandi-nadu. 

719 . 431 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the four sides of the same 
gopura. Records the gift of Bhikshatanamurti, the main gopura, 
the prakara wall and the street, by the same Alagappcrumal- 
PiUai. 

720 - 432 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On a slab set up in a grove in the 
same village. Records in Durmukha gift of land (mukhllvattam, 
nattam and tidal) in Valavarayakuppam by the residents of that 
village including Tamba-Pillai.

On the south wall of the Kala- 
hastT6vara temple. A record in the twenty-eighth year of 
Tribhuvanachakravartin KonCrinmaikondan. Records gift of the 
brokerage fee (taragu) which remained in arrears from the fifth 
year of the king to the temple of Tirunarigallsvaram-lJdaiyar by 
the nagar attar of Ottakkudi (evidently Kulikkarai) alias EdirilisOja- 
puram in Arumolideva-valanadu. [Mr. Krishna Sastri identifies 
the king with KulOttunga III on the ground that the inscription 
mentions Isvarasiva who, we know from inscriptions at Tribhu- 
vanam, was the preceptor of that king.] 

722 . 83 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. This stone 
temple was built by Irigaikkudaiyar Karunakaradevar alias Guru- 
kularayar. 

723 . 84 1911.—(Tamili On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajOndra-Choladeva III 
(1245—b7). Records gift of land for offerings by the nagarattar of 
the same village to the shrine of the goddess which was built by 
a certain SiraikkavQrudaiyan Tyagappcrumal.

Though mentioned in the Devdram , this place has no ancient 
epigraphs. This is due, most probably, to the vandalism of later 
repairers.

On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. An unfinished record in the twenty- 
fourth year of the Choi a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva. Built in at the beginning. It gives a list of lands owned by 
the temple and its subordinate shrines. 

728 . 67 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the base of the south verandah 
in the same temple. An unfinished record in the twenty-second 
year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlra-Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land. [The king was 
not improbably he who came to the throne in A.D. 1253 and who 
conquered I)am, Rorigu and Solamandalam and had the anointment 
of victor at Perumbarrappuliyur.] 

729 . 680/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the tenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvanacha¬ 
kravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the end. Records 
sale of land to the temple by a native of Rajagambhlra-chatur- 
vOdi-maiigalam which was a surname of Tiruvahjiyam. See 
No. 730. 

730 . 690/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Built in at the end. Records 
another sale of land by a private individual who is stated to have 
acquired it as samskdni-dukshwa. [It is not certain which of the 
three kings of this name is intended.] 

731 . 7O0/'I9II.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the Mariga- 
lamba shrine in the same temple. An unfinished record in the 
eighteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Refer to the building of the shrine and the consecration 
of the goddess in the temple of Tiruvanjiyamudaiya-Nayanar. 
On this occasion a gift of land and a house appears also to have 
been made. 

A damaged 
record in the twentieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to register gifts of lands made to the 
temple in different years of the king’s reign. Mentions Perum¬ 
barrappuliyur and Tiruvellarai, 
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733 . 720/1911.—(Tamil.) On a pillar of the DakshinAmOrti 
shrine in the same temple. A damaged and mutilated record in 
the thirty-ninth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I ?). Records gift 
of land to the goddess Tiruppalliyarai-Nambirattiyar who was 
presented to the temple of TiruvAnjiyamudaiya-Mahadeva by a 
native of KOrnarigudi. 

734 . 73 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged record in the twenty- 
second year of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Vlra- 
Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land to the temple. 

735 . 74 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A much damaged record in the twenty-third year of the 
Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara- 
PandyadOva. Records sale of land to the temple by a native of 
Sirupanrur in VclA-nAdu. 

736 . 75 of 1911. —(Tamil.) On the same walk A much 
damaged record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king Maravar- 
man Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva ( V I ?). Records 
sale of land at Sirupanrur by a native of Vada-Kannamangalam. 

737 . 760/1911.- (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eleventh year of the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. Records sale of land. See 
the above epigraph. 

738 . 77 of 1911'/Tamil.) On the second inner gOpura of the 
same temple ; left side. A record of the Nayaka (Tanjore) king 
Raghunfitha-Nayakkar (1614—?) in SArvari. Records gift of 
certain taxes to the dancing girls of Tiruvanjiyam for the merit 
of the king's agent MAdayya-Navakka-Mallappa Nayakka. 

739 . 78 of 19TI. -(Tamil.) On the same gopura ; right side. 
A damaged record. Seems to refer to the same or a similar gift. 

740 . 79 of 1911.- (Tamil.) On a slab set up in a field of the 
same village. Records in S. 1 501 , Isvara (wrong) that a certain 
PerumAnAyinAr Pandaram of Achchurramangalam, who was a 
pupil of AghOrasivAeharya of the BhikshA-matha at Chidambaram, 
purchased one veli of land at KunduvAnjCri for his matha. See

This place is well known as the native place of Saint Siruttonda 
who was a contemporary of Gnanasambanda, who figures in the 
Periapurdna , and who was present in the battle of VAtapi about 642. 
See S./. 7 ., Vol. II, p. 172, for his idol set up at Tanjore. Saivite 
tradition connects it with God Ganapati’s victory over a demon, 
thereby giving rise to the name of the shrine Ganapatlchchuram. 
It has been sung by Gulnasambanda and Appar. 
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741 . 51 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the Uttarapatlsvara temple. An unfinished record of the 
Vijayanagara king Vlra-Viruppanna-Udaiyar (II), i.e., Virupaksha I, 
son of Vlra-Ariyaraya (Harihara II) in S. 1306, Raktakshi. 
Seems to record a gift of land to the shrine of Ganapatlkuram 
Udaiya-Nayinar and Uttara-pati-Nayaka at Tiruchchengattaiigudi 
in Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikkavala- 
nadu by the chief Somaya-Dannayakkar.

Seems to provide for 
a festival in the same temple by the merchants of the Chola 
country. 

On the west wall of the Gana- 
patlsvara shrine in the same temple. A record in the thirty-second 
year of the Chula king Rajakesarivarman alias Udaiyar Srl-Raja- 
dhirajadeva (1 ?). Records sale of land as iraili to the temple of 
Ganapatlsuram udaiya-Mahadeva at Tiruchchehgattangudi by the 
assembly of the village Tirukkannapuram, a hrahmadeya in Maru¬ 
gal-nadu which was a subdivision of Kshatriyasikhamani vala- 
nadu. The assembly is stated to have met together in the temple 
of Piramlsvaramudaiya-Mahadcva of their village. Slrala was the 
son of Siruttonda who was sacrificed to Siva when he came as a 
guest of Siruttonda.

751 . 61 of 1913.- (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of the 
Chola king Rajadhiraja J. Fragment containing portions of the 
historical introduction beginning with tingaler tarn. 

752 . 62 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eleventh year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman. Records sale 
of land for a lamp by the assembly of Marugal. 

753 . 63 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the west base of the mantapa in 
front of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarfijadeva (III) in his third year, KarkOtaka 
(wrong for Rishabha), su. di. II, Monday, Attain, corresponding to 
Monday, 7th May I2l8. Built in at the right end. Records gift of 
land to the shrines of Uttarapati-Nayaka and Siruttondadeva in 
the temple of Uttarfipatinayaka by two residents of Marurigur 
alias R a j a n a r a y a n a c h a t u r v e d i m a h g a 1 a m. 

754 . 640/1913.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the forty-fifth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III). Records gift 
of land for providing garlands of red lilies to the two shrines of 
Ganapatlsvaram-Udaiydr and Uttar 3 pati-N 5 yaka b> the residents 
of Tiruchchehgattangudi, a village in Marugal-nadu, which was a 
subdivision of GOyamHnikka-valaniidu. 

755 . 65 of 1913.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who took Madurai (Madura) and was 
pleased to take the crowned head of the Pandya,” in his eleventh 
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year and 175th day, Vrischika, ba. di. 14, Friday, Anilam. Regis¬ 
ters that a document connected with the temple ot Tiruviramanan- 
dl£varam-Udaiyar at Tirukkannapuram, a hr ah madey a village of 
Marugal-nSdu in Geyamanikka-valanadu, was engraved on the 
walls of the temple at Tiruchchengattangudi, as the former was 
evidently not constructed of stone.

759 . 69 of 191 3 -—-(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Raja raja deva (III), in his twenty-fourth year, Simha, ba. di. 13, 
Saturday, Pusam. Records gift of land by Arasurudaiyan Tiru- 
chchirrambalamuclaiyan alias Tiruchchirrambala-Pallavaraiyan for 
providing offerings in the mantapa called Tirumuttuvaneri to the 
God UttarSpati-Nayaka on the occasion when he was to give 
salvation to his devotee during the festival of Sittirai-Barani. 
[Bhairava was the form in which Siva came from the north and 
gave salvation to Siruttonda.] 

760 . 70^/1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Chola king ParakOsarivannan alias Tribhuvanachakravartin- 
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Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura),” in his tenth year and 123rd day. Built in at the 
beginning. The king is called Tribhuvanachakravartin KOnerin- 
maikondan. Seems to record the grant of landed property to a 
certain Rajendra&Ola-Achariyan, who was perhaps the temple 
architect. The Royal Secretary (tirumandira-dlai) was RajCndra-

761 . 71 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin, the date of 
which is lost. Seems to record a gift of land in the villages Tiru- 
vfittaikattalai and Dinachintamani-chaturvedimarigalam for pro¬ 
viding offerings on every day of Bharani to the God Uttarapati. 

762 . 72 of 1913.- (Tamil.) On the east, north and west walls 
of the Vatapi-Ganapati shrine in the same temple. A much 
damaged record of the Chela king Tribhuvanachakravartin KulOt- 
turiga-Choladeva ( 111 ),“ who was pleased to take Madurai (Madura), 
I)am (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in 
his twenty-second year and 130th day. Seems to register a 
number of lands acquired for constructing the third prakara of the 
temple and a street round it. Reference is also frequently made 
to the reign of Kuletturiga-Chola 1 , “who was pleased to abolish 
tolls,” and to the temple of Vikrama-Chollsvara.

On the second gepura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A record in Ananda of Pattukkattari 
KonCTidCva-Maharflja. Records gift of taxes to the temple of Utta- 
rapati-Nflyaka at the request of Maluvachakravartin for main¬ 
taining certain festivals. 

765 . 75 of 193 3 -—(Tamil.) In the same place. A much 
damaged record of the Vijayanagara king Viruppanna-Udaiyar 
(II), i.e., Virupaksha I, son of Vlra-Ariyappa-lJdaiyar (Harihara II), 
in S. 1306, Raktakshi, Kumbha, ba. di. 10, Sunday, Mula, correspond¬ 
ing to 5th February 1385. Seems to record a gift of land. 

766 . 76 of 1913.—(Tamil.) In the same place, left of entrance. 
A record in the seventh year of the Pandya king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Parakrnma-Pandyadeva. Records gift of two veils 
of land at Marurigur for repairs in the temple of UttarSpati- 
Nayaka. Refers to the Slralan-Siruttondan-madam m the temple 
of Ganapatl&uramudaiya-Nayanar. 

767 . 77 of I 9 I 3 -—(Grantha and Tamil.) In the same place. 
A damaged record of the Chela king ParakSsarivarman alias 
Rajadhirajanarapati Rajendra-Chela (111,1245—67), “who cut off 
the heads of two Pandya kings.” Supplies a long list of the San¬ 
skrit birudas of the king. Seems to record a gift of land to the God 
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Uttarapati-Nayaka in the temple of GanapatT&varam-lJdaiyar for 
the purpose of the Bharani festival in the months of Sittirai and 
Arpasi. Among the achievements of the king are mentioned his 
capture of the stronghold of Vlra-Rakshasa, which was called 
Uttara Larika and which Mr. Krishna Sastri surmises to be a place 
near Rajahmundry in the Godavari delta ; his victory over two 
Pandyas; and his power over the Karnata king SOmesvara of the 
Hoysala dynasty. Vlra-Rakshasa is said to be the sole hero of 
the Vadugas, and Rajendra’s campaign against him was perhaps 
due to a general war against Kopperunjinga who had territory as 
far as Drfiksharama and who had given a good deal of trouble to 
Rajaraja 111 . Rajendraehola’s time was thus one of genuine 
attempt to revive the Chola greatness. For the relations between 
Rajendra and SOmOsvara see 49 of 1913 at Sivayam (Trichinopoly 
district). 

768 . 780/1913.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A damaged 
and unfinished record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra-Viruppanna- 
Udaiyar II, i.c., Virupaksha I, in S. 1322, Pramadi, MOsha, ba. di. 
12, Friday, Uttirattadi corresponding to Friday, 2nd May, 1399. 
Seems to provide for certain festivals in the temple of Uttarapati- 
Nayaka. 

769 . /9 of 1913.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A fragmentary 
record in S. 1394, Nandana, Simha, su. di., Monday, Attain. 
Seems to record a gift of land bv purchase at PaJ.ur in Vadagal 
Marugal-nadu which was a subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu, 
for offerings to the temple of Uttarapati-Nayaka by a native of 
Nandlsvaram in Tondaimandalam. 

770 . 800/1913.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the mantapa 
in front of the Chulikamba shrine in the same temple. A record of 
the Chola king Rajadhirajadeva (II), “who was pleased to take 
Madurai (Madura) and Lain (Ceylon),” in the thirteenth year, 
Simha, ba. di. 9, Wednesday, corresponding to 24th July 1174. 
Some stones are missing. Seems to record the sale of four women 
as devaradiyar to the temple of Tiruvalangadudaiya-Nayanar for 
700 kdsu. 

771 . 810/1913.—(Tamil.) On the main gopura of the same 
temple, right of entrance. A damaged record in Prajfipati. Seems 
to record the fees on looms, etc., fixed by an agent of Vira-Nara- 
singaraya-Ayyan. 

772 . 82 of 1913.—(Tamil.) On the same gopura left of 
entrance. A record of the ChOla king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II), the date of which is 
lost. Begins with the introduction kadal-sulnda , etc. Refers to a 
certain Kaduvangudaiyan Araiyan Atkonda-Nayakan who was 
perhaps the donor. 
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Tirukkandtsvaram ( Tirukkondichchuram). 

This is one of the Saivite centres of the South-Kaveri region, 
where Kamadhenu worshipped Siva. Hence the name Pasupatls- 
vara. It has been sung by Appar. 

773 . 80 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the local Pa&upatTsvara temple. 
Dated in S. 1439 (A.D. 1517), I&vara, in the reign of Krishna deva 
Raya. Records gift of taxes bestowed from Vejavadai (Bezwada) 
in favour of the Tirukkondlsvara temple on the king’s return from 
the victorious tour in the east. The inscription refers to the capture 
of the fortress of Udayagiri and of Tirumalai Rahuttaraya (its 
governor ?), the subjugation of Vlnukonda, Nagarjunakonda, 
Kondavldu, Kondapalli, Rajamahendrapura, etc. 

Tirtikkollambudur . 

This place is famous in Saivite tradition as the scene where 
Ghanasambanda saved himself and his following from the freshes 
of the KavCri. It is the theme of the padika rerr

774 . I of 1899.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the Bilvaranyfisvara temple. A record in the fourth 
year of the Choja king Parak&sarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin KonerimCnkondan (i.e., Kulotturiga IIP. Records the gift of 
the village of Kulottuhga-sOla-Kalattur to a private individual. 

775 . 2 of 1899.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
thirtieth year of the Choi a king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhu- 
vanavTradeva (Kulottuhga III), “who took Madura, Cevlon, Karuvur 
and the crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land for 
two lamps. 

Tirumdlam. 

The place is one of great social interest as the Brahmans of the 
Prathama&akha sect generally known as midday Pariahs owe their 
existence to a religious sacrifice here. See Tanj. Gazr Vol. I, pp. 
237 -8, for details. 

776 . 930/ 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the MagalCsvara temple. A damaged record in the 
forty-second year of the Chola king RajakCsarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Srl-Kulottuhga-Choladeva (I ?). Registers an order of 
the king from his throne Vanadhirajan in the hall RajCndracholan 
of his palace at Mudigonda-Cholapuram. Mentions the temple of 
Ambar-Tirumagalam-Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of 
Uyyakondar vajanadu. 

777 . 94 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Chakravartin SrpKulOttuhga-ChoJadCva (I?). 

167 
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Records gift of the village Puravuvarivijagam which was a 
dev a dan a of the temple to a certain Tiruchchirrambala-Nandarajan 
of MattQr at the request of Nulambarajan. 

778 . 95 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-second year of the Chola king 
Kulotturiga-Chojadeva (I). Records gift of the village of Vadan- 
dur (?), a devadana of the temple to a certain Udayamartandan 
of Ambar, at the request of the same chief. 

779 . 960/1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Srl-Kulctturiga-Chojadeva ( 1 ). Records gift 
of the village of Eyinikudi, also a devadana of the temple, to a certain 
Serkalan Velan Tiruvaykkulamudaiyan at the request of the same 
chief, as previous Kaniyalas had neglected it so as not to yield 
even the Antardya-kasu. “The tenants could neither clear their 
old arrears nor grow fresh crops on them without breaks.” 

780 . 9 7 of 19TO.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 

record in the sixteenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin V i k ra m a-C hoi a de v a (1118—35). 
Records gift of land. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p 243, where Mr. R. 
Sewell discusses the date (Ani, Tritlya, Monday, TiruvOna) and 
shows that the thirteenth year of the king should have been inteifd- 
ed and that the date then corresponded to Monday, 25th June 
1131. “ The date proves that the reign could not have begun before 

June 16th, A.D. 1118.” 

781 . 98 of 1910.-— (Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A record in the twenty-seventh year 
of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerinmaikondan. Refers to the 
revenue survey of the sixteenth year of Sz/Z/^/^r'/W/^-Kulottunga- 
Choladeva (I, 1070—II18), and records a gift of land in Sembari- 
gudi, a village of Ambarnadu. 

782 . 99 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. Records that this prakara (tiru - 
m&ligai) was built by Vikrama-Chola (i 118 — 35). 

783 . 100 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tri¬ 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Chojadeva (1118 — 35). Mentions 
that in the fifteenth year of Rajendra-ChOlideva (II, i.e., Kulotturiga 
I), the Goddess Uma-Paramesvari was set up, that a grant of land 
was made for its maintenance and, as it was neglected, it was 
renewed in the tenth year of Vikrama Chola by the assembly of 
Madhurantaka-chaturvedimangalam. In continuation of this in¬ 
scription is another, dated in the fifteenth year of a king whose 
name is doubtful. It records a gift of land to the shrine of the 
same Goddess by the residents of Ambar-nagara. 
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784 . IOI of 1910.—(Tamil.) At the end of the same record. 
A record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajendra-Chola- 
deva. Records gift of land to the same shrine. 

785 . 102 of 1910.—(Tamil.) At the end of the same record. 
A record in the twelfth year of the Chola king Kulottunga-Chola- 
deva (i.e., KulOttunga II, 1123—46, according to the Government 
Epigraphist). Records gift of land for offerings to the images of 
Atkonda-Nayakar and the goddess, both of which were presented 
to the temple at Tirumagalam by the ancestors of Amudan 
Tiruchchirrambalamudaiyan alias Udayamarttanda-Muvenda- 
velan, a native of &iruvelQr in .Panaiyur-nadu which was a 
subdivision of Kshatriyasikhamani-valanadu. 

786 . 1030/1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Chakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva (I). Records gift of money 
for a lamp by Vlra-Vichchadara-Pallavaraiyan, a native of 
Anniyur in Kurukkai-nadu, a subdivision of Virudarajabhayam- 
kara-vakmadu. 

787 . 1040/1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the third year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Cholade va (1118—35). Records 
gift of land to the shrine of the goddess by certain residents of 
Siruvelur in PanaiyOr-nadu, a subdivision of Kulottuhga-Chola- 
valanadu. 

788 . 105 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of tlie same 
prakara. A fragmentary record in the forty-fourth year of the 
Chola king Kulotturiga-Choladeva (I?). Provides for a lamp. 

789 . 1060/1910.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. An incomplete record in the forty-third year (of?). Re¬ 
cords gift of money for a lamp by a native of Kundavai-chaturvedi- 
maiigalam in Mulaiyur-nadu, a subdivision of GOyamanikka- 
valanadu. 

790 . 1070/ 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fiftieth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Srl-Kulottunga-Choladeva. Seems to record a 
gift of land for offerings, to the temple of Ambar-Tirumagalam 
Udaiyar in Ambar-nadu, a subdivision of BhQpalakulavalli-vala- 
nadu, by certain residents of SiruvOlur. 

791 . 108 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Chakra- 
vartit) Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Records gift of paddy for 
offerings to the image of Atkonda-Nayakar. 

792 . 109 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 

prakara. A record in the eleventh year of the Chola king Raja¬ 
kesarivarman . . Kulottuhga-Choladeva (II). Records 
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gift of land for a lamp by Devargandan alias Rajaraja PanaiyOr- 
nattu MQvendavelan, a native of SiruvelQr, and others. See Ep, 
hid., Vol. XI, p. 244, where Mr. Sewell calculates the date (Saturday, 
Pushy a, second solar day in Dhanus) to be November 27th, A.D. 
1143 - 

793 . IIO 0 / 19 IO.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin. Records gift of money for two lamps. 

794 . Ill 0/1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
seventeenth year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Konerimgnkondan. 
Records that certain lands close to the temple of Mudupagavar 
which were being enjoyed by a private individual, Rajaraja Palla- 
varayan, by mistake, was given back to the temple. [These lands 
were claimed by the trustees of the temple to be the free-holding 
of the God from early times. The case was placed before 
Vesalipparaiyar for inquiry. Pallavaraiyan stated that he had 
purchased the lands as Rdjardjappcruvilai in presence of Vanadhi- 
raja, Nujambadhinlja, Kachchiyaraya and Palandlvarflya when 
these had asscmbed in the Kuldttuhgasolantini 1 'elsal in his palace 
at Pcrumbarrapuliyur and produced documents to prove it. The 
trustees, on the other hand, produced evidences to show that the 
temple had purchased these lands in the fourth year of Rajaraja 
and was in possession till the thirteenth year of the king.

Mentions the fourth year of 
Rajarfijadeva. [Mr. Krishna Sastri points out that as the chiefs 
mentioned in the inscription were contemporaries of Kulottunga I, 
Rajaraja should be Rajaraja I.] 

796 . 113 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a slab lying in the courtyard 
of the same temple. Records gift of gold for fifty lamps, to the 
temple of Mahakalattu-Mahadgva at Ambar, by a native of 
Ananga-Vallavappadi. 

797 . 114 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On another slab lying in the 
same place. A record in the fourth year of the Chola king Raja- 
kesarivarman. Records gift of a necklace of pearls and a crown 
set with gems to the temple of Mahakalattu-Mahadeva by Kari- 
puliyan alias Solamarayan of Paluvur in Kunra-kQrram, on the 
occasion of his celebrating the God’s ahhisheka. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the real meaning of the inscription is 
that the temple which was known to the Devaram hymners was 
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“ patronised for the first time by an officer of the Chola king.” 
See No. 800 below.] 

798 . 115 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the third stone in the same 
place. A record in the fifteenth year of the Choja king Parake- 
sarivarman. Records gift of ninety sheep for a lamp by Udayamar- 
tandan, son of Mannamudan, who was a native of SiruvelQr in 
PanaiyGr-valanadu. 

799 . 116 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the fourth stone in the same 
place. A mutilated record in the eighth year of the Chola king 
ParakOsarivarman. Records gift of land to the temple of Tiru- 
magalattu Mahadeva at Ambar in Ambar-nadu by a certain 
Vanarayan Arahgan Madevan. 

800 . IJ7 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same stone. A mutilated 
record in the second year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman, 
44 who took the head of the Pandya.” Mentions Kari Puliyan alias 
Sojamarayan of PaluvGr in Kunra-kQrram and the servants of the 
temple of Ambar-Srl-Mahakalam. [As this Kari figures in an 
inscription of a RajakOsarivarman, it is plain that the Parakesari- 
varman of this inscription was the successor of Rajakesarivarman. 
They might be Parafitaka II and his predecessor.]

On a pillar of the mantapa in 
front of the Santanayaki shrine in the MihirarunOsvara temple. A 
record in the ninth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman. 
Records gift of land for two lamps. 

802 . 636 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in the second year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman. 
Records gift of land. 

803 . 637 0/1902.—(Tamil.) On another pillar of the same 
mantapa. A damaged record of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman, the date of which is doubtful. Records gift of land. 

804 . 638 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On a third pillar of the same 
mantapa. A record in the fourth year of the Choja king Raja¬ 
kesarivarman. Records gift of land for a lamp by a merchant. 

805 . 639 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the same temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Kula&ekharadeva ( 1 ? 1268—1308). Records gift 
of land. 

806 . 640 c/1902.—(Tamil.) On the inner gOpura of the same 
temple, left of entrance. A record in the tenth year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Srr-VallabhadOva. 
Records gift of land. Was he the contemporary of Maravarman 
Sundara Pandya I (1216—1235)? 
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807 . 641 of 1902.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty- 
eighth year of the Pandya king Maravarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin SrI-Vallabhadeva. [It is not improbable that this king 
was the predecessor of Jatavarman Kula&ekhara I, 1190— 1217.] 

Ti ru nell ikkdval. 

One of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism, it has been sung 
by Ghanasambanda. 

807 -A. 520 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the 
central shrine in the Amalake&vara temple. A record in the 
twenty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva. Records gift of land. 

807 -B. 521 0/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Seems to record a gift of 
land. 

807 -C- 522 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti¬ 
lated and incomplete record in the twentieth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -D. 523 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja¬ 
rajadeva. The god is called the lord of Tirunellikka in Arvalak- 
kurram, a subdivision of Rajendra-Sola-valanadu. Mutilated. 

807 - 3 . 524 of 1904*—(Tamil.) On the north and east walls of 
the same shrine. A damaged and mutilated record of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva, the date of which is 
lost. 

807 -F. 5250/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same walls. A record 
in the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Vlrarajendradeva. Records gift of money for a lamp. 

807 -G. 5260/ 1904.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
shrine. A much damaged record in the thirty-first year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 

807 -H. 527 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A muti¬ 
lated record in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of money for lamps. 

Tiruppdmburam. 

This place which is one of the South-Kaveri centres of Saivitism 
is the theme of a padika bv Tirugrianasambanda. 

808 . 85 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south base of the central 
shrine in the Seshapurlsvara temple. An incomplete and damag¬ 
ed record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (III), “ who was pleased to take 
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Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), KaruvOr and the crowned 
head of the Pandya.” Refers to an exchange of land. 

809 . 86 of 1911.—(Tamil.)^ On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the ChOla king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulotturiga-CholadCva (III, 1186—1216), “ who was pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records that a Vellalan of the village sold himself and 
his two daughters as slaves to the temple of Tiruppamburam- 
Udaiyar, for a sum of 100 kdsus, “as the time was very bad, as 
paddy was sold at three ndlis per kdsuf and his children in conse¬ 
quence were dying of starvation. The inscription clearly shows 
that there must have been a famine of a serious character. 

810 . 87 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A record in the thirteenth year of the Chola king Rajaraja- 
deva. Records gift of fourteen cows to the temple, by a certain 
Varanavadlsuramudaiyan alias KA&alarayar of Manakkudi. The 
donor provided also for the cows being kept in the cow-shed with¬ 
in the temple, for their fodder and for the cowherd boy that grazed 
them. 

811 . 88 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
fifteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra 
ChOladeva (unidentified). Records sale of land to the temple. 

812 . 89 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in the 
second year of the Pandya king Jatavarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Sundara-Psndyadeva (I, ? 1251— 64). Records gift of 
land. 

813 . 90 of 1911.-"(Tamil.) On the same base. An unfinished 
record in the twenty-second year of the ChOla king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Rajarnjadeva. Records gift of land by a certain 
PaJ.uvettaraiyar of Vanavappadi, for garlands and sacred bath, to 
the temple of Tiruppamburam-Udaiyar (at Tiruppamburam) in 
Uyyakkondar-valanadu. Refers also to the shrine of the goddess 
Mamalaiyattiyar built in the same temple by a native of Perulur. 

814 . 91 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the north base of the same 
shrine. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladgva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya.” Records gift of land to the shrine 
of Rajaraja-Vinayaka-Pillaiyar set up on the bank of the river 
Ari&ilaru, by a certain Mlnavan MQvendavelar. Pamburam alias 
Kulottungaiojachaturvedimangalam is stated to have been situated 
in Pambura-nadu, a subdivision of Uyyakkondar-valanadu. * 

815 . 92 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradfiva (KulOtturiga III), “ who being pleased to take 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
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head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors. Records sale of land to the temple for the 
worship of Periyadevar and Nachchiyar, set up therein by a 
dancing girl. 

816 . 93 <7/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the twenty-third year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Sundara-Pandyad£va (not identified). Records sale 
of houses and lands belonging to a registered tenant who ran away 
without paying the taxes, by the friends who stood surety for him, 
to the temple. The inscription is of interest in the light it throws 
on one aspect of the village fisc.

Records that 
this stone temple Pugajabharanan was built by PalarSvayar of 
Korramangalam. [Was this Palaravaya the brother of Sekkilar, 
the author of the Per iy a purlin a ?] 

A record in 
the thirty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
TribhuvanavIra-ChOladeva (1178—1216), “who having taken 
Madurai (i.e., Madura), Ilam iCeylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
head of the Pandya, was pleased to perform the anointment of 
heroes and victors.” Records gift of land free of certain taxes to 
the same temple at the request of a certain Arumoli-Brahma 
marayan. One of the taxes is mentioned to be Kav£rikkarai-vini- 
yOgam. 

820 . 97 <7/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Registers in 
the thirty-first year the settlement of dues until that year, on cer¬ 
tain lands situated at Pamburam alias Kulotturiga-ChOla-chatur- 
vedimarigalam. 

821 . 98 <7/1911.—(Tamil.) On the mantapa in front of the 
same shrine. Records in S. 1644, and Kali. 4824, Sobhakrit, that 
ManukkOpanditarayyan agent to Subedar (Supayaddr) RagOpandi- 
tarayyan, built the vasanta-manfapa. [The Epigraphist points 
out that this officer should have been an officer of the Tanjore 
king Serfoji (I 17H—29).] 

822 . 99 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the base of the central shrine. 
A record in the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for the upkeep 
of a mantapa built by a certain DamOdaran alias Soliyadaraiya- 
velan in the second prakara of the temple. 
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Tiruvili m ilala i. 

The temple is a strong Saivite centre as it owes its name to the 
alleged offer of an eye by Vishnu in place of flower in the course 
of his worship of Siva, and as it is connected with the exploits of 
GMnasambanda and Appar in the seventh century.

826 . 385 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record in the eighth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (1118—35). Seems to 
record a gift of land for a lamp, by purchase. 

827 . 386 c/ 1908. — (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOtturiga-CholadOva (IIP. Records gift of a lamp-stand and a 
lamp. See Kp. bid. , Vol. XI, p. 125, where Professor Jacobi points 
out that the details of the date (Makara, Purva 14, Thursday, Punar- 
vasu) show that 16th January 1185 is intended, but that Thursday 
is mistake for Wednesday.] 

828 . 387 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the second year of the Chola king Vikrama-ChOladOva. Records 
gift of money for two lamps. Mentions Avur-kQrram, a district in 
NittavinOda-va]andclu. 

A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vikrama-Choladeva (Ill8—35).

It gives a detailed description of the boundaries of Jayangonda- 
sojanallfir, the dovadana village of the temple at Tiruvijimijalai, 
and refers to a survey of the lands belonging to the temple.

It is not known which of the Sundara Pandyas is meant.

Perhaps it was at this time that Pattinattu 
Piljai, the celebrated Tamil saint and psalmist, lived.]

840 . 399 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the first 
prAkAra of the same temple. A record of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin RajOndra-Choladeva in his twenty-fourth 
year (in words the date is given as twenty-first). Records sale of 
land by a native of Tiruvelundur-nadu in Jayangonda-soJa-valanadu 
to a native of Nerkuppai in TanjavQr-kurram, a subdivision of 
PAndyakulAsani-valanadu.

A damaged 
record in the twentieth year (Rishabha, Purva 10th, Friday, Uttara- 
Phalguni) of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadOva

corresponded to Friday, the 16th May, A.D. 1236.

Seems to record a gift of land 
for the benefit of the inathas and minor shrines in the temple at 
Tiruvilimijalai. Mentions a certain Narpattennayira Piljai, among 
the Saiva devotees. Sec Ibid., p. 134, where it is shown that the 
details suit neither of the kings of this name who came to the 
throne in 1251 and 1276. Can it be the king who came to the 
throne in A.D. 1270? 

853 . 412 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the first 
prakara of the Vijinathasvamin temple. A damaged record in the 
eighteenth year (Kumbha, Purva 5th, Wednesday, Uttarashadha) 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Choladeva 
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(III). Appears to record a gift of land by purchase. See Ep. 
Ind., Vol. XI, p. 132, where Kumbha is pointed out as an error for 
Tula and tit hi 5 for tithi 6, and the date is then equated to Wednes¬ 
day, 10th October, A.D. 1263.

Records gift 
of ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of Tiruvagattlsvarapperu- 
manadigal. 

882 . 441 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A much damaged record in the thirty-eighth year of the 
Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman (Parantaka 1). Men¬ 
tions Pamburanadu. 

883 . 442 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias RajOndra 
Choladeva (ion— 43). Seems to record gift of a lamp. 

884 . 443 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the fourth pillar in the same 
place. A mutilated record. Refers to the setting up of an image 
of SrT-Krishna and seems to record a gift of land for offerings. 

885 . 444 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar. A damaged 
record in the tenth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
UdaiyarSrI RajOndra-ChOjadOva (ion—43). Mentions the copper 
image of AJagiya ManavSla which was caused to be made by the 
mother of Rajendrasoja Anukkappailavaraiyar. 
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886 . 445 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a pillar in the inner gOpura 
of the same temple, right of entrance. A record in the twelfth 
year of the ChOla king Rajarajakesarivarman, “ who destroyed the 
ships at Salai ” (Rajaraja I, 785—1013). Records gift of land as kani 
by the assembly of MaJ.alai to a servant in the temple TiruttanrOnri 
Bhatara. 

887 . 446 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same pillar. A record of 
the ChOla king RajakSsarivarman. The continuation of this 
record on the west face of the pillar is apparently chiselled off. 

888. 447 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On another pillar in the same 
gopura, left of entrance. An unfinished record in the eighteenth 
year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman. Refers to the great 
assembly of Tirumalalai. 

889 . 448 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the second gopura in the 
same temple. A record in the second year of the Pandya 
king Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadeva. 
Seems to record a gift by the merchants (setti) living in the 
villages belonging to the temple. [It is not known which of the 
three Jatavarman Sundara Pandyas is intended.] 

890 . 449 c/ 1908.—(Tamil and Grantha.) On the third gopura 
in the same temple, right of entrance. A record in the twenty- 
second year of the Chola king Rajarajakesarivarman alias Raja- 
rajadeva (I). Seems to provide for lamps.

890 -A. The large Leyden grant (issued by Rajendrachola (D 
and preserved in the Leyden University Museum" 1 . It is a record in 
twenty-one plates and engraved in Chola-Grantha character (like 
the Tiruppuvanam grants). The first five plates are in Sanskrit and 
the other sixteen in Tamil. The record is of priceless value in 
illustrating the history of the Choja dynasty. It records the grant 
of the village of Anaimahgalam in the Pattanakurru division of 
Kshatriya Sikhfimani valanadu by Rajaraja I in the twenty-third 
year of his reign to the Chiidamani padma vihara at Nagapattana, 
built by Srlmara VijayOttuiigavarman, son of Chud 3 manivarman, 
king of Kataha (Burma), who was his feudatory. See Tamil and 
Sanskrit Ins., No. 30, pp. 204—24, where it is edited and translated. 
For reference to Buddhistic shrines at Negapatam, see the Sr! 
Vaishnava Guruparampara (where Tirumangai Alvar is said to 
have once robbed the Buddhistic temple), Ind. Antq., Vol. XXII, p. 45 
and Ibid., Vol. VII, p. 224 ff. and Tanj. Gazr ., p. 248. 

890 -B. The smaller Leyden grant. Records in Tamil that 
Rajakesarivarman Kulottungachola (I) issued an edict in the 
twentieth year of his reign to “the crest-jewel of the assembly of 
earth-rulers ” that some lands at Anaimahgalam, Munjikkudi, etc., 
169 
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were given to the temple by being transferred from the old owners 
and that various taxes were exempted. See Tamil and Sanskrit Ins. y 
pp. 224—;. 

Ktvalur. * 

The local temple (which later on suffered under Tally's van¬ 
dalism) resembles the Subrahmanya shrine of Tanjore and is 
therefore of architectural interest. The gOpuram, again, is of 
granite, which is rare in the east of the delta. 

891 . 515 of I 9 ° 4 *—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the cen¬ 
tral shrine in the AkshayalingCsvara temple. A record in the 
eighteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Raja- 
rajadeva III, corresponding to Sunday, 25th December, 1233. 
Records gift of land. See Ep. Ind., Vol. VIII, p. 269. 

892 . 516 of 1904.—(Mahrathi.) On the west wall of the pra- 
kara of the same temple. RecordsinS. 1697* expired, Manmatha, 
that Tulajaja-Raja (1763—87) of Tanjore built the prakara wall. 
[For details about Tulsaji Raja see Tanj. Gazr. y p. 49 ff.] 

89 3 . 517 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Sundara- 
kucharnba shrine in the same temple. A mutilated record in the 
tenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja- 
deva.

893 -A. Over the tomb in the local mosque. Records that the 
mosque was built by Pratapa Singh of Tanjore in eleven days in 
H. 1171 (AT). 1757 )- Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 281. 

893 -B. A C.P. grant in the same place. Records the grant of 
fifteen villages to the mosque by the same king. Ibid., p. 281. 

Negapatam. 

See Mr. Sewell’s Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 281 and Tanj. Gazr ., 
p.243 f., for detailed accounts of the Antiquities of this place. 
Dr. Hultzsch mentions in the ancient KayarOhanasvami temple 
(called Karon a in inscriptions and in the Periyapurdna ), a number 
of epigraphs alleged to belong to “ Rajanlja, Rajendraehola and 
other Chola kings,” but he gives no details about these. See 
Mad.

“A 
short inscription in ancient Tamil and Grantha characters.” No 
details given. 

893 -G. A Telugu silver plate grant (now in the Batavia 
Museum). Records that Vijaya Raghava, the last Naik king of 
Tanjore, gave Ncgapatam to the Dutch. 

893 -H. AT amil silver plate grant in the same place. Records 
the confirmation of the above grant by the Mahratha king Ekoji 
in A.D. 1676. 

893 - 1 . On a stone in the old Dutch church. Records its 
foundation in 1774. 

Sikkil. 

894 . 100^/ 1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 
shrine in the Kolavamana-Perumal temple. A record of Lakkana- 
Dannayakka, “ Lord of the southern ocean,” in S. 1306, Rudhirod- 
garin. The village Sirrayanallur originally granted to the temple 
of Kolavamana-Perumal being found to be “ far away,” other lands 
were granted instead at Sikkil in Geyamanikka-v.danadu. 
Mentions Vennainallur in Sikkalriadu which was a subdivision 
(usdvadi) of Sojamandalam. See No. 946 below. 

895 . 101 oj 1911.- (Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. This stone building of the temple was caused to be made 
by Ayappillai, native of Maiigalam- 

896 . 102 of 1911.—(Grantha.) On the south base of the central 
shrine of the NavanltOsvara temple in the same village. Supplies 
some information about the mdhdtmya of the place referred to in 
the Skanda-purana. For the quotation of the verses see Ep. Rip., 

1911 . L>P. 67 68. 

897 . 103 of 19 II. —(Tamil and Grantha.) On the same base. 
It gives the names of the Rishis, the tank and the trees which wor¬ 
shipped the God Palvennai-Nayanar at this sacred place. Figures 
of these devotees are depicted below the record. 

898 . 104 <7/191 1 .—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king Mahamandale&vara Sadasivadeva-Maha- 
raya in S. 1482, Raudri. Registers that Jhanaprakaka-pandaram 
of Tiruvarur was appointed supervisor of Sikkal, Vadakudi, 
VodachchCri and other temples under orders of Krishnamara- 
sayyan, son of Aliya-Ramarasayya. [There are four Ghanapra- 
kasas met with in Tamil literature. One of these was a native of 
Jaffna. Another lived in the time of Krishnadeva Raya. A third 
Gnanaprakasa lived at Tiruvorriyur, and the fourth at Tiruvarur. 
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The last of these wrote the Putpavidhi. It is difficult to say to whom 
the present epigraph refers. See the Abhidhdnachintamani , p. 480.] 

899 . 105 0/1911.—(Tamil.) On the west base of the same 
shrine. A mutilated record of the Vijayanagara king Vlra- 
pratapa Achyutadeva-Maharaya, the date of which is lost. Seems 
to record a grant of land for lamps and festivals to the shrine of 
Kumflrasvamin in the temple of Palvennai Nayanar at Sikkal. 

900 . 106 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. Seems to 
record in Vijaya the gift of the village of KandasvamipSttai to 
the temple by Rangapparaja and the residents of the district. 

901 . 107 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jatavarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Vlra-PandyadOva. Built in at the bottom. Seems 
to record a gift of money tothe temple of Palvennai-Nayanar . 
[Was he the king who came to the throne in 1295 ? See No. 842 
above.] 


TxrukkaravdsaL 

This is the Sivasthala Tirukkarayil, where Indra, Musukunda 
and others are said to have worshipped the Lord. It has been sung 
by Tirugnanasambanda. 

902 . 451 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On a "pillar lying in a grove. A 
mutilated record in the third year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Rajendra-Choladeva (IOII—43). Records gift of 
land by purchase, for a lamp and for offerings to the temple of 
Tirukkarayil-Udaiyar. 

903 . 452 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On another pillar in the same 
place. A record in the twenty-seventh year of the Chola king 
Rajakesarivarman alias Rajarajadeva (I). Records the construction 
of the Olakkamantapam and mentions ArumoJ.idCva-valanadu. 

904 . 453 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the third pillar in the same 
place. A record in the third year of the Chola king Rajakesari¬ 
varman Mummudi-Choladeva (Rajaraja I). Records gift of land 
35 mas by purchase by the sabhd fora lamp to the temple of 
Mahadeva at Tirukkarayil, a brahmadeya in PuliyGr-nadu. 
Mentions Klrangudi in Valivala-kQrram. 

905 . 454 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On some of the detached stones 
lying in the same temple. An incomplete record in the twenty- 
eighth year (Karkataka, Purva 14th, Wednesday, Uttaraphalguni) 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadSva (III). Re¬ 
cords gift of land for feeding the persons who recite the Tirumurai 
in the Tirukkaikkotti of the temple at Tirukkarayil by the residents 
of Muvur, a village in Puliyur-nadu, a subdivision of ArumoJ.ideva- 
valanadu. See Ep. Ind. y Vol. XI, p. 130, where the English date is 
given as Wednesday, the 22nd July, A.D. 1243 (with some correc¬ 
tions). For the Tirumurai see No. 855 above. 
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Tevitr. 

This place is one of the South-Kavgri centres of Saivitism, sung 
by Tirugnanasambanda. 

906 . 518 of 1904. -(Tamil.) On the south wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Devapurlsvara temple. A 
record in the eleventh year of the Pandya king Jatavarman 
alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandyadgva III (1276 -90). 
Records gift of land. The temple is called AdittTsuramudaiyar 
at TSvOr in TSvur-nadu, a subdivision of Arumolideva-vajanadu. 
The date corresponds to Wednesday, October 29, A.D. 1287. See 
Ep. Ind ., Vol. VIII, p. 279. 

907 . 519 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. An incomplete record of the Vijayanagara king Deva- 
raya MahSraya II, in S. 1347, expired, Visvavasu. Refers to 
Bukkana-Udaiyar (Bukka II?) who is called Devargal-Nayan.

908 - 73 of 1890.—(Grantha.) On the west wall of the second 
prakara of the Tyagarajasvamin temple. A record of the Chola 
king Anapaya, i.c., Kulottuhga Chola II. See No. 911. 

909 . 74 of 1890.—(Grantha.) On a stone near a well in the 
first prakara of the same temple. 

910 . 164 of 1894.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the fifth year of the 
Chola king KO-Parakgsarivarman alias Vikrama-ChOladgva (1118— 
1135). Records gift of land. Refers to the Periapitrdnam legend 
of king Manuchola and the calf. 

911 - 269 of 1901.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the seventh year of the 
Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Kulottuhga-Choladeva (II). The concluding portion was copied in 
1890 (No. 73 of 1890). The inscription is very important for the 
information it gives that the Kulottuiigachola whose inscription 
begins with the expression (i.c., Kulottuhga II) was 

Anapaya Chola. This enables us to say at once that Sokkilar, the 
author of the Periapurdna , lived in this reign and not in that of 
Kulottuhga I, as some suppose. 

On the east wall of the Tyagaraja 
shrine in the same temple, left of entrance. A record built in in 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-Choladeva (I ?), and damaged. 

On the north wall of the Tyaga¬ 
raja shrine in the same temple. A mutilated record in the ninth

the first prakara, north of the same shrine. Records in Kali. 4818 
and S. 1639, expired, Hemalamba, that the Mahratha king Sarfoji

915 - 536 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On another slab built into the 
floor of the same prakara, north of the central shrine in the same 
temple. A damaged record of the Nayaka king Achyutappa 
(1572—1614), son of Sevvappa-Nayaka (1549—72), in S. 1482, expired, 
RudhirOdgarin (wrong). See Tanj. Gazr.y p. 38. 

916 . 537 <?/'1904.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the first pra¬ 
kara of the same temple, right of entrance. A record in the eighth 
year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanaehakra- 
vartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III). Built in at the end. Records 
gift of land for three lamps. 

917 - 538 of 1904.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the second year of the Chohi king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu- 
vanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (11 ?).

A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva ( 1 ). Records gift 
of land. 

921 . 542 of 1904.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the ninth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Rajadhirajadeva (II). Built' in at the end. 
Records gift of land by the donor in No. 919. 

A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajadhi¬ 
rajadeva (II).

An incom¬ 
plete record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesari¬ 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Cho.ladeva (I).

929 . 5500/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttuhga-Choladeva (III), “ who took Madura and the crowned 
head of the Pandya.”

Registers gifts of 
land made in the thirty-second and fortieth years of the king's 
reign. At the end S. 1229, expired (i.e., 1230) is given as the equi¬ 
valent of the fortieth year. The date corresponded to Monday, 
18th March, 1308.

931 . 5520/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twelfth year of the Chfjja king Kulotturiga-Chojadeva. Refers 
to the sixteenth year of “ the king who abolished tolls ” (i.e., Kulot- 
turiga I) and records a gift of land for a flower-garden. 

932 . 553 of 1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman alias Tribhu¬ 
vanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Cholacieva. Records that the mem¬ 
bers of the assembly Rajaraja Brahmamarigalam (a brahmadeya 
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in TiruvarGr-kGrram, a subdivision of Geyamanikka-valanadu) 
being assembled in the mantapa called Deva&riyan (i.e., Deva£ 
ray a) exempted from taxes certain lands belonging to the TiruvarQr 
temple.

934 . 5550/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twentieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva (III). Records gift of land. The date corre¬ 
sponds to Wednesday, the 20th January, A.D. 1266. See Ep. Lid., 
Vol. VIII, p. 274. 

935.5560/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
eighth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Vikrama-Chojadeva, corresponding to Tuesday, 
August 18, 1125. Records gift of money for a lamp by a mer¬ 
chant of Melai-Marayapadi alias Koyyakkuru-nadu. See Ep. Ind., 
Vol. VIII, p. 263. 

936 . 5570/1904.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirteenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajendra-Choladeva. Records gifts of land to the shrines of 
Alagiya-Tiruchchirrambalamudaiytlr and PorpadikkunSyaga 
i£varamudaiyar built in the southern street in front of the temple ; 
to the shrine of Tirumaligai-VinSyakapillaiyar built in this temple 
in the twentieth year; and to the shrine of Subramanya built in 
the same temple in the twenty-second year.

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Mclatur (Milattur). 

1006 . 280/1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the man- 
tapa in front of the central shrine in the UnnatapurT^vara temple. 
A damaged record in the fourth year of the Chola king Parakesari- 
varman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Chokideva (1118— 
II35). Built in at the end. Mentions Peru-Milattur in Kijar- 
kurram,'a subdivision of Nittavinoda-valanadu and seems to 
record a gift of sheep for lamps. 

1007 . 29 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An 
unfinished record of the ChO]a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva, the date of which is lost. The temple is called 
TiruvagattT&uram-Udaiy£r of Peru-Milattur in NittavinOda-vala- 
nadu. Mentions a temple named Vikrama-Choll&uram-Udaiyar 
and appears to record a gift of land. 

1008 . 30 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the second year (Rishabha, Pdrva 3, 
Wednesday, Punarvasu) of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra¬ 
vartin Kulotturiga-Chojadeva. Records gift of land to the temple 
of Tiruvagattlsuramudaiya-Mahadeva at Peru-Milattur, by a native 
of that village. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p.246, where Mr. Sewell 
discusses the date in regard to each of the three kings of this 
name and finds no satisfactory English equivalent. 

1009 . 31 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Vighne£- 
vara shrine in the courtyard of the same temple. A damaged 
record in the third year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajadhirajadeva. Records gift of sheep fora lamp. 

Muniyur. 

1010 . 1560/1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the Agas- 
tyesvara temple. A record in the second year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land to 
the epihai of Tirujndnisambanda-'nadam on the south side of the 
temple of Tiruvngattl^uram-Udaiyar at Muniyur in Avur-kOrram 
which was a subdivision of Nittavinoda-vajanadu, by the 
assembly of Puttur alias Tribhuvanamadevi-chaturvCdimarigalam, 
a brahmadeya in V Iras") ] a - v a 1 a n a d u of the same territorial 
division. See No. 1012 and the inscriptions of NallQr and Vali- 
valam for similar institutions. 

1011 . 157 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin iRaja- 
rajadeva (III). States that some early records which registered 
grants to the temple of Tiruvagattl 4 varam-Udaiyar at MuniyGr, 
were engraved on stone with the permission of Udayapperumal 
SolakOnar. For similar examples of copying old records in 
renovated temples see Tirumalaivadi, Tiruvallam and Siddhalihga- 
madam. 
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1012 . 158 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
temple. A record in the twenty-eighth year of the Ch 5 ]a king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land to 
the Tirumurai-ttevarachchclvan-matha on the north side of the 
TiruttondT^uramudaiya-Nayanar temple at Tirukkajumalam (in 
Tirukkalumalanadu, a subdivision of Rajadhirajavalanadu, by 
the residents of Muniyur. See No. 1010 above. 

Nalur- 

This place, generally called Tirunalur Mayanam, is one of the 
south Kaveri Saivite places. It has been sung by Gnanasam- 
banda. 

1013 . 308 of 1910.----(Tamil.) On the door posts at the entrance 
into the Plasapurisvara temple. A partly damaged record in the 
twenty-fourth year of the Choi a king Rajakesarivarman. Appears 
to record a lease of land and states that the assembly of Nalur, a 
brahmadeya of Serrur-kurram, met in the temple of Vannakkanar 
ambalam. Mentions also the village Vada-Sattarigudi alias 
Kajaranjenda-ch aturvedimarigalam. 

1014 . 309 of 1910. (Tamil.) On the same door posts. A 
mutilated record in the twenty-second year of the Chola king 
Madiraikonda ParakOsarivarman (Parantaka I). Records gilt of 
ninety sheep for a lamp to the temple of Samaparesvarattu- 
MahadCva at Nalur, a brahmadeya village in SCTrur-kurram. 
The same door-post appears to have contained on it still another 
inscription of Madiraikonda-Parakesarivarman, much damaged. 

Nallii 

One of the Saivite centres of worship south of the Kfiveri ; it 
has been sung by Grifmasambanda and Appar. 

1015 . 40 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the south wall of the central 

shrine in the Kalyanasundaresa temple. A fragmentary record of 
the twenty-third year of the Chola king . . . kesarivarman. 

Seems to record a gift of lamp to the temples of IlahgOyil- 
MahadSva. 

1016 . 41 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A frag¬ 
mentary record of the tenth year of the Chola king Parake>>ari- 
varman Madhurantaka Uttama-Chola.* Refers to an enquiry into 
the affairs (srikdrya) of the temple of MahadCva at Nallur under 
orders of the king, by a certain Mfmakkurrai-Vlranarayananar. 

1017 . 42 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A fragmentary 
record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Rajakesarivarman 
(i.e., Rajaraja I). Contains portions of the historical introduction 
of Rajaraja I, and refers to a mantapa built by a certain Naraya¬ 
nan Ekavlran of PahchavanmahadCvi-chaturvedimangalam which 
appears to have been another name of NallQr. 
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1018 . 430/1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the second 
prakara of the same temple. A record in the twenty-third year of 
the Hoysala king Sarvabhaumachakravartin Vlra-Ramanathadeva. 
Records gift of land by a certain Aghoradeva to the temple at 
Tirunallur alias Panchavanmahadevi-chaturvedimangalam in Nal- 
lGr-nadu, a subdivision of Nittavinoda-valanadu. [The inscription 
affords a proof of Hoysala domination over Chola dominion in the 
time of Vlra Ramanatha. See No. 1038 below.] 

1019 . 44 of 1911.-—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
and damaged record in the fifteenth year of the Chola king Raja¬ 
rajadeva (III ?). Records sale of a temple land to a certain Ponnan 
Rajan alias Vikkirama&irigadeva of Pandimandalam, who was a 
subordinate of Solakonar. 

1020 . 45 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinish¬ 
ed and damaged record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhu- 
vana-chakravartin Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of a lamp to 
the same temple by a certain Vanakovaraiyar. 

3021 . 46 of 1911.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajen- 
dra-Chola-deva (III). Records gift of lands clubbed together under 
certain specified names. [A hamlet called Manukulamedutta 
Perumal was evidently named after the king who, we know from 
No. 1095 below, had that biriula.) 

1022 . 4 7 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajaraja¬ 
deva (III?). Records gift of money for a lamp and of a lamp-stand 
by the chief mentioned in No. 1020 who bore the titles Tunda- 
nadudaiyan Ekavachakan and Ulagukanvidutta-Perumal. 

A record in 
the twenty-fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III ?). It gives a list of all the tax-free lands enjoyed 
by a temple, the name of which is not clear on the stone. 

A record in 
the twenty-fifth year of the Cho]a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III?). Records gift of a mat ha to the teacher called 
Tattanudaiyar Isanadeva, by a lady disciple of his, in accordance 
with the instructions of her (Jying husband. Later on, the epigraph 
registers the grant of an additional land to the same matha. Lana 
Siva was a teacher of the Mudaliars of Maligai matham at Tiruvi- 
damarudGr and he evidently settled at NalQr. See Tj. 1010, 1012, 
etc., for similar mathas. 

1025 . 500/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records sale of land to the temple by a native of 
Klliyur in Pandikula£ani-valanadu. In continuation of this in¬ 
scription is engraved a record of the second year of the same king 
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which refers to the assembly of Rajakesari-chaturvedimangalam in 
NallGr-nadu and to a gift of land for a lamp to the temple of Tiru- 
nallGr-Nayanar. 

1026 . 51 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the same 
prakara. A record in the thiry-third year of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for 
supplying a garland of red lilies (sehgalunir). 

A damaged 
record in the twenty-first year of the Chola king Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva.

A damaged 
and incomplete record in the eleventh year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RajadhirajadCva (II ?). Records gift of 
land for offerings. 

A damaged 
record in the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (III?). Records sale of a house-site and a garden for 
the temple of Agambadi-Vinayaka-Pillaiyar. 

IO33.580/T911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in the 
fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva 
(III ?). Records sale of a house and eight coconut trees to the same 
temple which is stated to have been built by the Agambadiyar (i.e., 
the servants of the temple of Tirunallur-Nayanar). [Was the 
term Agambadiyar connected with the Agamudaiyar caste?] 

1034 . 590/1911—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-ninth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the temple 
of TirunallOr-Nayanar. 

1035 . 60 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the base of the north verandah 
in the same temple. A mutilated record in the fourth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra-Chojadeva. Records 
gift of lands situated in different villages to the same temple. 
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1036 . 61 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the same base. A record in 
the fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajendra- 
Choladeva. Built in at the bottom. Records gift of land. 

1037 . 62 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the second gSpura of the 
same temple; right of entrance. A record in the twenty-sixth 
year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. 
Records gift of land for feeding the Mahfc£varas.

Records 
gift of land for offerings to the temple at Sulamahgalam which 
was a brahmadeya in Kilay-kurram a subdivision of Nittavinoda- 
valanadu. [His capital was Kannanur. Mr. Richards, I.C.S., 
suggests that Devar kundani was perhaps his capital above the 
ghats.

On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the same shrine. A damaged record in the ninth year 
of the Pandya king Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandya- 
deva. Records sale of land to the temple of Kari-uritta-Nayanar 
at Sulamahgalam by three Brahmana brothers who were natives 
of Tirukkudandai (i.e., KumbhakOnam). 

On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the twelfth year of the Pandya king 
Jatavarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Parakrama-PandyadCva 
(1334 —?). Records that a certain Tirunavudaiyar of Danavi- 
nOdanallGr, a devaddna village of the goddess in the temple of 
Tiruvalavayudaiyar in Tayandanarkudinadu, a subdivision of 
Pandimandalam, set up an image of Tirunavudaiya-Pillaiyar in 
the temple of Kariyuritta-Nayanar at Sulamahgalam, a brahmadeya 
in Kilar-kurram of NittavinOda-valanadu, and presented lands for 
offerings.

Refers to the assembly of Sulamahgalam and a settlement which 
it made for the benefit of the temple of Kariyuritta-Nayanar.

1042 -A. In the inner shrine of Perumbuhutu I&vara at Pa&u- 
patikovil. Records that KulOttungadeva granted seventeen velis 
of land to the Goddess Praja Sundari.

A grant by the same king in his 
twenty-second year of 1,000 knit of land. Ibid., No. 166. 

1042 -C. in the same place. Grant of land by Ko-Parakesari- 
varman to Adi-Chande&vara, in his fifteenth year.

A gift of land (4 mas, I kdni 
and mttdi to the God by the same king in his thirteenth year. Ibid.,

Records gift of land for offerings and a 
lamp.

An incomplete record in the twenty-seventh year of the 
Chela king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (A.D. 905—47). It 
gives a list of the lands owned by the temples of MahadOva, Kala- 
Pidari and Maha-Vishnu at Pala-Tirukkarugavur. 

1051 . 43 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the eighteenth year of the Chola king Madiraikonda-Parakfisari- 
varman (A.D. 905—47).

On the north wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the fifth year of the Chola king Parakesari¬ 
varman. It gives a list of lands belonging to the temple ; one of the 
donors was Korrarigudaiyan Arahgan Kunjiramallan. The begin¬ 
ning of the historical introduction (tingaler tarn) of Rajadhiraja I 
is found below this inscription.

1068 . 434 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
shrine. A record in the forty-third year of the Choi a king 
Rajakesari vinnan alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga- 
Choladeva (I). Registers that the devuddna village Tiruchchirram- 
balanallQr of the temple of Mahadeva at TiruppAlaitturai in Nallur- 
nAclu, a subdivision of NittavinOda-vajanAdu, was granted, on 
account of the low finances of the temple, the remission of the 
antardyapdttam and other taxes, at the request of Madhurantakap- 
paravainAttu-Muvendavc] An. [The epigraph is interesting for the 
fact that it mentions the introductions of VlrarAjendra I and 
Kulotturiga 1 thereby showing that AdhirAjendra (who was the 
brother-in-law of the Chalukya VikramAditya VI and the rival of 
Kulottuiiga I) was ignored.

Records in Kllaka 
gift of land by the cultivating classes to the temple of Palavana- 
nAthasvAmin for conducting the festival in the month of Adi.

Records gift of gold for jewels to 
the shrines of Periyadevar and Nachchiyar, concentrated in the 
temple by Periyadevanambi of Pennagadam who held proprietary 
right in the devaddna villages of Tiruchchirrambala-nallur and 
RajagambhlranallOr. 

1074 . 440 of 1912.—(Tamil.) On the east wall of the first 
prakara of the same temple. A damaged and unfinished record of 
the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Rajarajadeva (II) in his twelfth year and 264th day. Begins with 
the introduction jayamddum nd maruviya , etc. Seems to record the 
gift of land (kdval kudu) in the grove called Kunjiran alias Bhuva- 
namulududaiyal, under the new name Rajagambhlranalliir for 
worship, etc., in the temple and for maintaining a flower garden. 
Reference is also made to the “ Revenue Survey ” (alavu) of the 
sixteenth year of Surigandavirttadeva (be., Kulottunga I) and to 
his fortieth year. 

1075 . 441 of 1^12. —(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
prakara. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
KulOttunga-CholadCva (III), “ who was pleased to take Madurai 
(Madura) and the crowned head of the Pandya,” in his twelfth 
year and ninety-third day. Registers that the re-distribution 

and assignment of lands (punjai and nattam) in the 
village of Kuladlpanayakapura were, by the corporate consent of 
the Sdliya merchants, permanently engraved on the walls of the 
temple. The epigraph shows that there was periodical re-distri¬ 
bution of the village lands. 

1076 . 442 of I9J2. —(Tamil.) On two detached stones fixed 
into the same wall. Records gift of land ( Tirundmattukkani) in the 
village of Vembakkudi which was a devaddna of the temple of 
Tiruchchorrutturai-Udaiyar, by a certain Kaverivallavan. 

Tiruvaigdvur. 

This place, known in Saivite tradition as Bilva-vanakshetram, 
is said to have been the scene of Lakshmi’s worship of Siva. It 
figures in Gnanasambanda's Devdram.

On the south wall of themanfapa 
in front of the central shrine in the BilvanathOsvara temple. 
A record in the twenty-second year of The Pallava king Nandi- 
varmaraja (II or III?). Records gift of land for offerings and a 
lamp to the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva. States that 
this is only a copy of a stone inscription. 

1078 . 490/1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. An unfinished 
record of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (II) in his fifth year. Mentions 
Moykudi in Emapperurnadu, a subdivision of Rajaraja-valanadu 
and the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiyar in Innambar-nadu, a sub¬ 
division of Vadagarai-Vikrama-SOJa-valanadu. [Mr. Krishna 
Sastri notes that, while in other epigraphs the king receives the 
title of RajakCsarivarman, he receives in this the title of ParakCsari- 
varman.J

the eleventh year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin RajarajadOva (II). Records gift of thirty 
kdsus for a lamp by a dancing girl devaradiyal of the temple of 
Tiruvaigavudaiyar in Andattukurram, a subdivision of Vikrama- 
Soja-valanadu. 

1080 . 510/1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fortieth year of the Chola king Parakesarivarman alias 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulottuiiga-Choladeva (III?). States that 
Pundi-udaiyan Suriyan Pavalakkunranar alias Vannadudaiyar of 
ParavaichchurrupQndi in Rajaraja-valanadu petitioned to the king 
in his thirty-second year and built of stone the central shrine and 
the mantapa of the temple of Tiruvaigavudaiya-Mahadeva in 
Andattukurram, a subdivision of Ulaguyyavanda^Ola-valanadu, 
after removing the old brick structure which was dilapidated. He 
also increased the temple devadana by supplementing it with gift 
of lands in the village of Kalappakudi, in Viraikurram to meet 
the additional requirements of the temple. [The Government 
Epigraphist believes that the king was, in spite of the title Para- 
kesarivarman, Kulottuiiga (I).] 

A record in 
the seventh year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RrijanljadOva. Records gift of gold for three lamps to the shrine 
of Tirumaligaippillaiyar, by a native of PaJ.avalakkudi in Vilainadu 
which was a subdivision of Jayahgonda£ola-valanadu. 

1082 . 53 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Chola king ParakOsarivarman alias Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva (II) in his seventeenth year. Records 
gift of money for offerings to the image of Nittavinodakalyana- 
Sundaradeva set up in the temple of TiruvaigavOr. 
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1083 . 540/ I 9 I 4 -—(Tamil.) On the south and west walls of the 
same mantapa. A record in the twentieth year of the Chola king 
Tribhuvanachakravartin Kulotturiga-Choladeva (III), “ who was 
pleased to take Madurai (Madura) and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records gift of paddy by the temple servants to the 
sacred monastery (tirukkugai) of Tirumudiyalnadandan which was 
presided over by Nanandur-Udaiyar Pugalivendar. [Pugalivendar 
cannot be the poet Pugalendi who was the contemporary of 
Ottakkootta and Kulotturiga (II).] 

1084 . 55 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
mantapa. An unfinished record of the ChOla king Tribhuvana¬ 
chakravartin Rajarajadeva in his seventh year. Mentions Tillai- 
nayakan Kanavadi Nambi ali<is Madhurnntaka Vannildudaiyan of 
Paravaichchurru-pQndi in Rajaraja-valanadu. 

1085 . 5 & of 1914- “(Tamil.) On the same wall. A damaged 
record of the Choi a king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajCndra 
Choladeva (III) in his fifth year, Mesha, su. di. 4th, Monday, 
Rohini. Records sale of land. Mentions Vamasivamudaliyar of 
the lineage of the Mudaliyars of Selva-Tiruvarur and the image 
of Villavanapperumal in this temple. The date, points out 
Mr. Swamikannu Pillai, corresponded to Monday, 27th March 
A.D. 1251. He further “shows that the reign began between 
28th March and 20th April 1246, which reduces Kielhorn’s limits 
by eight days.” See Ep . hid., Vol. IX, p. 222. 

1086 . 570/1914.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. A record of the Choi a king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
1 ribhuvanavlradeva (1178—1216), “who having been pleased to 
take Madurai (Madura), flam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned 
head of the Pandya was pleased to perform the anointment of heroes 
and the anointment of victors,” in his thirty-third year, Mithuna, 
ba. di. 9, Monday, Revati, corresponding to June 6, A.D. I2II. 
Records sale of land and two houses for arrears of revenue due on 
a devadtluu land. The arrears were found out by Pillai-Munaiya- 
daraiyar who was in charge of the temple lands, by auditing the 
accounts from the twenty-fourth to the thirty-third year. 

1087 . 5 of 1914 .—(1 amil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva

saction as in the above epigraph. Date same as in the previous 
inscription.

1088 . 590/1914.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record of 
the Vijayanagara king VTrapratapa Devaraya MahSraya (II), in S. 
1351, Saumya, Vrischika, ba f di. 10, Monday, Hasta (Oct. 29, A.D. 
1429). Registers an agreement entered into by the assembly of 
Parantaka-nadu, a subdivision of Innambar-nadu and the Valahgai 
98 and the Idangai 98 sects regarding the payment of dues to the 
king (rfijfigarant). [This epigraph is one of the most valuable 
documents for the construction of the financial history of the 
period. It is analysed in detail in Mad. Ep. Rep., 1915, pp. 
106—8, paragragh 44, and it is too long to be quoted here.] 

1089 . 60 of 1914.—(Tamil.) On the east and north walls of the 

same mantapa. A record of the Chola king Tribhuvanavlradeva, 
(1178—1216) “ who having been pleased to take . . . Karuvur 

and the crowned head of the Pfindya, was pleased to perform 
the anointment of heroes and the anointment .of victors,” in his 
thirty-third year, Mithuna, ba. di. 9, Monday, Revati. Built in at 
the beginning. Registers a transaction similar to that of No. 1075 
above. The land was sold to the temple of Nittavinoda-Isvararn 
Udaiyar at Tiruvaigavur in Innambar-nadu, a subdivision of Vada- 
garai-Vikrama-SoJa-valanfulu. For date see 1086.

An 
incomplete record in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king Tri- 
bhuvanachakravartin Kulottunga-ChloadCva (III) “ who was pleased 
to take Madurai, Ilam (Ceylon) and the crowned head of the 
Pandya.” Records the gift of a servant to the temple of Usattana- 
mudaiya-Nayanar by a native of Selgalur in Idaikkanadu, a sub¬ 
division of RajOndra-sOla-valanadu. 

1092 . 182 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the twenty-sixth year (Kanya, Purva 8 or 5, Anuradha, Monday) 
of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva. Records 
gift of land by order of Viluppadirajan, a native of Slrrarkadu 
in Pandyakula&ani-valanadu. The land granted was in Sundara- 
4 o)apuram. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 130. An irregular date. 

109 3 . 183 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the twenty-fifth year of the Chola king . . . Kulottunga- 

Choladeva, “ who was pleased to take ...” Built in at the 
bottom and the end. Records gift of land to the temple of 
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U&attanamudaiya-Nayanar at U&attanam alias Keralakula&ani- 
chaturvgdimangalam, a brahmadeya in Purangarambai-nadu, a 
subdivision of Rajendra&ola-valanadu. 

1094 . 184 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
mantapa. A record in the twenty-fourth year of the king 
Records gift of money for a lamp, by a native of Puduppattanam. 

1095 . 1850/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajen- 
dra-Choladeva (III). Seems to record a gift of paddy to a temple 
servant by the tenants of the temple lands. [The king had the title 
of Manukula medutta Perumal] 

1096 . 1860/1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the tenth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin RajOndra- 
ChOladeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the shrines of 
Pillaiyar Nayanar (i.e., Gnanasambanda) and Tirunavukkara6u- 
Nayanar. Refers to the revenue survey of the thirtieth year. 

1097 . 187 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record 
in the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
RajOndra-Choladeva. Records an arrangement entered into by the 
dancing girls of the temple to burn a lamp in the shrine of Bhuvana- 
pati-Naehchiyar built by Ponnambalakuttan alias irumudisOlap- 
pallavaraiyan. 

1098 . 188 0/1908.— (Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the fourth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajen- 
dra-Ch6ladeva. Records gift of land for offerings to the image of 
Bhuvanadhipati-Nachchiyar by the residents of Mummudi&Oja- 
puram in Purangarambai-nadu, a subdivision of Riljendra-sola- 
valanadu.

A record in 
the fifth year and the king’s name is lost. Records gift of money 
(5,000 lids us) and paddy for offerings to the shrine of Bhuvanadhi- 
pati Nachchiyar built by Ponnambalakuttan alias IrumudisOja 
Pallavariyan. 

1100 . 190 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. Gives a list 
of devaddna lands belonging to the temple and their boundaries. 

1101 . 191 of 1908. —(Tamil.) On the same wall. Gives a list 
of the rent-free lands (devaddna) possessed by the temple, up to the 
thirty-eighth year and refers to the fiftieth year of Kulottunga- 
CholadOva (I) “ who was pleased to abolish tolls ” and to the 
eighteenth year of Rajarajadeva. The revenue survey of the 
thirty-eighth year is also referred to. See 1098 above. 
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1102 . 192 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 
mantapa. Records in the twenty-first year (of?) gift of land for 
offerings by order of a certain Kalirigaraya. Mentions KalySna- 
purarigondasojapuram, among the boundaries. [Kalyanapurari- 
gonda&Ola was Rajadhiraja (I), 1018-1052.] 

1103 . 193 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the mantapa 
in front of the central shrine in the Mantrapurlsvara temple. A 
record in the thirtieth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakra- 
vartin RajarajadCva (III?). Records gift of land to the shrine of 
Subrahmanya by the assembly of Peruvalvutanda-Perumal-chatur - 
vcdimarigalam (i.e., the modern Peruvalandan) in Purarigarambai- 
nadu, a subdivision of Rajendra-soja-valanadu.

On the water spout (gdmukha) in 
the south wall of the same mantapa. Records gift of the spout by 
a certain Vlra&ingarayan. 

1112. 202 of 1908.— (Tamil.) On the south base of the verandah 
in the first prakara of the same temple.

A record in 
the eighth year (Kumbha, PQrva. 3, Svati, Monday) of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Rajarajadeva (III). Records gift of 
land for offerings to the image of PallavanlSvaramudaiya-Nayanar, 
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set up in the temple by Pichchan Pallavarayan alias Solyavaraiyan, 
a native of PaiyyOr in Paiyyur-nadu. See Ep. hid., Vol. XI, p. 127, 
where the date (after some corrections) is equated to 20th February,

Records in 
the eleventh year gift of money for offerings, etc., to the image of 
Alagiya-Tiruchchinrambalamudaiya-Nayanar set up in the temple 
by I£ana (Siva)chariyar who belonged to the lineage of Saiva 
teachers mentioned in No. 1128 above.

Records gift of a grove and a mantapa by order of Rajanarayana- 
Vilupparaiyan. See No. 1127 above where perhaps the same king 
is referred to. 

1132 . 222 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the same 

prakara. A much damaged record in the twenty-sixth year of 
the Pandya king Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravartin . . . 

Pandyadeva. Seems to record a sale of land. 

1133 . 223 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the inner gopura of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the seventeenth year (Tula, PQrva, 
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I4, A£vini, Friday) of the Chola king Tribhuv^nachakravartin 
Rajendra-ChOladOva (III). Records gift of land for the main¬ 
tenance of a flower garden. See Ep. Ind., Vol. XI, p. 131, where the 
date is calculated to be Friday, 27th October, A.D. 1262. 

1134 . 224 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same gOpura. A record 
in the eighteenth year. An unnamed DandanSyaka granted and 
confirmed the old scale of worship in the temple. 

1135 . 225 0/1908.—(Tamil.) On the outer gOpura of the same 
temple. A damaged record in the fourth year of the Pandya king 
Perumal Sundara-Pandyadeva [who “ might be the same ” as 
Jatavarman Sundara Pandya I. See Ep. Rep., 1909, p. 82.] 

1136 . 226 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same gOpura. A much 

damaged record in the fourteenth year of the Pandya king Jata¬ 
varman Tribhuvanachakravartin . . . Pandyadeva. 

1137 . 227 of 1908.—(Tamil.) On the same gOpura. A much 
damaged record in the fourteenth year (of?). Mentions the order 
of Soliyavaraiyan. 

Pattukkottai. 

1138 . In the ruined fort (now in the Taluk office). A record 
ascribing the foundation of the fort to Vanaji Panditar Aiyar 
Avargal in honour of Shahji Maharaja in A.D. 1686-7. It says 
that Shahji “ conquered all the Pattukkottai country inhabited%y 
the Kalians extending to the south as far as Pambanar.” [Local 
tradition, however, attributes the fort to one Pattu Malava Raya. 

It was garrisoned by the British in 1781 and captured by Haidar 
subsequently. See Tanj. Gazr ., Vol. I, p. 253.] 

Sdluvandyakkan-pattana m. 

1139 . On the memorial tower built by Raja SarabhOji in 1814, 
usually called Manor a by the people. Commemorates the down¬ 
fall of Napoleon and the success of British arms. [SarabhOji lived 
at this place and hence it came to be called Sarabhendrarajan- 
pattanam.J 


Shiyali Taluk. 

In his Antiquities Mr. Sewell says that there are copper plate 
grants in the hands of the residents or temples of KlrnahgQr, 
Maruvattur, Tiruvalaiigad and Vaidy£ 4 varank 0 vil, but no details 
of these are available. I have' given below such of them as are 
definite and dated. 

Erukkur. 

1140 . 2990/1911.—(Tamil.) On a detached stone built into 
the entrance of the Perumal temple. A fragmentary record in the 
third yeapof the Chola king RajadhirajadSva (I or II?). 
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K&veripatf inam. 

This ancient seaport identified with the Kamara of the 
Periplus , the Chabaris emporium of Ptolemy and Charitrapura of 
Hiouentsang, ceased to be of importance only about the fifteenth 
century, in consequence evidently of the silting up of the Kaveri. 
It is now a hamlet of fishermen and a place of pilgrimage. For its 
ancient trade, its splendour, its wealth under KarikalchOja, its 
people, etc., as given in Tamil Literature, see Tamils 1800 years 
ago. To the literary men the place is of interest as the birth¬ 
place of Patti nattuppillai and to the sociologist as the birth-place of 
the NattukkOttai Chetti community. 

1141 . 140 of 1910.—(Tamil.) On a slab excavated and now 
preserved in the Taluk office at Shiyali. A mutilated record. In 
modern characters. Mentions the street called after Rayanarayana 
and a tank. 


Kondattur. 

1142 . A C.P. grant in the possession of a resident of the 
village, dated in S. 1529 (A.D. 1607). Antiquities , Vol. I, p. 272. 

Sdydvanam. 

This is near the ancient site of Kaveripaftinam. See No. 1151 
below which refers to Sayai in Pukar. It is also referred to in the 
Periapurdna in connexion with the legend of Iyarpagai Nayanar. 
See Tanj. Gazr ., p. 258. For the description of the ancient grandeur 
of the place see Kadialur Udirankarmanar’s Pattanappdlai . 

1143 . 261 of 1911. -(Tamil.) On the north wall of the prakara 
in the SaySvanesvara temple. A record in the eighth year of the 
Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin KonCrimenkondan (Rajaraja). 
Records that at the instance of a certain Pidaran-Nayakan some 
devadana lands belonging to the temple of Tiruchchayakad- 
Udaiyar at KaverippOmpattinam in Nangur-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajadhiraja-valanadu, were restored by the king for a flower- 
garden. henceforward named Rajarajan-tirunandavanam. The 
royal secretary (tirumandira-dlai) was Pandita^Oja-MQvendavejan. 
Mentions some other officers of the king as signatories. 

1144 . 2620/1911.—(Tamil.) On the same wall. A record in 
the thirty-fifth year of the Chola king Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Tribhuvanavlradeva (1178 —1216), “who was pleased to take Madu¬ 
rai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the crowned head of the 
Pand>a and to perform the anointment of heroes and victors." 
Registers the distribution of paddy collected by the temple, for 
offerings and for repairs, under orders of Piljai Ambaru^aiyar 
Kalingarayar.

Mentions KavCrippumpattinam in Nahgur-nadu, a sub¬ 
division of Rajadhirajavalanadu. 

1148 . 266 of 1911.—(Tamil.) On the west wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the thirty-fifth year of the Chola 
king Tribhuvanachakravartin Tribhuvanavlradeva (178—1216) 
“who took Madurai (Madura), Ilam (Ceylon), Karuvur and the 
crowned head of the Pandya and was pleased to perforin the 
anointment of heroes and victors.” Lease of a temple land and a 
house to Uttarapati-Nayakan alias Tiruchchayakkattu-velan, the 
headman of Vallam, for the supply of 8 s&yavana-n&li of pepper 
every day, to the temple. [The ndli measure here mentioned was 
probably a local one but must have been widely in use on account 
of the commercial importance of the place.] 

1149 . 2670/1911.—(Tamil.) On the south wall of the same 
prakara. A damaged record in the ninth year of the Choja king 
Parakesarivarman alias Tribhuvanachakravartin Vikrama-Chola- 
deva (1118—35).

Begins with the historical introduction tiru maruviya sehgdl , 
etc. Records sale of about one md of land to temple by the 
assembly. [If this is correct the accession of the sovereign must 
have taken place between June 25th and July I2th, A.D. 985 ]

that the figure on the stone was one of Sattan Gunabhattan alias 
Haracharanasekharan of AlattQr who caused this stone temple to 
be built under orders of Udaiya-Pirattiyar, mother of Madhuran- 
takadeva alias Uttama-Chola (970—85).

RajOndra-ChOladeva (I, ion—43). Built in in the middle. Refers 
to the setting up of an image of Kshetrapala by the queen Arinda- 
van-Mahadevi.

(Mithuna, Apara., Sunday, TrayOda&i, Asvati). Built in in the 
middle.

1272 . 302 of 1901.—(Tamil.) On another pillar in front of the 
same temple. Records gift of gold to the temple of Tirukkadai- 
mudi Perumanadigal. 

On a third pillar in the same 
place. A record in the eighteenth year of “ the Gahga-Pallava 
king” Nripatungavarman. Mentions the temple of Tirukkadai- 
mudi-Perumflnadigal and the Pallava queen referred to in No. 1270*

1273 -A. On a stone in the pagoda of Vrrakande&vara in the 
village. Records that in the twenty-fifth year of Kula&ekharadeva 
the people granted some land in the village to the God.

12 7 3 -D. In the same place. Records that Kula&ekharadeva 
granted in his forty-second year six velis of land to God Chokka- 
nayar. Ibid., No. 101.

On a stone to the left of entrance, 
in one of the doorways on the south wall of the Airavate&vara 
temple. A mutilated record in the eighteenth year of the Choja 
king Madiraikonda Parakesarivarman (905—47). 

A damaged record of the Choja 
king Rajakesarivarman, the date of which is lost. Mentions the 
queen of NandipOttaraiyar of the Pallavatilaka family.

The ancient name of this place was Chandralekhai-chatur- 
vedimangalam and that of its temple Perundurai.

In the second gopura of the 
SundarO&vara temple, left of entrance. Mentions a prince Tippa. 

1279 . 570/1897.—(Tamil.) In the same place. A record in 
the tenth year of the Hoysala king Vlra-RamanSthadeva. Men¬ 
tions the Jambuke£vara temple near Trichinopoly. See Tj. 506 
above. 

1280 . 580/1897.—(Tamil.) On a stone built into the floor of 
the first prakctra in the same temple. A record in the seventeenth 
year of the Chola king Ko-Rajakesarivarman. Records gift of 
gold. 

1281 . 590/1897.—(Tamil.) On the north wall of the central 
shrine in the same temple. A record in the fourth year of the 
Chola king Ko-ParakOsarivarman. Records gift of sheep for a lamp. 

A record in 
the forty-fourth year of the Chola king KulOttunga-ChOjadOva (I). 
Records gift of land.
